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ABYSSINIA 


Abyssinia, sometimes known as Ethiopia, includes the kingdoms of 
Amhara, Gojam, Lasta, Shoa and Tigré. The country is divided into 
nine provinces as follows: Damot-Gojam, Equatorial Provinces, Gon- 
dar, Gore, Harar, Jimma, Kassa-Magi, Tigré and Wollo. The area 
of Abyssinia is roughly 350,000 square miles. The population is not 
definitely known, but has been estimated by foreign observers as about 
10,000,000. 

The currency system of Abyssinia is a matter of merely academic 
interest to the American exporter, whose price quotations to Abyssinian 
firms should be in pounds sterling. The Abyssinian coinage includes 
the Maria Theresa Dollar and the Menelik Dollar, both of silver, and 
each equivalent to about 50 cents in U. S. currency. The Menelik 
Dollar is also known as the Talari. There is a fractional silver coinage 
of half and quarter and one-sixteenth the value of the Menelik Dollar. 
The smaller denomination of these silver coins is varyingly called 
a Piastre, a Toumoun, or a Guerche. In addition there is a copper 
coin, the Bessa, valued at 8 to the piastre. There are no gold coins 
in use. Currency is used only in the transactions at the larger 
market places. Throughout the country trade is conducted mainly by 
direct barter of goods; although bars of salt, cartridges, and other 
articles of general demand have practically a currency value. The 
Bank of Abyssinia issues bank notes in denominations of 5, 10, 50, 
100 and 500 Menelik Dollars. These have circulation only in the 
Adis Abeba district. 

French is the commercial language of Abyssinia, for the pur- 
poses of the American exporter, although read and spoken only by 
the more important merchants and by the government officials. Ad- 
vertising matter except in the form of brightly colored, self-explana- 
tory pictures is of no value for the cultivation of popular demand 
owing to the general illiteracy. 

The metric system of weights and measures is used in Adis 
Abeba and in the larger trade centers along the railway.

Ports and Trade Centers: Having no seaboard, Abyssinia is de- 
‘pendent upon the ports of the neighboring European colonies for the 
admission of foreign goods. The principal Abyssinian trading centers are 
Adis Abeba, Dire Dawa and Harrar. Other centers less important to the 
American exporter are Gondar, Adiquala and Adowa in the north; Dessie 
in the east; Ginir and Dolo in the south; and Gore, Gambela and Gallabat 
in the west. As the seaboard terminus of the French-Ethiopian Railway, 
Jibuti in French Somaliland may be accounted as a trading point for the 
Abyssinian markets along the railway line. 

Abyssinian transportation facilities are very primitive. There is 
a single railway line, the French-Ethiopian Railway, operating from 
Jibuti (French Somaliland) to Adis Abeba, a distance of 487 miles.

Shipping Routes and Regulations: Abyssinia is entirely cut off from 
the seaboard by the surrounding colonial possessions of European nations 
—France, Great Britain and Italy—on the north by the Italian colony of 
Eritrea; on the east by French Somaliland and British Somaliland; on the 
southeast by Italian Somaliland; on the south by Kenya Colony, British 
possession; and on the west by the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. Over 70 per 
cent of the trade of Abyssinia is handled through Jibuti (see French 
Somaliland) ; 20 per cent through Massowa (see Eritrea) ; and the remain- _ 
ing 10 per cent through the other ports of entry. For the purposes of the 
American exporter, the routing of goods by way of Jibuti is generally 
advantageous as enabling rail shipment from the port to the principal — 
market places of the interior. —— 


Bills of Lading: Bills of lading may be either direct or “to order.” There are 
no consular regulations affecting bills of lading. 


Packing: In packing goods for shipment to Abyssinia the needs of the caravan — 
trade must be considered. It is desirable, where possible, to limit the weight of the 
individual package to about 90 pounds for mule carriage, two such parcels constitut- 
ing a full load. Boxes should be of strong wood, but not heavier than is essential 
for the safety of the contents. Goods which must. of necessity be placed in large 
packages for economical ocean carriage should have their contents made up into 
smaller parcels of the proper weight for the caravan transport. id

Aden proper, at the mouth of the Red Sea, and the Aden Pro- 
tectorate, which extends along the coast of. Arabia and back into the 
interior, have a combined area of about 9,000 square miles. The area 
of Aden proper is only 75 square miles, and its population about 
60,000. The island of Perim at the Red Sea entrance has an area of 
5 square miles. The island of Sokotra off the coast of Italian Somali- 
land in the Gulf of Aden has an area of 1,400 square miles and a popu- 
lation of 12,000. The Kuria Muria Islands off the Arabian coast in 
the Arabian Sea are a group of five small islands used as a cable 
station. All of the above are British possessions. 

Commercially the importance of Aden depends only very’ slightly 
on its industries. Its position as a business center rests on the fact 
that it is the entrepot for the entire Red Sea district. It is a free 
port, and the only charges are a small landing impost and a duty 
on wines and liquors. 


Currency: The currency system is that of India. 
Language: The commercial languages are English and Arabic. 


Weights and Measures: The English system of weights and measures is used 
in Aden. 


American Consulates: There is an American Consulate at Aden, 
with jurisdiction including the colony and protectorate of Aden—and 
also Abyssinia.

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AFGHANISTAN 


Afghanistan has an area of about 245,000 square miles, and a popu- 
lation estimated at between 5,000,000 and 5,500,000. 

The country is divided into four provinces: Herat, Kabul, Kanda- 
har, and Turkistan. 

The principal bazaars or market centers in Afghanistan are lo- 
cated at Kabul, Jalalabad, and Kandahar, where the produce of the 
country is exchanged by the caravan merchants for the imports of 
cotton and woollen cloth, kerosene, kerosene lanterns, second-hand 
American clothing, tea, sugar, and cheap hardware specialties obtained 
in the bazaar at the Indian railhead cities; Peshawar in the northwest 
frontier province, and Chaman in British Baluchistan. 

Purchases for the Afghan government are usually arranged by the 
Afghan postmaster in Peshawar or large Indian firms in Bombay who 
are appointed government agents, or officials sent out from Kabul for 
the express purpose. Imports of foreign manufacture for Afghanistan 
continue to be purchased through wholesale importers, British and 
Indian firms, located in Karachi and Bombay, with branch offices in 
Lahore, Peshawar and Quetta, who employ Afghan brokers and 
agents. There has not grown up a direct system of imports, nor is 
there any likelihood of an early departure from the present practice of 
purchase and sale through Indian firms. Goods consigned to Afghan- 
istan are normally routed through Karachi, over the lines of the North 
Western railway to the Chaman or Peshawar railheads, where they 
are transshipped and loaded onto camels. An Afghan camel can carry 
400 pounds, and all bales and packages exported for Afghanistan 
should be carefully packed and weighed to be suitable for camel travel, 
and avoid the damage resulting from opening and repacking at the 
railhead. (Avra M. Warren, American Consul, Karachi.) 

Although politically independent, Afghanistan is so situated geo- 
graphically as to be dominated commercially by the tradérs of British 
India. The country has no direct contact with the outside world except 
through the European-controlled territories which surround it. On the 
north, Afghanistan is bounded by Russian dependencies; on the east by 
the Northwestern Frontier Province of British India; on the south by the 
British Political Agency of Baluchistan; and on the west by Persia, now 
largely under British control. 


Currency: The Kabul rupee is the usual currency, but as domestic business is 
largely on a barter basis, payment in kind is prevalent. External transactions being 
usually carried on through India, the Indian rupee is nominally the medium of 
foreign exchange. 


Language: The languages spoken in Afghanistan are Persian and Pushtoo. 


American Consulates: There being no treaty with Afghanistan in 
regard to consular representation, that country is not placed under 
any consular jurisdiction. The American Consulate at Karachi 
(India) will however supply any information with regard to Afghani- 
stan which may be in its possession. 


. Cable Rates: Cable messages for points in Afghanistan go forward 
by mail from any of the border cities in India—preferably Peshawar. 
Such messages should be addressed as, for example: “John Smith, Kabul, 
Post Peshawar.”

All classes of mail matter are despatched 
to Peshawar (see Iwdia) where the Afghan Government maintains a for- 
warding station. Letters are forwarded from Peshawar by runners, 
leaving twice a week. Newspapers and all bulky mail matter, including 
parcel-post packages, are held at Peshawar until it is convenient to for- 
ward them by a mounted messenger. The postage charges covering 
service from Peshawar to the destination in Afghanistan are collected 
from the addressee. The United States Post Office Department accepts 
no responsibility for service beyond Peshawar and therefore considers all 
matter received for Afghanistan as coming under the regulations for 
India. 

Parcels Post: The weight limit is 11 pounds. Parcels cannot be registered. 
One copy of the customs declaration (Form 2966) must be attached to each parcel. 
Postage rate, 14 cents per pound or fraction, plus transit charges—up to 3 
pounds inclusive, 48 cents; from 3 pounds to 7 pounds inclusive, 90 cents; from 
7 pounds to the weight limit, $1.26. Parcels are liable to a further charge for 
delivery, collected at destination from the addressee. For additional information 
see under India. 


Shipping Routes and Regulations: Shipments for all destinations in 
Afghanistan will ordinarily be consigned to Karachi (India) where de- 
livery will be taken by the consignee’s agent. The goods will be forwarded 
by the latter to Chaman on the Afghan border by the North Western 
Railway.

(UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA) 


The total area of the Union of South Africa, a British Dominion, 
is 473,089 square miles, with a population of approximately 7,000,000. 
Of the total population only about 1,500,000 are whites. The Union 
comprises four provinces: Cape of Good Hope (Cape Province), 
Natal, Orange Free State, and Transvaal. Under Cape Province are 
included the territories of Bechuanaland, East Griqualand, Pondoland, 
Tembuland, Transkei, and Walfisch Bay. Natal includes Zululand. 

The currency system of the Union of South Africa is the same as 
that of the United Kingdom, although the old coinage of the South 
African Republic still circulates to some extent. The unit of currency 
is the pound sterling (£1/-/-), coined in gold as the Sovereign, equiva- 
lent to $4.86 U. S. currency at par of exchange. Other coins are of 
the following denominations: Half Sovereign (10 shillings); Half 
Crown (2 shillings 6 pence); Florin (2 shillings); Shilling (12 pence), 
20 to the pound sterling or sovereign, equivalent to 24.3 cents, U. S. 
currency; Six Pence; Penny, equivalent to 2 cents, U. S. currency; 
Half Penny; and Farthing (4 to the penny). Notes are issued by the 
banks in the Union of South Africa in denominations of 10 shillings 
(10/-), £1, £5, £10, £20 and £50. 


Weights and Measures: The standard weights and measures are British, but 
the following old Dutch measures are still used. Liquid Measure: leaguer = 128 
imperial gals.; half aum = 15%4 imperial gals.; anker = 7% imperial gals. Capacity: 
muid = 3 bushels. Surface: morgen = 2.1165402 acres. Linear: 1000 Cape lineal feet 
= 1033 imperial feet. 


American Consulates: There is an American Consulate General 
at Cape Town (Cape Province); Consulates at Durban (Natal), 
Johannesburg (Transvaal), and Port Elizabeth (Cape Province); and 
Consular Agencies at Bloemfontein (Orange Free State), and East 
London (Cape Province). Inquiries regarding the South African 
market may preferably be directed to the American Trade Commis- 
sioner at Johannesburg. The districts in which the several Consulates 
have jurisdiction are as follows: 


Capetown: General supervision over all South Africa, and particular jurisdiction 
in the western part of Cape Province and in British Southwest Africa. 
q Johannesburg: Jurisdiction in the Transvaal, Orange Free State, and in Southern 
and Northern Rhodesia.

is 40 per cent ad valorem or 6 pence per pound, whichever is the greater. 

Catalogues and price lists addressed to importers, merchants, manufacturers, 
or public libraries and similar institutions in reasonable quantities are free of duty 
regardless of weight under a recent new ruling. Electrotypes, stereotypes, and 
matrices are dutiable at 25 per cent ad valorem. 

It is not the intention to permit the duty-free importation of wholesale quantities 
of catalogues and price lists for redistribution to private individuals or others not 
specified in item 157. No definite rules are laid down, however, but each case will 
be judged strictly on its merits as to what will be considered “reasonable quantities.” 

The new ruling also provides that in the case of catalogues, and price lists sent 
in bulk for redistribution to any of the classes specified in the law, free entry will be 
accorded, providing the individual units in the shipment are separately addressed for 
mailing to the various classes designated in the law and are actually forwarded. 
Manufacturers’ agents are also included within the provisions of the ruling, and 
catalogues sent to them will be treated the same as those sent to importers. 

According to the Commissioner of Customs and Excise at Pretoria the term 
“catalogue,” when used in the customs tariff of the Union of South Africa, means 
“a methodically arranged list with or without a short description of the merits and 
use of the various articles set forth therein, as well as the prices, terms and condi- 
tions attached te the sale thereof.” 

When catalogues which are valuable or bulky are to be sent at the same time 
to a number of firms in South Africa, it is generally desirable to ship them in bulk to 
some agent in Cape Town or Durban with instructions as to their distribution. 
This can be arranged with freight forwarders in the United States who will arrange 
with their connections in South Africa for the rendering of such service for the 
exporter’s account. While this procedure will subject the shipment to customs 
duty, it is preferable to sending expensive catalogues singly from the United States, 
because while free entry would be secured many of the firms to receive copies might 
refuse to take delivery owing to the local postal charges. 

Invoices or customs declarations covering shipments of catalogues, price lists 
and so forth, whether separate or enclosed with merchandise, should avoid the 
terms “printed matter.” Such invoice items should read, “Catalogues and price 
lists, no commercial value.” . - 

The inclusion of catalogues, price lists and advertising literature in the packages 


with merchandise in no way affects the duty requirements. See also under Postal 
Regulations. , 


Customs Tariff: For the purpose of estimating the amount of duty under ad- 
valorem schedules of the customs tariff the value of the goods shall be the true 
current value for home consumption in the open market of similar goods in the 
country from which, and at the time at which, the goods were imported, including 
carriage to the port of shipment, the cost of packing and packages, but not in- 
cluding agent’s commission when such commission does not exceed five per cent. 
In no case, however, shall the value for duty purposes be less than the cost of the 
goods, as at the port of shipment, to the importer in South Africa. — 

A proposal has been made in the Parliament of the Union of South Africa 
providing for the imposition of a special dumping duty in addition to the regular, 
customs duty on goods imported into the Union of a class produced or man- 
_ufactured in the Union, if the export selling price be less than the price o the

Merchandise Marks: No goods are required to be marked with the country of 
origin—as “Made in U. S. A.”—except wine, spirits, vinegar, and so forth; and 
any article which is labelled in such a way as to mislead a purchaser into the be- 
lief that it emanates from a country other than that in which it was manufactured. 

The Dairy Industry Act, No. 16 of 1918, Section 11, prohibits the sale or hold- 
ing for sale (but not importation) of any dairy produce, unless the name of the 
country of origin is clearly stamped upon it or upon every wrapper, package or 
box containing such produce. Dairy produce is defined as including milk, con- 
densed milk, butter, cream, cheese, margarine, and butter substitutes. 


Samples: Samples of no commercial value may be imported into the Union of 
South Africa free of duty. Samples having a commercial value are, however, subject 
to the same rates of duty applying to ordinary commercial shipments.of such goods. 
For example, pattern books of cut samples, although a charge is made therefor to 
importers, of no commercial value, are admitted free of duty into South Africa. 
When such samples are despatched by parcel post, it is necessary to declare on the 
customs declaration tag that the contents of the packages are “Samples of no com- 
mercial value, the manufacture of the United States of America.” Similar declara- 
tion must be made on the relative invoices to be produced by the addressee when 
clearing the samples on arrival at their South African destination. 


Weights and Measures: The United States gallon and its subdivisions are not 
legal units in the Union of South Africa, and the imperial gallon with its subdivisions 
must be used. 1 U. S. gallon equals 0.8333 imperial gallons. 


Ports and Trade Centers: Direct ports of call and points reached 
on through steamship bills of lading are indicated by the letters TBL. 
Places other than the TBL points may be reached via the place mentioned 
in parentheses, where the foreign buyer will take delivery except when ar- 
rangements have been made with a foreign freight forwarder to handle 
the shipment to destination.

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ALASKA 


Although a Territory of the United States, Alaska is here treated 
because presenting certain transportation problems allied to those 
arising ip connection with export shipments or those to our insular 
possessions. 

Business within the Territory of Alaska is done under government 
license, which is the principal source of income covering the cost of 
administration. There are no restrictions, however, on the business going 
into Alaska from the United States, so that to all intents and purposes, 
commerce between the United States and Alaska is on the same basis as 
interstate commerce within the borders of the United States proper. 

Climate has an important bearing upon the flow of commerce from 
the United States because of the fact that only the southern and south- 
western coasts of Alaska are accessible by water all the year round. The 
Bering Sea and Bering Strait seaboard have open water only in the summer 
months. For the rest of the year, goods must be shipped inland by rail 
and sled to the more inaccessible districts.

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Albania is an independent country administered by a provisional 
government. The estimated area is 11,000 square miles, with a popu- 
lation of 1,500,000. The country is divided into four provinces: Kos- 
sovo, Monastir, Scutari, and Yanina. 


Ports and Trade Centers: Albania has five ports: San Giovanni 
di Medua, Durazzo, Valona, Porto Palermo and Santi Quaranta. The 
first of these is the nearest port to Scutari and merchandise may be 
transported overland or transshipped up the Bojana River. Durazzo will 
eventually be the entry port for Central Albania when that section of the 
country has been opened up through road construction. Porto Palermo 
is the center for the small coastal strip known as the Chimara district. 
Santi Quaranta handles the southern corfimerce. Valona will ultimately 
be the most important port of Albania owing to its large natural harbor.

If the arrange- 
ments with the Algerian agent are such that it is not desired to have him assume the 
expense of the duties on the supply of catalogues, it would seem that he might at | 
least take care of that small expenditure for the manufacturer’s account. Otherwise 
it will be desirable to turn the shipment over to a freight forwarder in New York, 
who will forward the catalogues to an agent or representative in Algeria for clear- 
ance through customs and delivery to the manufacturer’s agent, duty and other ex- 

_ penses for handling being charged back to the manufacturer.

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ARABIA 


Arabia was part of the Turkish Empire in Asia, embracing the large 
peninsula between the Red Sea and the Persian Gulf. It has an area 
of about 1,000,000 square miles and an estimated population of about 
5,000,000. ‘Arabia comprises a number of political divisions—Aden, 
Aden Protectorate, Asir, Bahrein Islands, Hejaz, Jebel Shammar, 
Kerals (Trans-Jordania), Koweit, Nejd-Hasa, Oman, and Yemen— 
which are treated in separate sections in this alphabetical position. 

The inhabitants are Arabs in the majority, ranging from settled 
villagers to pastoral tribes and nomadic brigands. There are communities 
of Arabian Jews in various parts of this territory, and in the ports and 
coastal towns there are considerable numbers of Somalis, British Indians, 
Levantines, and other foreign traders. The European and -Levantine 
population i is less than 1 per cent of the total. Modern education scarcely 
exists. 4 


Currency: Nominally the currency in use is Turkish, but Egyptian, British, and 
Indian currency, Maria Theresa trade dollars, and currency of local issue have a 
general circulation in many parts of the territory. The Imperial Ottoman Bank 
has agencies at Hodeidah and Jeddah, and a prominent British commercial firm does 
private banking in the Hejaz. 

Language: The language most widely used is Arabic. In addition to Arabic 
there is use of English, French and Italian in commercial circles, Turkish or French 
is the official languagé. 

Transportation: Very inadequate. There is coastal shipping, mostly of small 
British registry, running out of Aden and Bahrein. There is but one railroad worth 
consideration, the Beirut-Medina line in Hejaz. For the most part inland trans- 
portation is by caravan. It is unsafe for, and the Arabs usually will not permit, 
Christians to go inland from the coastal towns. 


American Consulates: Asir, Hejaz, and Yemen are included in the 
jurisdiction of the American Consulate at Aden; Bahrein Islands, Jebel 
Shammar, Koweit, Nejd-Hasa, and Oman, in the jurisdiction of the 
American Consulate at Baghdad (Mesopotamia); Kerak, in the juris- 
diction of the American Consulate at Jerusalem (Palestine). In- 
quiries regarding any of these political divisions should be addressed 
to the offices as indicated.

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ARGENTINE REPUBLIC 


The Argentine Republic is the third largest of the American republics. 
Its area is 1,153, 119 square miles, with a population of about 8,400,000. 

The provinces are: Buenos Aires, Catamarca, Cordoba, Corrientes, 
Entre Rios, Jujuy, La Rioja, Mendoza, Salta, San Juan, San Luis, Santa 
Fe, Santiago de Estero, and Tucuman. The Federal District has a 
population of 1,580,000. The territories are: Chaco, Chubut, Formosa, 
Los Andes,~Misiones, Neuquen, Pampa Central, Rio Negro, Santa 
Cruz, and Tierra del Fuego. 

Currency: The money of Argentina is on the decimal basis, the peso being the 
unit of value, divided into 100 centavos. There is a gold peso and a paper peso, the 
former being the unit adopted for government reports and financial transactions, unless 
otherwise stated. The gold peso is equivalent to $0.965, United States currency, 
at par of exchange. The paper peso is the unit of value for commercial transactions. 
It bears a legally fixed relation to the gold peso, so that the papers peso always 
equals 44 per cent of a gold peso. 


Language: Spanish is the spoken and commercial language. 


Weights and Measures: The use of the metric system is compulsory. 


American Consulates: There is an American Consulate General at 
Buenos Aires; and a Consulate at Rosario. In the jurisdiction of the 
former are included the provinces of Buenos Aires, Entre, Rios, San 
Luis, Mendoza, San Juan and the territories of Chubut, Neuquen, 
Pampa Central, Rio Negro, Santa Cruz, and Tierra del Fuego. The 
remaining provinces and territories are in the jurisdiction of the Con- 
sulate at Rosario.

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Consular Regulations: A certificate of origin in Spanish, together 
with the full set of negotiable bills of lading, must be certified by the 
Argentine Consulate having jurisdiction at the port from which ship- 
ment is made; or, in the case of goods shipped on through export bill 
of lading from an interior point, by the Argentine Consulate having 
jurisdiction at such point. 

For shipments on parcel receipt, no certificate of origin is required, - 
but the parcel receipts themselves must receive consular certification. 
The value of the shipment must be stated on the parcel receipt. 

No consular documents are required on shipments by parcel post. 

The certificate of origin must be prepared in triplicate on the 
specified form, facsimile of which is here shown. These forms may be 
purchased at the Consulate or from any commercial stationer, or may 
be privately printed, if conforming exactly to the official model. The 
consular offices do not sell the blank forms.

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All copies of the certificate of origin must be handed to the steam- 
ship company, attached to the bills of lading when those are presented 
for signature. They are not to be presented at the Consulate by the 
shipper. The steamship company secures the Consular visé on both 
the bills of lading and the certificate of origin, returning one copy of 
the latter, duly legalized, to the shipper with the full set of certified 
bills of lading. The other two copies of the certificate of origin, to- 
gether with a non-negotiable copy of the bill of lading are returned by 
the Consulate. 

The bills of lading, with certificate of origin attached, must be 
handed to the steamship company at least one day before the sailing 
of the carrying vessel, in order to allow sufficient time for their presen- 
tation at the Consulate. 

“To order” bills of lading are permissible. 

Commercial invoices need not be presented for consular visé. It 
should be noted, however, that the customs regulations of Argentine 
Republic provide that when merchandise is subject to an ad valorem 
duty, unless certified by the Consulate at the point of origin, as to 
correctness of values shown, the commercial invoice may be disre- 
garded and duty assessed on such valuation of the goods as may be 
determined by the customs authorities themselves. 

Should an error in the certificate of origin be discovered within 
three days after the clearance of the ship, a special declaration, ex- 
plaining and rectifying such error, should be prepared in triplicate in 
the form of a letter to the Consulate for legalization. One copy will 
be returned to the shipper who will forward to the consignee in 
Argentine Republic. : te a 

The fee of $4.00 for the certification of bills of lading, including — 
visé of the certificate of origin, is paid by the steamship company and 
collected by them together with the freight charges from the shipper.

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The certification of extra bills of lading, if desired, entails an 
extra consular fee of $1.00 per copy certified. 

Certification of letters of correction entails an extra fee of $8.00. 

Certification of health certificates when required on shipments 
of food products, and so forth, requires payment of a fee of $3.00. 

Consuls are authorized to collect a fee of $4.00 U. S. currency for 
each invoice, and $1.00 additional for each item contained therein. It 
is to be understood, however, that the decree does not require the con- 
sular legalization of the commercial invoice, which is to be made only 
as the request of the shippers.

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The statutory regulations governing the preparation of certificates of origin 
provide for the use of a standard form in the Spanish language following the 
arrangement indicated in the specimen form shown below. 


In filling out the blank form the shipper states his profesion, business location, 
the name of the vessel and of its captain, the flag (bandera) under which it sails, 
and the number of the bill of lading—in the spaces designated, at the top of the 
form. The columns of the form must show: (1) the mark appearing on the 
packages and bill of lading; (2) the numbers of the packages; (3) the actual number 
of packages; (4) the class of packages, as case, barrel, bale, and so forth; (5) 
description of the merchandise; (6) the quantity of each variety of merchandise by 
weight, in kilos, or by measurement; (7) the country of origin. Immediately following 
the above entries, must appear the signature of the shipper, with date. The entries 
at the bottom of the certificate are made by the Consulate when presented for 
legalization. 


The Argentine Federal Courts have declared null and void any clause in bills 
of lading or freight contracts providing for jurisdiction of other than Argentine 
Courts in disputes concerning Argentine shipments. 


As the result of representations made by the American Embassy in Buenos Aires, 
the Argentine Ministry of Finance has issued a decree authorizing Argentine consuls 
at interior points in the United States to visé bills of lading issued by American ship- 
ping companies for merchandise destined for Argentina under the following condi- 
tions: 


The consul at the point of origin of the merchandise shall legalize the bills of 
lading and certificates of origin of merchandise specified therein, and shall collect 
the corresponding fees without requiring the name of the steamer that is to carry 
the goods to destination, it being sufficient to give the name of the company owning 
the vessel. 


Two copies of the said documents shall be forwarded officially to the consulate 
at the port of shipment, and the consul at that port shall, free of charge, complete 
the document by the addition of the name of the steamer which is to carry the 
goods, One of the copies shall be sent by the consul to the customhouse authorities 
at the port of destination in Argentina by official mail, and the other shall be delivered 
to the captain of the ship, to be presented together with the other documents covering 
the cargo, including the general ship’s manifest. 


The customhouse at the port of destination shall accept from the consignees the 
bills of lading without the name of the steamer and shall complete them, always 
provided they correspond exactly with the set legalized by the consulate at the port 
of origin. 


Commercial Invoices: In the preparation of the commercial invoices, it is im- 
portant that the gross weights and measurements be given. The net and legal 
weights must also be given, if the goods have an invoice or official valuation of more 
than 20 centavos gold per kilo. 

American concerns shipping to Argentina goods which are dutiable upon declared 
valuations, should discontinue the practice of invoicing at list prices, which are then

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subject to various discounts, if they wish to avoid burdening the Argentine importer 
with paying duty upon the full list price. 

Owing to complaints against the procedure of the customs inspectors in not 
recognizing discounts from list prices on merchandise dutiable upon declared valua- 
tion, the Administrator General of the custom house has issued Circulars Nos. 268 
(dated September 9) and 376 (dated September 20), which are intended to estab- 
lish uniform practices in this regard and set up as a standard for valuation “the 
prices at which the merchandise is generally offered for sale in the normal and usual 
method of commercial transactions.” The practical application of these instructions 
has been that the inspectors invariably levy duties on the list prices, ignoring entirely 
any trade or cash discounts appearing on the invoices. American shippers should 
therefore abandon the practice of billing at list and using a sliding scale of discounts, 
deep-rooted as that is in the export practice in the United States, if they wish to avoid 
the payment of duties greatly in excess of those which the merchandise should legally 
pay. 

The basic Argentine tariff has not been revised for many years, and there are 
many articles which have come into general use in recent years, especially Ameri- 
can-made products of various kinds, which do not appear in the tariff, and are there- 
fore subject to duties on the value declared in the invoice submitted by the customs 
broker. In addition to those not specified, there are a-number of cemmodities for 
which no value has been fixed and which are likewise dutiable upon the declared 
valuation, 

It is also of great importance that invoices be forwarded promptly, because if 
no invoice is presented, the valuation for duty purposes is left to the inspectors, whose 
inclination is naturally to make the valuation as high as possible. The presentation 
of invoices at time of clearance is especially important in the case of a new kind 
of goods, when the decision as to the valuation to be assigned is in discretion of 
the Board of Inspectors. The valuation thus established, according to the regula- 
tions, is to serve as a basis for future clearance of similar merchandise; this pro- 
cedure to be followed especially in the case of automobiles, for the purpose of estab- 
lishing fixed standards to guide all inspectors of the customs service. 


Customs Regulations: Goods arriving as cargo must be declared at 
the custom house, giving marks, numbers and quantity of packages, 
within eight days from the steamer’s entry to the port, under a penalty of 
a fine equal to 2 per cent of the value of the goods as listed in the tariff, 
or their invoice value if they are not tariffed. In the event of the contents 
being unknown, the customs grant eight days more for the verification and 
declaration of the contents of each individual package. Should this not be 
done within this time limit, the goods are fined with 5 per cent on the value 
of the entrance duty and the additional 2 per cent. The custom house does 

~not allow the withdrawal of any one package until the contents of all the 
ackages entered on a bill of lading have been declared. 

The custom house laws do not admit of rectification of errors. The 
declaration must be made within eight days of the steamer’s entry and 

must be exact and according to the custom house tariff. Excesses in 
__ weight or quantity over declared weights, if discovered, are punishable 
| with seizure or a fine equal to the value of the goods according to tariff. 
_ Differences between declared qualities and verified qualities are fined with 
_ double duty. The’ fines cannot be condoned; the law is against it. 

As goods have to be declared within eight days of the steamer’s arri- 
_ val, as regards the number of cases, contents of each case, marks and 
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numbers, and items of customs tariff under which they are being declared 
for entry, it follows that the invoice should provide all necessary informa- 
tion for this purpose. An examination of the cases is not practicable and 
is very rarely resorted to. 

The Argentine government does not assume responsibility for loss 
due to damage sustained by goods in the event of fire and to the theft 
of goods under certain conditions. Below is a translation of Article 
287 of the Argentine Customhouse Regulations which fully covers the 
subject of the responsibility of the government in such cases: 

“The National Treasury assumes direct liability for the loss, prej- 
udice or damage sustained by the goods stored-in the general ware- 
houses of the Customs, except those produced as follows? (1) By 
fortuitous events, such as fire, floods and other unforeseen accidents 
which may occur; (2) Loss or damage produced by rats or insects; (3) 
Decomposition or deterioration of the goods due either to the natural 
action of time, the bad quality of the merchandise or to faulty pack- 
ing; (4) The damage caused by any package the contents of which 
are liable to damage the surrounding packages, when the said contents 
have not been declared on the copy of the warehousing invoice. In 
this case, the consignee of the package which caused the damage, shall 
be compelled to indemnify the owner of the goods damaged or rendered 
valueless; (5) Theft, when committed by the medium of breaking in 
doors or windows, scaling walls and generally in any manner or cir- 
cumstances in which it is beyond the power of the persons in charge 
of the warehouses to avoid it; (6) For goods delivered in error as a 
consequence of the declaration as a single package of one composed 
of several packages all bearing the same marks and numbers as the 
external packing, except in cases where the ‘Alcaidia’ has been notified 
beforehand of the said circumstances and that the interior packages 
would be despatched separately.” 


Customs Tariff: In Argentina customs duties are levied on gross weights, net 
weights and legal weights as provided for in the tariff of values. Gross weight means 
the weight of the article with all its interior and exterior packings; net weight means 
the absolutely net weight of the commodity excluding its container or any additional 
packings; and legal weight means the weight of the article together with the im- 
mediate wrappings. As a general rule, and unless otherwise specified in the tariff 
of values, the duty is calculated on legal weight, except as follows:—Gross weight: 
Boots and shoes, packed in bales; china, earthenware, and glassware—including the 
bale or case, straw, and so forth; chemical products, when packed in a single con- 
tainer; electrical supplies, packed in bales, bags or rolls; hardware, packed in bales, 
bags or rolls; paper, packed in a single container. Net weight: Jewelry. By volume 
or dozens: Liquors. By units and dozens: Furniture. 

The exterior container used must be accurately described in the shipping docu- 
ments; for example, to describe a crate as a case will cause trouble in the Customs 
House here. Case marks and numbers should correspond exactly to those appearing 
on the invoices and other documents. Numeration of cases is obligatory for general 
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merchandise and case numbers should be strictly consecutive. Large consignments 
of commodities such as cement, etc., are not classed as general merchandise, 


Customs Warehousing: Goods can remain in the customs warehouses without 
paying duty for two years. When the two years have elapsed the warehousing can be 
renewed for another two years, providing the first storage charges be paid. Should 
the storage not be paid, the goods are sold to defray expenses. 


Delayed Documents: The documents covering shipments to Argentine Republic 
should go forward by the ship carrying the goods. Late arrival of documents, in 
the case of a shipment consigned direct, renders the consignee liable to fine. On 
“to order” shipments, the presentation at the customs of a certificate from the bank, 
to the effect that the documents have been delayed, will obviate the fine. 


Merchandise Marks: The Argentine Government has issued a decree containing 
the rules and regulations for the enforcement of the Merchandise Identification Act 

No, 11,275. 

The principal requirements of the new law may be summarized as follows: 
All labels must show the country of origin of the goods in the following manner: 

“Made in England” or “Made in the United States of America,” etc., as the case 

may be, in either of the following six languages: Spanish, French, English, Italian, 

Portuguese and German. Such forms as ‘‘English Make,” “Fabbricazigne Italiana,” 

etc., are also acceptable. 

The Division of Foreign Tariffs “has been given to understand that the use 

of the words ‘Made in U. S. A.’ will be satisfactory, and that when the name of a 

well-known city such as New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, etc., appears, there will 

probably be no difficulty even if the words ‘Made in U. S. A.’ are omitted. Where 
trade-marks have been registered, the marking of the articles should conform exactly 
N to the trade-mark as registered, if this is possible; that is to say, the articles should 
not be marked in a different way from that used in the trade-mark.” 
j The measure and/or net weight of all goods must be shown on the labels, in 
units of the decimal metric system, i. e., in metres, and kilos, in the case of goods 
’ the value of which is regulated by the length, weight, area or volume, 

These particulars may be shown in either of the six above-mentioned languages. 

In the case of foodstuffs and fabrics, the labels must state whether the article 
or material is pure or mixed and must show the percentage of the various compo- 
nents. Example: “60% silk; 40% cotton.” 

This new law became effective on November 10, 1924. Foreign goods in the 
Customs House on that date are exempted from the requirements of this law.- After 
that date, non-compliance with the new Act will be penalized by a fine of from $100 
to $2,000 Argentine paper currency. 

The complete text of the law, is as follows: 


+ Section 1. All products or goods manufactured in the country shall bear the 
expression “Industria Argentina’ (1) printed upon the containers, wrappers or upon 
the goods themselves. 

Section 2; Sellers of goods made in Argentina shall keep the expression men- 
tioned in the preceding section, and when advertising the goods in prospectus, shall 

,; indicate the origin of the goods. 
. Section 3. Importers or sellers of foreign goods shall have printed upon the re- 
 ceptacles, and, if already so printed,‘ shall keep upon such receptacles and upon the 
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wrappers or upon the goods themselves, in a visible place, the name of the country 
of origin. 

Section 4. Factories or works established within the country shall apply upon 
the receptacles, labels or upon the goods, the description relative to the goods in 
the Spanish language, it being permissible to place beside such translations as may 
be desired. 

Section 5. Domestic (2) trade-marks, hereafter registered or renewed, even though 
consisting of fanciful names, shall not contain words except of dead tongues or of 
the Spanish language, save in the case of names of persons. 

Section 6. Manufacturers or sellers of Argentine or foreign goods shall in each 
case specify upon the labels of the receptacles, the quality of the goods, whether 
pure or mixed, and the net weights and measure of the contents. 

Section 7. In the case of wines or liquors the pureness shall be determined auto- 
matically by the stamps of the Internal Revenue Office, mentioning the correspond- 
ing chemical analysis and alcholic degree. In the case of blends of native wines 
with foreign wines the containers shall specify the class and proportion of the wines 
blended. 

Section 8. Infringers of the provisions stipulated in the preceding sections shall 
be punished with fines of from one hundred to two thousand pesos Argentine paper 
currency. 


1. The expression “Industria Argentina” (Argentine industry) required by 
Sections 1, 2; 4 and 5 of Law No. 11,275, shall be placed without any alternation 
whatsoever on all domestic (Argentine) manufactures. For the purpose of this 
provision, all products a portion of which shall be composed of Argentine raw ma- 
terial and all products which shall undergo in the Argentine a treatment or trans- 
formation involving an addition of labor, shall be considered domestic products. In 
the event of doubt, the interested parties shall:inquire as to the legal classification of 
their goods, 

2. For the purpose of Section 3 of the law it shall be sufficient to mention the 
name of the country of origin or to use such phrases as “Industria Inglesa” (Eng- 
lish make), ‘(Made in Germany,” ‘‘Fabbricazione Italiana” (Italian make), etc. 
Such particulars may be shown in either of the following languages: Spanish, French, 
English, Italian, Portuguese or German, and one of these languages shall be used, 
ad libitum, on goods coming from a country whose language shall be different. 

3. The provision of Section 4 of the law shall be applied strictly, and those 
coming under the stipulations thereof shall submit for approval, in triplicate, the 
labels and tags worded in one of the above-mentioned languages. 

4. The quality shall be shown on all products. The requirement to show 
whether the product is pure or mixed shall apply only to foodstuffs and fabrics 
(woven goods and articles made therefrom, hosiery, gloves made of fabrics, hats of 
felt and fabric, etc.), stating the percentage of the various components. Weights and 
measures shall be-shown in units of the decimal metric system, on all goods whiclk 
may be sold in pieces and the value of which may be regulated by the weight, length, 
area or volume. These particulars may be shown in any of the approved languages 
in which the labels may be worded. 

5. All the particulars called for by this law shall be shown on the main inscrip- 
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tion or labels of the packages or containers and on each piece, if a label is placed 

thereon. Such pieces as owing to their small size or by custom it is not usual to 

provide with a label are excepted from this requirement and in such event the par- 
ticulars shall be shown on the wrappers, crates or packages containing them. 

6. Should the main labels be registered as trade-marks, the particulars under the 
present Act required to be shown may be placed on the margin of the headings, out- 
side of the mark itself but on the same label. 

/» 7. The particulars by this law required to be shown shall be impressed in relief 
on metals and articles manufactured therefrom and shall be stamped on woven 

: fabrics, if marks appear thereon in the same manner (this means that the particulars 
required by this law must appear in the same manner as the marks. For example, 
if the mark should be woven in the fabric, the particulars as to country of origin, 
measurements and components must be similarly woven in). 

8. The term of one year fixed by Section 9 of the Act, at the expiration of 

which the law shall come into force, shall be applicable to foreign goods entering 
2 the country and to domestic goods leaving the factory. Goods which on the date 
. of the coming into force of this Act (November 10, 1924), shall be in the Customs 
House or on the market shall be exempted from the penalties of this Act. 

9. Applications for licenses and approval of labels, as also any request for ex- 
planations of any obscure points in connection with the requirementse of Law No. 
11,275 and of the present decree, shall be addressed to the Trade and Industries De- 
partment, from whose rulings appeal may be made to the Ministry of Agriculture. 


Packing: Catalogues and advertising literature should never be inserted in 
cases containing other goods, but should always be packed in a separate case. 
; Printed matter is subject to duties, and when certain small quantities are included 
i in each case of a consignment endless trouble is likely to be incurred in opening 
: up cases and extracting and weighing the literature. Should advertising literature be 
; inserted in a consignment without being duly specified in the shipping documents 
4 the custom house broker will fail to declare it and fines may result. Goods which, 
: in accordance with the Tariff of Values and its complementary regulations, must 
3 be weighed inclusive of their wrappings and internal containers, and which are im- 
q ported without the said wrappings and containers will be subject to an increase of 
10 per cent of their respective valuations, the interested parties being obliged to 
declare both on the clearance document and on the copy of the invoice for ware- 
housing the condition in which the goods are imported, subject to the same penalties 
as those imposed for false declaration. 


Packing List: The very strict enforcement of the Argentine law, which requires 
that goods be weighed with their immediate wrappings or containers, makes it ad- 
visable for exporters to be extremely careful in making up their packing lists. 

4 Goods that are packed loose in a box, and which for one reason or another it 
is not practical to wrap up, should be entered on the packing list as “loose or not 
wrapped.” This will allow the importer to make the proper declaration in clearing 
his shipment. Ten per cent is added to the duty of all goods dutiable by weight, 
to make up for the absence of interior wrappings, but unless the declaration declares 
the goods to be without wrappings a fine is also imposed, amounting to an additional 
+10 per cent, for incorrect declaration. ~ 
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The following form carries suggestions by a custom-house broker of Buenos Aires 
on the principal items demanding especial attention in making up the packing list: 


Weights 


Merchandise Gubia :

The proper filling up of this form will be all that is necessary for the Argentine 
customs, especially if the following points are observed: 


1. Numbers on packages should not be repeated on the same bill of lading, 
unless the marks of same are different. 

2. When more than one article is included in the same package the partial 
weights of same should be given. 

3. When any article included in a box (or crate) has no immediate wrapper— 
that is to say, when it is ‘‘loose’—such indication should be made on the packing list. 

4. Textiles should be properly described, giving proportions of wool, linen, cotton, 
ete., also indicating weight per square meter. 

5. Wines and spirits should be detailed in liters, indicating if possible alcoholic 
strength, 

6. Weights should be given by preference in kilos. 

7. Cubic measurements should by preference be indicated in meters, 

8. It should be borne in mind that in the Argentine Republic the metric system 
alone is recognized. 

9. Net weight is understood to be the weight of the article, exclusively. 

10. Legal weight, the weight of article plus all its attached wrappings, such as 
paper, cartons, and/or anything else with which the merchandise is wrapped. 

11. Gross weight is the total weight of the package. 


Refused Shipments: To avoid legal difficulties in connection with the situation 
occasionally arising from the refusal by the customer in Argentina to accept delivery 
of goods ordered by him, it is recommended that there be included in the sales contract 
a clause reading: 

Queda convenido que si el comprador dejare de recibir la mercaderia dentro de los 
dias de estar & su disposicion, 0 no cumpliera las demds condiciones del contrato, 
el vendedor podrd vender la mercaderia privadamente o en remate, y demandar al com- 
prador por la diferencia de precio, gastos incurridos y todo otro ie y perjuicio, 
siempre que no prefiriera exigir el cumplimiento del contrato. Zz 


Translated into English, this clause reads: 

It is agreed that should the buyer fail to accept the goods within - days from 
the time they are placed at his disposal, or to fulfill any other conditions of the con- 
tract, the seller shall have the right to sell the goods privately or at auction, and to 
claim from the purchaser the difference in price, expenses incurred, and all other 


damages, provided always that he does not elect to exact the ‘performance of the 
contract, 


This clause would permit the vendor, upon the refusal of the buyer to accept the 
merchandise, to sell it either privately or by public auction, to apply the proceeds to 
his own use, and to sue the purchaser without more ado for the difference between the — 
contract price and the proceeds, together with interest, legal costs, and a 
expenses and losses arising out of the buyer’s refusal to fulfill his contract, ich a 
clause would eliminate the necessity of bringing suit either to compel the fulfillment 


of the contract or to rescind it. It would permit the seller to dines of 
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chandise without delay or prejudice to his legal rights against the purchaser. It 
would save the costly storage charges, and it would fix the measure of damages, which 
under the general rule must be determined by experts—a procedure often very un- 
satisfactory to the seller. 

Should the buyer refuse to accept the goods upon the ground of quality, the seller 
may notify him, by letter or cable, to appear at a fixed day and hour for the purpose 
of withdrawing samples. These samples, having been withdrawn in the presence of 
both parties, might be sealed and deposited in court or with third parties agreed upon. 
If the purchaser fails to appear, the vendor can withdraw the samples by his own 
initiative in the presence of a notary public and two witnesses, sealing and depositing 
them with a notary or with a commercial judge. The samples would be binding on 
both parties. 

Salesman’s Samples: Samples brought into the Argentine Republic by the 
traveling representative are admitted free of duty, if having no commercial value. 
If the samples have value, bond may be given for the amount of the duty which 
would be payable on such merchandise. Such bonds are for a period of 90 days with 
privilege of renewal for a further 90 days. Upon re-exportation of dutiable samples 
covered by bond, the amount paid is refunded. The handling of samples under 
bond should be entrusted to a custom house broker. . 

Statement of Weight in Invoices: If discrepancy is found in the, class, quality 
or quantity of the goods manifested the inspector shall suspend clearing and shall 
inform the administrator in writing of the discrepancy discovered, provided the con- 
tents of the package be superior in class or quality or greater in quantity than that 
declared and that the difference is in excess of 2 per cent of the value in class, 
quantity or quality, or in excess of 2 per cent in quantity in the case of articles 
valued according to weight. 

If the discrepancy consists in the fact that the inspected parcel contains goods 
inferior in class or quality or in less quantity than that stated in the manifest, the 
inspector shall not suspend the clearance but shall make a note of the discrepancy on 
the manifest and shall fix the valuation according to the goods manifested. 

If the package is found in order as regards the species, quality or quantity the 
inspector shall proceed to value the goods in the presence of the interested party and 
in accordance with the Custom House Tariff. 

In the case referred to in the first paragraph if the discrepancy does not come up 
to the tolerance allowed the inspector shall note the fact in the manifest and shall 
despatch the goods, taking the difference into account in making the valuation. 
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Ports and Trade Centers: Direct ports and points reached on 
through steamship bills of lading are indicated by the letters TBL 
Places other than the TBL points may be reached via the ports men- 
tioned in parentheses, where the foreign buyer will take delivery 
except when arrangements have been made with a foreign freight 
forwarder to handle the shipment to destination. 
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Postal Regulations: Mails for Argentine are despatched from New 
York weekly to Buenos Aires. Mail time, 16 to 20 days. 


Combination Packages: Combination packages are not permitted in the mails to 
Argentine Republic. 


Commercial Papers: Postage rate, 5 cents up to 10 ounces, 1 cent per each 
additional 2 ounces. Maximum weight, 8 pounds 12 ounces. 


Letters: Postage rate, 2 cents per ounce or fraction. Registration, 15 cents, 
with return receipt if requested. Merchandise may be maiied at letter rate. Weight 
limit, 4 pounds 6 ounces. 


Parcel Post: Postage rate 14 cents per pound or fraction. Weight limit, 22 
pounds, Maximum size, length 3% feet, combined length and girth 6 feet; except 
round (spherical) packages must not exceed 19 inches in diameter; and cylindrical 
packages must not exceed length 4 feet 11 inches, diameter 8 inches. 
Registration, not permitted. 
Dispatch note, Form 2972, properly filled out, must be attached to each parcel 
post package. 
Customs declaration, two copies, Form 2966, and the name and address (street 
and number as well as city) of the addressee must be written on both copies as 
on the package itself. No consular documents required. Commercial invoice may be 
enclosed, open, in parcel. Customs duties cannot be prepaid. Pursuant to an agree- 
ment between the Post Office Department at Washington and the Postal Administra- 
tion of Argentina, parcels not exceeding three in number, mailed by the same sender 
to the same addressee, may be sent from the United States to Argentina under one 
customs declaration, in duplicate, provided each parcel in a group is numbered 1, 
2, or 3 by the sender, as identification numbers, and provided further that each 
group (when more than one group is sent at a time by the same sender to the same 
addressee) is indicated by a letter (a, b, c, and so on). For example, where there 
5 are two groups of three parcels each, the parcels should be marked “‘a-1,” “a-2,” 
a." and Mb-1," 5-2." od a 

The relative customs declarations, in duplicate, should also indicate the number 
of -parcels constituting the group (2 or 3) and the combined gross weight of the 
parcels comprised in the group, and bear the letter indicating the particular group 
in case there is more than one group, so that the parcels of each group and the relative 
customs declarations may be associated with one another by the despatching exchange

Printed Matter: Postage rate, 1 cent per each 2 ounces, or fraction of 2 ounces. 
Maximum weight, 8 pounds 12 ounces. Maximum size, 18 inches in any one dimen- 
sion; except rolls, length 40 inches, diameter 6 inches. 
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Samples: Postage rates, 2 cents up to 4 ounces; 1 cent per each additional 2 
ounces or fraction of 2 ounces. Maximum weight, 18 ounces. Maximum size, length 
12 inches, breadth 8 inches, depth 4 inches; except rolls, which may be 12 inches in 
length by 6 inches in diameter. 

Samples of merchandise having a mercantile value will be returned to their 
origin, or handed over to the customs authorities for appropriate action. Merchandise 
subject to customs duties in closed registered packages is subject to seizure, unless 
previous notice has been given to the customs service by the addressee, authorizing 
inspection for the fixing of duty charges. Séizure of merchandise does not imply its 
loss, as the addressee can secure possession by payment of the necessary duties and 
charges. Fines are not collected when such merchandise is for private persons. 

Samples of merchandise without value and articles of printed matter when not 
subject to customs duties, if sent in the regular mail, registered, are free of certain 
charges in Argentina that otherwise accrue if they are sent by parcel post. 


Shipping Routes and Regulations: Full information as to the com- 
mercial and credit standing of the % services will be supplied on 
written request. 


Bills of Lading: There are no restrictions affecting bills of lading except that 
the gross and net weights in pounds and kilos, the measurements in feet and inches, 
and total valuation must be shown. 


Marking Packages: Either brush or stencil marking is permissible. The 
shipping mark and the number of the packages should be shown on two adjacent 
sides. Whenever possible the marking should include the name of the carrying 
vessel.

Under the Customs Act of 1901-1922 when imported goods are 
dutiable ad valorem, the value shall be the sum of the following items: 
(a) the actual money price paid or to be paid for the goods by the 
Australian importer plus any special deduction, or the current do- 
mestic value of the goods, whichever is the higher; (b) all charges 
payable or ordinarily payable for placing the goods free on board at 
the port of export; and (c) 10 per cent of the total amount of items

For isolated, casual or sample shipments, when the cost of having billheads 
specially printed to conform with the Australian requirements may be considered by 
the exporter to be not justified, the necessary additional column headings, declara- 


tion, etc., may be typed or stamped on the exporter’s ordinary domestic printed bill-

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It will be noted that slight alterations have been made in the third line of ‘clause 
3 of the declaration of value. 

If supplies of the old forms are on hand, they may be used on being altered by 
the insertion (manuscript or typed) of the additional words, but such additions must 
be initialled by the signer and witness to the declaration. 

The Australian Customs Department does not like or encourage the use of blank 
invoice forms issued by printers and stationers and not being the exporter’s or 
manufacturer’s regular billhead. 

Current domestic value in the section quoted above is defined as “the amount 
for which the seller of the goods to the purchaser in Australia is selling or would be 
prepared to sell for cash, at the date of exportation of those goods, the same quantity 
“ of identically similar goods to any and every purchaser in the country of export for 
3 consumption in that country.” 

If the goods are not sold from stocks held, ‘current domestic value” is inter- 

preted as the price at which an order would be booked on the date of the shipment 

to Australia for the same quantity of goods for early delivery to a purchaser in the 
country of export for consumption in the country of export. 

In all cases importers must produce the genuine original invoices in the pre- 
. scribed form (See Commercial Invoices), prepared and issued by the.seller in the 
j country whence the goods were exported, showing the true description of the goods,

the actual amount of Inland Revenue Duty payable by Inland Revenue Duty Stamps 
in respect of sales of the goods to buyers for use or consumption in the country of 
export—provided that on importation into the Commonwealth such duty stamps are not

With reference to (4) and (v) above it should be noted that in the case of goods 
exported in bond or subject to drawback, the value required, in the column headed 
“Current Domestic Value,” is the duty-paid domestic selling value in the country of 
export and not the in-bond value (or the domestic value less drawback). The amount 
of duty or drawback involved should be specified in Clause 4 of the new Certificate, 
(see Commercial Invoice) and only the actual amount of import or excise duty as 
so declared can be allowed as a deduction from the domestic value for duty purposes 
on entry in Australia. If, however, the “actual money price paid” is higher than the 
current domestic value less drawback, duty will be payable on the basis of the “actual 
money price paid’? in accordance with the Customs Act. If the supplier includes the 
amount of drawback in the export price, deduction cannot be allowed from the “actual 
money price paid.” 

Advertising Matter: Manufacturers who go to the trouble to issue €xpensive cata- 
logues and price lists often suffer a very serious disadvantage when such packages 
arrive addressed to Australian business men, who find that they are required to 
pay duty and short postage. In many cases if he had previously been inclined to 
purchase in the United States the line represented by the catalogue, its receipt.” 
in this manner offends him to such an extent that he refuses to give further con- — 
sideration to any line that that particular manufacturer has to offer. It is, there- 
fore, advisable to warn American business houses to make certain that the duty is 
fully prepaid and that packages bear the full amount of postage required. It should 
also be borne in mind that short postage which has to be paid at the other end is 
levied at double the regular postage. i 

The customs tariff of Australia provides an alternate duty of 10d. per pound, or 
45 per cent ad valorem (whichever returns the higher duty), on catalogues, price 
lists, circulars, prospectuses, show cards and photographic, lithographic and other — 
printed advertising matter. The customs regulations further provide that demurrage 
at the rate of 2d. for each 24 hours or part thereof shall be charged on parcels not 
claimed within 72 hours after notice has been given of the arrival of the package. 
Prepayment of duty on all kinds of printed advertising matter may be made by means ! 
of stamps which are obtainable from the official representative of the commonwealth Z 
of Bean 44 Whitehall Street, New York. ee : 
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Dumping Legislation:. The Australian Industries Preservation Act provides 
special dumping penalties quoted below. It will be noted that the section relating 
to “Dumping Duty” applies only to goods of a class or kind produced in Australia 
of which the price to the Australian buyer is lower than the current market value 
in the country of origin, and does not deal with the question of what constitutes a 
reasonable price. The section relating to “Dumping below cost duty” applies when 
the price to the Australian buyer is less than reasonable price, regardless of whether 
the domestic and export prices are the same or otherwise. Either or both of these 
dumping duties can therefore be applied, according to the circumstances.

Dumping Duty.—When goods of a class or kind manufactured in Aus- 
tralia have been or are being sold at a price which is less than the fair mar- 
ket value at time of shipment and detriment may thereby result to an 
Australian industry.

A reasonable price is defined as a price which represents the cost of production 
of the goods plus 20 per cent, plus f. o. b. charges. The dumping to be the differ- 
ence between such reasonable price and the export price. 

In many instances exporters have prepared invoices on which appear the words, 

~ “The above invoice total includes . . . .” followed by an enumeration of the charges 
for cartage, inland freight, labor in packing, and value of outside cases. This is not 
in accordance with the regulations. Such charges must be enumerated at the foot of 
the invoice and each item noted as included or not included in the current domestic 
value, as the case may be. By adhering strictly to the form given below, and observ- 
ing the instructions which appear, the exporter will have no difficulty in preparing 
his invoices correctly. 

With regard to the words “equal quantities,” in paragraph 3 above, it should be 
noted that if the shipment invoiced comprises portion of a large order split up into 
various shipments, the home consumption discount or home consumption net price 
applicable to a similar large quantity would be recognized and may be inserted as the 
home consumption price of each shipment forming portion of the order, but any in- 
crease in the home consumption price between the date of acceptance of order and 
_ date of making declaration on invoice must be shown. -

~All declarations tendered to the Department must be made by the declarant in a 
1 capacity—that is, the declaration must run, “I, John Jones,” etc., and be 
sd “John Jones” (or John Jones’s ordinary signature), and not, e.g., “Brown 
per John Jones.”

loess The Australian regulations are very strict in forbidding the 
C the trade descriptions of which are at all inaccurate or ex- 
pasemelesir to ae: medicines, food products, apparel, 
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All goods which in the opinion of the Minister for Trade and Customs may be 
regarded as weapons of a dangerous character are prohibited imports as being a men- 
ace to the community. 


Merchandise Marks: The importation is prohibited, except with the written con- 
sent of the Minister of Trade and Customs, of all articles to which, or to the coverings 
of which, there is applied any marking in a language other than the language ordinarily 
used by the people of the country of origin, unless-there is applied’ to such articles, 
or to the coverings thereof, as the case may be, in conjunction with the marking 
referred to, wherever such marking appears, and in conspicuous and legible characters, 
a definite qualifying statement in the English language indicating the country in 
which the articles were made or produced. The expression “Marking” includes, in 
addition to words, any contraction, abbreviation or any substitute for words. 

Wherever practicable the trade description shall be applied by label or brand 
directly to the goods themselves, and not to the coverings. The trade description 
must be applied in as permanent a manner as practicable. According to the instruc- 
tions to collectors, issued by the Department of Trade and Customs, the trade descrip- 
tion must be so applied as to reasonably ensure its reaching the customer. Stamping 
the feet of socks in chalk, labels stitched, or “tacked,” or securely stapled to any 
article of apparel, are allowable, while labels pinned on are not regarded as complying 

with the requirements. 

Anything in the nature of adulteration, or used for the purpose of deceiving the 
purchaser as to the quality, substance, or nature of the piece of goods will be con- 
sidered “loading” or “weighting” and not ordinary dressing. The heavy dressing 
of rice flour in some cheap silks, and of tin in certain other silks, are cited as examples 
of loading or weighting. 

The importation of the goods enumerated in the next paragraph is prohibited 
unless there is applied to such goods a trade description in accordance with this 
part. The goods to which the foregoing regulations apply are as follows: 


(a) Articles used for food or drink by man, or used in the manufacture or 
preparation of articles used for food or drink by man; (b) medicines or medicinal 
preparations for internal or external use; (c) manures (fertilizers) ; (d) apparel 
(including boots and shoes), and the materials from which apparel is manufactured ; 
(e) jewelry; (f) agricultural seeds and plants. 

The trade description shall comply with the following provisions: 


(a) It shall be in the form of a principal label or brand affixed in a prominent 
position and in as permanent a manner as practicable to the goods, or where affixture 
to the goods is impracticable, to the coverings containing the goods; and 

(b) It shall contain in prominent and legible characters a true description of 
the goods, and the name of the country or place in which the goods were made or 
produced; and 

(c) In cases where any weight or quantity is set out, it shall specify whether 
the weight or quantity so set out ts gross or net. 


“False trade description” means a trade description which, by reason of anything 
contained therein or omitted therefrom, is false or likely to mislead in a material 
respect as regards the goods to which it is applied, and includes every alteration of 
a trade description, whether by way of addition, effacement, or otherwise, which makes 
the description false or likely to mislead in a material respect. 


In the case of articles of apparel, the trade description shall state the nature of 
the principal material of which the articles are made, and shall, wherever preaficable, 
be applied by means of indelible stamping. 

Where articles of apparel are manufactured of fibrous material containing not 
more than 10 per cent of fibre other than the preponderating fibre, the name of the 


preponderating fibre (e.g., “wool’?) may be used to indicate the nature of the. 


material. In other cases the trade description shall set out the names of the principal 

fibres present in the material, or, alternatively, describe the material as being made 

of the preponderating fibre “and other fibres” (e.g., “wool and other fibres’’). 
. 
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In the case of piece goods intended for or commonly used in the manufacture of 
articles of apparel, the trade description shall specify the names of the principal 
fibres of which the material is composed. 

Where the material does not contain more than 10 per cent of fibre other than 
the preponderating fibre, the name of the preponderating fibre may be used in the 
trade description to indicate the nature of the material and when paper is contained 
in such goods, in any proportion whatsoever, the trade description shall include the 
word “paper’’ and shall be applied by means of indelible stamping and in conspicuous 
characters to the material at least once every yard. In other cases the trade 
} description shall set out the names of the principal fibres present in the material, or, 

alternatively, describe the material as being made of the preponderating fibre “and 
other fibres” (e.g., “‘wool and other fibres’’). In cases where any substance (other 
than ordinary dressing) has been used in the preparation or manufacture which has 
the effect of loading or weighting the material the word “loaded” or “weighted” 
shall also be included in the trade description. 


In the case of boots and shoes manufactured wholly or partly from leather or any 
imitation thereof, the trade description shall set out the principal material from 
which they have been made, and unless the soles are solid leather, without admixture 
or addition other than ordinary fillers of cork or of waterproofed felt, shall state 
the nature of the admixture or addition, and a statement of the material or materials 
composing the sole shall, in addition, be conspicuously, legibly, and indelibly stamped 
upon or impressed into the outer surface of the sole of each boot or shoe. 


, In the case of Jeather containing any loading of any mineral or other weighting 
substance, the trade description shall include a statement setting out the name of 
each loading substance contained in the leather, and the percentage thereof. Pro- 
x vided that the following shall not be deemed to be loading substances within the 
meaning of this regulation—glucose and sugar to the extent of not more than 3 per 
cent taken together, and fats and oils used in the manufacture and preparation of 
the leather. (A proclamation has been issued under the Customs Act 1901-1916 pro- 
hibiting the importation of any leather or manufactures thereof when for human 
' wear, containing any proportion of barium sulphate or other barium compounds.) 


S In the case of gold jewelry the carat quality shall be conspicuously set out in the 
) trade description applied to the goods, and shall also, where practicable, be legibly 
. stamped or engraved upon each article. 
a In the case of jewelry wholly or partly covered by gold, the words “rolled gold,” 
5 “gold cased,” “gold plated,” or “‘gilt,” as the case requires, shall be conspicuously set 
5 out in the trade description applied to the goods, and shall also, where practicable, be 
y legibly stamped upon each article. 
a 4 In the case of silver jewelry not marked with a British hall-mark, the degree of 
< millesimal fineness (e.g., ‘.925 fine’) shall be conspicuously set out in the trade 
description applied to the goods, and the number indicating such degree of millesimal 
fineness shall also, where practicable, be legibly stamped or engraved upon each article. 
In the case of jewelry which, not being gold or silver, nor coated with gold or 
silver, is colored to represent gold or silver or gold and silver, the words “imitation 
jewelry” shall be conspicuously set out in the trade description applied to the goods, 
} and the word “imitation” shall also, where-practicable, he legibly stamped upon each 
article. 
The spirit of the Commonwealth Commerce legislation is “truth in description’; 
the importation of goods in regard to which this requirement is neglected is 
ded with risk of forfeiture and fine, or at least of detention and consequent 
e and expense in amending the misleading markings. The fact sometimes 
1 upon by importers that an article has been imported for many years under 
description is not accepted as a reason for permitting its continuance. 
- markings may consist of words, names, signs, characters, &c., or 
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printed matter accompanying goods and relating thereto is a trade description within 
the meaning of the Act. 

False trade descriptions as to origin.—Where any marking on goods is such as 
would be likely to mislead any ordinary person as to the country or place wherein the 
goods were made or produced, it is necessary that such marking be qualified in a 
manner clearly indicating the true origin of the articles. This requirement applies to 
all imported goods, whether or not the articles are required to bear a, trade description 
prescribed by the Regulations. 

Form of qualification—The qualification of misleading markings should take 
the form of a definite statement of the country or place of manufacture, e.g., “Made 
in U. S. A.” In the case of imported goods bearing an Australian trader’s name, 
the qualifying words may be prefixed to the name, as “Made in U. S. A. for. . . tie 

The terms “British Make,” “French Make,” ‘Foreign Made,” and the like are 
not, regarded as being sufficiently definite in this respect, and cannot be accepted as 
qualifications. 

German or French words marked on goods made in Switzerland do not in them- 
selves require qualification as to origin. 


Manner of qualification —The qualification must in all cases be applied to the 
goods as prominently, permanently, and legibly as the marks or words likely to 
mislead. It should also be applied as near as possible to such marks or words. For 
example, in the case of French razors marked with English words on the blades, 
the qualification “Made in France” applied to the tangs of the blades would not be 
sufficient. 

Acknowledged tirade descriptions.—If an “acknowledged trade description” accu- 
rately describes the goods to which applied, such will be accepted as a “true descrip- 
tion” under the Regulations. 

Many trade descriptions do not, however, convey to the consumer any idea of 
the real character of the articles, and in these cases such descriptions must be supple: 
mented by a definite statement of the true character of the goods. 

Trade descriptions—names of articles—when necessary.—Where the trade descrip- 
tion is applied by label or brand directly to the substance of the goods, the name of 
the article need not be stated if its omission does not cause confusion in the descrip- 
tion, e.g., “fur,” applied by label or stamp directly to a fur necklet would be sufficient 
without the word ‘‘necklet.” If, on the other hand, the goods themselves do not bear 
the full trade description, but such is applied to the coverings, it is-necessary that 
the description shall give the name of the article. ; 

Trade descriptions must be complete.—The trade description must, wherever it is 
required by the Regulations to appear, there be applied in complete form. Separate 
labels, each bearing a portion only of the trade description, are contrary to the inten- 
tion of the Commerce Act and Regulations, and cannot be accepted. 

Markings to be applied in one manner.—The whole. of the prescribed marking 


shall be applied in the one manner, i.e., one portion may not. be applied in a per-_~ 


manent and another portion in a readily removable manner, as would be the case 
where a part of the trade description appeared, not in the main body of the label, 
but in a portion readily removable without injury to the appearance of the remainder. 

Outside packages.—Outside packages need not be marked at all unless they are 
the sole containers of goods to which it is impracticable to apply the trade description. 

Name of country or place.—Regulation 7 (b) requires that the trade description 
upon imported enumerated goods shall include the “name of the country or place in 
which the goods were made or produced.” The name of the country or place of origin 
is not required on other goods, but such goods must not bear any de sala 
tion whatever as to their origin. 

Adjectival form of name not sufficient.—The actual name of the country or place, 
in its substantive and not in its adjectival form, must be used. For oie “Great 
Britain’? would be accepted, but not. ‘British’; “Paris,” but not “Parisian.” 

The address of a wholesale distributing agency, e.g., “Wholesale -Depét, Park- 
street, Southwark, London,’ cannot be accepted as a sufficient indication of country — 
of origin. F . “ 
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Name of continent not suficient—The name of a continent, e.g., “America,” or 
“Europe,” cannot be accepted as the name of a “country” or “place” within the 
meaning of the Regulation. The name of the actual country of manufacture or produc- 
tion, or the place within that country where the goods were made or produced, e.g., 
“United States of America” (or “U. S. A.”), or “Minneapolis” must be used. 

Similar name for different places—Sometimes the simple name of the place of 
manufacture is insufficient. For example, “Montserrat” is the name of a place in 

: Spain and also a place in the West Indies, both of which are famous for their 
limes and lime juice. ‘Montserrat” alone will therefore be insufficient indication of 
the country of origin of lime juice bearing that word. The name of the country, 
i.e., “Spain,” or ‘“‘West Indies,” must be added in each case. 


In regard to the application of the prescribed trade description, if the articles 
‘themselves are labeled or branded with the necessary particulars as required by 
the Regulations, such is sufficient. If it be impracticable to apply the trade descrip- 
tion directly to the articles themselves, it is necessary that such particulars appear 
on all the principal coverings in which the goods are contained, and in which the 
goods are usually sold, wholesale or retail. The trade description must be applied 
in such a way as to reasonably insure that it will ultimately reach the consumer. 


Re-entry of Repaired Goods: The Australian Tariff provides that goods which 
: have been passed by the Customs and subsequently sent out of the Commonwealth 
> for repairs, which, in the opinion of the Minister for Trade and Customs, cannot be 
, reasonably made in the Commonwealth, may upon reintroduction be admitted upon 
payment of duty on the dutiable value only of such repairs or additions to the goods. 
The regulations provide that in order to obtain the readmission of such repaired 
goods upon payment of duty only on the value of the repairs, the following condi- 
tions must have been complied with: (1) the Department must, prior to the shipment 
of the goods for repairs, have been satisfied that the needed repairs could not 
reasonably be made in the Commonwealth; (2) prior to being packed for shipment, 
the goods must have been inspected by a Customs officer; and (3) an export entry 
must have been made and passed.

If there is reasonable ground for 
belief that this concession is being abused by the distribution of a consignment over 
_ more than one mail, the whole of the matter affected is to be charged duty. 
: Duty may be paid by adhesive stamps, which can be obtained from the official 
representative of the Department of Trade and Customs of the Commonwealth of 
Australia, 44 Whitehall Street, New York.

Duty is charged on advertising insets contained in magazines or similar publi- 
cations, whether imported by post or otherwise, when loose, gummed, in post-card :

This does not, however, apply to the ordinary advertising pages which clearly 
form part of the magazines, and which usually (though not always) bear consecutive 
Roman numerals or are paged consecutively with the literary contents.

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AZERBAIJAN 


The Republic of Azerbaijan comprises the former Russian provinces 
of Baku and Yelisavetpol. Its area is about 33,970 square miles, with 
a population roughly estimated at 2,096,973. As with Armenia, claim is 
made to additional territory which would increase the area of Azerbaijan 
to about 60,000 square miles. 


The capital and principal city of Azerbaijan is Baku, with a population of 250,000. 
This is the center of the Caspian-Caucasian petroleum industry. Although the pro- 
duction of oil is by far the most important commercial asset of the country, there 
are also considerable developments in the production of cotton, grain, and cattle. 

There is direct railway communication with the Black Sea port of Batoum, through 
Tiflis. This fine is one of the principal routings from the United States and western 
Europe for the central portion of Asia, The importance of the Trans-Caucasian corri- 
dor as affording access to those rich areas has essential bearing upon the attitude 
which will be maintained by the European powers in dealing with Georgian and Tartar 
affairs.

Baluchistan occupies the extreme western corner of the Indian Em- 
pire, of which it constitutes a part. It is bounded on the north by 
Afghanistan; on the east by India; on the south by the Arabian Sea; and 
on the west by Persia. The area of Baluchistan is 134,638 square miles, 
with a population of approximately 834,703. The country is divided into 
four political areas: British Baluchistan proper, with dn area of 9,096 
square miles; the Agency Territories, comprising about 45,000 square miles, 
which have been acquired by lease or otherwise brought under British 
control; and the two native states, Kalat and Las Bela, having a combined 
area of about 80,000 square miles. 

Kalat is a confederacy of native tribes under the nominal authority of 
a hereditary ruler, the Khan, who is “in all important matters amenable 
to the advice of the Agent to the Governor-General of India in Baluchistan.”

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BECHUANALAND 


The Bechuanaland Protectorate includes the territory between the 
Molopo River and the Zambezi River, extending from the borders of the 
Transvaal and Matabeleland on the east to Southwest Africa (see Africa— 
West Coast) on the west. The area of the Protectorate is about 275,000 
square miles, with a population as recorded in the census of 1921 of 
152,983, of whom only 1,743 were Europeans. Cattle raising and agriculture 
are the principal occupations. The Protectorate is under an agreement with 
the Union of South Africa, which provides that the Union Government 
has control of the trade of that territory,.administering the customs and 
collecting the revenue. There are no separate statistics for exports and 
imports.

The value 
shown on the customs declaration must be the current value of the finished articles 
in the open market at the time of despatch. In case of undervaluation, the parcel 
is liable to confiscation. A charge of 6d for stamp duty, clearance, and so forth, 
is levied on every dutiable parcel. This additional charge cannot be prepaid. 

Postal Export Declaration Form S-250 must be filled out and presented at the 
post office of mailing for parcel post shipments of merchandise valued at $25.00 or 
over. See Shippers’ Export Declaration under General Export Information, 


Trade Centers: The chief centers of the European population are 
Francistown, Hildvale, Lobatsi, Mahalapye, Molopolole, Pitsani and Serui. 
These points may all be reached via the lines of the Rhodesia Railways 
Limited from Beira or Cape Town. Where the settlements are not 
directly on the line of the railroad, as in the case of Molopolole and Serui, 
there are well defined roads leading into the interior.

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BELGIAN CONGO 


Belgian Congo, also called the Congo Free State, is bounded on 
the north by French Equatorial Africa, and Anglo-Egyptian Sudan; 
on the east by Uganda, Tanganyika, and Rhodesia; on the south by 
Rhodesia, and Portuguese West Africa; and on the west by Portu- 
guese West Africa, an outlet on the Atlantic Ocean at the mouth of 
the Congo River, and French Equatorial Africa. It is divided into 
four provinces: Congo-Kasai, Eastern Province, Equator, and 
Katanga. These provinces are further divided into administrative 
districts, as follows: Congo-Kasai—Kasai, Kwango, Lower Congo, 
Middle Congo, and Sankuru; Eastern Province—Aruwimi, Ituri, Kiva, 
Lowa, Lower Uele, Maniema, Stanleyville, and Upper Uele; Equator 
—Bangala, Equator, Lake Leopold II, Lulonga, and Ubangi; Katanga 
—Lomani, Lulua, Tanganyika-Moero, and Upper Luapula. The area 
of the colony is about 909,654 square miles, with a population which 
is officially estimated at 11,000,000, the non-native population being 
in 1921 but 8,221. : 

Currency: The currency system is that of Belgium, and is in general use even 
among the natives. 


Language: The native and commercial (trading) language on the Upper Congo 
is Bangala; on the Lower Congo, Fiote. The various European languages are in use, 
French, Portuguese and Dutch predominating. 


Weights and Measures: The metric system was introduced by law in 1910.

Consular Regulations: No consular documents are required, ex- 
cept under those special conditions mentioned under Certificate of Origin. 


Certificate of Origin: According to the Belgian law of November 3, 1921, cer- 
tificates of origin are required for goods shipped into Belgium from European coun- 
tries in order to guard against any fraudulent importations of German products, which 
are subject to a special tax. Owing to the improbability that merchandise of German 5 
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origin would be imported into Belgium by way of the United States, certificates of 
origin are not ordinarily required for shipments from this country. 

However, in the event that the Belgian buyer should request a certificate of 
origin from the American exporter, it will suffice to have the origin and manufacture 
of the goods certified on the commercial invoice and attested by a notary public, the 
notarial signature being certified by the county clerk unless on file at the Belgian

Consulate. The commercial invoice bearing the certificate of origin, as above de- 
scribed, should then be legalized by the Belgian Consulate, thus making the document 
valid in Belgium. 


Consular Fees: Legalization of certificate of origin, $2.00. 


Customs Tariff: Goods imported into Belgium are dutiable either 
on actual net weight, or a tare allowance is made in accordance with 
a special schedule annexed to the tariff. . 

It is not necessary to indicate the country of origin on goods 
shipped to Belgium. Manufactures of precious metals must be hall- 
marked with the government guaranty stamp before importation is 
permitted. A small fee is charged for making the assay and affixing 
this guaranty stamp. 

Stitched or bound catalogues of foreign firms intended to offer 
goods are admitted into Belgium free of duty, even when containing 
samples, provided the catalogues show printed thereon only the name 
of the foreign firm and do not indicate the name of any Belgian 
mercantile establishment or agent. Posters and other forms of adver- 
tising matter are subject to duty. 

Samples and advertising matter may go forward by the method 
of transportation most convenient to the shipper, since there is no 
preference shown by the Belgian customs authorities, and the clearance 
of parcel post shipments is not attended by any annoyances or charges. 

There is no disadvantage in including various commodities in one 
package, so that either advertising matter or samples may go forward 
in a case with other goods and not affect the customs treatment of any 
of the contents of the package. 

The Consulate of Belgium in New York writes as follows: 

“I beg to draw your attention to the fact that Article 775 of the 
i new Belgian Tariff, put into effect on November 10, 1924, while stating 
4 that books are free of duty, specifies, however, certain categories of 
books which do not. benefit of this exemption. Among the books 
which are dutiable are mentioned: Catalogues and price lists, loose- 
- leaf, bound or stitched, of commercial firms, intended to offer goods 
of any kind, even when containing samples. The duty to be levied 
depends on the weight of the paper, per square yard, the number of 

colors used, illustrations, etc. The basis of the duty is per 100 kilos. 
--- “T_ am of the opinion that there will be no duty on one or two cata- 
 logues sent to a firm in Belgium.”

The Republic of Bolivia possesses no seacoast. -It extends over 
an area of 514,155 square miles and has a population of 2,889,970, or 
3.38 per square mile, being the most sparsely populated of any of the 
American Republics. The country is divided into states and provinces 
as follows: Chuquisaca (340,000), Cochabamba (550,000), El Beni (50,- 
000), El Chaco (15,000), La Paz (740,000), Oruro (150,000), Potosi 
(540,000), Santa Cruz (350,000) and Tarija (170,000). The most im- 
portant cities of the Republic are situated on the plateau which in- 
cludes over 40,000 square miles, at an average altitude of 12,000 feet 
above sea level.

The consular invoice must be written in Spanish (or Spanish and 
English if desired by the shipper) and according to the detailed instruc- 
tions stated on the official invoice blanks, as sold by the Bolivian Con- 
sulates. Shippers may present their consular invoices at the Consulate 
any day before one o’clock and may get their copy back, at any time 
between 10 a.m..and 5 p.m. next day. They must be presented at the 


consulate for certification at least 24 hours before the sailing of the~ 


steamer, Sets of five copies are required for shipments via the ports 
of Antofagasta, Rosario, Buenos Aires, Montevideo and Para; and 
sets of six copies for shipments via Mollendo and Arica. The value 
declared in the consular invoice must be that of the goods only, and 
must not include cartage, insurance, freight, or other expenses. 

All cases, bales, or other packages must bear besides the private marks 
and numbers, the name of the port of landing and the inscription “En

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If a shipper desires to make changes or corrections in consular invoices 
already issued, he must make out a letter of correction in Spanish in five 
copies, stating ‘the alterations he wishes to make, and this must be certified 
by the Bolivian consulate. 

Partial figures, of packages, weights and values, must be totalized;

Shippers are advised always to follow any instructions received from 
consignees or principals in Bolivia; or in case of doubt to refer to the 
Consul General of Bolivia in New York. 


Customs Tariff: There is no general rule for the application of the 
Bolivian tariff, some articles: being dutiable on net weight, some on 
gross weight and some on the weight of the merchandise together with 
that of the immediate packing, such as a cardboard box or paper, 
but exclusive of barrels, wooden or tin boxes, or any material serving 
as a covering for the outside containers. There is no penalty for mixed 
packing, providing such packing is not intended as a means to defraud 
the customs. Under the tariff effective May 1, 1920, specific duties are 
levied on most articles. 

The inclosure of samples and advertising matter with shipments 
of other commodities does not affect the customs treatment of any of 
the goods, under the laws of Bolivia. Each commodity is subject 
to its own duty as specified in the customs tariff, but should, of course, 
be separately itemized in both the consular and commercial invoices. 

The customs tariff of Bolivia does not make any provision for the 
duty-free entry of any form of advertising matter, but it is under- 
stood to be the practice to make no duty charge on catalogues mailed 
under the printed matter classification, providing the weight of such 
a package is not in excess of a kilo. <7 

There are no regulations in Bolivia requiring the marking of goods 
to show the country of origin, except in the case of pharmaceutical 
preparations and certain chemical products which must be specially 
marked and labelled. 


Samples: Samples having no commercial value may be imported duty free. 
It is the custom of the officials to mutilate samples in such a manner that they may be ; 
unsalable but not destroyed. If samples have a commercial value, it is necessary to . 
give a bond, furnished either by a customs broker or signed by a reliable merchant. _ 
This bond is canceled upon re-exportation of the samples within 90 days, with a 
possible extension of 30 days. Samples may be re-exported through another office 
than that by which they were entered.

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Salesmen: Traveling salesmen according to the municipal laws of the various 
towns of Bolivia are required to pay a license tax before they can sell goods or take 
any orders.

Combination Packages: A combination package, so termed, may consist of (1) 
a sealed envelope containing a written or printed communication, and (2) an un- 
sealed container enclosing either printed matter, or samples of merchandise. The two 
parts must be firmly attached together. Each part must be separately addressed to 
the same addressee. Each part must bear postage at the rate as specified for such 
part if mailed separately, and must’ conform to the general regulations governing that 
classification, 


Commercial Papers: Postage rate, 5 cents up to 10 ounces; 1 cent per each 
additional 2 ounces. Maximum weight, 8 pounds 12 ounces. 


Letters: Postage rate, 2 cents per ounce or fraction. Weight limit, 4 pounds 
6 ounces. Maximum size, 18 inches in any one direction; except rolls, length 30 
inches, diameter 4 inches. 

Registration, 15 cents, with return receipt if requested. 

Merchandise must not be sent as letter mail. 


Parcel Post: Postage rate, 14 cents per pound or fraction, Weight limit, 22 
pounds. Maximum size, length 3% feet, combined length and girth 6 feet. 

Registration, 15 cents, with return receipt if requested. No indemnity for loss 
or damage. Registration merely enables the sender to secure a return receipt and 
does not render the post office in any way liable or responsible. Parcels cannot be 
insured, except privately, nor sent C. O. D. 

Customs declarations, two copies, Form 2966. All parcel post shipments must be 
accompanied by a commercial invoice, bearing the following declaration, signed and 
dated: “Declaramos ser verdadero el valor mencionado en esta factura,’” which 
signifies, “We declare the value mentioned in this invoice to be true.” Consular in- 
voices should also be prepared on all parcel post shipments, in the usual manner as 
described under Consular Regulations. While their preparation is not obligatory upon 
the exporter failure to send them to the addressee will subject him to the payment 
of double fees in the Bolivian customs. The fees for the consular legalization of the 
commercial invoice are the same as for freight shipments, except that there is no bill 
of lading charge. 

Frequent losses of goods «sent by parcel post to Bolivia are reported, which are 
ascribed to pilferage and delivery to unauthorized persons. Parcels not withdrawn 
promptly from the post office are subject to small storage charges. There are also 
other small charges on parcel post packages known as railroad and statistical taxes. 

The services of a licensed “despachmente’”’ (customs broker) are necessary for 
the clearance of all\parcel post packages through the customs, without regard to the 
amount of duty. If the value of the parcel exceeds 100 bolivianos, the application 
for the clearance must be made on stamped paper such as it required for ordinary 
customs transactions, 

It is suggested that the weights of the parcels be marked on them and on thes 
declarations, so that if they arrive broken they may be weighed at once to detect 
shortages. 


Printed Matter: Postage rate, 1 cent for each 2 ounces or fraction of 2 ounces; 
except newspapers and periodicals, 1 cent for each 4 ounces or fraction of 4 ounces. 
Maximum weight, 8 pounds 12 ounces; except single copies of printed books, 11 pounds. 
Maximum size, 18 inches in any one direction; except rolls, which ‘may be 30 pacees in 
length by 4 inches in diameter.

Samples: Postage rates, 2 cents up to 4 ounces; 1 cent per each additional 2 


ounces or fraction of 2 ounces. Maximum weight, 18 ounces. Maximum size, length 
12 inches, breadth 8 inches, depth 4 inches; except rolls, which may be 12 inches in 
length by 6 inches in diameter. +

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Shipping Routes and Regulations: Bolivia having no seaboard, ship- 
ments must enter that country through Argentine, Brazil, Chile or Peru.

The routes from the ports of entry in the latter countries are as follows: 


Via Mollendo (Peru): From Mollendo to Puno (Peru) by railway, 
324 miles, time 22 hours; from Puno to Guaqui (Bolivia) by steamer cross- 
ing Lake Titicaca, 180 miles, time 16 hours; from Guaqui to La Paz, 59 
miles by railway, time 3 hours, being a total distance of 563 miles, covered 
in three and one-half days. 

Via Arica (Chile): From Arica to La Paz, a distance of 337 miles, 
covered by railway in 14 hours. 

Via Antofagasta (Chile): The total distance of 573 miles between 
Antofagasta and Oruro (Bolivia) is covered in two nights and one day. 

Via Buenos Aires (Argentina) : By railway from Buenos Aires to the 
Bolivian border town of La Quiaca, thence by way of Uyuni, Tupiza and 
Atocha to La Paz in about five days. There is also a monthly service of 
steamers from Rosario (Argentina) to Puerto Suarez (Bolivia), thence 
by motor service to Santa Cruz, a distance of 425 miles. 

Another route of travel from Buenos Aires is on the Bermejo River, 
on which steamers navigate between Esquina Grande (Bolivia) and Riva- 
davia (Argentina). 

Via the Amazon (Brazil): Bolivia has exceptionally extensive river 
navigation facilities, which immensely enhance her means of transportation 
and communication, the total length of her navigable rivers being about 
12,000 miles. The distance from Para (Brazil) to Villa Bella is 2,152 
miles, and to Puerto Cobija (on the Acre River), 2,533 miles, the time 
of travel over each of these routes being 216 and 244 hours respectively. 
Practically the entire journey is made by steamer, but on the trip to Villa 
Bella the steamer stops at Porto Velho (Brazil), and passengers and goods 
are transferred to the Madeira~-Mamoré railway, for transportation over a 
distance of 200 miles. 


Marking Packages: Packages for shipment to destinations in Bolivia must be 
plainly marked in stencil on two adjacent sides. The gross weight in kilos must be 
shown on each package, agreeing with the weights as stated in the consular invoice 
and bills of lading. In order to avoid the possibility of customs complications, packages 
should be marked “En transito a Bolivia.”

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Two signed and notarized copies of the commercial invoice must 
be presented with the consular invoice. 

From March 1, 1926, it is required to show on the back of the con- 
sular invoice the merchandise value in pounds, shillings and pence, at 
the current rate of exchange. This does not affect the declaration of 
value on the face of the invoice. 

It is forbidden to include in the same bill of lading, and therefore 
in the same Consular invoice, more than one mark. It is permissible, 
however, to note different goods listed on the same bill of lading 
and consular invoice by means of counter marks, provided that the 
same general mark applies to all. 

The bills of lading must show the gross weights in both pounds 
and kilos, but not the value of the shipment. When the non-negotiable 
copy of the bill of lading, which is to be certified by the consulate, is 
delivered to the steamship company, there should be attached a sepa- 
rate slip of paper giving the value of the merchandise, for purposes of 
comparison with the consular invoice as presented at the consulate 
by the shipper. If the value of the shipment is stated on the bill of 
lading, it becomes subject to a stamp tax in Brazil. 

The consular invoice must be prepared on the official form, in 
four copies, all of which must be presented to the Brazilian Consulate 
at the port of shipment for authentication. Three copies are re- 
tained by the Consulate, and the remaining copy is returned to the 
shipper, by whom it should be sent to the consignee in Brazil. 

The blank forms for the consular invoice may be secured from 
commercial stationers, or may be printed by the shippers themselves, 
provided that they conform in every respect to the official form. The 
Brazilian Consulates will supply, free of charge, single copies of the 
consular invoice form, to be followed in preparing their own supplies 
of these blanks. 

The consular fees are as follows: Visé of Consular invoice, $2.20, 
for shipments of declared value up to $973.30; for each additional 
$486.65 or fraction, 55 cents; certification of bill of lading, $1.65. The 
fee for the consular invoice is calculated on the invoice value of the 
merchandise as declared, exclusive of freight and other shipping ex- 
penses. 

The official copies of the consular invoice as supplied by the 
Brazilian Consulates are in Portuguese. Shippers preparing their 
own forms, however, may print them with the translation in English 
interlined, in whole or in part, provided that no alterations whatever 
are made in the arrangement or contents of the form. In making 
out the Consular invoice, English may be used, but this makes it 
necessary for the consignee to present for purposes of customs clear- 
ance a translation into Portuguese by a public translator. Transla- 
tions made by the consignee, or a customs despatcher authorized to’ 
effect the clearance of the goods, or by any parties interested in the 
clearance, will not be accepted. 

The question of the proper valuation to be shown on the Consular 
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invoice (whether: the value to be shown is the value of the’ article 
f. o. b. at the factory or at the port of shipment) is frequently coming 
up for explanation and the failure on the part of the exporters in 
understanding the valuation which is called for by the Brazilian 
Customs regulations has been a constant cause of delay in clearing 
goods in Brazil and also of imposition of fines. 

The Brazilian Custom House tariff in its preliminary provisions 
gives the basis for the proper valuation of the articles in the Consular 
invoice, in case of articles dutiable ad valorem, such basis being the 
market price at the place of exportation. In other words, what the 
regulations call for as the value for the Consular invoice is the export 
price of the merchandise and not its price at the factory. For export 
price is understood the price which the export houses usually quote 
to their clients in Brazil, which is no doubt exclusive of the customary 
deductions made for exports. That export price accrued with all ex- 
penses subsequent to the purchase, such as export duties, inland and 
maritime freight, insurance and commission up to the port of dis- 
charge, constitutes what is called the invoice value of the article. 

“The provisions above referred to only refer to the value of mer- 
chandise dutiable ad valorem. In case of shipments of merchandise 
which pay duty on the weight the regulations do not determine how 
the valuations should be arrived at. In the latter case the value on 
the Consular invoice had no bearing on the computation of the duties. 

“Due attention should be given to this computation of the value in 
order to avoid any impugnation by the Custom House authorities as 
to the value on the Consular invoice below what would be the export 
value for the article in question.” 


In preparing consular invoices covering shipments at net c. i. f. prices, the 
amount of the freight and other charges must be shown separately in the space 
designated. 

When shipments to Brazil are sold f. o. b. factory at an inland point in the 
United States, the value to be shown on the consular invoice is that f. 0. b. vessel 
at the port of shipment. 

The first copy of the Consular Invoice must be written by hand or by machine 
in indelible ink and must show the payment of the required fees before being viséed 
by the Consulate. The other copies may be prepared by any proves’. provided that 
they are easily legible. 

Consular Invoices can only be issued before the steamer reaches the port in 
Brazil. Whenever a’*mistake is found in the Consular Invoice legalized by this 


Consulate, another Consular Invoice bearing the same number as the first one must 
be presented for legalization, but this is only possible in case the steamer has not - 


reached the port in Brazil. In case merchandise pays duty ad valorem it is computed 
on the price of the merchandise in the market of export plus all expenses such as 
export duties, freight, insurance and commissions. 

Exporters and shippers may have their Consular Invoices printed, with the 
translation, in whole or in part, interlined, and in any European language, provided that 
no alterations whatever are made in the form or contents of the specimen, as below. 


No Consular Invoice shall be authenticated if the respective Consul finds that it — 


does not contain the essential requisites in accordance with Je rulings of the present 
law. 


It is not permitted to include in one Consular Invoice mixed packages or goods 
of different marks or forming part of different lots. It is only when all the ae 


of goods have the same consignee and the same mark or distinctive sign of quality 
that they may be considered as of ongvand the same lot. .

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Consular Invoices will not bé considered valid when they contain corrections, 
erasures, or obliterated words without an amending note obviating any doubt or 
suspicion, 

The quantity and kind of packages must be specified under the proper headings. 
Description of the packages should state whether boxes, barrels, tubs, hampers, bales, 
and so forth, 

Instead of vague descriptions, declarations should be made as follows: Unbleached 
cotton goods, white cotton goods, dyed cotton goods, printed cotton goods, cotton 
cloths plain, or cotton cloths in combination with other materials, lace, ribbons, 
feathers, buttons, gloves, cotton stockings, ring needles, locks, iron draw handles, 
alcohol, dyes, bicarbonate of soda, potash, caustic soda, and so forth. 

The specification of goods on Consular Invoices is to be made by the specific 
designation of each article, general designations, such as cotton goods, iron goods, 
haberdashery, machines, liquors, chemical products, chemists’ specialties, and so forth, 
being forbidden. In the case of dresses or ready-made clothing, it is necessary to de- 
clare whether they are plain, embroidered or trimmed. Although it is not necessary to 
declare the detailed constituents or chemical composition of articles it is obligatory to 
state the materials of which they are composed, whenever classification for the pay- 
ment of customs duties is dependent upon such declaration. 


A manufacturer of cotton mill machinery has received from 
a customer in Brazil instructions to specify the materials “used 
in the manufacture of their product, giving the weights of 
each kind of material, it being stated that the Brazilian customs 
law requires such details to be shown in the consular invoice. 

Article 11 of the Preliminary Dispositions of the Brazilian 
customs tariff states that ‘‘wares manufactured or composed 
of different materials not subject to special or fixed duties in 
the tariff or regulated by any particular provision shall be 
subject to the duties established for similar wares manu- 

| factured solely from the predominating material; in case of 
equality of materials or of doubt as to the predominating 
_ material, such wares shall pay according to the most highly 
taxed material.” 

According to the Division of Foreign Tariffs, machinery 
of this variety is classified under Item 1009 of the Brazilian 
tariff, to which the provisions of Article 11, above quoted, do 
not apply. Thus there is no justification for the request made 
by the firm in Brazil. 


Weights must be specified in kilograms. “Gross weight” is. the total weight of 
packages. “Gross weight of goods” is the weight of goods with their packings (which 
are included for the collection of customs duties), such as tins, sacks, boxes, card- 
board cases and so forth. ‘Net weight of goods” is that of the goods without any 
packings, either external or internal.

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The column “Other tariff units” is to be utilized for goods subject to customs 
duties by units other than of weight, such as the dozen, hundred, cubic meter, and 
so forth. 

In case the goods pay duties by unit, the dozen, the dozen pairs, the hundred, 
the thousand, such as watches, brushes,” gloves, earthenware tiles, fire bricks, and 
so forth, the Invoice should detail the respective amounts in addition to the gross 
and net weights of such manufactures. 

In case the goods pay duties by measurement, such as marble tiles, pine boards, 
and so forth, the Invoice should detail the number of square or cubic meters or 
other well-known units of superficial bulk measurement. 

Each class of goods specified in the Invoice should bear a declaration of their 
weight and value, the adding together of weights and values of different kinds of 
goods being prohibited.

Customs Regulations: The following regulations of the Brazilian 
Customs authorities should be carefully observed. 


Bills of Lading: The Brazilian Consulate General in New York has secured an 
important decision of the Ministry of the Treasury in Brazil which instructs the 
inspector of customs not to consider the clause “notify,” or equivalent expression, 
on the manifests of “to order’? shipments as conferring on the persons thus notified 
any right to ownership of the merchandise in question. In such cases the respective 
persons are not authorized to clear 6r receive the goods by the signature of what 
is known as a “termo de responsabilidade,” whereby they assume responsibility for 
the presentation of the necessary documents. 

The text of that decision is as follows: “The Inspectors of the Custom Houses 
are hereby advised that the declaration ‘Notify’ or others of similar nature stated 
on the Bills of Lading to Order, does not confer to the person to be notified any 
right of ownership. Those persons are not authorized to clear the goods at the 
Custom House by means of a bond given as guarantee for the presentation of the 
Bill of Lading.” 

The present ruling removes the uncertainty which had hitherto attached to 
shipments on “To order notify” bills of lading because, under Brazilian law, the 
person so named was regarded as part owner, and goods so shipped could not be 
re-exported ot otherwise disposed of without his consent. 

Whenever Bills of Lading to order declaring any value are transferred by 
endorsement, a stamp tax must be paid according to the following rates: 


B/L from 20$000 up to 250$000 pay 500 reis 
250$000 up to 500$000 pay 1$000 
500$000 up to 750$000 pay 1$500 
750$000 up to 1,000$000 pay 2$000 


and so forth, paying 2 milreis per 1,000 milreis or fraction thereof: 
This tax is only collected on Bills of Lading to order declaring value. The 
declaration of value on Bills of Lading is not necessary. 


Catalogues: American manufacturers should discontinue sending heavy catalogues 
to South America by parcel post. It requires so much time and 
expense to get a package out of the parcel-post section of the customs that many 
persons prefer to leave their packages unclaimed. ~« 

Until 1920 advertising matter enjoyed a reduction of Custom House duties when 
imported with the sole purpose of advertising products of foreign industries and 
destined to free distribution in Brazil. In that case the duties applying to such 
advertising matter were the same as those levied on Brinted books, that is, 300 reis 
per kilo, according to Article 606 of the tariff. 

By the law passed in 1920, which abolished all reductions of Custom House 
duties granted by previous laws, the duties on advertising matter are to be collected 

s Pm, 
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according to Article 604, second part of the same tariff, that is, 3$000 per kilo. The 
rate is equal to $1.09, taking into consideration the gold percentage included in the 
payment_of the Custom House duties. 


Clearance: Authorization to clear imported goods through the Brazilian custom 
houses has been extended also to importing merchants who are proprietors of the 
merchandise, by a recent ruling of the Brazilian Minister of Finance. Under the 
former regulations, the clearance of goods could only be performed by customs brokers 
known as “despachantes.” 


Commercial Invoices: It is recommended by many exporters to Brazil that the 
commercial invoice show only net prices instead of list prices less a discount. This 
suggestion is due to experience with the Brazilian customs officials who sometimes 
insist that where a list price is shown it represents the actual value of the goods 
and the basis for calculation of ad valorem duties. Although an appeal will generally 
serve to reverse such a ruling the time required for hearing and decision may seri- 
ously inconvenience the buyer. 

Customs Tariff: The Brazilian Custom House tariff now enforced was enacted 
in 1900. This tariff comprises specific duties per unit or quantity and duties ad 
valorem, the former being more generally applied. 

Ad valorem duties are assessed on what is regarded as the invoice value of 
the goods, that is, the price in the country of origin plus the expenses to the port 
of destination. When that value is considered to be too low, the duties are assessed 
at the current values in Brazil of similar merchandise, less 10 per cent. 


Of articles dutiable by weight some pay on gross weight, some on legal net 
weight, and some on actual net weight. By gross weight is meant the weight of 
the goods together with that of the packing, except rough wooden containers. By 
legal net weight is meant the gross weight less the tare allowances indicated in the 
tariff for different merchandise and containers. By actual net weight is meant the 

weight of the merchandise without any packing. When goods dutiable on legal net 
. weight and actual net weight are imported in the same package, both pay duty on 
actual net weight. The same rule applies when the package contains only merchandise 
dutiable on net weight, but with different tare allowances. When goods subject to 
different duties, but all dutiable on gross weight, are imported in the same package, 
the weight of the packing is distributed proportionately among the different kinds of 
merchandise. 

For goods dutiable on the gross weight, the lightest packing material consistent 
with safety in transit should be selected, so as to reduce as much as possible the 
high duty usually imposed in Brazil. For instance, as lace is dutiable on gross 

weight, it should not be wrapped around cardboard, but should be packed in tissue 
paper with an outer covering of light material. 

On a number of articles the dutiable weight, as fixed by the tare allowance, 
varies according to the kind of container or its capacity, For instance, chemical 
and medicinal and pharmaceutical products are subject to tare allowances ranging 
from 5 to 80 per cent,’ according to the capacity of the glass receptacle; the smaller 
the capacity the greater the tare allowance. The tare allowances for glass vases 
$ and flasks are as follows: Hogsheads, 50 per cent; large cases, 45 per cent; hampers

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or baskets, 35 per cent. Should the articles be imported in small cases or boxes of 
cardboard, the duty is levied on the gross weight. By knowing the regulations 
applicable to various kinds of containers, the exporter can determine the most eco- 
nomical method of packing. 

A new surtax, intended to defray the cost of tabulating machines recently pur- 
chased by the Brazilian customs, is now being assessed at the rate of two-tenths of 
1 per cent on the total import paid for each shipment entered for consumption. 
This surtax, like the import duties, is paid 60 per cent in gold and 40 per cent in 
paper. 


Marking Packages: Either brush or stencil marking is permitted but_stencilling 
is invariably preferable. 

The customs regulations of Brazil require that all packages shall be numerically 
marked—and that the numbers shall be consecutive, whenever possible, for each 
separate shipment. The duplication of numbers on different packages in the same 
shipment is absolutely prohibited. Disregard for this requirement may entail heavy 
fines. As an exception to this regulation, shipments of large quantities of such 
commodities as cement in barrels, salt and rice in bags, soap in boxes, and so forth, 
do not require to be numbered at all. 

The confusion and lack of uniformity in marking shipments of American goods 
for Brazil makes it difficult to check up the packages with the corresponding entries 
in the ship’s manifest, and causes a considerable waste of effort and time, particularly 
in handling cargo at night. 

The following model for marking has been suggested by a Brazilian customs 
official:

These marks should appear without other markings on a side of the case, and 
specify (1) the number of the case, (2) the mark of the consignee and (3) the 
port of destination. These may be stencilled on any of the six sides of the box or 
on any two opposite sides of the same. | 

The Brazilian customs officials also object to the practice, common among Ameri- 
can shippers, of placing a letter before the number of the case, as follows: No. K444, 
The letter is seldom copied in the manifest, and the -case in question is entered as 
No. 444. It is preferable to use a single sequence of numbers, even if they go into 
five figures, than to use several series of numbers classified according to letters. 

Other necessary marks, such as directions for handling and weights, should 
appear on a separate side of the case, as follows:

If the shipper desires to put the name of his firm on the box, it should appear “s 


on a separate side of the case. Directions for handling, written in English, mean 
little to Brazilian dock hands and custom house employees, however Clear they episy, 
be to New York stevedores. 
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Merchandise Marks: The Brazilian laws prohibit the sale of goods bearing a 
false indication of the country of origin. Goods of foreign production must not be so 
labeled as to suggest Brazilian origin. The importation of labels printed in a foreign 
language, separately from the merchandise for which they are intended, is prohibited, 
labels so imported being liable to confiscation at the custom house, and in addition a 
fine may be imposed. Where labels in a foreign language, or in Portuguese, are 
imported together with merchandise, the name and address of the manufacturer must 
be indicated thereon. Labels printed in Portuguese may, however, be imported 
separately, if for use in connection with articles of Brazilian production, provided 
they state the name and address of the Brazilian manufacturer of the products. 


Penalties: The clearance of goods at destination is not permitted, unless the 
consignee presents the first copy of the Consular Invoice or unless he signs a bond 
making himself liable for the presentation of the document or unless he pays a fine 
of double the amount of duty. 

In case the Consular Invoice is not presented at time of Import Clearance, the 
following procedure is observed: 

A period of 90 days for the presentation of the documents shall be granted to 
the owner or consignee who petitions to sign a bond for the missing invoice. 

On the termination of the period of 90 days, extension may be granted for a 
further but final period of 45 days, a fine being imposed on the owner or consignee 
of the goods equal to the amount of duties. 

The fine must be paid within 48 hours and its collection will be forced if payment 
be not made within that period. 

The Brazilian budget law for 1924 contains severe regulations on undervaluation 
in consular invoices accompanying goods subject to ad valorem duties. Importers 
will be required to pay double the difference between the true value and the de- 
clared value when the discrepancy is discovered during the examination of the mer- 
chandise in the customs, and triple the difference when the discrepancy is discovered 
any time after clearance. The custom house official who discovers the fraud will 
share in the proceeds of the fine. 

For discrepancy between the Consular Invoice and the contents of the package 
or packages verified on examination, a fine will be imposed on the consignee of the 
goods of double the duties in the following cases: 

(1) If the discrepancy results in a smaller amount of duty either as regards 

a weight or as regards a lower rate of tariff, the infliction of the fine will only be made 
on the supposition of fraudulent intent. e 

(2) Discrepancies or differences of quality which would result in the payment of 

higher duties than those which the owner or consignee of the goods proposed to pay 
are subject to a fine of double the duty when the larger value exceeds Rs. 100$000. 

; (3) Discrepancies in weight are subject to the same fine only when the increase 
exceeds 10 per cent of the weight declared in the invoice. 

6S For the infraction of the regulations with regard to the description of the goods 

™ the importers will be punished with a fine of 2 per cent to 5 per cent of the official 

value of the goods, without waiving any other penalty which they may incur. 

_ Whenever a discrepancy appears in the Consular Invoice on the weight of the 
merchandise and that discrepancy is not considered by the custom house officials as a 
fraud, there is only an imposition of a fine varying from 1% per cent to 5 per cent 

calculated on the amount of duty corresponding to the difference verified on the 
specification of the weight. If that discrepancy is accompanied by circumstances 
: revealing fraud, -the consignee must pay double the custom house duties assessed to 
the merchandise, but only in case the excess of the weight over the total declared is 
Scent. . sw 
screpancy appearing on the Consular Invoice is on the quality of the 
ne of double the duty is applied whenever the real quality of the 
subject the owner or consignee of it to a higher tariff than the 
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one he proposed to pay, but only in case the difference between the two tariffs exceeds 
100, it being understood that this fine is only applied when a fraud is revealed. 

If there is any charge made by the custom house officials as to the price of the 
merchandise stated on the Consular Invoice, the case is submitted to the decision of 
arbitrators, and the rules are as follows: If the value estimated by the arbitrators does 
not exceed the value declared by more than 5 per cent, the duties will be assessed 
on the value declared by the latter. If, however, it exceeds 5 per cent the duties will 
be computed on the value declared by the arbitrators. When the value given by the 
arbitrators exceeds the value declared by more than 50 per cent a fine of 50 per cent 
of the duty will be imposed, 


“When in doubt as to whether the value declared on the consu- 
lar invoice is actually the purchase price, the Brazilian customs 
examiner is authorized to prohibit the clearance of goods unless the 
consignee submits the insurance certificate, or the draft paid at the 
bank, or the commercial invoice, as evidence that the merchandise 
was not undervalued. 


The Brazilian Consulate General has furnished the following statement on the 
subject of fines. 

“The payments of Custom House duties in Brazil are very offen increased 
through imposition of fines brought about by discrepancies existing between the 
declaration as to the quality, quantity, and value of the goods as supplied by the 
consignee and that of the actual contents of the packages presented at the clearance. 

“For difference in quality and quantity discovered on the occasion of checking 
up the goods for release to the consignee, the law imposes either one of the two 
forms of fines, expedient fine or fine of duties in double. The test for the application 
of these fines is the difference in duties between the amount that the consignee pro- 
poses to pay according to his declaration and the amount that ought to be paid from 
the actual contents of the packages. If that difference does not exceed 100$000 the 
fine applicable is that of expedient; on the other hand if it exceeds, the fine will be 
that of double duties. The expedient fine runs from 1% to 5 per cent, being assessable 
on the official value of the whole goods or on the official value of the difference 
according as the divergency is in quality or in quantity. If the difference is in the 


quality of the goods that fine will be assessed on the official value of the whole amount — 


of goods presented for clearance. In order to exemplify this case let us suppose 
that the consignee proposed to clear 30 kilos of woolen alpacas, which pay duty at 
the rate of 7$200 reis per kilo, and the Custom House clerk finds out that instead of 
30 kilos of woolen alpacas there are 30 kilos of cashmere alpacas, dutiable at the 
rate of 8$000. The duty in that case would be not 216 but 240 milreis and the 
expedient fine of 1% to 5 per cent would be assessed on the total official value of 
the goods, which is 400$000. That official value is obtainable by multiplying the 
amount of duties by. 100 and dividing the product by the rate established in the 
tariff, 

“The rate established for the alpaca being 60 per cent, the official value of the 
whole 30 kilos of cashmere alpaca would be 400$000 on which the expedient fine 
would be assessed. 

“Tf, instead of the difference in quality, we have difference in quantity, as, for 
instance, instead of having 30 kilos of alpaca we have 32, the expedient fine would be 
assessed not on the official value of the whole goods, but on the official value of the 
difference only. 

“In the two cases above outlined it is supposed that the difference of duties 


does not exceed 100$000. Should that difference exceed the amount of 100$000 the — 


fine imposed would be the fine of double duties. That fine consists in the payment 
of the difference of duties discovered between the amount of duties that the consignee 


proposed to pay according to his declaration of the goods and the amount which he © 
ought to pay according to the actual contents of the package. And besides that, . 


the consignee is called to pay an equal amount corresponding to the difference an 
duties to the Custom House Clerk who discovers the discrepancy. 
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“Thus far, we have been considering the case of difference in excess, that is, 
when the duties to be paid by the consignee are higher than what he proposed to 
pay. There are cases, however, in which the declaration submitted by the consignee 
would result in a payment of duties higher than the actual contents of the package 
would justify. Similar cases have arisen as a means of fraud employed by consignees 
when clearing different lots of goods, the fraud consisting in shifting part of the 
goods from one package to another which has already been checked up. In that 
case the fraudulent consignee must pay the duties for the difference discovered and 
also an equal amount to the Custom’House Clerk. If no fraud is established the 
consignee will only pay the duties corresponding to the actual contents of the 
package plus the expedient fine assessed on the discovered difference. 

“Consular Invoices should be filled out strictly in accordance with the regulation. 
For the violation of the provisions set up by the law the consignee of the goods 
incurs in the expedient fine from 1% to 5 per cent, calculated on the official value 
of the goods, The Custom House has been following the practice of collecting that 
fine at the rate of 2 per cent. 

“A fine of 5 per cent calculated on the official value of the goods is assessed 
whenever the consignee, ignoring the contents of the packages to be cleared, peti- 
tions the Custom House inspector for a previous examination of those packages. 

“Another fine is for wrong declaration of value either in the @onsular Invoice 
or in the note of dispatch. If the value in the Consular Invoice is regarded as an 
error by the appraiser, the burden of proof rests with the consignee to show that the 
declaration made is correct. His proof may be made by showing the draft paid at 
the bank, the insurance certificate or the Commercial Invoice. In case the con- 
signee cannot prove that the value declared is correct he must pay the difference 
verified in duties, and if the difference is less than 100$000 he must pay also 5 per 
cent expedient fine on the difference discovered. If, however, the difference exceeds 
100$000 he must pay the difference in duties and the fine equal to two times the 

difference verified.”

destroyed. Samples of all foodstuffs must be submitted to the National Chemical 
Laboratory for analysis and this laboratory’s certificate attached to the customs 
documents before clearance is permitted. 


Re-exportation: Goods which were refused by the consignee in Brazil, or which 
for any other reason have to be re-exported to the port of shipment must either 
pay the import duties at the Brazilian Customs or must be cleared for,re-exportation. 
This last clearance is somewhat complicated and involves a considerable loss of 
time, so that in case of shipments not amounting to a great value, it is preferable 
for the owners of the goods to pay the import duties as if the merchandise was 
going to be consumed in the country and then re-export it without delay. 

In the event that machinery or apparatus shipped to Brazil is found to be 
damaged in transit, or may require repair after use, the question is often raised if 
returned to the manufacturer for such necessary repairs such machines or apparatus 
may re-enter Brazil without a second payment of duty. 

The Brazilian Consulate General presents the position of the customs authorities 
of his country in the following statement: 

“This case is governed by the following provision contained in the Paragraph 9 
of the Article 2 of Decree 3617 of March 19, 1900, reading as follows: ‘Are exempt 
of Custom House duties: national products of the soil or industry or those na- 
tionalized by the payment of duty, which, after having been exported, return 
to Brazil on any vessel. provided, 1st, That such goods differ or can easily be 
distinguished from similar goods of foreign origin; 2nd, that they be returned 
within one year from the time they left the Brazilian port; 3rd, that they be 
accompanied by a certificate by the Customs of the Port of return duly legalized 
by the Brazilian Consular official at that port.’ According to that provision it is not 
possible to replace any article re-exported from Brazil on account of its damaged 
condition. If that article suffers only repairs or slight alteration and then is sent 
back to Brazil it will be exempt of Custom House duty, provided it has already paid 
duty when first entering the country. But in accordance with the provision above 
quoted articles re-exported from Brazil cannot be replaced by others which, in turn, 
would enjoy the exemption of Custom House duties. In case of replacement the 
articles must pay new duties. 

“There is not in Brazil the practice which exists in this country of allowing 
drawbacks on goods re-exported. Re-exportation can only be possible in Brazil by 
payment of Custom House duties or of re-exportation tax. The law establishes the 
term of one year for the goods which are re-exported from Brazil in order for them 
to enter the country free of duty.” 


Salesmen: Commercial travelers must take to Brazil, outside of the consular 
invoice, a certificate legalized by the Brazilian Consulate at the port of shipment, 
stating the name of the traveler, his quality as traveler for the concern, the name 
of the boat on which he is going to Brazil and the date of sailing of the boat. This 
declaration must head a list of all the samples showing the marks appearing on 
the trunks. That list must be signed by the president or the treasurer of the 
‘concern for which he travels. The traveler is also advised to have with him a 
specified power of attorney, authorizing him to transact business in Brazil for the 
concern he represents. In drawing that power of attorney, one must bear in mind 
that the Brazilian law requires specification of the powers on it, as the power of 
attorney giving general powers only authorizes the representative to do general 
acts of administration. 


Samples: The Brazilian law extends to the commercial samples the exemption 
of import duties. Those samples are only subject to the payment of the “Expediente” 
tax, which is 5 per cent on the official value of the merchandise. That official 
value comprises the price of the goods accrued with all expenses since the purchase 
until the port of destination. That 5 per cent tax is collected, 55 per cent of it in 
gold at the rate of 55 American cents per milreis and 45 per cent of it in-paper 
at the paper rate of exchange of the day. The samples are also subject to the 


payment of the port tax, which is 2 per cent in gold on the value of the. ; aie 
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merchandise. Both the “Expediente” and the port tax are paid on the occasion 
the traveler releases the bond given for the samples by re-exporting same. 
For the clearance of the samples in the Custom House the traveler must 
either deposit the duty assessed on the samples as if they had to be con- 
sumed in the country, or a well-known concern must sign a guarantee for the 
payment of the duties on the samples in case they are sold in Brazil. The custom 
house officials set also the time within which the samples must be re-exported, giving 
the traveler a certificate of nationalization of the samples. The traveler is 
cautioned to carry with him that certificate of nationalization in order to present 
same in any custom house other than the one of the original entry of the samples 
in order to enable him to re-embark the samples. After the re-embarkment of the 
samples a certificate is given by the Custom House that handles the re-embarkment, 
which certificate being presented to the Custom House of entry of the samples 
allows the traveler to receive the amount he deposited or to release the guarantee 
given by the concern, Consular invoices are required for all goods sent to Brazil 
with the exception of goods shipped by parcel post and commercial samples whose 
values do not exceed the amount of $48.65. 

Samples of no value, or having a negligible value, are admitted into Brazil 
free of duty, according to the Division of Foreign Tariffs. Such samples include 
Pieces or parts of any kind of goods or merchandise in a quantity*not greater than 
that strictly necessary to reveal the nature, kind and quality, provided the duty 
leviable on each package does not exceed 1 milreis. Other samples are subject to 
the regular duties ordinarily applying to commercial shipments of similar goods. 

All advertising matter is subject to duty upon importation into Brazil. Single 
catalogues and price lists, if sent through the regular or registered mails as printed 
matter, and if not too bulky are, however, rarely detained by the customs for duty. 


Storage Charges: Goods stored at the warehouse of the Customs are subject 
to the storage charge from their discharge until their withdrawal. These charges 
are calculated as follows: 


Up to 30 days 1 per cent per month. 

Up to 60 days 1% per cent each month. 

Up to 90 days 2 per cent each month. 

After 90 days 3 per cent each month, to be computed since the discharge and 
not only for the period exceeding 90 days. 


There is an allowance of eight days for the withdrawal of the goods from 
the Custom House before the payment of the new month’s storage charge is enforced. 
If, after the clearance of the goods, the period of eight days is elapsed without an 
extension being granted, those charges must be paid in double. The storage charges 
are calculated on the official value of the goods. This official value is obtained 
by multiplying the amount of duties to be paid for the goods by 100, dividing the 
product by the rate established on the tariff for the same goods. This payment is 
entirely calculated in paper. 


Ports and Trade Centers: Direct ports of call and points reached 
4 on through steamship bills of lading are indicated by the letters TBL. Places 
ri other than the TBL points may be reached via the place mentioned in 
parentheses, where the foreign buyer will take delivery except when ar- 
rangements have been made with a foreign freight forwarder to handle

Parcels for Brazil must be sealed with wax, lead, adhesive tape, or otherwise. 

One copy of the Customs Declaration (Form 2966) must be attached to each 
parcel. In filling out the customs declaration tag, the gross weight of the parcel 
must be stated in the first column under “Description of Parcel.”” No consular docu- 
ments are required. 

Postal Export Declaration Form S-250 must be filled out and presented at the 
post office of mailing for parcel post shipments of merchandise valued at $25.00 or 
over. See Shippers’ Export Declaration under General Export Information. 

The parcel-post convention with Brazil provides as an exceptional measure that 
fatty substances, liquids and those which easily liquefy may be included in parcels 
exchanged under the convention, but only when packed so as to thoroughly protect 
other articles from damage in case of accident. 

- Packages containing prospectuses and advertisement bills, e.g., engravings, printed 
books, periodical publications, reviews, geographic maps, bound music sent separately 
or in pamphlet form, are subject to an entry duty of 150 reis (5 cents) if the amount 
shipped weighs more than 2 kilograms (4.4 lbs.) in weight per addressee. 

Unbound books and catalogues, illustrated and fashion magazines, periodical 
publications, music, geographic and hydrographic maps and charts, and all articles 
containing advertisements are subject to entry duty if sent in quantities of more than —

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BRITISH BORNEO 


British Borneo, as the section should properly be called, covers the 
northern half of the island of Borneo, in the East Indian group. There 
are three distinct political jurisdictions, North Borneo, Brurtei and Sarawak. 
Its area is 77,106 square miles, and its population is estimated at 833,637. 


Currency: The Straits dollar, together with minor copper coins of local origin, 
is in use. 


British North Borneo: The area is 31,106 square miles, and the population 
210,000. as 

There is one railroad, 127 miles in length, which runs from Jesselton on Gaya 
Bay to Melalap in the interior,-with a branch from Beaufort to Weston on Brunei 
Bay. 

There is regular steamship service with Singapore and Hong Kong. 

Brunei: Area, 4,000 square miles; population, 25,454. In 1920 the “imports 
amounted to £84,300, the principal items being rice, tobacco, piece goods, sugar 
and kerosene. The exports for the same year amounted to £136,900, the principal 
items being cutch, coal, rubber, jelutong, sago and dried prawns. 

There is regular steamship service with Singapore and Hong Kong via Labuan. 


Sarawak; Area, 42,000 square miles; population, 600,000. In 1920 the imports 
amounted to £1,712,725, the principal items being salt, wines, firearms, jars, piece 
goods, sugar, rice, building materials (except lumber) ‘and mining, oil well and 
agricultural machinery. In the same year the exports amounted to £2,707,833, the 
principal items being sago flour, spices, gold, rubber, gutta jelutong, cutch, benzine, 
kerosene, birds’ nests, gutta-percha, fish, damar, vegetable tallow, nuts, nipa sugar. 

Inland transportation is effected by navigation of the Sarawak River by small 
craft, and of the Rejang River by large steamers and by pack mules over the inland 
trails,

British Guiana is the only British Colony on the South American 
continent. Its area is about 89,480 square miles, and has a population 
of about 300,000. It is divided into three provinces, viz., Berbice, 
Demerara and Essequibo. 


Currency: Prices are usually quoted in dollars and cents. The current coins 
are English silver, together with silver 4-penny pieces, known locally as “‘bitts,”” and 
English coppers. Every coin has the same nominal value as in England. There- 
fore, a simple decimal system of calculation is combined with the use of English 
money. ($1 = 4s. 2d.= 100 cents. One cent = 4d.) 


Language: English is the language of British Guiana. 


Weights and Measures: The weights and measures of British Guiana are the 
same as those of Great Britain.

Bulgaria, lying in southeastern Europe on the Black Sea, covers an 
area of about 40,056 square miles, and according to the census of 1920 
has a population of approximately 4,861,439. The country is divided into 
fifteen districts, with populations as follows: Bourgas, Varna, Vidin, 
Vratza, Kustendil, Mastanly, Pachmanly, Petritch, Plovdiv, Pléven, 
Roussé, Sofia, Stara Zagora, Tirnova and Choumen.

The monetary unit of Bulgaria is the lev, equivalent at par of exchange to 19.3 
cents, U. S. currency. 


Language: Bulgarian is the spoken language; German and French are acceptable 
commercially. 


Weights and Measures: The legal measures and weights of Bulgaria are all 
based upon the metric system. Every transaction, contract, invoice, commercial 
book, catalogue or advertisement, and generally every commercial operation, or docu- 
ment, in which the quantity and measurements of the articles or goods are not 
shown in terms of the metric system is considered illegal. The use of weights and 
measures not based upon this system is punishable by a fine of from 10 to 50 leva 
($1.93 to $9.65, at normal exchange). 

The manufacture and sale of apparatus for measuring and weighing not based 
upon the metric system, are prohibited, unless it is to be exported to a country in 
which the metric system is not compulsory. In the latter case special permits are 
issued by the Ministry of Commerce, Industry and Labor. 

In addition to the usual metric units the krina is a legal measure for grain, its 
metric equivalent being 20 liters. The ster, equivalent to 1 cubic meter, also has 
legal status as a measurement for wood. The following units are illegal, but no penalty 
attaches to their use in connection with their metric equivalents, given herewith: Oke 
(Turkish), metric equivalent, 1,283 grams; arshine (Turkish), equivalent to 65 
centimeters; lakat, 65 to 68 centimeters; povolok and vedro, used only for milk and 
wine, are equivalent to 5 liters and 10 liters, respectively; stomno, used for wine 
only, 12 to 18 kilos.

The Dominion is composed of eleven Provinces whose area and popu- 
lation in 1921 were as follows: Alberta—area, 255,285 square miles, popula- 
tion, 581,995; British Columbia—area, 355,855 square miles, population, 
523,353; Manitoba—area, 251,700 square miles, population, 613,008; New 
Bruriswick—area, 27,985 square miles, population, 388,092; Nova Scotia— 
area, 21,428 square miles, population, 523,837; Ontario—area, 407,262 
square miles, population, 2,929,054; Prince Edward Island—area, 2,184 
square miles, population, 88,615; Quebec—area 690,865 square miles, popula- 
tion, 2,349,067; Saskatchewan—area 251,700 square miles, population 
761,390 (estimated) ; Yukon—area 207,076 square miles, population 4,160

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Consular Offices: There are no consular representatives of Canada 
in the United States. There is a Canadian Trade Commissioner, 44 
Whitehall Street, New York; and a Special Customs and Excise 
Officer, 6 State Street, New York. 


Consular Regulations: No consular documents are required. 


Customs Regulations: A special form of commercial invoice and 
declaration of value must be prepared for all shipments to Canada. 


Commercial Invoices: Commercial Invoices should be made out in triplicate. 

Certified Invoices, in duplicate, are required for Customs Entry. 

These invoices (3) are to be sent by the exporter as usual (by mail) to the 
importer, or his agent, for his use in making entry of the goods at the Customs 
port of destination in Canada. The importer will require the third copy for his 
own use as a matter of record. 

The Canadian Customs do not require Invoices as prescribed by the Regula- 
tions, to be delivered to the Carrier transporting the goods into Canada. 

The proper commercial designation of the goods shipped must be set forth in 
all invoices, ’ 

It is required that invoices from Exporters to Importers in Canada shall show 
the marks and numbers on the packages, in such a manner as to indieate truly the 
quantities and values of the articles comprised in each exportation package, the 
packages to be legibly marked and numbered on the outside when of such a character 
as to enable such marks and numbers to be placed thereon. 

Every such invoice shall contain a sufficient and correct description of the 
goods, and in respect of goods sold by the exporter shall show in one column the 
actual price at which the articles have been sold to the importer, and in a separate 
column the fair market value of each article as sold for home consumption in the 
country of export.

Signature of Commercial Invoices: It has been the practice of a number of 
American firms to utilize rubber stamps with facsimile signatures for the purpose of 
* signing | customs declaration on the backs of invoices of goods exported to Canada. 
Ww With the purpose of correcting this practice the Canadian customs officials call atten- 
n to the fact that such facsimile signatures on invoices are contrary to the 
and that hereafter they will more rigidly enforce thg prohibition against 
All declarations should be signed by hand to ensure their acceptance by the 


‘customs officials without trouble and delay. 
i... 
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_ Valuation of Currency Stated on Invoices: All invoices of goods shall be made 
out in the currency of the country whence the goods are imported, or in the currency 
in which the goods are actually purchased, and shall contain a true statement of the 
value of such goods; and in computing the value for duty of such currency the rate 
thereof shall be such as has been ordered and proclaimed from time to time by the 
Governor in Council who is hereby empowered to make such order. 

The rate so ordered shall be based upon the actual value of the standard coins 
or currency of such country as compared with the standard dollar of Canada in so 
far as such comparative values are known. 


Merchandise Marks: According to the Order in Council of September 21, 
1922, the following regulations are now in force: 

“Goods of the description or class hereinafter specified, imported into Canada, 
shall be marked, stamped, branded or labelled in legible English or French words, 
in a conspicuous place that shall not be covered or obscured by any subsequent 
attachments or arrangements, so as to indicate the country of origin. Said marking, 
stamping, branding or labelling shall be as nearly indelible and permanent as the 
nature of the goods will permit. 

“(1) Printed or lithographed matter of all kinds, including books and pictures, 
except seals, tickets and labels, which are not capable of being marked legibly and 
each of which shall not exceed one inch in diameter, in which case the first package 
or covering shall be marked in compliance with the general regulations. 

(2) Wooden or fibre lead pencils.” 


Sales Tax: In addition to the regular duties applying to imported goods, there 
is a general sales tax amounting to 5 per cent of the duty-paid value of the goods. 
The tax on boots and shoes (including rubber footwear), biscuits of all kinds, canned 
vegetables, canned fruits, jams and preserves, and creosoted railroad ties, is 2% 
per cent. A large number of products are exempted from the tax, including articles 
and materials for the farming, fruit-growing, poultry, dairying, mining and quarrying, 
lumbering and fishing industries, and other articles and materials mentioned in a list 
of specified products. 

This tax is no concern of the American exporter and is to be paid by the importer 
at the time of clearing the goods and paying duties to the Canadian Customs Authori- 
ties. But in the case of an American Agency established in Canada functioning as a 
wholesale or retail concern it would of course be liable to all the provisions of this tax. 


Catalogues: Only bona fide catalogues. and price lists are admitted free of duty, 

Gf not designed to advertise the sale of goods by any person in Canada), and 
then only when single copies are mailed to individual firms, and not for distribu- 
tion. All other advertising matter is dutiable at the rate of 15 cents per pound—one 
cent per ounce or fraction—whether imported in small quantities or in bulk. 

Samples and advertising matter may be forwarded by parcel post, express, or 
freight, as desired, but it is well, as stated above, to deliver them to the Canadian ~~ 
merchant free of all expense unless they have been specifically asked for by him. Ki 

Customs duties on advertising matter sent through the mails may be prepaid by 
means of customs stamps which may be purchased from the commissioner of customs 
at Ottawa. These customs stamps should be placed on the reverse side of the pack- 
age, the only stamps permissible on the address side being the United States postage 
stamps. If the customs stamps are placed on the address side the package will not 
be accepted for mailing. ; 

Printed or lithographed matter of all kinds, including books and pictures, should 
bear an indication of origin. Exception is made of seals, tickets and labels not 
capable of being marked and not exceeding 1 inch in diameter. The outer package 
or covering of such goods must, however, show the country of origin in accordance 
with the general regulations. :

Samples: Samples such as are carried by commercial travellers, together with 
the trunks and other packages containing them (except when of no “commercial 
value”) are subject to the ordinary customs duty, but not to special duty in addition 
thereto. Imported samples are subject to a duty at each time of importation; pro- 
vided, however, that the trunks in which samples are contained may be admitted free 
after payment of duty on first importation if identified to the satisfaction of the 
Customs Officer, 

Commercial travellers are required to’ deliver to the Customs Officer for entry 
purposes an invoice or statement in detail, showing the price (wholesale) of each 
sample as sold for home consumption; such invoice or statemeht shall be attested to 
by the traveller, and the quantities of such samples shall be duly checked by the 
Customs Officer and proper duty paid thereon before delivery. : 

According to Mr. H. J. Gould, Special Officer in New York for the Canadian 
Customs and Excise, samples, except of “No commercial value,” are dutiable at the 
Same rate as if the merchandise were sold. Invoices in duplicate showing the price 
wholesale are_required for Customs entry. In making out the invoices in the “fair 
market value as sold for home consumption” column of the invoice should be shown 

f the wholesale selling price at the point of shipment, and if the samples are given to 
the Canadian importer free of charge, in the “selling price to the purchaser in 
Canada” column show ‘Samples, no charge.” 

Shipments of samples having commercial value are dutiable as ordinary com- 
mercial shipments of the same merchandise. Samples of no commercial value are 
admitted free of duty. Where samples are dutiable it is recommended that they be 
despatched through a freight forwarder who will attend to the clearing through 
customs and the payment of duty for the manufacturer’s account. The delivery of 
samples, duty paid, contributes to the development of good will in the mind of the 
prospective customer. 


Valuation for Duty: ‘Whenever any duty ad valorem is imposed on any goods 
imported into Canada, the value for duty shall be the fair market value thereof, when 
sold for home consumption, in the principal markets of the country whence and at 
the time when the same were exported directly to Canada. 

“Such market value shall be the fair market value of such goods, in the usual 
and ordinary commercial acceptation of the term, and as sold in the ordinary course 
of trade: Provided that a discount for cash, for duty purposes, shall not exceed two 
and one-half per cent and shall not be allowed unless it has been actually allowed and 
deducted by the exporter on the invoice to the importer. 

“No deduction from the value of goods contained in any invoice shall be allowed 
on account of the assumed value of any package or packages, where no charge for such 


| Keep Your Encyclopaedia Up-to-date with the 
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package or packages has been made in such invoice; and where such charge is made 
the Customs Officer shall see that the charge is fair and reasonable, and represents no 
more than the original cost thereof. 

“No deduction from the value of goods in any invoice shall be made on account 
of charges for packing, or for straw, twine, cord, paper, cording, wiring or cutting or 
for any expense incurred or said to have been incurred in the preparation of packing 
of goods for shipment, and all such charges and expenses shall in all cases be included 
as part of the value for duty.” 

Short Shipments: When making a shipment of goods to Canada, either by freight 
or parcel post, and part of the shipment is omitted and sent on later, it is necessary 
to inyoice the goods, showing the fair market value in the column provided for that 
purpose, In the selling price column show no charge, and at the bottom of the inveice 
attention should be called to the fact that the goods were short-shipped on (mention 
date of original invoice and total amount of invoice). In doing this the entry for 
the goods short-shipped would then be linked up with the original entry, thus avoiding 
the repayment of duty on the short shipment. 

Whenever any duty ad valorem is imposed on any goods imported into Canada, 
the value for duty shall be the fair market value thereof, when sold for home con- 
sumption, in the principal markets of the country, whence and at the time when the 
same were exported directly to Canada. 

The Canadian Department of Customs and Excise rules that when shipments to 
Canada are made from a manufacturer’s warehouse, not the place of actual manu- 
facture, the value for assessment of customs duty is the value as for domestic sale 
at such warehouse, inclusive of freight from factory to warehouse, and any other 
charges incidental to the maintenance of the warehouse, which are included in the 
prices charged to domestic customers. 


Way Bills and Bills of Lading: In order to facilitate the Customs entry of 
goods imported from all countries (and especially from the United States) into Canada, 
shippers are advised that the Way Bills should show full information regarding 
name and address of consignee, marks and numbers of packages and description of 
packages. 

Where goods are shipped in bulk, the number of pieces, bundles, bushels, etc., is 
required. 

In the case of agricultural implements, the number and description of each 
class of implement is to be stated, except when packed in cases, crates or other 
containers, when the number and description of such packages should be stated. 

It is very important that Way Bills and Bills of Lading show the required 
information, in order that the “Carrier” may furnish the reports required to be 
made at the Custom House and prepare manifests for transporting the goods in bond. 


Ports and Trade Centers: Through bills of lading (way bills) may 
be obtained for almost every place of any importance in the Dominion of 
Canada. There are no consular regulations of any kind to be complied with. 
(See under Commercial Invoices and Customs Regulations—Way Bills and 
Bills of Lading.) The regulations of the transportation lines are the same 
as for domestic shipments. The following list of principal cities is so com- 
piled by provinces that reference to the gateways from the United States 
given under Shipping Routes, will enable the American exporter to map out 
a provisional routing. ees

Postal Regulations: Articles addressed for delivery in Canada are 
subject to the same postage rates and conditions which would apply to them 
were they addressed for delivery in the United States, with the few excep- 
tions as listed in detail below. 


Advertising Matter: Advertising circulars are liable in Canada to a _ specifice 
customs duty at the rate of 15 cents per pound, which duty Canadian customs officials 
are required to collect when such pamphlets arrive by mail, even though each pam- 
phlet bears a different address. - But Canadian customs officials are authorized to 
remit such duty in respect to bona fide trade catalogues and price lists not designed 
to advertise the sale of goods by any person in Canada, when sent into Canada in 
single copies addressed to merchants therein, and not exceeding one copy to any 
merchant for his own use but not for distribution. 

Customs duties on advertising pamphlets, advertising show cards, illustrated adver- 
tising periodicals, price books, catalogues and price lists, advertising almanacs and 
calendars, patent medicine or other advertising circulars, fly sheets or pamphlets, 
advertising chromos, chromotypes, oleographs or like work produced by any process 
other than hand painting or drawing, and having any advertisement or advertising 
matter printed, lithographed, or stamped thereon, or attached thereto, including ~ 
advertising bills, folders and posters, or other similar artistic work, lithographed, 
printed or stamped on paper or cardboard for business or advertisement purposes, 
n.o.p. (not otherwise provided for) imported by mail into Canada may be prepaid by 
means of Canadian customs-duty stamps affixed to the reverse side of each package 
containing the advertising matter above referred to, for the amount of duty payable 
on the same, according to the following scale of charges, viz:

If such customs-duty stamps are affixed to the address side of the advertising 
matter, said matter will not be accepted for mailing. ‘ 

In all cases postage on such matter, when mailed in the United States and 
addressed for delivery in Canada, must be prepaid in full by means of United States 
postage stamps affixed to the address side. 

Advertising matter sent in the mails from the United States to Canada on which 
the customs duty has not been prepaid by means of customs-duty stamps will be 
subject to a sales tar of 4 per cent of the customs-duty paid value, which tax is 
payable at the customs port of entry in Canada. 

The above-mentioned customs-duty stamps can be obtained in denominations of 
1, 2 and 5 cents each, on application to the Commissioner of Customs, Ottawa, Canada. 


Combination Packages: A combination package, so termed, may consist of (1) 
a sealed envelope containing a written or printed communication, and (2) an un- 
sealed container enclosing either printed matter, or samples of merchandise. The two 
parts must be firmly attached together. Each part must be separately addressed to 
the same addressee. Each part must bear postage at the rate as specified for such 
part if mailed separately, and must conform to the general regulations governing that 
classification. 


Commercial Papers: Postage rate, 5 cents up to 10 ounces; 1 cent per each 
additional 2 ounces. Maximum weight, 4 pounds 6 ounces. 


Letters: Postage rate, 2 cents per ounce or fraction. Weight limit, 4 pounds 
6 ounces. Maximum size, 18 inches in any one dimension; except rolls, length 30 
inches, diameter 4 inches. 
Registration, 15 cents, with return receipt if requested. 
Merchandise may be mailed at letter rate. No customs declaration nor consular 
documents are required, but contents and values should be stated on the wrapping. 
See Commercial Invoices under Parcel Post. 
Letters or articles paid at the letter rate of postage, addressed to Canada, may 
’ be sent special delivery by affixing two United States special delivery stamps, or 
ordinary stamps in the amount of twenty cents, in addition to the proper letter 
postage, with the words “special delivery.” This service is limited to the following

Parcel Post: Postage rate, 14 cents per pound or fraction. Weight limit, 15 
pounds. Maximum size, length 3% feet, combined length and girth, 6 feet. 

Registration, not permitted; but parcels may be insured, indemnity limited to 
$25. Each insured parcel must show as part of the address the name of the Canadian 
province in which the place of destination is situated. 

Customs declaration, one copy, Form 2966. No consular documents are re- 
quired. Customs duties cannot be prepaid. 

Postal Export Declaration Form S-250 must be filled out and presented at the 
post office of mailing for parcel post shipments of merchandise valued at $25.00 or 
over. See Shippers’ Export Declaration under General Export Information. 

Commercial Invoices: Packages containing merchandise, regardless of value, re- 
quire the furnishing of certified invoices in triplicate, all copies of which should be 
sent by the exporter in the United States to the importer in Canada direct, two 
copies being required for, entry at the Canadian customs. See under Customs 
Regulations for form of Commercial invoice and declaration of value. 

The following articles and those of similar character are not acceptable for 
transmission as insured mail for or from Canada, but when mailable may be sent as 
registered matter, provided they are sealed and the letter rate of postage is paid :— 
precious stones, mounted or unmounted; all articles commonly known as jewelry 
used for personal adornment; such as rings, brooches, tie-pins, chains, cuff links, 
dress sets, fobs, bracelets, lockets, necklaces, etc.; all articles of gold or other 
precious metal for personal use, such as cigarette holders, cigarette cases; vanity 
cases, card cases, lorgnettes, mesh bags, watches, etc.; gold scrap, jeweler’s filings; 
fountain pens; money packets (which are construed as including bank notes, coin, 
bullion, gold dust, bonds and coupons payable to bearer, stock, and other securities 
negotiable by bearer). 


Post Cards: Single card, 1 cent; reply card, 2 cents. 


Printed Matter (except newspapers and _ periodicals—second-class matter): 
Postage rate, 1 cent per each 2 ounces, or fraction of 2 ounces. Maximum weight, 
4 pounds 6 ounces, except single copies of printed books, 11 pounds. Maximum size, 
18 inches in any one direction; except rolls, which may be 30 inches in length by 4 
inches in diameter. . 


Arrangements have been made through the co-operation of the 
Canadian Department of Customs and Excise, whereby supplies of 
stamps for the prepayment of import duty on advertising matter, price 
lists, and catalogues forwarded by mail to Canada will be maintained 


at the following organizations in the United States: Chamber of Com- 


merce, foreign trade secretary, 80 Federal street, Boston, Mass.; Ameri- 
can Manufacturers’ Export Association, secretary, 233 Broadway, New 
York City; Chamber of Commerce, director of foreign trade, San Fran- 
cisco, Calif.; and Chamber of Commerce, foreign trade secretary, 
Cleveland, Ohio. Ae 
The Post Office Department advises that printed matter consist- 
ing principally of books and catalogues weighing from 1 to 2 pounds is 
being sent to Canada in packages prepaid at the parcel post rate of 14 
cents for each pound or fraction of a pound, but not accompanied by 
customs declaration as in the case of parcel post packages regularly 
prepared and transmitted. * 2 
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. The transmission of printed matter to Canada at parcel post rates 
is doubtless due to inadvertence or lack of information on the part 
of the senders that books and catalogues may be sent as printed 
matter at the rate of 1 cent for each 2 ounces or fraction of 2 ounces 
and in-packages weighing not to exceed 4 pounds 6 ‘ounces (11 pounds 
in the case of single volumes). While domestic rates and conditions 
are applicable to mail matter for Canada, it is to be understood that 
such rates and conditions are not compulsory, but that senders may 
transmit the articles to Canada or any other country to which domestic 
rates and conditions apply) subject to international rates and condi- 
tions when more advantageous to do so. Doubtless in many cases 
books sent in the mails to Canada are prepaid at parcel post rates 
because of the circumstance that books in the domestic service of the 
United States are subject to fourth-class (parcel post) rates of postage. 

When packages containing catalogues or books conforming to the 
conditions for “prints” in international mails are observed by ex- 
change offices to be prepaid at parcel post rates and unaccompanied 
by customs declarations, the wrappers of such packages should be in- 
dorsed “Printed matter’ by means of a rubber stamp so that the re- 
ceiving exchange offices in the country of address will understand that 
the articles are not to be considered as parcel post packages. 


Samples: Postage rate, 2 cents up to 4 ounces; 1 cent per each additional 2 
ounces or fraction of 2 ounces. Maximum weight, 18 ounces. Maximum size, length 
12 inches, breadth 8 inches, depth 4 inches; except rolls, which may be 12 inches in 
length by 6 inches in diameter. Registration, 10 cents with return receipt if 
requested. See under Customs Regulations. 


Second-class Matter: Postage rate, 1 cent for each 4 ounces or fraction of 4 

ounces, except that in the case of daily newspapers, issued as frequently-as six times 

j a week, addressed to bona fide subscribers in Canada, they shall take the eighth zone 
rate on advertising portions of such publications.

The consular invoice and bills of lading must be presented for 
legalization at least 48 hours before the sailing of the vessel carrying 
the goods; otherwise an overtime charge of $3.20 is charged, *

(GENERAL CONSULATE OF CHILE IN THE UNITED STATES) 
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Two copies of the bill of lading must be legalized by the Chilean 
consular office. “One copy is retained by the consulate and one legal- 
ized copy is returned to the shipper. If more than one legalized copy 
is desired by the shipper, an extra fee of $2.00 must be paid for each 
such copy. It is required that the bills of lading be signed by the 
shipper or his duly authorized representative, as follows, “Accepted 
Ferrers je edes sy Shipper, Pet Soe canee .koe teats. opt) DELO Rem medne ep ue 
sented at the consulate. No corrections can be made in the bill of lad- 
ing after consular legalization. 

The consular invoices must be prepared in Spanish on the official 
form, in 5 copies. Three copies are retained by the consulate and the 
other two returned to the shipper. 

The values to be shown on the consular invoice are those f. o. b. 
factory. The consular invoice need not agree with the commercial 
invoice. In the case of c. i. f. shipments, the value to be declared is 
that of the merchandise alone, not inclusive of the ocean freight, in- 
surance or other charges. The gross weights stated in the consular 
invoice must correspond exactly with those stated in the bills of lad- 
ing, and marked on the packages. No corrections in the consular in- 
voice can be made after it has been legalized. Consular invoices show- 
ing erasures, corrections or blots will not be accepted for legalization. 

The shipper must assure himself that the consular legalization has 
been properly made, as the consulates will not hold themselves re- 
sponsible for any mistakes whatever after the documents have been re- 
turned to the shipper. 

When short shipments occur, a letter of correction should be pre- 
pared and this must be legalized by the consulate, who charges a fee 
of $4.00 for that document. 


C. I. F. Quotations: In view of the confusion that is constantly arising from 
the practice of loosely interpreting the c. i. f. clause relative to the inclusion of 
consular charges, American exporters of goods to Chile are advised to state explicitly 
whether or not their c. i. f. quotations are intended to include consular certification 
fees. Chilean importers have been accustomed to consider that c. i. f. quotations 
include payment of consular fees by the seller. The payment of these was of less 
concern to the exporter so long as the consular fees were low. However, in 1920 
the fees were more than doubled, so that in the case of invoices for important ship- 
ments the fees now often represent a considerable expenditure. In making price 
quotations the éxporter may conveniently employ one of the following phrases. 
“Price c. i. f. (port of entry), consular fees paid,” or “‘Price c. i. f. (port of entry), 
consular fees for account of consignee.” : 


Customs Regulations: Chilean customs duties are assessed by 
weight—gross, net or legal according to the commodity. There are 
no ad valorem duties. Duties are stated in gold, payable in currency 
at current rate of exchange. There is a surtax of one-tenth peso per 
100 kilos or fraction, gross weight, on all imports and exports. There

The territory of Magallanes (Punta Arenas) is entitled to import free of duty all

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2. The term “weight including packing’ means the weight of the goods together 
with all packing receptacles, or cords contained in the outer container except the 
straw, shavings, paper, sawdust, or other material used for protecting the contents. 
This rule shall not apply to goods for which special rules are provided in the tariff. 

3. “‘Weight including container” means the ‘weight of the goods together with 
immediate receptacles, even if no other container were used for their transportation. 

4. “Gross weight’? means the weight of the goods together with all receptacles 
and packing. Goods usually transported without packing or in bundles, as rails, 
girders, &c., are included in this section. 

5. By “ordinary receptacles’’ are to be understood earthenware or glass pots, 
bottles, or flasks, iron, zinc, tin, copper, or lead drums, wooden cases, cardboard or 
tin-plate boxes, and any other containers of indispensable use. Receptacles not usually 
employed for the goods they contain and having a separate value or use shall be 
considered as dutiable merchandise and appraised separately. 

6. When goods dutiable on “weight including packing’ are imported loose in 
bulk or bundles, or without packing within the outer container,*,the net weight 
shall be increased by 10 per cent. The same additional weight shall apply to the 
net weight when articles are imported in cases (such as surround instruments), unless 
otherwise expressly provided in the tariff. 

7. If goods subject to distinct rules as to weight, valuation or duty are imported 
in the same package, they shall be weighed in the condition in which presented; and 
there shall be added 10 per cent in the case of goods dutiable on weight, including 
packing, if imported without packing; 20 per cent in the case of goods dutiable on 
f gross weight, if contained in a receptacle or packing; and 30 per cent if not so

Catalogues: Catalogues are admitted free of duty; but display cards and ad- 
vertising matter are dutiable.

Customs declarations, two copies, Form 2966. Consular invoices must be pre- 
pared for all parcels, and certified by the Consulate , 
for Chile at the place where the parcel is delivered to the United States post office for 
transmission. If parcel-post shipments are to be made from a place where there is no 
Chilean consulate, the consular invoices are to be signed by an officer of the com- 
pany and sent to the nearest Chilean consular office having jurisdiction in the place 
of mailing for official certification and return. For consular certification of invoices 
covering parcel-post shipments valued at $25.00 or more, the usual scale of fees ap- 
plies. When the value of the parcel is less than $25.00, consular certification is re- 
quired, but no fees are charged. The charge for the consular invoice blanks is 30 
cents per set of four. The invoices should be mailed under separate cover to the ad- 
dressees at the same time as the parcel. Any number of packages despatched by the 
same mail to the same addressee in Chile may be included under a single consular 
invoice. It should be noted that the splitting up of a shipment into several packages 
so that each will have a value of less than $25.00 does not release the shipper from 
the necessity of paying consular fees on the actual combined value of such packages 
if similarly addressed and despatched by the same mail, providing that the total value 
is $25.00 or more.

Shipping Routes and Regulations: The information with regard 
to sailings, regulations, and so forth, as presented in the route notes 
listed below, is supplied by the steamship companies. Full information 
as to the commercial and credit standing of the % services will be sup- 
plied on written request. 


Bills of Lading: Bills of lading must show both gross and net weights in kilos. 
They must be signed by the shipper as “Accepted” before being presented to the 
steamship company for signature. Two or more copies of the bill of lading must be 
legalized by the Chilean Consulate, who retains one copy. The Chilean customs 
allow a variation of only one-half of 1 per cent between declared and actual weights. 
Any greater variation subjects the consignee to a fine. 


Marking Packages: All marks must be stencilled. Brush marking is not per- 
mitted. Each package must be marked with an identifying number which must agree 
with the statement of packages and their contents given in the consular invoices and 
other shipping documents. All particulars in connection with the mark—including 
letters, numerals, destinations, also any symbols used in conjunction therewith, such 
as squares, triangles, diamonds, and so forth, must be clearly stencilled on each 
package. The marks on each package must include the gross weight in kilos, followed 
by the words, “Gross Kilos.” It is recommended that the stencilled letters and 
numerals constituting the.marks be 2 inches in height, except where the size of the 
package makes this impossible. It is also advisable, though not compulsory, to 
mark packages, ‘‘Made in Wig oye tee? 


Weight Limit: The weight of bags or sacks containing any kind of goods must 
not exceed 80 kilograms. Failure to observe this law will subject the consignee to 
a fine of 20 pesos for each infraction.

The prov- 
ince is particularly rich in high-class coal, with a number of large 
mines worked by modern machinery and* methods. Industries— 
Tientsin is a great export and import center. There are nine wool- 
cleaning works, besides hydraulic presses for wool, jute, skins, rugs, and 
hides, in preparation for export; these are under foreign management. 
Soap, candle, match, and cigarette factories with modern machinery and 
two modern cotton-yarn mills with 25,000 spindles each are among the in- 
dustries of Tientsin. More than 1,000 tons of pigs’ bristles are exported 
annually from North China. A cement plant produces 600,000 barrels 
annually. The coal mines and railway shops at Tangshan are big indus- 
tries. Tientsin is the export center for North China. Communications.— 
Waterways: Pei Ho (river) and Grand Canal, navigable for small boats. 
Railways: Peking-Mukden, Tientsin-Pukow, Peking-Kalgan, Peking- 
Hankow, and Peking-Mentowkow. Post offices, 191. Telegraph stations, 
76.. Cities —Of more than 500,000 population: Tientsin, Peking (national 
capital). More than 100,000: Paotingfu. Treaty ports—Tientsin, Kalgan, 
Kweihwacheng, Hulutao, Chihfeng, Dolon-nor, and Chinwangtao. Lan- 
guage andgcharacteristics of natives—Northern Mandarin is spoken. The 
natives include Chinese, Mongols, and Manchus with predominance of 
Tartar blood. 


FUKIEN: Area.—46,320 square miles. Population—8,660,000; 185 
per square mile; densest along coast and in Min River Valley. To- 
pography—The Province is mountainous, the mountains running parallel 
with the coast. The coast is broken with many bays and three good har- 
bors, Santuao, Foochow, and Amoy. The climate is semitropical. Agri- 
culture.—Rice, tea, wheat, sugar, bamboo, oranges, and camphor are the 
principal products. Minerals.—Coal, iron, and potter’s clay are the princi- 
pal mineral products, though there are deposits of iron ore and coal that 
have not been developed. Jndustries—Foochow poles from the Foochow 
hinterland are exported in large quantities. The leading native industry 
is the manufacture of paper from bamboo pulp. The tea industry has 
dwindled from a position of first importance. Wanyao manufactures pot- 
tery on a large scale. Foochow lacquer is famous throughout China, The 
sugar industry is important, but there are only six small modern mills; it is 
capable of large development. There are two fruit canneries at Amoy with 
modern equipment. The camphor industry is gradually dying away, be- 
cause of scarcity of trees. There is a large emigration of natives to Tai- 
wan (Formosa), the Philippines, and Singapore. Communications.—

Topography.—Hilly on western 
boundary, with plains elsewhere; floods of Yellow River a constant men- 
ace; climate fairly severe; soil fertility good. Agriculture.—Cotton, 
wheat, sorghum, beans, millet, sesame seed, and Indian corn are the princi- 
pal products. The Province is noted particularly for cotton and sesame 
seed. Minerals——Coal and iron are the principal minerals.’ The Peking 
Syndicate operates extensive coal-mining properties in Honan. Industries. 
—Coal mining and brick kilns constitute the main industries. Honan pon- 
gees form a considerable industry. Otherwise the Province is agricultural. 
Communications—Waterways: Of the three rivers, Yellow, Hwai, and 

| Wei, only the first-named is navigable and that only in sections. Rail- 
ways: Peking-Hankow, Kaifeng-Hsuchowfu, and Kaifeng-Shensi via Ho- 
nanfu and Tungkwan. Extensive cart traffic over poor country roads.

climate dry, with cold, dry winters. Agriculture—Wheat, cotton, rhubarb, 
licorice root, tobacco, and fruits are the principal products. The Province 
is pastoral rather than agricultural, and sheep and cattle are raised. Min- 
erals.—Little is known regarding the mineral wealth. Industries —To- 
bacco, wool, and sheep raising constitute the main industries. Communica- 
tions.—Waterways: Tributaries of Yellow River navigable during summer 
season for short distances for small boats. No railways. Country roads 
adapted to cart traffic. Post offices, 21. Telegraph stations, 18. Cities.—

Minerals——The Province is poor 
in minerals. Industries—The greatest development has been in the cotton 
industry. There are 25 to 30 mills with a total of a million spindles 
operating at Shanghai. The number of looms is increasing and promises 
rapid development also. Flour mills, oil mills, egg-products plants, rice 
mills, furniture factories, glass works, ice and cold-storage plants, match 
factories, paper mills, electric lamp factories, chemical works, ship-build- 
ing and engineering works, soap and candle factories, cigatette factories, 
saw-mills, printing and publishing houses, etc., are among the industries 
that make Shanghai the leading manufacturing center of China. Kiangsu’s 
leading industry is silk. Wusih, Nanking, and Soochow are the principal 
centers for the manufacture of the silk cloth. Communications——Water- 
ways: All the rivers are navigable, and the Province is interlaced with 
canals. Railways: Shanghai-Nanking; Shanghai-Hangchow-Ningpo;

Agricul- 
ture.—Rice, sugar, fruits, grains, bamboo, aniseed, and cassia are the main 
products. Minerals—Antimony, coal, tin, iron, asbestos, and galena are 
known to abound. Very little has been done to develop what is considered 
a great store of mineral wealth in Kwangsi. Industries —Although pro- 
verbially poor, the Province seems to offer much opportunity for develop- 
ment. The world’s supply of star-anise is produced there. Cassia is also 
produced. Firecrackers and leather are made at Nanning. Wuchow has a 
J hosiery factory, a silk filature, a glass factory. Fishing lines made from’ 
the intestines of a species of silk worm, which feeds on the camphor tree,

valleys of Yuan and Wu Rivers deep and narrow. Agriculture.—Tobacco, 
bamboo, wood oil, fruits, and wheat are the principal products, though the 
Province has the reputation of being the most unproductive in China. 
Minerals.—Coal, nitrate of potash, iron, zinc, nickel, silver, and quicksilver 
are said to abound. Kweichow is reputed to be wealthy in minerals, but 
unexplored. IJndustries—Mining seems to lend the greatest promise for 
the future in industry in this Province, claimed by some to be the richest 
in mineral wealth of all the Provinces in China. Communications—Water- 
ways: Yuan and Wu both navigable. Four chief roads radiate from 
Kweiyang, connecting with Chungking, Tatingfu, Hunan, and Kwangsi. 
No railways. Post offices, 30. Telegraph stations, 14. Cities —Kweiyang

MANCHURIA: Area—363,610 square miles. Population—15,000,- 
000; 40 per square mile; densest in Liao Plain. Topography.—Three 
provinces, Fengtien, Kirin, and Heilungkiang; northern region larger and 
better wooded, sloping toward Amur River; southern, more fertile, more 
thickly inhabited, sloping toward Gulf of Liaotung; Sungari plain in north 
and Liao plain in south have wonderful soil and splendid crops; large 
areas still uncultivated; on rich plateau lands, grass sometimes grows 6 
feet high; climate is healthful, though winters are very severe. Agricul- 
ture.—Manchuria contains some of the finest agricultural land in the world. 
It seems strange that this virgin country, so sparsely inhabited and so rich 
in possibilities, should have remained all these centuries in proximity to 
densely populated countries and not have been more effectively colonized 
ere this. The principal crop of Manchuria now is beans, an article whose 
value has only recently come to be appreciated by the outside world. 
Wheat ranks second in importance. Other cereals, such as millet, sorghum, 
and maize, are raised in large quantities. Silk, fed on oak leaves, is one 
of the products of Manchuria. Tobacco, beet sugar, indigo, vegetable oils, 
fruits, and live stock add to Manchuria’s agricultural wealth. Minerals.— 
Practically the whole of South Manchuria is one vast coal field. Iron and 
gold are also found. Japanese capital is developing the coal and iron 
properties in a large way. Industries Bean oil, bean cake, and bean prod- 
ucts generally constitute a great industry in Manchuria. Raw silk, tobacco, — 
flour, furs and skins, lumber, and iron and coal are developing into profita- — 
ble industries, employing in some cases enormous capital. The South Man- 4 
churia Railway, with its ramifications of industry, is the biggest institu- 
tion in Manchuria. Cities ——Mukden and Kirin, 100,000 each. Kwang- 
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chengtze (Changchun), Harbin, Aigun, Newchwang, and Dairen are 
other important cities. Treaty ports—Aigun, Antung, Dairen (Japa-' 
nese leased territory), Manchouli, Newchwang, Sansing, Suifenho, 
Mukden, Fakumen, Fenghwangcheng, Hsinmintun, Tiehling, Tung- 
kiangtze, Yingkow, Liaoyang, Changchun, Kirin, Ninguta, Chientao, 
Tsitsihar, Hailar. Language of natives——Northern Mandarin is most 
common. American interests.—In north, under jurisdiction of Harbin 
consulate; in northeast, of Antung consulate; in Dairen and leased 
territory, of Dairen consulate; in South Manchuria, of Mukden con- 
sulate general. 


MONGOLIA: Area.—1,367,600 square miles. Population.—1,800,000 ; 

1 per square mile; densest in east and in river valleys. Topography.—A 

vast basin-like plateau of 3,000 to 4,000 feet elevation, surrounded by 

mountain ranges and undulating steppes; near center is Gobi Desert, of 

_ more than 260,000 square miles; frequent sandstorms; atmosphere dry, 

winters extremely cold. For purposes of administration, country is di- 

vided into two sections—northern or outer Mongolia, and southern or inner 

Mongolia. Agriculture—The country is pastoral and the people nomadic. 

Cattle and sheep raising is carried on, with agriculture in certain favored 

regions. Awaiting development are wonderful stretches of virgin fertile 

lands, capable of producing enormous crops, and vast stretches of land 

wonderfully adapted to grazing. Minerals——Gold has been mined for 

years. The mineral wealth is subject to investigation, but is reputed to be 

enormous. Industries——Cattle and sheep raising, hides, wool (sheep’s and 

camel’s), licorice, and drugs seem to form the basis of the industries. Com- 

munications—Waterways: Canals and rivers are little used, as they are 

off the trade routes. Railways: None; one projected to connect Urga, the 

capital, with the Peking-Kalgan line. An American automobile service 

has been established between Kalgan and Urga, making the trip in four 

days. Roads are poor and not well marked. Main highway leads from

per square mile; densest in fertile depressions. Topography.—A great 
\ loess plateau from 2,000 to 6,000 feet in elevation, with irregular mountain 
ranges running east and west; several large depressions, formerly lakes, 

_ form the fertile and populous sections of the Province; winters very cold, 
summers very hot. Agriculture——The loess soil is very fertile. Wheat, 
millet, sorghum, maize, cotton, tobacco, and fruits are the principal prod- 
ucts. Minerals—Shansi is reputed to be the richest Province in China 
in coal deposits, producing now 4,000,000 tons a year—about one-fourth of 
China’s production—but capable of supplying the world’s demands for cen-

SHENSI: Area.—75,270 square miles. Population.—6,725,000; 89 
per square mile; densest in Han and Wei River Valleys. Topography.— 
High mountain ranges extend across northern and southern ends of 
Province; north of Wei River country is a great fertile, low table-land ; 
Wei Basin is called “cradle of China”; Province was once noted for 
forests, but now hills are denuded of trees. Agriculture.—The valleys of 
the Wei and Han Rivers are particularly productive. The Wei basin pro- 
duces the finest quality of cotton grown in China. Wheat, corn, tobacco, 
Irish potatoes, alfalfa, beans, oats, barley, millet, peanuts, silk, persimmons, 
and rapeseed are also produced in Shensi, the staple crop being wheat. 
Minerals.—Shensi’s mineral wealth remains to be exploited. Its inacces- 
sibility and lack of waterways and good roads have prevented development. 
Droughts and rebellions have also discouraged effort. Industries.—Native 
flour mills operated by water wheels are numerous. Mules, cattle, and 
sheep are raised in large numbers. Communications.—Waterways: The 
Han River is navigable as far up as Hanchungfu; the Province is poor in 
navigable waterways. Railways: None; a projected line crosses central 
China through the Wei Basin to central Asia. There is a good road 
crossing from Shansi over the Wei Basin into central Asia, over which the 
traffic, by carts and pack animals, is very heavy. A road also passes 
through this basin from Peking to Chengtu in Szechwan, following also 
the Han River Valley but crossing over mountain passes 8,000 feet high. 
Carrying coolies and pack animals by the thousands may be seen on this 
great highway.

SINKIANG AND CHINESE. TURKESTAN: Area—550,340 
square miles. Population—2,000,000; 4 per square mile; densest in eastern 
section. Topography.—For the most part Chinese Turkestan is an im- 
mense desert, surrounded by mountains of great height and with fertile 
spots occurring only here and there. Agriculture —Where irrigation is 
possible, splendid crops are produced. The famous Oasis of Hami is ex- 
ceptionally fertile, producing barley, oats, millet, and wheat. Its melons 
are famous throughout China, for in former years many were sent to the - 
Peking Court. Minerals.—Chinese Turkestan produces a fine quality th 
jade. Its mineral resources are as yet unknown. Industries—Horses, — 
camels, donkeys, sheep, and goats are raised. Carpets, jade, furs, skins, — 
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and silk fabrics are among the articles produced. Communications — 
Several ancient roads, of great historical interest but in bad condition, 
are used as trade routes. Cities—Kashgar, 60,000; Yarkand, 50,000; 
Khotan, 30,000; Turfan, 20,000; Urumtsi, 30,000. American interests.— 
Under the jurisdiction of Hankow consulate general. 


SZECHWAN: Area.—218,480 square miles. Population.—54,500,000 ; 

208 per square mile; Chengtu plain, 45 by 90 miles, has densest population, 

estimated at more than 2,000 per square mile. Topography.—Three- 

fourths of Province is a high plateau with mountains extending to an 

altitude of 18,000 feet; this plateau, of red sandstone, slopes toward east 

and southeast; southern part of Szechwan semitropical; Chengtu plain re- 

markably productive. Agriculture—Szechwan claims to produce every- 

thing raised elsewhere in China. Silk, wheat, sugar, tobacco, fibers, rhu- 

barb, bamboo, tea, herbs, and wood oil figure among the important prod- 

ucts. The Chengtu plain is perfectly irrigated by an artificial system 

2,000 years old and is probably the most fertile spot for its size in China. 

The silk industry is probably the leading industry of Szechwan. 

Wood oil, vegetable tallow, a distinctive insect wax, musk, medicines, 

wool, hides, tobacco, and paper enter into the industries of the Prov- 

ince. Communications—Waterways: There is steam travel on the 

Yangtze as far as Suifu, and in the summer as far as Kiatingfu on 

the Min River. The three main branches of the Yangtze in Szechwan 

carry a heavy junk traffic. Navigation on the Yangtze beyond Ichang 

is perilous by reason of the rapids, but_within recent years regular 

steamers have been engaged in this traffic. Railways: None, though 

several are projected and a concession has been granted to an Ameri- 

can concern. There are no cart roads. Many of the roads are paved 

with flagstones 4 feet wide.

This number is augmented 
considerably from time to time by pilgrims. Treaty port.—Yatung, a small 
town with only a few score inhabitants. Language and characteristics of 
natives——The language of the natives is polysyllabic and high developed. 
They are credited with being among the more highly endowed peoples of 
the world. They are fond of music and dancing and are complimented 
by travelers for their kindly bearing, cheerfulness, and frankness. Ameri- 
can interests—Under the jurisdiction of the Chungking consulate. 


YUNNAN: Area—146,680 square miles. Population —8,053,000 ; 54 
per square mile; densest on plains and eastern table-land. Topography.— 
“The Switzerland of China”; high mountain ranges in west, table-land in 
south; climate healthful; good grazing lands. Agriculture.—Wheat, cot- 
ton, silk, tea, rice, beans, tobacco, fruits, and vegetables are produced. 
The hams of Yunnan are famous throughout China, and pigs are well fed. 
Minerals.—Yunnan is noted for mineral rather than agricultural wealth. 
Tin, antimony, coal, alum, arsenic, copper, gold, iron, mercury, silver, spel- 
ter, and tungsten are found in Yunnan, tin having occupied thus far the 
leading role. China’s copper-coin requirements in the past have been met, 
it is stated, from Yunnan mines. Industries—Agriculture and mining 
have thus far given Yunnan such industries as it has. Communications.— 
Waterways: The Ta and Red Rivers are both navigable by small boats 
for short distances. Railways: Haiphong-Hanoi-Yunnanfu. Roads: Only 
paths. Post offices, 42. Telegraph stations, 33. Cities —Yunnanfu (capi- 
tal), Chaotung, and Tungchwan, each with less than 50,000. Treaty ports. 
—Mengtsz, Szemao, Tengyueh. Language and characteristics of natives.— 
Western Mandarin and tribal dialects. Fifty to 60 aboriginal tribes. 
Cg interests—Under the jurisdiction of the Canton consulate gen- 
eral. 


Currency: The tael is the fictitious foundation on which the “cash” coinage 
of China is erected, It is not a coin nor has it ever been, with one experimental 
exception. In its monetary use it is a theoretical unit or standard for exchange. 
It is based on a measure of weight, the Chinese ounce or weight tael of about 1 1/3 
ounces avoirdupois. A great deal of confusion arises from the lack of distinction 
between the imaginary tael as money and the actual tael as a weight. For currency 
purposes the tael is divided thus: 


10 Cash = ee Candareent

All of these divisions are units of value, but none of them are coined except 
“cash,” although there are paper tael notes in use. The tael of money is, there- 
fore, one tael’s weight of silver; tael values are values in terms of the value of the 
specific weight tael of silver selected as the unit of value. : 

If there was but one weight tael, the situation would be simple and much 
better than it really is, But the weight tael is not uniform throughout China. 
Weights and measures have never been standardized as they have in Western 
countries. China is a country of vast distances, and communications have been and © 
still are absolutely inadequate. Each locality, in the past, has been practically iso- 
lated and has developed its own dialects of speech, its own customs, and also its 
own conception of a given weight. While the tael has always been the unit, the size 
or weight of the tael has differed in each locality. i yaa! cht 

The differences in the weight of a tael were, of course, carried into the monetary 
use of the tael of silver. A tael of silver in one locality became more or less than — a 
a tael of silver in another locality. There have been in use more than 150 different ¥ 

fe 
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taels at various times and places in China. Transportation and communication im- 
provements increased commercial intercourse and the number of taels decreased 
and today those in common use number only about seventeen. These fall into four 
distinct groups, ie., the Customs tael, the Treasury tael, local taels and the 
commodity taels. 

The Customs tael is the Haikwan tael, and is a fictitious money of account, 
introduced by the Inspectorate-General of ‘Customs, with which customs duties 
and dues must be paid. This tael, although fixed by treaty at 583.3 grains, varies 
from 581 to 591 grains in weight. It is a tael weight of pure silver, 1,000 fine. 
The value of this tael in terms of local taels varies at different ports. At Shanghai, 
for instance, 111.40 Shanghai taels are required to pay customs dties amounting to 
100 Haikwan taels. In the case of this Haikwan tael, the rates of its conversion 
into others taels and foreign currencies are fixed each month, 

Before the adoption of the dollar as the Treasury money of account, there was 
a fictitious medium of exchange in which dues to the Government were paid. It 
corresponded to 575.8 grains of pure silver, 1,000 fine, and was known as the 
Treasury or K’u-p’ing tael. In this case, 109.6 Shanghai taels were required to 
pay treasury dues amounting to 100 Treasury taels. 

The local taels are the taels in use in each locality. There are several of much 
greater importance than the others. They are the Peking tael, the Tientsin tael, 
the Canton tael, the Hankow tael, the Shanghai tael and the Newchwang tael. 
They vary in weight from 554 grains to 574 grains. Besides these local taels, there 
are the commodity taels which are taels of silver weighed on scales modified according 
to the custom applying to the products or goods constituting the subject of the 
transaction. 

Thus far we have treated of several factors entering into the determination of 
the value of the tacl. These have been differences in weight due to locality, the 
purpose of use, and the commodity dealt in. In addition there is the difference due 
to variable fineness. If every tael was of the same fineness or purity of silver, less 
confusion would arise. An exchange transaction between two points ‘using the 
Shanghai tael and the Newchwang tael must consider that the first tael consists of 
565.65 grains of silver .944 fine, divided by a convention of .980. The latter tael 
consists of 555.1 grains of silver, .992 fine. 

In large native transactions ingots of silver, known as shoes, form the medium 
of exchange. Shoes range in weight from ™% tael to 100 taels, but never amount to 
an exact round sum of, say, ten, twenty-five or fifty taels, Shanghai shoes weigh 
7 about fifty taels, the average fineness being 916.66. After the silver has been cast into 
shoes at the melting houses, these are sent to be tested at the office of the Kung 

Ku, or public valuers. 

a \ : Transfer of silver from place to place necessitates remelting to the fineness and 

weight of the locality receiving it, or the marking onto the imported sycee of its 
-- equivalent in local taels of currency and weight as well as fineness. This latter - 
method was in use in Shanghai, the markings being put on by the Public Assay 
- House. In Tientsin, the banks used to use what was called Hua-pao-yin silver as 
the standard for accounting of their reserves. This was supposed to be silver of 
.992 fineness, but after the Boxer Uprising the fineness was reduced and the banks 
‘built up their reserves with silver of the newer debased fineness. Later on the 

ithorities resumed the casting of silver shoes of .992 fineness. The difference 
WwW the debased and the restored ratio of fineness represented a loss to the 
ks and put them to great inconvenience. The matter was finally settled in 
the foreign banks receiving compensation for the difference in the fineness 
the silver shoes bearing the official stamps. This is merely an illustration of the 
ulties arising from the use of the silver shoes in tael exchanges. 
_ According to the Currency regulations of 1914 the unit of Chinese currency is 
the Yuan, or Dollar. The National Budget, all official accounts, with the 
ion of the Customs Returns, and all new Chinese Banking accounts are now 
d on the dollar currency.

following this boundary southeast to the Chosen frontier. 

This will give to the consular district of Antung the following places opened to 
trade, viz., Feng-huang-cheng, Antung, and Tatungkow. 


Canton: The Province of Kwangsi and that portion of the Province of Kwang- 
tung west of longitude 115°. 


Changsha: The Provinces of Hunan and Kweichow. 


Chefoo: The Laichow Prefecture, except. the Department of Pingtu and all of 
the Province of Shantung lying east and north of a line drawn from Liachow to the 
easternmost point in the boundary of the leased territory of Kiaochow.

Hankow: The Province of Honan south of the Yellow River and the whole of 
the Provinces of Hupeh, Kiangsi, Shensi, Kansu, the Kokonor region, and Sinkiang 
(Turkestan). 


Harbin: The Province of Heilungkiang and all that part of the Province of 
Kirin lying to the north of a line drawn between the cities of Kwangchingtsu (Chang- 
chum) and Kirin (which are included in the consular district of Mukden), and con- 
tinued thence eastward to the Russo-Chinese frontier. \ 

It will include the following places opened to trade: Manchuria, Khailer, Tsitsihar, 
Aigun, Sansing, and Harbin.

Packages will be accepted for Chinese post offices situated north of Mukden, 
including Harbin (Manchuria), and for post offices in the Provinces of Yunnan 
transmitted by the way of Hong Kong and Indo-China, through the Chinese postal 
service, each package, regardless of weight, being subject to a delivery charge of 50 
cents (Chinese currency), to be collected from the addressee. This fee is to be paid 
to meet the extra transportation charges paid by China to the South Manchuria 
(Japanese) Railway and to the Chinese Eastern (Russian) Railway. 

The cities of Dairen, Pulantien, Newchiatun, Pitzuwo, Liushutun, Tsingtau, 
Shantung, Port Arthur and Manchuria are served by the Japanese post office depart- 
ment and the same regulations apply as for Japan. 

Parcels for Antung, Changchun, Tashihkiao, Wafangtien, Kaiping, Penki, Fengh- 
wangcheng, Haicheng, Kungchuling, Liaoyang, Szepingkai, Changtu, Tiehling and 
Hiungyao may be accepted, subject to the collection of a fixed fee of 50 cents 
(Chinese currency) per parcel from the addressees, as in the case of parcels for Har- 
bin and Yunnan. The reason is that these places can only be reached through the 
medium of a foreign railway, the South Manchuria Railway. Parcels for Fushun, 
Tatungkow, Kaiyuan, Lienshankwan, Tsienkinchai, Tsaohokow, Sukiatunkai, Takushan 
and Taluyentai may be accepted subject to the collection at destination of the Chinese 
domestic parcel postage, the places above mentioned being nonsteam-served. Parcels 
for Mukden, Chinchow, Chefoo (Yentai), Sinmin, Tsinan and Weihsien may be ac- 
cepted under the ordinary rates and conditions pertaining to steam-served places. 

Liquids, greases, powders and dyes in powder form, in lead-sealed metal con- 
tainers, properly boxed and wrapped so as to afford the utmost protection to the 
accompanying mail matter, are admissible.

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and packages should be prepared accordingly. For the Yangtze River district the 
overland traffic is greatly supplemented by river transportation, as is also the case 
in other parts of the Chinese Republic; but all goods imported into China must 
ultimately be handled by one of the following modes of transport: The usual 
means of transportation throughout the republic is a bamboo or wooden pole slung 
across the shoulders with a burden attached to each end, or a long pole between 
the shoulders of two coolies; with the parcel hanging halfway between. In southern 
China this is the only means of transport. An average load for one coolie is about 
100 pounds, or 50 pounds at each end. Where the load is carried between two 
coolies, weight of 160 pounds can be shipped. A square or oblong package is 
preferable to any other, as that shape is also suitable for carriage by wheelbarrow, 
which is another common method of transport. Pack mules and donkeys are also 
used to some extent in northern China.

Consular Regulations: Consular invoices must be prepared for all 
freight shipments to Colombia and legalized by the Colombian con- 
sular office at the port of shipment. No consular invoice is required 
on parcel post shipments. The bills of lading do not require consular 
legalization. 

The consular invoice forms are sold only by the Colombian con- 
sular offices, the charge being 18 cents per set of 6 copies. The fee 
for legalization of the consular invoice is 3 per cent of the total value 
declared, plus a stamp tax of 50 cents. 


The following are exempt from the above charge: Goods ordered officially by the 
Colombian Government or any of the departments. Machinery, materials and instru- 
ments ordered officially by municipalities and intended for public works. Gold and 
silver coin or bars, not inferior to 0.900, and bank notes of gold equivalent. Plants 
and live animals, agricultural seeds, serums and medicinal vaccines. 


The consular invoice must be presented for legalization at least 24 
hours in advance of the sailing of the vessel carrying the goods. The 
consular invoice when presented at the Consulate must be accom- 
panied by a blue voucher form showing the amount of the consular 
fees. This blue sheet is also furnished by the Consulate. The charges 
‘voucher serves to cover all shipments made by any one firm by the 
same steamer. The amount of the consular fees must be deposited 
upon presentation of the consular invoices for certification. 

The original consular invoice which the consignor sends to the 
consignee will be returned within twelve office hours after its presenta- 
tion, duly certified, and with a receipt for the fee paid.

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be declared free of consular fees—must be accompanied by the original copy of the 
order for such merchandise as received by the consignors. A copy of the order must 
also be attached. If the Consulate finds the papers in order, certification will be 
made in conformity with the procedure as stated above, the original copy of the 
consignee’s order being returned to the consignor, and the original retained by the 
Consulate. 

The Minister of Finance of the Republic of Colombia, commenting upon this 
procedure says: “It may happen, notwithstanding, that after having certified the 
invoices and before the departure of the vessel carrying the merchandise, the Consul 
has not discovered any errors, whereas the shipper may have discovered a sub- 
stantial error, then they, the consignors, must apply to the Consul for correction 
within three days, the period during which the Consul is supposed to call the atten- 
tion of the parties at interest to the errors or omissions which may have ‘occurred. 
If the vessel has departed before the time fixed for application for correction, notice 
must be given the Custom House at the port of destination, by the most rapid 
means, in order that notice of such correction may be received by the Custom House 
before the presentation of the manifest for declaration and inspection of the mer- 
chandise at the Custom House. Otherwise the Law of Colombia will not recognize 
the right of the shippers of merchandise from foreign ports to ask for the correction 
of a document now having an official character and officially in effect; and under 
no circumstances will an application be considered for the return of fees paid.” 

Therefore, letters of correction will be accepted and certified by the Consulate 
only before the departure of the vessel, or within three days thereafter; and in the 
latter case, only when the parties at interest pay the cost of cabled advice to the 
Custom House in Colombia as “the most rapid means” mentioned by the Minister 
of Finance in the preceding paragraph. 


In filling out the consular invoice form, the blank spaces at the 
head of the invoice must specify (1) the name of the shipper, (2) the 
name of the carrying vessel, (3) the port of Colombian destination (4) 
name of consignee, as appearing on the bill of lading, (5) the name of 
the importer for whose account the goods are shipped, and (6) his ad- 
dress. The mark is to be shown in the square so designated. The 
total value of the shipment and amount of consular fees are to be 
shown in the spaces immediately above the columnar statement. In 
the columns of the invoice must be shown: (10) the package numbers, 
(11) the number (count) of packages of the same class, (12) the class 
of packages, as cases, bales, and so forth, (13) description of the goods, 
(14) (15) the net and gross weights in kilos, and (16) the value of the 
items in U. S. currency. 

The declaration (17) at the foot of the invoice must be signed by 
the shipper. Its translation is, “Under oath we declare that the prices 
stated in this invoice are the same that we charge in the commercial 
invoice, and that the weights of the packages are ‘correctly stated.” 


C. I. F. Shipments: The value to be shown in the consular invoice covering 
shipments to Colombia is the value of the goods f. 0. b. the port of embarkation, 
exclusive of all charges and expenses whatsoever. If the shipment is to be billed 
at net c. i. f. prices the amount of the freight and insurance charges, or the per- 
centage allowance for such charges, should be deducted from the total price shown 
in the commercial invoice, and the f. 0. b. value so arrived at declared in the 
consular invoice. : “ig 


Customs Regulations: Colombian duties are levied on gross. 
weight. Merchandise subject to different rates of duty may be packed in 
the same container, provided the gross and net weight of each kind of 
merchandise is indicated. If the weight is not indicated separately, the rate 
of the highest taxed article is applied to the entire shipment. . ioe

Fifteen days are allowed after the receipt of notice of the arrival 
of the goods at a Colombian custom house for the removal of the 
goods and the payment of duties and surtaxes. After the expiration 
of that period, a fine of $0.50 per package will be levied for each day 
the goods remain in the custom house. If the goods have not been 
removed and the duties and surtaxes paid within 60 days after.the 
expiration of the 15 days allowed (with a possible extension to 120 
days from the date of landing), the goods will be sold at public auction 
and the proceeds applied to cover duties, surtaxes, and other charges, 
the balance to be turned over to the importer provided no other 
claimant who has a better right appears. j 


Fines: The exporter should be very careful to correctly state the quantities of 
various items declared in the consular invoice, for in clearing the goods through the 
Colombian Customs, the importer is assessed 30 per cent of the duties on the deficiency 
if there is an overstated quantity representing more than 15 per cent. 


Ports and Trade Centers: The direct ports of call and points 
reached on through steamship bills of lading are indicated by the letters 
TBL. Places other than the TBL points may be reached via the place 
mentioned in parentheses, where the foreign buyer will take delivery except 
when arrangements have been made with a foreign freight forwarder to 
handle the shipment to destination.

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Import Restrictions: Paintings, chromo cards and printed books are subject to 
customs duty. Shot guns and rifles for sporting use are mailable if so declared. The 
collection of customs duty upon parcels from other countries is required in every 
case in which the addressee has caused the parcel to be opened and assessed, not- 
withstanding said parcel is subsequently refused by the addressee. In such cases 
the amount of the customs duty must be paid by the sender before the parcel will 
be returned to him. 


Letters: Postage rate, 2 cents per ounce or fraction. 


Parcel Post: Postage rate, 14 cents per pound or fraction, Weight limit, 22 
pounds. Maximum size, length 3% feet, combined length and girth, 6 feet. 

Registration, 15 cents, with return receipt if requested. No indemnity for loss 
or damage. Registration merely enables the sender to secure a return receipt and 
does not render the post office in any way liable or responsible. Parcels cannot be 
insured, except privately, nor sent C. O. D. 

Customs declarations, two copies, Form 2966. No consular documents re- 
quired. Commercial invoice may be enclosed, open, in parcel. Customs duties 
cannot be prepaid. Colombia imposes a surtax of 5 per cent of the declared value 
of merchandise imported by parcel post. Commercial invoices must be supplied in 
duplicate covering all parcel post shipments, and must bear the following Spanish 
declaration, “Bajo juramento declaramos que los precios anotados en esta factura 
son los mismos de la venta” signed by the exporter. 

These invoices do not require consular certification. It is essential that they 
include the following data: (1) name and address of shipper; (2) name and address 
of consignee; (3) date of shipment; (4) marks, number, description, contents, gross 
and net weights in kilos, of each package; (5) grand total. In describing the con- 
tents, it will be sufficient to give the name of the merchandise and the material of 
which it is composed, together with quantities. 

It is important that the commercial invoices agree with customs declaration 
tags, Form 2966, attached to the parcel. 

Postal Export Declaration Form S-250 must be filled out and presented at the 
post office of mailing for parcel post shipments of merchandise valued at $25.00 or 
over. See Shippers’ Export Declaration under General Export Information. 

Neglect to give all the data above specified will subject the addressee to fines, 
ranging from one to ten dollars per package. 

A special tax of 15 per cent of the duties fixed in the tariff will be levied on 
dutiable merchandise imported into Colombia by parcel post or registered mail. On 
merchandise free of duty which is imported into Colombia by parcel post or registered 
mail 15 per cent of the value declared in the respective commercial invoice will be 
charged. 

This special tax appears to be in addition to the former parcel post martax of 5 
per cent of the import duty. 


Printed Matter: Postage rate, 1 cent per each 2 ounces or fraction. Weight - 
limit, 8 pounds, 12 ounces; except single volumes of printed books, 11 pounds, 
Maximum size, 18 inches in any one dimension; except rolls, length a0 inches, 
diameter 6 inches.

Bills of Lading: The steamship companies will not at this time sign ‘‘to order” 
bills of lading. All shipments to Colombia must therefore be consigned direct. Bills 
of lading must show the following: Name of shipper, name of consignee at port 
of entry, name of steamer, number of packages, weight (gross) in kilos and total 
value of shipment. The bills of lading (2 or more copies) are returned to the 
shipper by the steamship company on the day of sailing, with the amount of 
freight written on them and duly signed by the company’s agent. One copy, thus 
signed, should be mailed to the consignee with a certified copy of the consular invoice, 


In accordance with the Colombian Consulate new regulation, 
shippers are now required to affix a 50-cent revenue stamp to the origi- 
nal bill of lading covering cargo destined for Colombian ports. 

All bills of lading are to be presented to the Consul, together with 
consular invoice, and the Consul will cancel stamped copy and note 
on extra copies that stamp has been affixed to original bill of lading. 

Bills of lading presented to the Consul for certification, together 
with the accepted copy of consular invoice, will be released to shippers 
at 10 a.m. the following day, and must be presented to the steamship 

office promptly. 

It will be necessary for shippers to present bills of lading and ac- 
cepted copy of consular invoice to the steamship office not later than 
11.30 a.m. on day prior to sailing of steamer, and in order for shippers 
to accomplish this it will be necessary for them to deposit their papers 
with the Consul at least two days prior to sailing of steamer. 


4 The company will surrender to shippers bills of lading including packages 
declared on the consular invoice not actually forwarded, only upon presentatjon of 
set of Letters of Correction, canceling such short shipments. These Letters of 
Correction will be held for sixty days, at the expiration of which time, if shortage 
should still exist, the company will have same certified by the Colombian Consul 
without charge, and copies forwarded to all interested parties. Company also keeps

The Republic of Costa Rica has an area of 23,000 square miles 
with a population of 500,000. The country is divided into seven 
provinces as follows: San José, Alajuela, Heredia, Cartago, Guana- 
caste, Puntarenas, and Limon. 


Currency: Gold is the legal standard. The monetary unit is the silver colon, 
whose value ($0.465 at normal exchange, United States) fluctuates with the price of 
silver and the rate of exchange. Coins in circulation are: Gold coins of 2, 5, 10 and 
20 colones; silver coins of 5, 10, 25 and 50 centavos, and 1 colon .,%colon = 100 
centavos). Paper money is emitted by two banks of issue, under government 
supervision, the bills being protected by a reserve and other collateral. The paper 
is accepted on a parity with the silver coins, and the bills are of 1, 2, 5, 10, 20, 50 and 
100 colones. 


Language: Spanish is the spoken and commercial language.

Consular Regulations: According to the Costa Rican Minister of 
Finance and Commerce, “I am pleased to inform you that our Custom 
Houses require only for the clearance of imported merchandise, the 
presentation by the importer, in addition to the bill of lading, of the 
commercial invoice, as the consular visa requirement has been abol- 
ished. Of course, it is left at the option of the shippers, who for any 
special reason may want to have their invoices legalized, to call upon 
the Consuls for such a purpose, who may collect fees for this work in 
accordance with the corresponding tariff.” 


Customs Regulations: The following regulations of the Costa 
Rican Customs must be observed. 

Custom house duties are levied in Costa Rica on gross weights, 
but to merchants that are not paying certain taxes there is an addi- 
tional charge of 5 per cent ad valorem. This is the reason of request- 
ing the declaration of factory prices and not the price including rail- 
road freight to the port of embarkation. 


Commercial Invoices: Commercial invoices covering shipments to Costa Rica 
may be prepared in English and must bear the signature of an official of the export- 
‘ing company. 

Customs Tariff: Duty is levied on gross weight. In the case of goods subject 
to different rates of duty packed in the same container, each kind of merchandise 

_ must be indicated. : 

‘ Fines and Seizures: Among goods considered as contraband are those in which 

any change, alteration or substitution calculated to avoid full or part payment of the 

customs duties has been made. 

: Want of conformity in the consular invoice with the number, weight and quantity 
of goods, if resulting in a difference prejudicial to the treasury, will likewise result 
in seizure, 

The following goods shall be seized owing to excess, omission or substitution at 
the time of clearance examination: (1) Goods found in a package presented for 
examination if not specified in the respective original invoices or declarations.

In order to comply with the regulations covering the presentation 
of consular invoices by shippers to this office for certification, it will 
be necessary for such shippers or brokers to present the manufacturers 
invoice, or in its place a copy of the Shippers’ Export Declaration or 
Clearance, which is signed and sworn to by such shippers before the 2 
United States Custom House. The said copy of Shippers’ Export 
Declaration must show the record number which is stamped on. h ae 
original declaration by the Customs officials. re Oe 

Certification of the consular invoice and bill of lading must be 
effected by the Consulate at the port of shipment, or in case there is 
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no Cuban consular office at that port, the necessary papers must be 
forwarded by mail to the nearest Consulate, accompanied by certified 
cheque for the amount of the fees. 

It is absolutely prohibited to issue more than one consular invoice 
covering a single bill of lading. 

The schedule of consular fees is as follows: certification of con- 
sular invoices for declared value of $4.99 or less, 10 cents; from $5.00 
to $49.99, the fee is 50 cents; $50.00 to $200.00, the fee is $2.00; and 
over $200.00, the fee is $2.00 plus 25 cents per $100.00 over $200.00 or 
fraction thereof. Legalization of bill of lading, $1.00, if.shipment is 
valued at $5.00 or more. No consular action needed on bills of lading 
covering shipments valued at less than $5.00. Certification of extra 
copies or duplicates of consular invoices, 50 cents each, 


It is optional whether shippers present their own billheads as consular invoices 
or use blanks sold at the Cuban Consulate. If privately printed, the invoice blanks 
should follow the official form and be 35 centimeters in length by 23 centimeters in 
width, , 


Bills of lading must be certified by the consul, but in order to 
avoid delay and to facilitate business the use of “non-negotiable” bills 
of lading for custom-house purposes, as applied to shipments from the 
United States, is permitted. Shippers may therefore present (when 
it suits them to do so), instead of the full set of bills of lading for visé 

. by the Cuban consul, two exact copies of the original bill of lading, 
’- ‘bearing upon the face, in indelible letters, the following: “This con- 
sular bill of lading is not negotiable and is valid only for customs pur- 
4 poses.” Importers in Cuba, however, must present along with the 
_ copy of the bill of lading certified by the consul, the original which 
they receive as consignees, or a bill of lading that has been properly 
: endorsed to them when the shipment has been consigned to “order.” 
a This does away with the detention of the original bills of lading, which 
can be mailed at once to the consignee. 

When bills of lading are handed in for certification under the above 
circumstances this matter should be brought to the attention of the 

3 consular officer receiving the bills of lading for certification, so that a 
. rubber stamp (to the same effect) is placed thereon. 


In the event that another vessel is substituted by the steamship for that named 
in the bills of lading and on the consular invoice, it is only necessary for the ex- - 
porter to advise the consignee to such effect by letter. There are no consular for- 

malities to be attended to in such connection. The presentation of the exporter’s 
letter cof advice to the Cuban customs authorities will obviate any difficulties. 
Goods may be consigned either’ “direct” or “to order.”

onsular Invoices must be made on firm and durable paper, in a 
e manner and in indelible ink. If typewritten, the original copy 
presented; duplicates and triplicates may be carbon copies. 
re than one sheet is necessary, all should be clasped to- 


‘the declaration written on the last sheet. They must con- 
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in which case a statement to that effect must be made on the invoices. 
If the shipment has been insured, the cost of the same must also 
appear on the consular invoices. The freight from the port of exporta- 
tion to destination need not be shown. Prices should not be included 
or bunched together, but the price,of every article or class of goods 
given separately. If there are no expenses, state so. 

Six copies of the consular invoice are required for Havana, and 
five copies for other ports. Consular invoices may be arranged in 
‘either English or Spanish. 

The total value stated in the consular invoice must include the following 
charges: Transportation from inland point to port of shipment; commis- 
sions; cartage; boxing, crating, marking and other necessary expenses. 
Marine insurance and consular fees are not to be included. Each consular 
invoice must represent a distinct shipment by one vessel to one consignee 
or firm. The consolidation of different consignments in a single invoice is 
not permitted. 


Although the shipper may arrange his consular invoices in English, it is necessary 
for the consignee (in Cuba) to have the English translated into Spanish before 
presenting the invoices at the Custom House. As only 48 hours are allowed for Custom 
House entry in Cuba, it might save the consignee much trouble and expense to have 
the consular invoices arranged in Spanish, and this should always be done if the 

~ consignee requests it. 

Separate consular and commercial invoices should be made out for shipments of 
goods not the product of the United States or Porto Rico. 


Invoices, as well as the declarations above referred to, must be 
written on one side of paper only. No corrections, erasures, additions 

: or alterations are allowed unless stated in a signed acknowledgement 

4 in Spanish or English preceding the declaration. 

: At the end of the invoice the manufacturer, producer, seller, owner 

or shipper will write in Spanish and sign one of the following declara- 
tions. If the article shipped is a product of the soil or industry of the 
United States: “Declaro que soy el (fabricante, productor, vendedor;

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If the manufacturer, producer, seller, owner or shipper is not a 
resident of the port of shipment, a person must be appointed in that 
city to present the invoice, such appointment to be in writing and 
sworn to before a Notary Public. In this case; as well as when the 
shipment is made through an agent, in addition to any of the fore- 
going declarations signed by the said manufacturer, producer, seller, 
owner or shipper (as the case may be) a second declaration is required, 
written in Spanish, and signed by the agent, as follows: “Declaro que 
soy le Agente autorizado por la persona que ha subscrito la anterior 
declaration, para presentar esta factura en la Officina Consular. de 
Cuba en esta plaza, a fin de que sea certificada.” 


The preparation of consular invoices is one of the most important details to be 
attended to in shipping’ merchandise to Cuba. When a shipment arrives at a Cuban 
port, the merchant must make a customs entry in duplicate, accompanying same with 
the original consular invoice and original bill of lading, and a copy of each. In cases 
where the consular invoice is made in a foreign language, a certified translation 
must be presented to the Custom House at the time of filing the entry. It must 
describe the merchandise in such a manner that the appraisers can classify it. In 
describing the merchandise particular care must be taken in making a thorough 
statement of the materials of which it is composed. 

The reason for this is that, when an appraisal is made, in a great many cases, 
the dominant material in the article is the one which determines its classification. In 
the same way the weight should be given accurately, and the merchants must bear 
in mind that, as in the customs tariff of the United States, whenever there is a 
difference in weights exceeding a certain percentage, a penalty of 1 per cent is assessed 
for each 1 per cent of the difference in weight or value up to a certain amount, after 
which the merchandise is liable to confiscation. Should°an invoice be rejected for the 
reason that it is faulty, the merchandise is generally placed in a warehouse, the 
charges being paid by the receiver in Havana until such time as a corrected invoice 
is certified to by the consul and presented at the Custom House by the consignee. 


When the price to the Cuban customer is f. o. b. factory at an 
inland point in the United States it will be proper for shippers to 
show on the .consular invoices the F. O. B. factory price, provided 
that through bills of lading are issued from the point of sale to Cuba.~ 
Tt is only where local bills of lading are issued, i.e., from some inland 
point in the United States to some port in the United States and 
then reshipped by ocean carrier, that the railroad freight charges 
should be added. 

Under the Cuban Consular Regulations, “Merchandise shall be 
considered for tariff purposes as packed and ready for shipment to 
Cuba when it is in the place specified in the bill of lading covering the 
importation of said merchandise, and, therefore, the freight charges 
shall not be added to the cost of the merchandise if the bill of lading 
reads direct from the first point of shipment; but if the merchandise 
from the interior of a country is sent to a port and there shipped to 
Cuba with a bill of lading only from that port to Cuba, the land freight 
on said merchandise must be added. If merchandise is sent from one 
country to another by sea, and the bill of lading reads direct from the 
first point of shipment, the freight from the first country to the point 
of transshipment for Cuba shall not be included in the cost of the 
merchandise; but if the merchandise is shipped from one country to 

her with a bill of lading from the port of the first to that of. the 

* country, and then with a different bill of lading from the point — 
shipment for Cuba, the charge for conveyance from the first —

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Customs Regulations: Articles imported into Cuba are dutiable on 
gross weight, actual net weight, or ad valorem, as indicated in the tariff for 
each item. The legal net weight is calculated in accordance with a schedule 
of tare allowances annexed to the tariff. Where goods are dutiable on gross 
weight with a specified tare allowance’ for receptacles, such deduction is only 
made in the case of articles packed in regular receptacles, such as boxes, 
barrels, crates, and so forth. In the case of some articles, a tare allowance 
is specifically provided for lighter forms of packing, such as bales. 

A new circular has been issued by the Cuban Secretary of Finance 
covering the presentation of original consular invoices as treated under 
article 104 of the customs code of Cuba. 

The circular establishes that the bond which the importer must 
place when consular invoices are lacking shall be less than double the 
approximate duties. A period of 180 days will be given the importer 
to make presentation of the original consular invoice corresponding 
to the shipment, and if adequate reason is then given for not present- 
ing it within this time an additional extension of not more than 90 days 
will be conceded. 

If, within the period stated, the original consular invoice is fur- 
nished, dated prior to the time of shipment, no fine will be imposed. 
If the invoice is dated after the date of shipment a penalty will be im- 
posed. / 

Article 104 of the customs code, mentioned above, establishes that 
no shipment having a value in excess of $100 will be accepted by the 
custom house for declaration without the corresponding consular in- 
voice, unless the importer makes a sworn declaration of inability to 
produce the invoice, after which he may withdraw the merchandise 
by depositing bond. 
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Breaking the Tare: Orders from Cuba will frequently include instructions to 
“break the tare.” 

In the Cuban customs tariff there is a provision that “when in one container 
merchandises are imported which pay by net weight with others which pay by 
gross weight or by unities or by value, whether they have the same or different tares, 
said merchandise will pay the duties that correspond to them by net or dutiable 
weight, without any benefit of tare, and the exterior container will be appraised by 
its total weight by the paragraph corresponding to the material of which it is made.” 

Receptacles containing articles dutiable tn gross weight or articles dutiable 
ad valorem are not subject to a separate duty, since they are already included in the 
one case in the dutiable weight, and in the other case in the dutiable value. With 
these exceptions, receptacles capable of further use are dutiable separately. This rule 

is applied expressly to articles dutiable on net weight and, constructively, to articles 
> dutiable by the piece or free from duty. Unusual receptacles or receptables subject 
‘to a higher rate of duty than is applicable to their contents are dutiable separately, 
even when containing goods dutiable on gross weight. Anhydrous ammonia in 
cylinders (No. 94) is the sole exception to this rule. When a single package contains 
subject to different rates of ‘duty or dutiable on different bases, or with dif- 
tare allowances, the receptacle is classified according to its own tariff number, 
contents are dutiable exclusive of the weight of the receptacle.

ues: Catalogues sent to Cuba in reasonable quantities, if listed as having 
r jal value, will be admitted free of duty. Catalogues invoiced as having 

will ordinarily be regarded as dutiable. If invoiced as “Catalogues for free 
on; no commercial value,” there should be no trouble, even though’ shipped 
erable quantity. 
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Advertising matter should not be added to a shipment of merchandise except on 
request, in which case the net weight and value must be stated, and the word 
“eratis’ appended (advertising matter entering duty free in very small quantities). 

According to Article 345 of the Cuban customs tariff “Lithographs, posters, 
manufacturers’ catalogues, calendars, and folders, for advertising purposes only, 
having no commercial value, and intended for free public distribution,” are free of 
duty. 

Articles classified under No. 345 are only those which have no concn value, 
such as advertisements in the cheapest form, presented in small quantities. Those 
which come as an ordinary importation of merchandise or as part of the whole. of 
an invoiced and manifested consignment are dutiable under the appropriate tariff 
numbers. Articles excluded from No. 345 on account of having commercial value 
shall be classed under No. 315, unless dutiable as printed matter. 

Article No. 315 is—‘‘All other merchandise, and effects, not otherwise enumerated 
or provided for, except raw materials, 26 per cent ad valorem.” 


Fines and Seizures: The Cuban Custom Houses will impose a fine amounting 
to double the consular fees if invoices and bills of lading are certified on a date later 
than the arrival of the corresponding ship at the first Cuban port of entry. 

The Cuban Custom Houses will also impose a fine of double the fees failed 
to have been paid at the Consulates, on invoices whose values upon appraisal of the 
merchandise are found to be more than the value consigned. 

The above-mentioned fines will not be imposed when invoices and bills of lading 
cover merchandise shipped from countries and through ‘ports where there is no Cuban 
Consular Office. 

Merchandise declared in a fraudulent manner as regards its value, quantity or 
character shall be forfeited to the government and merchandise having been the object 
of an attempt at importation into Cuba without previous and due declaration and 
proper clearance in the Custom House shall be seized and confiscated. 


Samples: Samples are subject to the full. rate of import duty specified in the 
Cuban tariff, and shipments of samples must be covered by a Cuban consular 
invoice. A refund of 75 per cent of the duty, however, will be made on samples in 
value up to $500 when carried as personal baggage, provided they are re-exported 
within a period of three months. 

Felt, wall paper, fabrics, and trimmings when cut in small pieces and of no 
commercial value except as samples are admitted free of duty. 


Short Shipments: The Cuban law requires the payment of duty on all goods 
listed on the consular invoice, unless the error is detected anda letter of correction 
viséed. by the Cuban Consul is despatched before the arrival of the goods in the 
Cuban port. In the latter case the Cuban importer has proof that the goods have 
not been smuggled in in some way, but that the shipment is a bona fide ‘‘short- 
shipment,” and he is permitted to clear the goods actually received without pay- 
ment of duty on those left behind in port, factory or elsewhere. 

The later shipment to complete the order will then go forward Toasty ‘and 
be subject to duty as an initial shipment. If, however, the corrected documents do 
not arrive, or are not certified before arrival of the goods in Cuban port, there is no 
way to avoid payment on the total amount of goods invoiced, and again on the 
goods when they actually do arrive and are cleared through the customs. This is 
not an exceptional requirement, but will be met in many countries. The customs 
officials have no way of knowing’ that the first ‘shipment was really short-shipped if 
not supplied with corrected documents, or that the second shipment is a bona fide 
complementary part of the earlier one. In this way the law appears amply justified. 
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Ports and Trade Centers: The following list includes ports and 
rail points in Cuba, indicating the province in which each is located, 
and the routing for shipments. The provinces are indicated by their 
initials, immediately following the place name, as follows: Camaguey 
(C.); Habana (H.); Matanzas (M.); Oriente (O.); Pinar del Rio 
(P.); and Santa Clara (S.). The figures in parentheses indicate the 
railroad systems serving the individual places, as follows: (1), United 
Railways of Havana; (2), Cuba_R. R.; (3) Cuba Northern R. R.; 
(4) Hershey Cuban R. R.; (5) Guantanamo & Western R. R. The 
letter “r” indicates rail routing and the figures following give the rail 
distance in kilometers from the port of entry or junction. point named. 
The letters TBL, if alone, indicate a steamship port’ of call, full 
particulars as to the lines offering such service being given in the 
steamship route notes under Shipping Routes and Regulations. If 
the letters TBL are followed by a port name, it indicates that through 
bills of lading are issued by steamship companies, via such port, from 
United States points of departure.

Cuban consular representatives are located must comply with the Cuban consular 
regulations which require, for shipments of whatever value, the presentation to such 
Cuban consular representatives, for consular certification, of one original invoice and 
four copies when shipments are addressed for delivery at Havana or one original — 
invoice and three copies when shipments are addressed for delivery in other parts 
of the island, only one set (four or five copies, as the case may be) of invoices bein yy? 
necessary for one shipment sent at one time to one addressee, no matter of how 4 
many packages the shipment consists. 

The wrappers of packages for which consular invoices have been secured should

be marked with the series letter and number of such consular invoice, for example, 
“Consular invoice B 1020.” 

The consular office retains all copies of the invoice except the original, which, 
after being viséed, is returned to the sender who should either enclose such original 
invoice in the package or send the same under separate cover to the addressee. When 
the consular invoice is enclosed in the package, the wrapper should be so endorsed, 
in which case no customs declaration is necessary. When the shipment consists of 
more than one package and the consular invoice accompanies same, no customs declara- 
tion is necessary on any of the packages, but each package should be numbered 
consecutively and endorsed as to the particular package containing the consular invoice. 

The shipper need pay for certification of only the original copy *9f the invoices,

No consular invoices are required for. shipments from localities without Cuban 
consular representation, but commercial invoices (single copy only) covering such ship- 
ments are necessary, which commercial invoices should be sent to the addressees and 
must contain a statement, sworn to by the sender before a notary public, declaring that 
the merchandise is of American manufacture. 

Each package of a shipment for Cuba which is not accompanied with a consular 
invoice must have one copy of the customs declaration (Form 2966) attached. 

Packages of merchandise cannot be insured or sent C. O. D., but may be

Parcel Post: A parcel post convention with Cuba was signed on October 31 to 
_-—~‘become effective January 1, 1926. 

This convention provides for the exchange of parcel post packages, ordinary and 
registered, exceeding 8 ounces up to and not exceeding 11 pounds in weight, and 
requires the sealing of parcels with wax, adhesive tape, or in some other acceptable 
manner. 

The new convention provides also for indemnity not to exceed $10 for the 
total loss (wrapper and contents) of registered parcel post packages exchanged be- 
tween the two countries. 

, The convention is effective for 18 months only from January 1, 1926, pending 
the modification or repeal of certain statutes which prohibit the importation into the 
; United States by mail or parcel post of cigars and cigarettes in quantities of less 
than 3,000 in a single package, thus excluding some of Cuba’s most important 
articles of export.

Silkworms; eggs of silkworms, except through previous authorization from the 
director of agriculture; envelopes, wrappers, cards, forms or any papers intended to 
be distributed or sent by the post or otherwise, or to be employed in any other way, 
marks of all kinds which imitate the marks or stamps of any post office belonging 
to the postmaster or to any British postal authority, foreign or colonial, or which 
resemble the said stamps or marks or which take the place of them, or words, letters, 
or marks of any kind signifying or implying that a postal article bearing the said words, 
letters or marks is sent by His Majesty’s service, or reasonably permitting the addressee 
to suppose that the article is sent by the same service. The same is true of envelopes, 
wrappers, cards or any papers bearing similar notations which would be distributed 
by the post or otherwise. 

Letters and any other articles which are contrary to the provisions above indicated 
may be confiscated, seized or treated in any other manner authorized by the governor.

The country is divided into five provinces, with area and population 
figures as follows: Bohemia, area 20,106 square miles, population 6,664,932; 
Moravia, area 8,615 square miles, population 2,660,737; Silesia, area 1,707 
square miles, population 670,937; Slovakia, area 18,933 square miles, popula- 
tion 2,993,479 and Ruthenia, area 4,903 square miles, population 605,731, 
making a total area of 140,485 square miles. ; 


Currency: The unit of currency is the koruna (crown), a &uccessor to the 
Austro-Hungarian crown. The old paper money—notes issued by the Austro-Hungarian 
Bank—has all been retired, and new Czechoslovak notes put in circulation. On August 
30, the Czechoslovak crown was quoted at New York at 3.34 cents for telegraphic 
transfers. It is proposed to establish a bank of issue as a private institution under 
government supervision, make the france the unit, and place the currency on the 
gold basis. A gold reserve is rapidly being accumulated. 


Language: Czech and German are the predominating spoken and commercial 
languages. English is now compulsory in the schools, so that English and French 
are now rapidly becoming acceptable as commercial languages. 


Weights and Measures: The metric system is the legal standard and in general 
use in Czechoslovakia. 


American Consulates: There is an American Consulate in Prague, 
Bohemia.

Customs Regulations: Customs officials are authorized. to admit 
duty free and with import licenses all samples (cut or for trial) that 
cannot be used for any other purpose than as samples, which do not 
weigh more than 1 kilo (2.2046 pounds) and are not subject to a 
luxury tax or State monopoly. Commodities subject to a State mo- 
nopoly, such as tobacco, salt, artificial sweetening materials, and ex- 
plosives, are admitted only on import licenses granted by the Ministry 
of Finance. The general classes of commodities subject to luxury tax 
comprise comestibles, furs, wickerware and bent-wood furniture, tex- 
tiles, hats, feathers, umbrellas and sunshades, shoes and boots, kitchen 
utensils and glassware. Other samples are treated as commercial ship- 
ments, and as such are subject to the regular duties ordinarily apply- 
ing to similar commodities, according to the Division of Foreign 
Tariffs. 

Printed advertising matter is subject to duty upon importation into 
Czechoslovakia. Single; catalogues and price lists sent as printed 
matter by the regular mails would not, in all probability, be held by 
the customs for duty. 

The customs treatment of samples and advertising matter is not 
in any way affected by the method of transportation nor by its in- 
closure in parcels with other commodities, and they may, therefore, 
be sent to prospective customers in the way most convenient to the 
shipper. When sent with merchandise, however, they should be sepa- 
rately itemized on the invoice. 

There are no requirements for marking goods with the country 
of origin. False indication of origin is, however, prohibited. Articles 
of precious metals are required to be hall-marked with the Government 
guaranty stamp at the assay office before importation is allowed. A 

- small fee is charged for this assay and marking.

The Free City of Danzig was established by and is under the protection 
of the League of Nations. The territory is ruled by a High Commissioner 
appointed by the League of Nations and an elected Parliament. 

The area of the Free City of Danzig is about 709 square miles, embrac- 
ing 325 localities, of which 251 are rural communes, 69 estate districts and 
5 cities. The total boundary line measures 147 miles, of which 35 miles are 
on the Baltic Sea. The city is situated at the mouth of the, Vistula and 
thus acts as a commercial center for the vast agricultural districts of sur- 
rounding Poland, Germany and Russia. 

The population of the entire district in 1919 was 351 380, of which 
194,953 were in the city itself. The following localities within the district 
are classed as cities: Zoppot, 18,397 inhabitants; Marienburg-Kalthof, 1,791; 
Neuteich, 2,395 and Tiegenhof, 2, 834. The rural communes, some of which 
are larger than the cities, are as follows: Ohra, 12,347 inhabitants ; Olivia, 
11,706; Praust, 3,070; Emans, 2,321; Biirgweissen, 2,324; Stutthot, Boars 
Brentan, Langenan, Stugen, Lichtenan, Liessan and Schénberg, between 1 000 
and 2, 000 each.

Customs Regulations: Duties are levied on net weight, which, how- 
ever, includes the weight of the immediate receptacles such as bottles, 
jars, and so forth, in which goods are sold in the retail trade, as well as 
wrappers of paper or cloth. 


It is not necessary to mark goods, except roofing board and certain 
rubber goods, imported into Denmark to show the country of origin, 
according to the Division of Foreign Tariffs. The usual regulations 
against false indication of origin are, however, in effect. Most im- 
ported articles of gold and silver must be sent to the assay office to be 
hall marked with the Government’s guaranty stamp before clearance 
through the customs. For assaying the goods and affixing the stamp a 
small fee is charged. 


Ports and Trade Centers: The direct ports of call and points 
reached on through steamship bills of lading are indicated by the letters 
TBL. Places other than the TBL points may be reached via the place 
mentioned in parentheses, where the foreign buyer will take delivery except 
‘when arrangements have been made with a foreign freight forwarder to 
handle the shipment to destination.

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DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


The Dominican Republic occupies the eastern and larger part of the 
Island of Santo Domingo or Haiti. It has an area of 19,332 square 
miles and a population (1921) of 897,000 inhabitants. 

The provinces are: Azua, Barahona, Espaillat, La Vega, Monte 
Cristi, Pacificador, Puerto Plata, Samana, San Pedro de Macoris, 
Santiago de los Caballeros, Santo Domingo, and Seybo. 


Currency: Since July 1, 1897, the United States. gold dollar has been adopted 
as the standard of valuation. There is no Dominican gold coinage or paper currency. 
Fractional silver currency is in circulation, one peso equalling .20 cents, United States 
currency. 


Language: Spanish is the language of the Dominican Republic.

Consular Regulations: Consular invoices and bills of lading must 
be certified by the Dominican Consulate at the port of shipment. 


Bills of Lading: Four copies of the bill of lading must be presented at the 
Consulate for certification, not later than the day before the steamer sails, Three 
copies are retained by the Consulate. 


Consular Charges: The fees for consular certification of the consular invoice and 
the bills of lading are not collected by the Consulate, nor are they to be paid by the 
exporter—but are collected from the consignee when the merchandise is cleared 
through the customs house at destination. 


Consular Invoices: A consular invoice must be prepared in quadruplicate, All 
four copies must be presented to the Consulate, with the bills of lading, for cer- 
tification. 

The consular invoice must show the net value of the merchandise exported, 
exclusive of the transportation charges, insurance, or other expenses. Therefore, 
the consular invoice will differ from the commercial invoice in that the former will 
show net merchandise value only, while the latter will also show all the charges 
incidental to shipment. 

The column headed “Cantidad” (Quantity) may be left blank except when the 
character of the merchandise requires a statement of quantities, units of measure- 
ment, or units of capacity, as by the thousand, yard, liter, dozen, and so forth. 
All weights and measures must be expressed in metric terms. 


Customs Regulations: The Dominican customs regulations permit 
the consignee to claim goods upon presentation of a consular invoice and 
payment of the import duties. Clearance from customs may thus be accom- 
plished without presentation of a bill of lading. Direct consignment of 
goods to a bank or agent of the shipper is therefore important if it is desired 
to hold the goods until the customer’s acceptance or payment of draft has 
been effected. Steamship companies operating to Dominican ports are now 
refusing to sign “to order” or “to order, notify” bills of lading. 


Customs Tariff: Merchandise imported into the Dominican Republic is dutiable 
either on gross or net weight. The following regulations and definitions are taken 
from the Dominican customs tariff in force January 1, 1910: 

Rule 29. No duty shall be collected on outer coverings containing articles 
dutiable on net weight, by the piece, or free of duty, if such coverings are in general 
use for packing at the time when imported, except water-tight coopers’ wares con- 
taining any of the above merchandise which shall be dutiable. Coverings of mer- 
chandise (outer or inner), of material or form designed to evade duties, or which 
may be used for other purposes than common packing, or of unusual form, shall 
be subject to duty under paragraphs of the tariff to which they correspond by 
classification. Inner packing containing merchandise paying duty on the net weight 
shall in no case pay a lower rate of duty than their contents. Cases of jewelry, 
used as immediate containers therefor, shall be dutiable under their respective 
paragraphs. - yt Shey 

Rule 30. Whenever merchandise shall be dutiable on gross weight, the dutiable 
weight of such merchandise shall include the weight of all covers, receptacles, 
wrappers, packages, and packing of every description, whether outer, inner, or imme- 
diate, without any allowance for tare. 
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Rule 31. In all instances where merchandise shall be dutiable on net weight, 
the dutiable weight of such merchandise shall not include any common outer cover, 
receptacle, package, wrapper or packing, but shqll include all inner or immediate 
receptacles, including cards and cartons, not subject to a higher rate of duty. 
Loose straw, shavings, excelsior, paper, sawdust, or other similar materials, inter- 
posed between the outer receptacle and immediate container of the merchandise 
to steady and protect the same shall not be considered as part of the immediate 
container, 

Rule 32. When goods dutiable on net weight, by the piece, ad valorem or 
free of duty, are imported in the same container with others dutiable on gross 
weight, the former shall be assessed on their net weight, as defined in rule 31, by 
the piece, ad valorem, or shall be free of duty, as the case may be, and the latter 
shall be dutiable on the net weight, as defined in rule 31, with an addition of 25 per 
cent thereof. 

Rule 33. All the provisions of rules 30, 31, and 32 regarding gross and net 
weight shall be applicable to goods subject to compound duties, when the gross or 
net weight forms part of the compound duty. 4 

Ports and Trade Centers: The direct ports of call and points 
reached on through steamship bills of lading are indicated by the letters 
TBL. Places other than the TBL points may be reached via the place 
mentioned in parentheses, where the foreign buyer will take delivery except 
when arrangements have been made with a foreign freight forwarder to 
handle the shipment to destination.

Combination Packages: A combination package, so termed, may consist of (1) 
a sealed envelope containing a written or printed communication, and (2) an un- 
sealed container enclosing either printed matter, or samples of merchandise, The two 
parts must be firmly attached together. Each part must be separately addressed to 
the same addressee. Each part must bear postage at the rate as specified for such 
part if mailed separately, and must conform to the general regulations governing that 
classification,

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ECUADOR 


The Republic of Ecuador has an estimated area of about 275,000 square 
miles, and a population (estimated 1920) of 1,700,000. The Galapagos 
Islands, about 730 miles off the coast, have an area of 2,400 square miles 
and a population of a little over 500. 

The provinces are: Azuay, Bolivar, Cafiar, Carchi, Chimborazo, 
El Oro, Esmeraldas, Guayas, Imbabura, Leén, Loja, Los Rios, 
Manabi, Napo-Partaza, Pichincha, Santiago-Zamora, and Tungurahua. 


Currency: The sucre is the unit of value, equivalent at par of exchange to 
$0.487 United States currency, divided*into 100 centavos, The coinage system provides 
gold pieces of 10 sucres (1 coudor) and 5 sucres in additional to the silver sucre. 
The fractional coinage is the peseta (20 centavos), the real (10 centavos) and minor 
pieces having values of 5, 2, 1 and % centavos. 


Language: Spanish is the official and commercial language of Ecuador. 


Salesman’s Licenses: All commercial representatives entering Ecuador must 
secure a license, the fee for which is 100 sucres. This is valid for the length of 
the salesman’s stay in the country, without limitation, If cities other than Guayaquil 
are to be visited, it is necessary to have these listed on the license at the time of 
its issuance to avoid possible taxation in other provinces. 


Weights and Measures: The metric system is legalized and in general com- 
mercial use. The old. Spanish measures are still popularly used in the interior. 


American Consulates: There is an American Consulate General at 
Guayaquil; and Consular Agencies at Bahia de Caraquez and Esmeraldas.

_Customs Regulations: If the customs officials at the port of 
arrival in Ecuador find that the real value of the goods specified in the 
Consular invoice is greater than the value declared a fine is imposed equal 
to five times the difference between the proper fees for consular certifica- 
tion of the invoice and the amount actually paid. 

In case of litigation between the seller and the importer, the former is 
entitled to sue only for the value declared in the Consular invoice. 


Customs Tariff: Merchandise is dutiable either on gross or net weight. No 
penalty is imposed for packing in the same container merchandise subject to different 
rates of duty. In such cases it is required that the shipper state in the consular 
invoice the net weight of each kind of merchandise, as well as the gross weight of the 
entire package. Articles made up of several materials are appraised on the schedule 
applying to the material, comprising more than 50 per cent of the component parts of 
the article; or that which covers the surface, in case of fabrics. 


Net weight: Net weight includes the immediate wrapping of each article—that 
is, the paper wrapping, cardboard box or carton, or small wooden box as the nature of 
the merchandise requires; and excludes all other additional containers of the article, 
such as the packing in which it is shipped, namely the wooden box or crate, the interior 
tin lining, excelsior and the exterior fabric covering or tarpaulin, 


Ports and Trade Centers: The direct ports of call and points 
reached on through steamship bills of lading are indicated by the letters 
TBL. Places other than the TBL points may be reached via the place 
mentioned in parentheses, where the foreign buyer will take delivery except 
when arrangements have been made with a foreign freight forwarder to 
handle the shipment to destination.

The Federated Malay States of Perak, Selangor, Negri Sembilan, and 
Pahang, have a total area of 27,506 square miles and a population of 1,036,- 
999, of whom four-fifths were Chinese and Malays, one-tenth Indians, and 
only 5,933 Europeans and Eurasians. Port Swettenham on the west 
coast has probably received more attention than any other harbor of 
the States. Some other small ports visited by steamers are Port Dickson, 
Telok Anson, Port Weld, Gula, Kuala, Kunan, Kuala Pahang and Kuantan. 
Port Swettenham and Port Dickson are the only ports at which ocean-going 
vessels call. The Malay States not included in the Federation, but 
under British protection, are Johore, Kedah, Perils, Kelantan, and 
Trengganu. 


American Consulates: The Federated Malay State of Perak, and 
the non-federated states of Kedah and Perlis are included in the 
jurisdiction of the American Consulate at Penang (Straits Settle- 
ments).

Customs Tariff: The operation of a general principle in the assessment ot 
specific duties in France and certain other countries of Continental Europe is in 
marked contrast to the practice prevailing notably in Latin American countries, 
which have adopted no general system to simplify procedure. As a rule goods that 
are subject to duty above a certain rate are assessed in France on the net weight 
(actual or legal), whereas merchandise subject. to a lower rate is assessed on the gross 
weight (weight of the goods and that of all the packing, both outer and inner). In 
other words, it has been deemed fair to tax packing—itself of no commercial value— 
only when the duties are on a low level, thus eliminating for the majority of goods 
the factor of the weight of the packing as affecting the amount of duty payable. 

In France goods dutiable on net weight are assessed on the “legal” net weight 
when the importer demands liquidation on that basis or when he fails to request that 
the liquidation be made on the basis of “actual’’ net weight. By “legal” net weight is 
meant the weight of the goods and all of the packing, both outer and inner, less 
certain percentages of the gross weight, called tare allowances. The ‘‘actual”’ net 
is the weight of the merchandise without any packing whatsoever. 

In addition to goods dutiable on the gross or the legal or actual net weight 
there are a few commodities dutiable on the semigross weight (weight of goods | 
and of the inner packing). 

The limit of duty above which goods are dutiable on net weight and on or 
below which goods are dutiable on the gross weight is, for merchandise subject to 
the minimum and intermediate duties (practically all merchandise from the United 
States), 30 francs per 100 kilos. For merchandise subject to the general tariff, the 
rate is 60 francs per 100 kilos. This duty is the basic duty—that is, the normal 
duty provided for in the Frénch tariff schedule, not augmented by’ the coefficients 
of increase which have been applied since 1919 to these duties as a temporary 
measure. 

As stated above, duties are assessed on the basis of legal net weight, unless the | 
importer prefers-to have them assessed on the actual weight of the goods. The 
following table shows the tare allowances applied to goods in general and to certain 
of the few goods that are subject to special tare regulations: :

percentages. In the desire to achieve this economy, however, the use of packing 
of an exceptional character will probably result in no advantage, for the French 
law expressly states that goods dutiable on net weight which are imported in kinds 
of packing not specified in the schedule of tare allowances, are assessed on the 
actual net weight. In certain cases where it is impracticable to apply the tare 
allowance, the goods are invariably subject to duty on the actual net weight. Thus, 
products of different kinds dutiable on the net weight, but packed in the same 
container with goods dutiable on the gross weight, are dutiable on the actual net 
weight. Dutiable on the actual net weight are also products imported with inner 
packing that is subject to duty separately and merchandise imported in bulk. 
] It has been stated that articles of a low-duty value are assessed on the gross 
- weight. Certain articles are, however, invariably dutiable on the gross weight, irre- 
; spective of the amount of duty leviable. These are unfinished watchcases (minimum 

tariff), beer, and hothouse, fruits. When a package incloses articles of different 
c kinds, all dutiable on gross weight, the weight of the packing is proportionately dis- 
: tributed among the articles contained in the packing. When articles dutiable on 
° the gross weight are included with articles otherwise assessed, the duty is levied on 
: gross weight only on the articles subject to duty on gross weight and only in 
j proportion to their relative weight. 

Packing is in principle considered as having commercial value and is consequently 

1 subject to duty separately. There are various exceptions to this rule, however. 

Packing is not separately dutiable when imported with merchandise dutiable on the 
gross weight if the rate of duty on the packing does not exceed by 10 per cent the 
é, rate on the containers. Nor is packing separately dutiable when imported with 
7 merchandise on the semigross weight, or when definitely specified in the customs 
r law as having no commercial value. With a knowledge of these exceptions, the 
shipper will never be in the embarrassing position of forcing upon the consignee 
unjustifiable expenditure for customs charges on packing. 

Packing specified as having no commercial value is divided into two classifica- 

tions—outer and inner packing. Such outer packing includes: Boxes and barrels of 
common wood; drums or cylinders of sheet iron or steel used to transport chemical 
products that cannot be extracted without spoiling the container; receptacles of 
tin plate, soldered or crimped; boxes or receptacles of old cardboard; packing cloth; 
matting; coarse baskets; common paper. : 
Inner packing of no commercial value includes: Tin cans soldered or crimped; 
cotton muslin or similar fabric used for attaching embroidery; paper used for 
wrapping or separating articles; rolling boards for fabrics; straw for packing goods; 
: “cloth for wrapping meats, hams, etc. 

q Outer packing considered as having commercial value and therefore dutiable, 
the following: Cans or bottles not soldered; cases or casks of wood more 
manufactured than ordinarily, such as caskets, painted or vanished; cases

Replacement Parts: Machinery parts to replace identical parts of machinery 
cleared through the French customs in a damaged condition can be imported into 
France free of duty provided certain requirements are conformed to. The require- 
ments are, first of all, that the parts which arrived at the French customs in a 
damaged condition, and on which duty was paid, be returned to the manufacturer 
for replacement. In exparting these broken parts from France the firm making the 
shipment must apply for and receive from the French customs office at the port 
through which the machines were originally received a document known as a 
“passe-avant.”’ This document gives a list of the parts which are being returned 
for repair and which will be readmitted into France without second payment of 
duty when repair has been effected. 

On receipt of the damaged parts together with the ‘“‘passe-avant,” the manu- 
facturer can ship either the same parts repaired or a consignment of identical new 
parts which can be cleared without difficulty through the French customs office 
which handled the original shipment. The provision in the “Observations Prélimi- 
naries” of the French tariff covering this matter is on page 309, line 17. This para- 
graph concerns the free entry of machinery parts sent back for repair after having 
been previously imported in a damaged condition. No provision is made for new 
parts to replace others broken. However, the director of the local customs office 
intimated that no close scrutiny would be made of the replacement parts to see 
whether they were actually the original parts repaired or new pieces. As long as 
they come in as original parts repaired and are listed so on the manifest there will 
be no trouble in customs clearance. American Commercial Attaché, Paris.

time of exportation and such rate of exchange shall be clearly stated 
on the invoice.”

Greece may best be considered as divided into two parts: Old and New 
Greece. By Old Greece is meant the territory belonging to the Greeks 
before the wars with Turkey and Bulgaria in 1912-1913, while New Greece 
includes the area added to the kingdom by the treaties of London and 
Athens. 

Old Greece is made up of (a) continental Greece (excluding Macedonia and 
Epirus) ; (b) the Peloponnesus to the south of the gulf of Corinth;»(c) the /Egean 
Sea islands of (1) Eubca, along the Beeotian and Attica coasts; (2) the Cyclades 
group, forming a southern prolongation of Eubaa and comprised of some 220 
islands, of which but 24, however, are of any appreciable importance, especially 
Syra, Naxos, Andros, Tinos, Mikonos, Thermia, Seriphos, Paros, and Amorgos; 
and (3) the Sporados group of islands, to the north of the Cyclades and approaching 
the gulf of Volo, of which only four are inhabited; and (d) the Ionian Sea 
islands along the western coast of Greece proper, including Corfu, Santa Maura, 
Cephalonia, and Zante. 

New Greece consists of (a) Macedonia, (b) Epirus, (c) the island of Crete, 
(d) the AZgean islands of Mitylene, Samathrace, Imbros, Lemnos, Tenedos, Chios, 
Samos, and Nikaria. 

According to the latest statistics Old Greece has an area of 64,679 square 
kilometers and an estimated population of 2,950,850, while New Greece extends over 
a surface area of 60,000 square kilometers and has a population of 1,909,150. Thus 
the total area of Greece amounts to 124,679 square kilometers, with an approximate 
population in 1917 of 4,860,000.

Consular Regulations: The following statement of the consular 
regulations of Guatemala is supplied by Delfino Sanchez Latour, 
Consul of Guatemala in New York. 

The consular regulations of Guatemala require the shipper to 
present at the consular office having jurisdiction in the port from which 
the shipment is made—(1) consular invoices; (2) bills of lading; and 
(3) the commercial invoices. Presentation of these documents at the 
: egal must be at least two hours previous to the sailing of the 
o> ghip. 

The consular invoice must be made out on the official blank forms 
which are sold only by the Guatemalan Consulates. The price of the 
- forms is 50 cents per set of five copies. A photographic facsimile. of 
the blank is shown herewith. 
he It will be noted that the spaces on the facsimile are numbered. 
_ The following statement describes what information must be given by 
_ the shipper in each space as indicated. The form must be prepared in 
3 ish.

The description of the package; as box, bale, bundle, and so 
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Vague or indefinite terms will not be accepted and the consignee is 
subject to heavy fines for each omission or infraction of these regula- 
tions. For example, shirting of cotton should not be termed merely 
“shirting,” but should read “Cotton Shirting,” or if the shirting con- 
tains a silk or wool stripe, the consular invoice should mention same. 
Shippers should always specify the nature of the goods from which 
handkerchiefs, and so forth, are manufactured, i. e., cotton, silk, linen, 
and so forth. 

(12). The exact net weight in kilos, of the merchandise, as de- 
scribed in column (11). This column must be totaled. 

(13). The exact gross weight, in kilos. This column must be 
totaled. 

(14). The value of each item, as described in column (11), ex- 
pressed in United States dollars. This column must be totaled. 

The value to be declared on consular invoices is that F. A. S. the 
port from which shipment is made. If the commercial invoice shows - 
C. I. F. prices, the amount of freight, insurance, and other charges 
must be added to the F.-A. S. value, on the consular invoice, so that 
it will exactly tally with the commercial invoice. The Consulates 
thoroughly investigate all C. I. F. shipments. It is therefore essential 
that the amount of the freight charges be shown on the bills of lading. 

All contents of a shipment must be valued. Advertising matter, 
samples, and so forth must be given at least a nominal value, even 
though not charged for to the customer. 

(15). The name of the person signing the consular invoice. The 
Consulate must have written authority from a competent official of the 
shipper to accept such signature. 

(16). The position of the person signing. 

(17). The name of the firm. 

(18). Street address, if in the port from which shipment is made, 
otherwise the name of town or city and the State in which located.

The consular invoice must show in detail and separately from the 
statement of merchandise value all expenses such as the ocean freight, 
insurance, cartage, consular fees (3 per cent of merchandise value, 
minimum, $1.50), certification of the bill of lading ($1.00), set of c 
sular invoice blanks (50 cents), and any other expenses. — in . 

Four copies of the consular invoice are retained by the Consulate, ‘a 
and the others returned to the shipper. eek.

The negotiables are returned to the shipper, bear- 
ing the consular seal. The non-negotiable copies are retained. 

The bills of lading must show: (a) the name of shipper; (b) name 
of vessel; (c) date of sailing; (d) port of destination; (e) name of 
consignee; (f) marks and numbers of packages; (g) kind and quanti- 
ties of merchandise; (h) net and gross weights in kilos; (i) total num- 
ber of packages. 

No bill of lading will be certified by the Consulate if showing the 
same number for more than one package; except in the case of ship- 
ments in lot. For example, 500 bags of flour may have a serial number, 
as No. 1; and 200 cases of soap may be similarly num bered. A serial 
number of this kind is accepted only for goods of the same kind 
shipped in packages of the same description and weight. 

If a shipment includes several different marks, a separate consular 
invoice is required for each mark. 

Three copies of the original commercial invoice in English or 
Spanish must be presented at the Guatemalan Consulate attached to 
the consular invoices and bills of lading. The commercial invoice 
and consular invoice must show in detail the value of the goods, and 
as separate items the amount of inland freight, ocean freight, insurance 
and other charges to the port of destination in Guatemala and must 
be signed by the shipper. 

The Consular fees are: Consular invoice blanks, obtainable only 
at the Consulate, per set of 6 copies, 50 cents; certification of each set 
of consular invoices, 3 per cent of the total declared merchandise value, 
minimum charge $1.50; certification of each set of bills of lading, $1.00 
(if more than one mark appears, the fee is $1.00 for each mark); 
certification of extra copies of either consular invoice or bill of lading, 
$1.00 each; legalization of documents, $3.00. 

On parcel post shipments, no consular invoice is required, but 
three signed copies of the commercial invoice in Spanish, must be ~ 
presented for legalization at the Consulate for Guatemala nearest to 
the place of mailing. Two copies are retained by the Consulate, the 
other being returned to the shipper who must mail it to the addressee 
in Guatemala. Unless the addressee presents the legalized invoice 
when clearing the package through customs, a duty of 2 per cent of 
the appraised value of the goods will be imposed, and the customs 
duties will be increased 50 per cent. The consular fee for legalizing 
the commercial invoice is 2 per cent of the declared value of the goods, 
with a minimum charge of 10 cents. 4 

Post Office Registry Number of each package should be clearly *

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Customs Tariff: Duties may be levied on net weight, on weight including pack- 
ing, except outer containers, or on gross ,weight, according to the provisions of the 
customs tariff. In the case of merchandise dutiable on weight including packing, 
imported loose in an outer container, the weight of the latter is not included in the 
dutiable weight. When merchandise dutiable on weight including packing is imported 
in the same receptacle with merchandise dutiable on gross weight, the duty on the 
latter merchandise is levied on the weight including packing, with the addition of 
one-fourth thereof, to compensate for the outer container which is not included in 
weighing the merchandise. Cloth used for wrapping merchandise myst be declared 
for duty, only oilcloth and tarpaulin being considered as part of the packing, A fine 
is imposed by the customs authorities for packing merchandise subject to different 
rates of duty in the same receptacle. 


New regulations governing the licensing of commercial travelers 
require them to carry a certificate of identity visaed by a Guatemalan 
consul in their home country. Upon entering the country, commercial 
travelers will be issued a license by the customs authorities in the 
form of fiscal stamps affixed to their identification cards. The license 
shall be valid for a period of six months, at the expiration of which 
time it may be renewed upon the payment of a second license fee. The 
cost of license is fixed at 25 quetzals ($25 United States currency). 

Samples ordinarily subject to duty may be introduced under bond 
for a period of two months, which period may be renewed twice at the 
option of the traveler upon his renewal of the bond. 

Representatives of foreign houses residing in the Republic or hav- 
ing permanent offices there shall not be considered commercial trav- 
elers for the purpose of these regulations.

Consular Regulations: Consular invoices must be prepared on all 
shipments, except by parcel post, for destinations in Haiti. When pre- 
sented for legalization by the consular office of Haiti, at the port from 
which the shipment is made, the consular invoices must be accom- 
panied by the bills of lading. 

Eight copies of the bill of lading must be presented with the con- 
sular invoice for consular legalization. The three original, or negotia- 
ble, copies are returned to the shipper, the five non-negotiable copies 
being retained by the consulate. The bill of lading must show: (a) 
the names of the shippers, the name of the vessel by which the cargo 
is shipped, and the name of the ship’s captain; (b) the name and ad- 
dress of the consignee; (c) the tonnage of the steamer, the port from 
which it sails, and the Haitian port of destination; (d) the amount of 
the freight charges, the kind of goods shipped, their net and gross 
weights or the cubic measurement, together with the marks and num- 
bers on the packages. The bill of lading must also bear an identifying 
number which must be repeated on the consular invoice. 

The bill of lading may be made either direct or to order, but if 
to order must give the name and address of the party to be notified. 

The duplication of numbers on packages is prohibited except for a 
shipment by lot—as for instance, 500 bags of flour, or 200 cases of soap 
may have a common serial number, providing that the goods in each 
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such package are of the same kind, and that the packages are of the 
same description and weight. 

The consular invoice must be prepared in seven copies on the 
official form, of which a facsimile appears below. When presented for 
legalization, with the bills of lading attached, the consulate retains five 
copies and returns the remaining two copies to the shipper. The 
consular invoices may be written either in French or in English. They 
must be legalized by the consulate for Haiti at the port of shipment, 
or if there is no Haitian consular office at such port, the documents 
must be attested before a notary public or other public official author- 
ized under the laws of the United States. 

The consular invoice must supply the following information in the 
spaces as indicated by the numbers: (1) the name of the shipper; (2) 
the name of the carrying vessel; (3) date of departure; (4) the name 
of the Haitian consignee, or party to be notified; (5) the. name of the 
Haitian port of destination; (6) the marks on the packages; (7) numbers 
of the packages; (8) quantities; (9) description of merchandise in de- 
tail; (10) (11) (12) only used for shipments of drygoods, giving the 
number of pieces, width in inches, and length in yards; (13) only used 
for shipments of lumber, giving measurement feet; (14) net weights; 
(15) gross weights; (16) cubic measurement; (17) values; (18) signa- 
ture to the declaration, which is at the bottom of the invoice, as fol- 
lows: 


We affirm that this invoice is a correct and faithful expression of the truth, that 
it corresponds in every particular with our books, and that neither the usual, designa- 
tion, nor the weights, nor the quantity, or quality, nor the values named therein 
are in any way misstated or altered. 


The consular fees are $2.00 for the legalization of both consular 
invoices and bills of lading; except that the fee is $3.00 if the docu- 
ments are presented after office hours, and $4.00 if presented on a 
holiday. 

The consular invoice blanks are sold only by the consular offices, 
and none except the official forms will be accepted for visé. The 
charge for the blanks is $1.00 per hundred, or 10 cents per set of seven. 

: The consular invoices must show all expenses and any goods 
shipped F. O. B. factory must declare all expenses added to the com- 
mercial invoice. 

On the face of the consular invoice there must appear a statement 
of the freight, insurance and any other expenses; and these amounts 
must be added to the merchandise values declared. Ly 

Through export railroad bills of lading are not recognized by the 
Haitian Government; and such bills must therefore be exchanged at 
the port of shipment for the steamship bills of lading, which alone will 
be accepted for consular certification. ‘ 

Parcel post shipments do not require consular invoices but must be 
accompanied by a commercial invoice giving all of the details which 


require to be shown in the consular invoice. oy

Import Restrictions: Firearms, and so forth (or lead metal), must not “be 
shipped without the permission of the government, which is to be obtained by the — 
consignee. This applies also to blasting powder and other explosives. a a 
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Marking Packages: Net weight, in pounds, and the name or initials of con- 
signee must be marked on the packages. Each package must bear a serial number, 
which must be shown on the bills of lading. 

The Haitian customs law provides that each package of foreign goods imported 
into the country shall bear distinctly a number and the initials of the consignee. Since 
it has not been clearly understood just what constitutes a package of lumber, a definite 
ruling has been obtained, at the request of the Department of Commerce, from the 
local collector of customs at Cape Haitien, who has advised that this provision has 
been construed to apply to every package or bundle of lumber as a uhit, and to every 
piece of lumber not constituting a part of a package or bundle as a unit. In case a 
number of pieces of lumber are fastened together securely in the form of a package 
or bundle, only one of the required markings is necessary; the invoice and customs 
declaration should, however, specify the number of pieces contained in each such 
bundle, 


Samples: Samples of commercial value imported by resident merchants for 
the purpose of placing orders must be marked for identification. These samples will 
be regularly invoiced and manifested as for goods imported for sale. A duty of 20 
per cent ad valorem will be collected, to be refunded if the samples are exported 
within six months. 

Samples carried by commercial travelers must be mentioned in the declaration of 
effects, and a descriptive list giving the value must be attached to the declaration. 
A duty of 20 per cent ad valorem will be collected, to be refunded if the samples are 
exported within six months. 

Samples without commercial value, such as trimmings, laces, pieces of cloth, and 
all similar samples, can be admitted free of duty if they are verified by the customs 
officer as samples worthless for personal use or for sale, even if they have an invoiced 
value. All such articles must be indelibly marked, cut, or perforated. 

Articles of commercial value imported for distribution as advertisements are 
also dutiable.

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Bills of Lading: Bills of lading must be presented with consular invoices for cer- 
tification by the Honduran consulate. : 


Commercial Invoices: A copy of the commercial invoice must be attached to the 
consular invoice when the latter is presented for consular certification. The commercial 
invoice is required in verification of values shown on the consular invoice. 


Consular Charges: Consular invoice blanks (per set of five), 75 cents; certification 
of consular invoice, 3 per cent of total value declared, irrespective of the amount; 
certification of bill of lading, $2.00; commercial invoice, $1.00. 


Consular Invoices: The consular invoice must be prepared in Spanish on the 
prescribed form in five copies, four of which are retained by the consulate. Separate 
consular invoices are required for each different mark, even when the goods are destined 
for the same consignee. 

The certified copies of consular invoice, commercial invoice and bill of lading 
must be forwarded to the consignee for presentation at the custom house when taking 
delivery. Steamship companies require that shippers at points in the interior furnish 
two copies of the commercial invoice. 


Customs Regulations: All duties are assessed on the basis of gross 
weight per one-half kilo—except cattle and firearms (specific), wood 
(per 1,000 feet) and jewelry (ad valorem). No fines are imposed for 
packing in one receptacle merchandise subject to different rates of duty. 


Advertising; Advertising matter consisting of articles having a commercial value 
is dutiable. Duty on such matter is assessed on gross weight. If advertisting matter 
is packed with merchandise the weight is prorated. It is therefore important to pack 
advertising matter separately.

name, and was formerly the capital of the Republic of Honduras, at which time it 


had much greater importance than at present. According to the census of 1916, the 


population of the city was 6,412. 
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Comayagua can hardly be classed as a trade center, except for the thinly settled 
Comayagua valley. Agriculture and cattle raising are the principal sources of purchas- 
ing power. The crops are corn, beans ahd plantains. The principal articles sold in 
the stores are: flour, cotton goods (unbleached cottons and cheap prints), machetes 
and other small hardware and canned goods. 

The port of entry is Amapala. Comayagua is situated 102 kilometers from 
Tegucigalpa, and is the terminus of the Carretera del Norte, an automobile road 
running from the latter city. Goods are carried at present in -ox carts from 
Tegucigalpa, as motor trucks are not yet in use on that road. The cost of ox cart 
transport varies greatly, as special contracts are made for each shipment, but probably 
averages 75 centavos per arroba (about one and a half cents, United States currency, 
per pound). Some freight is carried by mule-back, in which case no one package can 
exceed 125 pounds in weight. 


Postal Regulations: Mail for Honduras is despatched from New 
York, New Orleans and San Francisco. 


Combination Packages: Combination packages are not permitted in the mails 
to Honduras. 


I Commercial Papers: Postage rate, 5 cents up to 10 ounces; 1 cent per each 
additional 2 ounces. Maximum weight, 4 pounds 6 ounces. 


Letters: Postage rate, 2 cents per ounce or fraction. 


A further charge of 
6 pence (12 cents) is collected from the addressee. Weight limit, 22 pounds. Maxi- 
mum size, length 314 feet, combined length and girth, 6 feet. 

No indemnity for loss 
or damage. , Parcels cannot be insured nor sent C. O. D. 

Customs declarations, one copy, Form 2966. No consular documents are nec- 
essary. A commercial invoice should be enclosed in the package. 

Postal Export Declaration Form S-250 must be filled out and presented at the 
post office of mailing for parcel post shipments of merchandise valued at $25.00 or 
over. See Shippers’ Export Declaration under General Export Information.

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INDIA 


The total area of the Indian Empire is 1,773,168 square miles, with a 
population of 315,132,537, according to the 1911 census. Of the total area, 
1,097,901 square miles (population 245,000,000) are under British adminis- 
tration, while the native states comprise 675,267 square miles (population 
70,000,000). The coast line of India is held by British provinces, the native 
states having no ports of even second-rate importance. 

The administrative divisions of British India are as follows:

Weights and Measures: The Indian system of weights and measures varies con- 
siderably in different localities. In general the weights and measures are as follows: 

In Northern India and in the standard system the tola is 180 grains troy (the 
exact weight of a rupee) ; the seer, 2.057 pounds; and the maund, 82.28 pounds. 

In Bengal the maund is 82 2-7 pounds avoirdupois, or 40 seers or 100 troy pounds. 


: In Bombay the maund is about 28 pounds. 

; In Madras the maund is about 25 pounds; the seer is 80 tola, or 2.057 pounds

Customs Regulations: In India a duty of 15 per cent ad valorem is 
levied on all advertising matter sent by freight or express, while that 


sent by post is not held for duty. Very few of the English firms in 


India, and probably none of the Indian firms, appreciate the value of 
advertising to the extent of being willing to pay such a duty for ad- 
vertising matter and catalogues, particularly when the same material 
can be shipped to them by packet, book, or parcel post free of duty. 
Indian firms, in fact, generally protest against the packing of advertis- 
ing matter in shipments to them. In cases of market and exchange 
fluctuations, moreover, some firms may welcome the opportunity to 
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find loopholes for the evasion of the acceptance of orders. The inclu- 
sion of unsolicited advertising matter with the goods, necessitating 
paying additional duty, may give them a good excuse for refusing the 
shipment. 


Catalogues: Catalogues and price lists are admitted into India free of duty if 
arriving by mail as printed matter, or by parcel post. Otherwise there is a duty of 11 
per cent ad valorem. 


Merchandise Marks Act: Infringements or offences may be classi- 
fied conveniently under four heads: 


3 Counterfeit trade-marks. 

2) Trade descriptions that are false in respect of country or origin. 
(3) Trade descriptions that are false in other respects. 

(4) Lengths not properly stamped on piece goods. 


(1) The provisions regarding counterfeit trade-marks do not cover 
general get-up, but do extend to other marks or combination of marks, the 
imitation of which is reasonably calculated to lead persons to believe that 
the goods are the manufacture of some person other than they really are, 
€.g., piece goods are identified in the bazaar by their labels or by the manu- 
facturer’s or importer’s number impressed upon them or the merchandise 
of a particular firm may be known by the firm’s name or initials which 
form no part of the trade-mark. These provisions are intended not only 
to protect manufacturers against piracy, but the general public on being 
supplied with goods of inferior or unknown quality under cover of a 
well-known brand. If notice of such infringement is given beforehand 
by the aggrieved party to the customs authorities, the goods on arrival are 
detained, if there is reasonable justification, pending (1) execution of any 
indemnity bond within twenty-four hours and (2) institution of proper 
legal proceedings within a month. Bona fide applications made in the 
absence of definite information, for a watch of possible infringements are 
usually granted for a period of three months, renewable on reasonable 
grounds. But formal registration of marks, and so forth; by customs 
officers is prohibited. If, in the course of the ordinary customs examina- 
tion, an infringement is discovered, intimation is sent to the person whose 
mark is infringed to enable him to proceed as indicated above, but the 
goods are released if he fails to take preliminary action within a period 
of four days. 

(2) It is not necessary to mark the country of origin on any goods 
imported into India, except where the goods bear some other mark or ~ 
indication which is held under the regulations to constitute a false trade 
description with regard to origin, in the absence of any counter indication 
of the real country of origin, e.g., Scotch Whisky or Jamaica Rum, if the 
produce of Holland. Similarly, cognac and sherry require respectively a 
specific counter indication, “Not made in France,” “Not made in Spain,” if 
not the produce of those countries. The commonest class of cases falling 

’ . under this description is where the goods bear a mark or label with English 
words (most frequently the words “trade-mark”), the use of the English 

a language being taken to: indicate that the goods are the product of the 

_ United Kingdom or British India, and, therefore, to constitute a false 
__ trade description unless corrected by a definite indication of the country of 

origin (such as “Made in France”) or an indication negativing the implica- 
tion to be drawn from the use of the English language, such as “Made 
abroad,” “Not made in the United Kingdom or British India,” “Foreign 
_ made,” or “Foreign produce.” When the name used is the name of a place 
in the United Kingdom or British India, a counter indication is required, 
_ eg., the word “Boston” requires, in the case of American goods, the 
_ ™ counter indication U. S. A., but “Made in New York or Philadelphia” does 
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not. The use of the English language on foreign goods is admissible as 
part of the goods themselves, e.g., the word “Stamps” or “Photographs” 
on albums, but not expressions such as “A present for a good boy” or 
“Superior quality.” A consignment of spelter bearing the words “Extra 
pure” on the top of the slabs without counter indication of the country of 
origin, viz., Japan, which was stamped on the reverse with a rubber stamp, 
was held liable to penalty. 

In the case of goods made or produced in a foreign country, the trade 
description indicative of origin in the United Kingdom or British India, 
which has been corrected by the use of such an expression as “Made 
abroad,” may still be false if it also suggests that the goods were manu- 
factured in a foreign country other than the actual country of origin 
(e.g., scents made in Japan bearing the word “Parfumerie’”’). The counter 
indication which should be such as to negative both these implications, 
must either specify the actual country of origin or must run, “Not made 
in the United Kingdom or British India or X” (“X” being the other 
foreign country in which the goods might wrongly be supposed to have 
been manufactured). Similarly the use in a trade description of the lan- 
guage of one foreign country and goods produced in another requires 
counter indication of the latter. 

When the misleading words or marks consist of what is or purports 
to be the name or trade-mark of a manufacturer, dealer, or trader in the 
United Kingdom or British India, a specific and distinct counter indication 
of the country of origin is necessary, e.g., penholders of German manu- 
facture bearing the name of a British Indian trader without the country 
of origin where ordered to be reshipped. Initials are not, however, treated 
as names requiring a counter indication unless they are likely to suggest . 
the name of a British manufacturer; and an exception is made in the case 
of coverings or labels made in a foreign country, but bearing the name 
of a British Indian manufacturer or dealer who has imported the cover- 
ings or labels for his goods. Goods made or produced in a foreign 
country but bearing the name or trade-mark of a British Indian dealer or 
a trade description consisting of Indian vernaculars or numerals or pictorial 
representations such as Indian deities or emblems must bear a counter 
indication which is, however, waived in the case of goods manufactured in 
the United Kingdom unless in the latter case there is good ground for 
considering that the marking conveys the impression of Indian origin. A 
_ penalty was imposed in lieu of correct stampings on safety matches made 
in Sweden bearing a word “Om” in Bengali but without any indication 
of the country of origin. 

“Dhootis,” of English manufacture, with the words “Bande Mataram” 
in Bengali woven along the whole borders with the words “Manchester” 
stamped in Bengali only in one place, were confiscated, subjected to re- 
demption and reshipped on payment of a penalty, and this decision was 
upheld in appeal. 

It is important to note that whenever an indication of the country of 
origin is required under the regulations, such indications should be (1) in 
the same language and character as the name or trade-mark or trade ' 
description, (2) sufficiently conspicuous and indelible, and (3) should be 7 
repeated for each application of the mark or description in such a manner 
that it cannot be removed afterwards. , 

f (3) Other false trade descriptions are frequently found on goods 
in respect of (a) their number, quantity, measure, gauge, or weight, or 
(b) the material of which they are composed. ont 

The cases under (a) usually affect (1) woolen and cotton goods in 
respect of their measure, size or weight, and (2) packages, boxes or 
eae bearing indirect indication in respect of the quantities contained 
in them.

Paper wrappers of cotton braids which contain twelve skeins were 
marked “Six Grs. yards,” implying that each skein was seventy-two yards 
long, whereas the actual length of the braids varied from forty-four to 
Ad yards. Deletion of the misleading marks was ordered under 
penalty. 

Offences under (b) are held to be committed when the trade descrip- 
tion suggests that the article is made of a material superior in quality and 
value than it really is, and as such is likely to deceive the buyer. Iron 
nails described as “brass nails’ were passed on penalty and deletion of 
the word “brass.” 

A large number of cases under this head occur in connection with 
consignments of white zinc, white and red lead, linseed oil and turpentine, 
which are very frequently adulterated. The general rule is that when the 
percentage of impurity exceeds 5 per cent (10 per cent in the case of 
turpentine) but not 50 per cent, a qualifying description such as “adul- 
terated” or “reduced” is held to be sufficient, but if it exceeds 50 per cent 
the actual percentage should be stated. Similarly it has been ruled that 
condensed milk containing less than 9 per cent of fat contravenes the 

/ regulations unless marked “prepared from skimmed milk.” 

(4) As a general rule the Merchandise Marks Act does not require 
goods to be stamped or marked, though it insists that any stamps or 
marks affixed should be correct, but by a special provision cotton goods, 
which are originally sold by length or by the piece, must be correctly and 
properly stamped with the lengths in standard yards. The stamping must 
be in English numerals accompanied by the word “yards,” abbreviation 
“yds.,” though marking in inches may be permitted on cloths of all dimen- 
sions and delicate make in accordance with the custom of the trade, but in 
all cases they should be placed conspicuously on the fabric itself, so as not 
to be originally removable. For the purpose of this regulation, piece goods 
are defined as including woolen piece goods of all kinds and certain speci- 
fied descriptions of cotton goods; the provisions, however, do not apply 
to any fabric which comes within the scope of the above definition but is 
ordinarily sold by the unit or with reference to the number. Pieces of 
mosquito netting imported without the lengths stamped on them were 
directed to be stamped under penalty or in the alternative with an en- 
hanced penalty in lieu of stamping. 

The importation of any goods manufactured in any place out~ 
'? side the British Empire and marked with the royal arms, or with arms 
so nearly resembling the same as to be calculated to deceive, is pro- 
\ hibited, according to a notification issued by the Governor General in 
Council on May 15, 1924. 


Passenger Routes and Regulations: See Shipping Routes and 
Regulations for passenger services. 
‘ ere are no special regulations in British India or Native States 
affecting British commercial travelers except in the case of certain 
articles such as arms, ammunition, liquors and opium, the sale of which 
is regulated by special laws. 
i, oe Pebtral or provincial authorities in British India do not require 
commercial travelers to take out licenses to carry on their calling or 
in respect of the sale of their samples or goods. Except in the case of 
lcutta, no municipal licenses are required. In Calcutta a license is 
cessary for travelers selling precious stones. 


Keeps you informed of all changes in consular and steamship regulations, 
shipping routes, and the general conditions of trade throughout the world. 
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No licenses are required in any Native State except Marwar, where 
a license must be obtained for the importation of opium, fire-arms, 
ammunition, liquors, and sulphur. In the Madras Presidency com- 
mercial travelers are required to pay a profession tax if staying within 
a muncipality for more than 60 days. In Baroda, commercial travelers 
are required to pay income tax. In the other Native States no income 
tax or other charges are imposed.

Lading: There are no special requirements affecting the preparation of 
bills of lading. 


Packing: In all shipments to India one of the chief, considerations is that of proper 
packing. The climate is such at almost all seasons of the year, either in India or 
en route, that unless goods are properly and carefully packed, upon, arrival they may 
prove useless and will not be accepted, which entails much time, trouble, loss of 
money, and is ruinous to the name of the manufacturer and reputation of his goods. 
The most destructive conditions and elements met with are as follows: Dampness of the 
sea air on the voyage; excessive moisture in the tropics; sweating in the hold of the 
ship in the Arabian Sea, Indian Ocean and the Bay of Bengal; exposure to sun and 
rain on the wharves; and mildew, white ants or fungoid growths. i 

The importance of these attacks on cargoes during transit and after arrival at the 
ports cannot be too strongly impressed on the shipper. An effective protection, fre- 
quently. employed by shippers who know and have made a study of the conditions, is 
to pack goods in zinc or tin-lined cases with waterproof lining. Usually this method - 


is employed only at the request of the buyers, and the additional cost is charged to 
them, :

Trade-Marks: The exclusive use of a trade-mark is granted by the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Industry and Commerce on the payment of a fee which covers its regis- 
tration and its publication in the official gazette of the kingdom. It thus becomes the 
property of a firm on its deposit with the authorities. 

A part of the law reads as follows: “Anyone who adopts a mark or other special 
symbol to distinguish the products of his industry, the merchandise of his particular 
commerce, or the animals of particular breed belonging to him is entitled to the ex- 
clusive use of this mark provided adherence is given to the following conditions: (1) 
formal application on stamped paper to a prefecture of the Kingdom; (2) the presenta- 
tion to one of the prefects of the Kingdom of (a) two drawings of the mark or sign 
which it is intended to use; (b) a declaration in two original copies of the desire to 
reserve the rights which belong to the said proprietor and of the kind of goods on 
which it is desired to place the mark or sign; (c) the description in two original copies 
of the mark itself; (d) the government receipt showing the proprietor of the mark has 
paid the fee of 40 lire to the special state bureau for this purpose.”

Requests to obtain import licenses shall be transmitted to the Ministry of Finance, and 
to the Union of Producers and Consumers of Coloring Matter whose office is at Milan, 
noting the despatching firm, the gross and net weight of the quantity to be imported, 
the kind of merchandise, the cost and the value according to which the payment must 
be made.

The Japanese Empire, consisting of a group of islands, lies off the 
northeastern coast of Asia. Its total area is 147,665 square miles and its 
population about 60,000,000. The four principal islands comprising 
the empire are Honshiu, Kiushiu, Shikoku, and Hokkaido (Yezo). 
There are also the Kurile Islands (Chishima), Sado, Oki, Awaji, Iki, 
Tsushima, the Luchu Islands (Riukiu), Bonin Islands (Ogasawara- 
jima), Pescadores Islands (Hokoto), and the southern half of the 
island of Sakhalin (Karafuto). The Caroline (Palos) Islands, Ladrone 
(Marian) Islands except Guam, and the Marshall Islands except 
Nauru are Japanese colonial possessions. 


Currency: The unit of currency is the yen of 100 sen which is equivalent at par 
of exchange to 49.8 cents, United States currency. 


Language: Japanese. 


Trade-Marks: The registration fee for trade-marks is 30 yen, which covers a period 
of 20 years, with a renewal fee of 50 yen. A collective trade-mark may be registered 
by an organization of persons in the same business, or by business men intimately 
connected, with the object of promoting the common business interests of the members 
of the organization. The registration fee for a collective trade-mark is 100 yen, with a 
renewal fee of 150 yen. 

A trade-mark is canceled when not used iri the Empire for a year after registration, 
or when its use has been suspended for a period of three consecutive years. The trade- 
mark right in a trade-mark which has been registered as a foreign trade-mark is 
terminated when the trade-mark right in the home country is terminated. Penalties 
are provided for fraudulent use of trade-marks,

Commercial Invoice: The commercial invoice must always accurately give the 
names of the articles, their number, quantity and other necessary information; the 
value of articles (either in landed terms or the original price) ; and the freight, in- 
surance premiums and other expenses incurred before the shipment arrives in Japan. 
The invoice, moreover, must be made in the country where the articles were bought, 
and must bear the signature of the seller. 

In case a false statement is discovered in the invoice, either in the value of the 
goods or in the expenses incurred, it may invoke a tariff-evasion charge, or at least 
may delay the custom entry. 

Import Restrictions: Opium and opium-smoking utensils; counterfeit, altered or 
imitation coins, paper money, bank notes and securities; books, pictures, sculptures 
and other articles which are injurious to public peace and morality; articles which 
infringe patent rights, utility models, designs and trade-marks and copyrights.

Department and the postal administration of Japan, effective Septem- 
ber 1, 1926, senders of parcels exchanged between the United States 
and Japan will be required to attach a single customs declaration to 
only one parcel comprised in a shipment consisting of any number of 
parcels mailed simultaneously by the same sender to the same ad- 
dressee at one address. ; 

Under this arrangement each parcel in a shipment should be clearly 
marked with a fractional number, the numerator of which will indicate, 
in arabic figures, the number of the parcel, and the denominator the 
number of parcels comprising the shipment. For example, if a single 
shipment were composed of 15 parcels, each parcel would be numbered,’ — 
respectively, 1/15, 2/15, 3/15, etc.

Trade-marks are regis- 
tered at the registration office at Batavia, and while priority of 
registration carries with it the right of prime use, this claim may be 
disputed, and the right of prior use may be established in favor of the 
disputant who proves his claim. 

If a trade-mark entirely or in substance resembles a trade-mark 
already registered or applied for to cover the same goods, the appli- 
cation for registration may be denied. Such is also the case if the 
trade-mark contains immoral words or representation, or if its use would 
be detrimental to the public peace, or if the mark, even with a slight 
deviation, should be an imitation of the seal of a public association or 
company. 

Refusal of registration because of resemblances to another registered 
trade-mark may be appealed to the Court of Justice at Batavia, which 
may issue an injunction for registration. Annulment of this injunction 
may be made only by the Supreme Court of the Netherlands East Indies. 

A trade-mark must actually be used, since legal right to its exclusive 

uses ceases within three years after it has last been made use of. 
Registration holds good for 20 years without renewal, when actually 
used. At the expiration of 20 years renewal may be made. 
The Netherlands patent law applies to Netherlands East Indies. 
Applications for registration of patents are considered in The Hague 
and not in the colonies. If so desired, applications for patents will be 
forwarded to the Netherlands by the trade-mark registration office of 
the Netherlands East Indies at Batavia—(Bureaw of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce.)

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MESOPOTAMIA 


Mesopotamia—the Kingdom of Irak (lIraq)—is nominally an 
independent nation, but actually under control of Great Britian ex- 
ercising the mandatory powers granted by the Supreme Council of the 
League of Nations. It has an area of 143,250 square miles, with a 
population of 3,000,000. The kingdom is divided into the vilayets of 
Baghdad, Basra and Mosul. The vilayet of Baghdad comprises the 
divisions of Baghdad, Samarra, Diyalah, Kut, Diwaniyah, Shamiyah, 
Hillah, and Dulaim; the vilayet of Basra includes the, divisions of 
Basra, Amara, and Muntifik; and the vilayet of Mosul comprises the 

- divisions of Mosul, Arbil, Kirkuk, and Suleimani. f 


Weights and Measures: Two weights are widely known, though there is great 
diversity in the use of weights. The people are most familiar with the Constantinople 
oke (2.8282 pounds) and the kilogram, the oke being more nearly universal for the 
higher weights. Steps have been taken with a view to the ultimate standardization of 
the oke, though the reform will take a long time to effect. The scales used are crude; 
there is a considerable opening for a simple and cheap weighing apparatus. The steel- 
yards of the wholesale merchants are calibrated in ckes. 

The difficulty of standardizing terms of weight may be seen from the diversity 
in use of the “maund.” A maund of dates in one part of Basra is 54 okes, in other 
‘parts of Basra 60 okes, a maund of coffee is 50 okes, of soap 6 okes, cf sugar 10 okes, 
of tobacco 70 okes and of pepper 11 okes. Here we have the oke constant at 2.8282 
pounds, but the maund with seven different usages. 

Both the meter and the English yard are well knewn in Basra, Baghdad and 
Mosul; but there are many other “yards” in use, and for the present no attempt is 
being made to lay down a universal standard of length.

Customs Tariff: Duty is collected on imports and exports at Basra 
and at Baghdad, the dutiable importations at Baghdad being restricted to 
goods on a through bill of lading. The principal land customs frontier 
stations are near Khanigin on the Persian frontier, Mosul and Sulaimaniyah. 
Sea customs are levied in accordance with the Indian Sea Customs Act, 
as applied by adaptation to Mesopotamia, and the land customs under the 
Land Customs Proclamation. There is ample provision of public bonded 
warehouses and free shipment from vessel to vessel is permitted at Basra 
free of duty. Goods manifested for transshipment to foreign ports are 
allowed to be landed in the course of transshipment without payment of 
duty or transit fees. 

The regulations governing the admission into Mesopotamia of samples 
and patterns brought by commercial travelers are practically the same as 
those in force in India. 


Currency: The complex pre-war currency of Irak (Lower Meso- 
potamia) has been simplified by the introduction during the war of rupees 
(silver and notes). The rupee has now become established as the principal 
medium of exchange, the only other currency in the field being the gold 
lira. No statutory legal tender exists, but the rupee has already the sanc- 
tion of usage. The gold lira is not as a rule accepted by the Government or 
the banks, except as bullion, and its value has fluctuated violently. Some — 
uncertainty no doubt exists as to the future position of the lira (both 

_ paper and gold), but there is a sufficient quantity of rupees and small 
9 a8 (in the shape of half and quarter rupees, and nickel and copper 
sub-divisions of the rupee) in circulation to meet ordinary trade require- 
ments, and the only practical disadvantage to business arising from the 
uncertainty as to the lira is in connection with the valuation of existing

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The rates for Kran bills are directly influenced from day to day by 
the activity of the Imperial Bank of Persia in its Kran-Sterling transac- 
tions between Teheran and London, although the larger changes are partly 
seasonal, depending upon the requirements for financing the crops in 
Persia, and partly attributable to causes ranging over long periods, depend- 
ing ultimately upon the sterling price of silver; the rate has varied from 
less than 200 to more than 400. The Sterling exchange is mainly influenced 
by the current Bombay-London rates and the freedom with which the Irak 
Government is able to sell rupee telegraphic transfers on India.

No compensation is given for the damage of soapstone and alabaster models, 
collections of butterflies and moths, and other exceptionally fragile articles.

An incorrect declaration of the value of the contents may result in the confiscation 
of the parcel by the Indian customs authorities and the imposition of a heavy fine upon 
the addressee. :

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MEXICO 


Mexico has an area of 767,097 square miles with a population of 20,- 
000,000. The country is divided into 31 states, as follows: Aguascalientes

000), Chihuahua (420,000), Coahuila (380,000), Colima (80,000), Distrito

000,000), Michoacan (1,000,000), Morelos (180,000), Nayarit (180,000),

(250,000), Quintana Roo (10,000), San Luis Potosi (640,000), Sinaloa 
(330,000), Sonora (280,000), Tabasca (190,000), Tamaulipas (260,000),

Currency: Mexico is now on a gold exchange basis, with the gold peso as the 
theoretical unit cf value. It contains 75 centigrammes of pure gold and has an in- 
trinsic value of .4986 dollars. In 1919, the Mexican government decreed American 
gold coin legal tender in all the Republic at the fixed rate of one American gold dollar 
for two pesos Mexican gold. Mexican silver is considered legal tender up to twenty 
pesos. The exportation of gold, whether in the form of bullion or of coin, has been 
prohibited, and the Mexican peso has recently been at a discount in New York varying 
from 1 to 5 per cent. 

This is an important point for the exporter to keep in mind in dealing with Mexi- 
can merchants. The American¥gold coin being legal tender in Mexico at the fixed 
rate of two pesos for one dollar, the drawee of a bill of exchange drawn in American 
dollars for say $100 would only be required to tender 200 pesos in payment. With 
the peso worth 48 cents United States currency, as it has recently been, 200 pesos 
would have a convertible value in New York funds of only $96, not taking into account 
the banker’s commission for providing the latter funds. 

To guard against the loss which would result from payment in the above form, 
American exporters usually have an understanding with their Mexican customers that 
payments of drafts against the sales of merchandise will be made in Mexican gold at 
the rate of exchange for purchasing sight drafts on New York. This means, of course, 
that with the peso worth 48 cents United States currency, the Mexican importer has to 
provide 208.33 pesos for every $100 worth of merchandise he buys from the United 


States. 
Language: Spanish. 


Trade-Marks: The registration of a trade mark is vitally important to the manu- 
facturer who wishes to introduce a trade-marked article, because Mexico, like most 
Latin-American countries, grants the exclusive right to use a trade mark to the first 
as, applicant, regardless whether it is in use by another. The registering of trade marks 
by unscrupulous and unauthorized persons is not uncommon in Mexico, and many 
American manufacturers ignorant of the Mexican law on this point have been caused 


considerable annoyance and expense. 


_ U.S. PORTS and SHIPPING SERVICES 


The Ports of the United States section of the Exporters’ Ency- 
clopaedia follows the country sections and the General Export 
Information section.

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The present Trade Mark Law in Mexico provides ample protection to the legiti- 


mate owners of trade marks who register prior to doing business in Mexico, but it is — 


defective in that it does not require the Patent Office to make investigation as to prior 
registration. This law protects the first registration and imposes severe penalties on 
those who use cr imitate a duly registered mark. Article 18 of the Trade Mark Law 
of 1903 covers this point as follows :— 

“Any person who places upon the goods that he manufactures a trade mark duly 
registered by another covering the same class of goods will be punished by imprison- 
ment of from cone to two years and fine of from one hundred to two thousand pesos. 

“Any person who places upon his goods a trade mark that is an imitation of one 
legally registered, in such manner that at first sight it is confused with the original 
and is detected only after a careful examination, will be subject to the same penalties 
referred to in the foregoing paragraph. 

“A similar penalty will be imposed upon any person who places upon his gocds a 
mark which may have been legally registered, so as to make it appear as if it were 
another, by any addition, subtraction or alteration.”

The consular invoice must bear the following declaration, written 
orm: 


= “Declaramos que los precios asignados a las mercancias, son los 
verdaderos y que procedemos con legalidad y buena fe.” (We hereby 
certify that the above statements are true and correct.) 
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C. I. F. Shipments: The value to be shown in the consular invoice covering 
shipments to Mexico is the value of the goods f. o. b. the port of embarkation or 
the border point of exit, exclusive of all charges and expenses whatsoever. If the ship- 
ment is to be billed at net c. i. f. prices the amount of the freight and insurance 
charges, or the percentage allowance for such charges, should be deducted from the 
total price shown in the commercial invoice, and the f. 0. b. value so arrived at 
declared in the consular invoice. 


Commercial Invoices: A signed copy of the commercial inyoice must be attached 
to the second copy of the consular invoice when the latter is presented for certifica- 
tion. If the goods originate in a place other than the point from which the direct ex- 
port shipment is made, the commercial invoice must be viséed by the Mexican ‘consul 
within whose jurisdiction the place of origin lies. 

For example, if the goods originate in any part of Illinois or Indiana, the com- 
mercial invoice must be viséed by the Mexican consul at Chicago (see under 
Consular Offices). The viséed commercial invoice is returned by the Mexican consul 
at Chicago and must then be immediately mailed to the forwarding agent at the port 
or border point of exit. The forwarding agent at the port or border point (as New 
York or Laredo) must prepare the consular invoice and present it for certification 
with the commercial invoice attached. The latter consulate retains the viséed com- 
mercial invoice. If it is desired to send a viséed commercial invoice to the, Mexican 
consignee additional copies, as required, must be viséed by the Mexican consulate 
for the place of origin (as at Chicago). 

Shipments originating in New York but shipped via Laredo would require that the 
commercial invoice be certified by the Mexican consulate general in New York, but 
not the consular invoices, which should be certified by the Mexican consulate at 
Laredo. 

Shipments originating in New York and shipped from New York do not re- 
quire the visé of the commercial invoice, but merely that a copy be attached to the 
consular invoice when that is presented for certification. 

The commercial invoice presented for consular visé, as required, must 
show the name and address of the consignee in Mexico; the name and address of the 
forwarding agent at the port or border point of exit; whether the price shown is 
f. o. b. point of origin or point of exit; and the official signature of the shipper. 


“In shipments to Mexico, does the actual point from which 
the shipments go forward determine the Mexican consular office 
which should visé the commercial invoice?’ asks a manufacturer 
in Pennsylvania. “‘For example, we purchase certain goods from 
a manufacturer, whose offices are located in our city, but whose 
mills are in several different states and under different Mexican 
consular jurisdictions. Some of the shipments for our account 
move from one of these mills, and some from the other mills, but ~ 
all are invoiced to us from the general office of that firm. Should —_ 
the commercial invoices be presented at the Mexican consulate - 
having jurisdiction here, or at the consulate having jurisdiction 
at the mill where the particular shipment originates?” 
According to advices from the Mexican Consulate General, 
New York, “certification of commercial invoices may be obtained 
at the Mexican consulate within whose jurisdiction the general 
~ offices of the firm are located, regardless of the place of the manu- 
facture, origin or storage of the goods covered by such com- 
mercial invoice.” f

Consular Fees: Certification of consular invoice, 5 per cent of value declared; — ¥ 
minimum charge, 50 cents. Certification of commercial invoice, up to $4.99 value, 


no charge; from $5.00 to $49.99, fee, $1.00; $50.00 or over, fee, $2.00. Conticaaae 
of additional commercial invoices, $2.00 per copy. 
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Consular Invoices: Consular invoices are required in five copies, three copies 
being retained by the consulate. They must be prepared on the official forms obtained 
from the consulates. Either Spanish or English may be used in filling out the forms. 
A signed copy of the commercial invoice must be attached to the second copy of the 
consular invoice.. When the shipment originates in a Mexican consular jurisdiction 
other than that of the port or border point of exit, the commercial invoice, as pre- 
sented with the consular invoice, must have been viséed by the Mexican consul 
within whose jurisdiction the point of origin lies, Consular invoices are to be taken 
out only at the port or border point from which the goods move, direct to Mexico. 
The fee of five per cent for certification of the consular invoice must be paid when 
the documents are presented at the consulate. Consular invoices certified after 
office hours are subject to an extra fee of $2.00. Consular invoices can be presented 
for certification up to five days after sailing date of the vessel carrying the goods. 
After the expiration of the five days, a fee of 714 per cent of the value of the goods 
must be paid for the consular certification; but if the vessel has already arrived at 
destination, the consulate cannot certify the consular invoice, and the consignee be- 
comes subject to heavy fines levied by the Mexican customs for lack of consular 
documents. 


The numerous inquiries received relative to the consular 
certification of commercial invoices covering shipments to 
Mexico indicates that there is still considerable confusion as to 
the procedure. The Mexican Consul General in New York has 
furnished the following statement in response to our request for 
a detailed description of the system followed by his office: 

“In commercial invoices two copies are required. Said 
copy must contain: name of consignee in Mexico; name of for- 
warding agent at port of clearance; whether the value is FOB 
place of origin or FOB port of clearance; the amount must be 
written out in words and figures and the invoice must be signed. . 
In parcel post shipments the invoice must show the name of the 
consignee in Mexico; the fact that the merchandise is .being 
shipped by parcel post; the. amount written out in words and 
figures and must be signed. 

“When the one copy.of the commercial invoice or when a 
consular invoice is received, the party concerned must pay to the 
cashier the value of the corresponding consular fees; the 
cashier gives said party a receipt which acknowledges the fact 
that the documents have been received and that the payment of 
the fees has been made. 

“According to the system of this office the above documents 
must stay in this office the whole day in order to be certified. 
Therefore, the party concerned is supposed to come back next 
day bringing with him his receipt; upon presentation of same at 
the cashier’s window he will receive his documents duly certified — 
by this Consulate, 


Consular Jurisdiction: In the case of goods bought in one state (not at the border 
or seaboard) for the account of an exporter in another state (not at the border or 
the seaboard) for direct shipment into Mexico, the consul having jurisdiction in the 
state of the purchaser shall visé the documents and the goods shall be treated as 
having originated within that jurisdiction. Goods bought by a firm in Wisconsin from 
a firm in Ohio, to be shipped direct from Ohio to Mexico, are the property of the 
Wisconsin purchaser, so that the documents are made out in his name and viséed by x 
the consulate having jurisdiction in Wisconsin. e . 


Letters of Correction: When a mistake has’ been made in a consular invoice — 
which has already been certified, the shipper must take out a letter of correction. — 
The fee for the certification of the letter of correction is $2.00. Bea. following facts: 


re Sn’ 
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must be shown: number of invoice, date of certification, name of steamer, destination 
or port of entry of steamer, the correction to be made. 

When a mistake has been made in a consular invoice or in a manifest which 
has already been certified, the shipper must take out a letter of correction. This 
letter of correction must be issued in five copies. It must contain the number 
of original certification, the name of the vessel carrying the cargo, the port of destina- 
tion of the cargo, the name of consignee and the specification of errors which are 

. to be corrected. The fee for the certification of the letter of correction is $2.00. 

When a short-shipment occurs, the letters of correction must be presented for 
the original invoice, and when the goods short-shipped are forwarded in another 
vessel, a copy must be presented for certification (without charge) of the relative 
part of the consular invoice in which the goods short-shipped were described. At 
the bottom of the invoice, a note is required, stating that the "eriginal invoice 
No. » Was corrected with letter of correction No. , and that the goods 
covered by the invoice now presented are those referred to in said letter. Dates of 
Original certification and of letter of correction must be expressed in said note. 
Letters of correction may be issued either in Spanish or English language. 


Parcel Post: No consular documents are required for direct shipments by par- 
cel post to Mexico. 
# Regarding the visé of commercial invoices covering parcel post shipments for 
Mexico, Claude I. Dawson, American Consul General at Mexico City writes the 
Exporters’ Encyclopedia, as follows: - 

“In November, 1923, a decree was issued abolishing the consular fee upon 
shipments by parcel post. This was interpreted in many quarters to mean that the 
invoice itself would no longer be required. However, there is no legal authorization 
up to this date for doing away with the invoice upon parcel post shipments. 

“In actual practice it is known that the post office authorities here in Mexico 
F City are making deliveries of parcel post shipments without requiring the presenta- 
tion of the invoice. This is a liberal application of the law. The postmaster legally 

may still require the invoice and may eventually demand it.” 


Credits and Collections: In a suit brought before a Mexican court 
for payment of a draft which was duly accepted and protested, the 
judge refused to admit the claim for summary execution on the ground 

that the draft was not in order. The draft was drawn in the United 
E States for a large sum of money, in U. S. dollars, but did not state 
specifically that it,should be paid in Mexico City. It has always been 
assumed that the name and address of the drawee was specification 
enough of the place of payment, but the court did not think so. The 
court referred to Article 459 of the Codigo de Comercio (Commercial 
Code) which says: “The bill of exchange may be paid at a place dis- 
 tinet from that of the drawee’s domicile.” r 
Another point raised was that the draft stated “value received,” 
and notwithstanding the last sentence in Article 462 of the Commercial 
B, de, it was declared defective because it did not state specifically 
he manner in which value was received. It was stated that when a 
se’ delivers a draft to a beneficiary it must be against some corre- 
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sponding value; cash, merchandise or credit on account; and succeed- 
ing endorsements should show similar value, but it has been claimed 
in legal circles that “value for collection” does not transfer title to 
the document and therefore in case of a suit for recovery it must be 
through legal proceedings and not through summary action, as would 
be the case if the draft were perfect. 

Accordingly, all bills of exchange and drafts should specify the 
place where the document is to be paid, so that it is not enough to 
merely give the name and address of the drawee—it is necessary to 
clearly identify the city where payment is to be made. 

It is evident that it is inefficient to state “value for collection” 
either in the draft or its endorsements, for an act transferring the 
title to the credit is required. This does not take place when it is 
simply for collection. It is therefore necessary to say whether the 
value is received in cash, in merchandise, whether the value was 
previously due or is on account, as the nature of the operation must 
be clearly. expressed, and it.must be such as to transfer the ownership 
of the draft. Specifically, when “value received” is stated, it should 
further be stated how it has been received, whether in merchandise, in 
cash, or otherwise. Furthermore, in all instances in which a draft is 
sent subject to eventualities of collection, it should be stated that it 
is “value on account.” ° 


Customs Regulations: When desired, shipments may be forwarded 
in bond, without appraisement, for examination and clearance in Mexico City, 
thus avoiding revisions and extra handling at the border or port of entry. 
The method of forwarding in bond without appraisement is recommended 
for household goods, personal effects and such articles as may be subject 
to special rates, under certain conditions, as, for instance, machinery, when 
it would be difficult to prove at port of entry that shipment was entitled 
to such special rates, or shipments that may be better cleared in the 
presence of the owner or consignee. 

To obtain the benefit of despatch or clearance in Mexico City, ship- 
pers or consignees should inform the customs agent at port of entry 
that despatch in Mexico City is desired, and this advice should be had 
before arrival of shipment. The owner, consignee or representatives in 
Mexico City, should go before the Chief of the Customs Service (Di- 
rector General de Aduanas) and secure an order for despatch in Mexico 
City, to be transmitted to the Custom House at port through which ship- 
ment is to enter. If desired, the customs agent will attend to this 
formality when instructed to do so. 

The shipping and entry documents already specified are also neces- 
sary when shipments are forwarded in bond for clearance at Mexico 
City and should be sent in all cases to customs agent at port of entry. 

The duty on merchandise dutiable by weight imported into Mexico 
is levied on net, legal, or gross weight, according to the provisions of 
the tariff. No penalty is imposed for mixed packing, if the merchandise 
is declared properly. 

The rules regarding mixed packing are given as follows in the 
customs regulations: : 


Art. 50. When a package contains several kinds of merchandise, subject to 
different rates of duty, including some dutiable on gross weight, the declaration in 
the invoice should indicate, in addition to the total weight of the package, the legal 
weight of each class of merchandise contained therein, in order to facilitate a pro- 
portional division of the gross weight. This declaration of the legal weight shall in 
no way affect the declaration of net weight, unit pair, thousand, or measure required 
for the liquidation of the duty on the merchandise not dutiable on gross weight. 
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When a piece of machinery is shipped “knocked-down,” the various 
parts being packed in several packages, it is required by the Mexican 
Customs that each individual part be numbered for identification, and that 
the packing list describe each such part by number, giving its weight. At- 
tached to the invoice there must be a general drawing of the complete 
machine, showing by numbers the location of all the parts which comprise 
the shipment. 

All goods must be described as fully as possible, stating their commercial 
names and mentioning material or materials of which manufactured, the pur- 
pose for which used, and so forth (unless from the nature of the goods there 
can be no misunderstanding on this account), and in case the géods are manu- 
factured of more than one kind of material, it should be stated which kind 
predominates in weight. When an article is manufactured of more than 
one material, duties are paid on that which predominates in weight, provided 
the materials can be separated without destroying the article; otherwise, duties 
are assessed at the rate applying upon the material paying the highest rate. 
Trade names should be avoided unless accompanied by a full description. 

Give the gross, legal, and net weight, and when it is known, by 
which of these weights the merchandise should be declared. 

For wines, brandies and whiskies, in addition to the weights, the 
number of gallons or liters should be given, and on cloth, fabrics, rugs, 

» carpets, handkerchiefs, towels, &c., the length and width in centimeters of 
ies Piece, including fringes or hems, if these are over one centimeter in 
width. 

Articles should be packed in cases or carriers, according to the 
class of weight on which duties are assessed: t.e., articles upon which 
the duties are charged on the gross weight, should not be packed with 
articles which pay by legal or net weight, and vice versa. If, for any 
reason, this is unavoidable, care should be taken to specify legal and net 
weight of each class of article, according to the material or combination 
of materials of which manufactured. 

Where several boxes or bundles are strapped together, so as to 
form a single package, it must be so described, giving the number 
of boxes or bundles in the package and the gross and net weight of 
each, in addition to the gross weight as a whole. If the contents of. 
the strap pay upon net weight the total net weight should be given; if 
the contents pay upon legal weight, the entire weight of the package, 
with the exception of the straps, will be considered as legal. Articles 
which are excepted from this rule are those which are usually bound. 
together in this manner, such as iron bars, sheet iron, buckets, box 

_ shooks, &c. 
S\ Declaration as to weight and class of merchandise must be exact. 
Fines are imposed on importations which are declared at less than actual 
weight, or which, upon investigation, are found to carry a higher rate 
of duty than that declared. In the first instance, the fine is double duty 
on the amount of weight in excess over that declared, and in the second 
instance double the difference in duty as between the declaration and 
_ the amount at the rate that should have been applied. 


2. C. I. F. Shipments: Commercial invoices for shipments at C. I. F. prices should 
show separately the value of the merchandise f. 0. b. the port of shipment in the 
ay; States, and the amount of the freight and insurance charges. The net value 
of the goods, f. o. b. the port of shipment, is that declared in the consular invoice. 


Commercial Invoices: In view of the many misunderstandings, delays and fines 
which have been caused from lack of clearnéss in invoicing shipments to Mexico, 
shipments to Mexico should be invoiced in Spanish. However, the Mexican law 
I s the use of English, if provision is made for a translation by the agent in 
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Mexico, and American shippers who cannot list their merchandise in good Spanish 
should take advantage of this offer. Merchandise should be described simply but 
sufficiently in detail to permit of correct classification. Technical and trade names 
should be avoided as much as possible. 


Delivery: There is no provision in Mexican commercial legislation to the effect 
that delivery of merchandise to the transportation company must be considered as 
delivery to the buyer. As a rule, in Mexican commercial contracts it is always 
expressed, in a very clear way, what is the understanding of the parties as to the 
facts that must be previously accomplished in order that the delivery of the goods 
may be considered as actually made by the vendor. Where there is no specific agree- 
ment in that respect the following articles of the Commercial and Civil Codes have 
to be taken into account in order to fix the spirit of Mexican law in connection with 
this matter: 

Arr. 377. (Commercial Code). Once the contract of purchase and sale is per- 
fected, the losses, damages, or depreciation in value which may affect the merchandise 
sold shall be on the account of the purchaser, if the goods have already been actually, 
legally, or virtually delivered. If they have not been delivered in any of these ways, 
same shall be on account’ of the seller. 

Art. 378 (Commercial Code). From the moment in which the purchaser agrees 
that the merchandise sold may remain at his disposal, he shall be held to have 
virtually received it and the vendor remains with the rights and obligations of a 
simple depositee. 

According to the spirit of the above provisions of the Mexican Code, a con- 
troversy referring to any concrete case in which the parties concerned have not 
previously and clearly fixed their understanding about the delivery of the goods 
must be decided by the Mexican courts in the sense that the buyer is not held as 
having received the merchandise until he or his representative has been put by the 
vendor in a position that enables him to actually dispose of the goods, or, in other 
words, until the moment in which the merchandise has been materially and directly 
delivered either to him or to his recognized agent. : 


Legal Weight: Legal weight, under the Mexican customs law, is the weight of 
the goods, together with the weight of any interior packing, but exclusive of the 
weight of the outside case. 


A customs broker in Vera Cruz states: “Legal weight in 
Mexico is understood to mean everything that constitutes gross 
weight, except only the outside case. If a number of cases or 
containers are included in a single outside case, the legal weight 
is therefore the entire weight of the package less the weight of 
the outside case itself, the inside containers paying duties with 
their contents. There is only one exception to this rule. If 
fragile goods are wrapped in an inside zinc case which is merely 
a lining to the outside case, such a lining may be excepted from <— 
the legal weight. Drugs in bottles, packed as described, would 
pay duty on legal weight, inclusive of the bottles and contents, 
the stoppers, wrappers, cartons and corrugated lining and parti- 
tions.” ; 

The American Consul. General at Mexico City writes as 
follows, his letter being published by permission of the De- 
partment of State: 

“One of the leading importers of drugs in Mexico City has 
stated that he believes the legal weight would be considered to 
be the weight of the bottle and contents, inclusive of the carton, 
as well as of the paper wrapper (if any) surrounding the carton. 
However, the entire subject of the determination of legal weight 
for purposes of payment of the import duty on shipments 
entering Mexico is extremely difficult. 
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“For instance, if mention is made of ‘printed cartons’ as 
containers of bottled liquids or other pharmaceutical or toilet 
articles being imported, the fact that such cartons are printed 
might cause them to be considered as having an advertising 
value apart from their utility as containers, and they would 
probably be assessed the duty imposed upon advertising matter. 

The fact that no mention was made of the printing appearing 
on cartons might not, however, prevent printed cartons from 
paying the duty on advertising matter upon arrival in the Mexi- 
can customs house. 

“With a view to obtaining an authoritative ruling on the 
subject of legal weight, inquiry has been made by this Consulate 
General at the Customs Division of the Ministry of Hacienda 
(Finance), and the official conferred with referred to Article 
VIII of the General Rules for the Application of the Import 
Tariff (of Mexico), edition of 1922, which, in translation, reads 
as follows: 

“ ‘Tegal weight is understood to mean the weight of the 
merchandise including only the immediate contents, and their 
wrappers, vessels, cardboard boxes, wood or tin box, straw 
covers or shavings in the form of wrapper, which come inside 
the exterior box which serves as general receptacle. , 

““*When goods classified under legal weight have no in- 
terior wrapping and come loose in the exterior container, alone 
or with the lining or zinc or tin box for the better protection of 
the contents, which usually immediately accompanies the ex- 
terior box, the legal weight will be considered the intrinsic 
weight of the merchandise. 

““‘Por the computation of legal weight, neither the straw 
or loose packing with which the packages were packed within 
the general or exterior container, nor the weight of these, are 
weighed,’ ” 


Marking Packages: Every package or separate piece of freight must be carefully 
marked with the name, initial or mark of consignee; also the destination in full. All 
packages in each consignment should be numbered in numerical order (repetition of 
numbers should be avoided), and these numbers entered opposite the description of 
packages to which they correspond on packing list and consular invoice. The packing 
list and consular invoice should show the full marks, as they appear on packages, as 
the law imposes a penalty for discrepancies between marks on packages and those 
given in Customs House documents. The trade-mark or name and address of factory 

___which may be found stamped uniformly on all packages, is not considered as a sepa- 
| rate mark. It is not always necessary to number consecutively. For instance, a 
4 carload of five hundred cases of goods of the same weight can all be numbered one (1) 
zu or any other number. It is, however, more convenient to have packages numbered 
consecutively for purposes of tracing and claim in event of loss, The exact kind of 
each package, whether box, barrel, bundle, &c., should be shown in the packing list 
and other documents. 


Merchandise Marks: All goods of Mexican origin which, by means of their 
containers, marks or labels, give the appearance of coming from abroad, shall be 
considered as contraband, and the merchants possessing them shall be dealt with as 
if the goods had been smuggled, unless it is shown that the import duty proper to 

. h goods had been paid, according to a Mexican decree of June 14, published in 
Diario Oficial on June 19. A period of grace, approximately three months, has 
zn given for merchants to adjust their stocks on hand, but the penalties of the 

are to be made strictly operative after September 15, 1923. “The present decree 
replaces all earlier orders and provides for the enforcement of proper marking of 
0 gin at the point of distribution of the goods in the hands of the merchants. 


® 
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Salesman’s Samples: Mexican customs authorities are not at present accepting 
a bond, either personal or surety, for the free entry of samples into Mexico, but 
require a cash deposit to cover the amount of import duties that would be assessed 
should the samples not be subsequently taken out of the country. The time within 
which samples may be removed from the country without payment of duty is six 
months, but this period may be extended upon application to the Department of 
Hacienda. 


Shipping Documents: The packing list and consular invoice should show marks; 
counter-marks; and number of packages; contents of each, and the principal material 
of which article is made; and if plated, with what; gross weight of each package; net 
weight of each package or kind of goods in packages; legal weight of each package, or 
class of goods; value of each kind of article; total value of package; country in which 
goods were manufactured; name of shipper; date of shipments; name of consignee; 
destination: and the name of the customs broker at the port of entry, in whose care 
freight is consigned. 


Ports and Trade Centers: The following list includes ports and 
rail points in Mexico, indicating the state in which each is located 
and the routing for shipments. The symbol (J indicates post offices to 
which parcel post packages may be sent C. O. D. The states are indi- 
cated by their abbreviations, immediately following the place name, as 
follows: Aguascalientes (Ags.); Baja California (B. Cfa.); Campeche 
(Cam.); Chiapas (Chis.); Chihuahua (Chih.); Coahuila (Coah.); 
Colima (Col.); Distrito Federal (D. F.); Durango (Dgo.); Guanajuato

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The letter “r” indicates railroad station, and the figure following 
gives the rail distance from the port, Rio Grande crossing, or junc- 
tion point named. This serves to enable approximate location of the 
place on the map rather than to indicate routing of shipments. The 
capital letter following the location indicator is designed to suggest 
the probably desirable routing of shipments as from the various 
freight classification territories of the United States. These suggested 
routings can, however, only be regarded as approximate. The rout- 
ing indicators are as follows: 


A. Route shipments from all U. S. points, all rail via El Paso ~(Rio Grande 
crossing, Ciudad Juarez). , 

B. Route shipments from Central Freight Association Territory and South- 
western Territory and all points west, all rail via El Paso (Rio Grande crossing, 
Ciudad Juarez); from Atlantic and Gulf Territories, on through ocean and rail bills 
of lading from United States port to Mexican destination, via Tampico. 

C. Route shipments from all U. S. points, all rail via any Rio Grande cross- 
ing; or from Atlantic and Gulf Territories, on through ocean and rail bills of lad- 
ing from United States port to Mexican destination, via Tampico, 

D. Route shipments from all U. S. points, all rail via any Rio Grande cross- 
ing; or from Atlantic and Gulf Territories, on through ocean and rail bills of lading 
from United States port to Mexican destination, via Tampico/Vera Cruz; or from 
Pacific Coast points, water and rail via Manzanillo. 

E. Route shipments from all U. S. points, all rail via any Rio Grande cross- 
ing; or on through ocean and rail bills of lading from United States port to 
Mexican destination via Vera Cruz. 

F. Route shipments from all U. S. points, all rail via any Rio Grande cross- 
ing; or on through ocean and rail bills of lading from United States Atlantic and 
Gulf ports, via Vera Cruz; from Pacific Coast ports, via Salina Cruz. 


Any shipper who is within reach of the Atlantic or Gulf seaboard 
can obtain a preferential rate to a number of the principal cities in 
Mexico, by using the through bills of lading, according to the con- 
tracts in force between the steamship companies and the National Lines 
of Mexico. 

One original bill of lading is issued to cover the shipment for 
Atlantic or Gulf Ports, through the destination to any point reached 
by the National Lines in Mexico. The shipper consigns his shipment 
“to order,” and deposits his original bill of lading in the bank with 
his draft for collection, and he knows the customer cannot receive the 
shipment until he has accepted the draft, and obtained the bill of lad- 

ing to present to the station agent at destination. 

i? * In order to facilitate the handling of the shipment at port of entry, 
the steamship company issues a duplicate of bill of lading stamped 
_ “for Custom House purposes only.” This duplicate is accepted at the 
custom house and enables the custom broker to dispatch the shipment, 
does not allow him to take possession of the merchandise. Only 
tional Lines have the personality to receive the shipments, and 
- to final destination. 

this way there is no relaying of drafts at port of entry, and the 
s the draft and original bill of lading until the draft is accepted 
according to the terms on which the merchandise was sold.

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The Mexican government fixes a charge of 25 per cent on all merchandise exported 
or imported by parcel post over the regular tariff rates charged on the merchandise 
involved. 


Parcel Post, C. O. D.: Pursuant to an agreement between the United States of 
America and the United Mexican States, effective August 1, 1925, for the exchange of 
C. O. D. mail between these countries, paragraph 2, section 1072, of the Postal 
Laws and Regulations of 1924 is further amended, and a new heading and a new 
section 1074% are added to the Postal Laws and Regulations of 1924, effective 
August 1, 1925, to read as follows: 


Sec. 1074%. Registered international parcel-post packages and registered Postal 
Union samples of merchandise may be sent collect on delivery betwgen any money- 
order post office in the United States (including Alaska, Hawaii, Porto Rico, Guam, 
Tutuila, and Virgin Islands of the United States, but excluding the Canal Zone and 
the Philippine Islands) and any money-order post office in Mexico. 

2. Registered packages of merchandise weighing not more than 8 ounces, bear- 
ing postage at the rate of 1% cents for each 2 ounces or fraction of 2 ounces, may 
also be sent collect on delivery from any money-order post office in the United States 
to any money-order post office in Mexico. 

3. Collect-on-delivery shipments shall in all cases be based upon bona fide orders 
for the contents of the parcels, or in conformity with agreements between the senders 
and addressees. It is not permissible to use the C. O. D. service as a collection 
agency. 

4. All collect-on-delivery parcels sent to, or received from, Mexico are re- 
quired to be registered and sealed, but are subject to inspection, including the break- 
ing of the seals for the purpose in the country of destination, Parcels that have been 
so opened shall be closed again and officially sealed. 

5. Collect-on-delivery parcels exchanged with Mexico shall be treated in accord- 
ance with the Postal Laws and Regulations governing the acceptance, handling, and 
delivery of registered mail. 

6. The amounts to be collected upon delivery, the amounts of indemnity payable, 
and the fees chargeable on C. O. D. parcels for Mexico are as follows:

7. The terminal charge of 2 cents a pound or fraction of a pound applicable to 
ordinary international parcel post packages addressed to Mexico shall also be col- 
lected and affixed by means of postage stamps to each C. O. D. international parcel 
post package for Mexico in addition to the postage and C. O. D. fee. 

4 8. The delivery charge of 5 cents applicable to ordinary international parcel 
post packages received from Mexico shall also be collected on delivery of each 
C. O. D. international parcel-post package from Mexico in addition to the other 
charges. . 

9. Additional C. O. D. fees, and additional postage except for samples of mer- 
__ chandise are. required for forwarding or return of C. O. D. articles exchanged with 
_ Mexico. Carefully note detailed instructions on this subject in the Postal Guides. 

' sae 10. A demurrage (or storage) charge shall be imposed on each C. O. D. article 
_ from Mexico (except samples of merchandise) which the addressee, after being duly 
notified, fails to accept within 15 days after its receipt at any office where it has 

en held for delivery. This charge shall be at the rate of 5 cents a day on each 
cle for each day after the expiration of 15 days from date of receipt of the 
at any office where it may have been held for delivery, but such demurrage

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11. Collect-on-delivery parcels exchanged with Mexico are insured against com- 
plete loss (wrapper and contents) or the nonreceipt of returns, but not against 
rifling or damage, for their actual value or the amount of the C. O. D. charges, 
within the limits prescribed for the fees paid. 

12. The registration of a C. O. D\ article does not entitle the owner to any 
additional indemnity, the idemnity being limited to that prescribed for the C. O. D. 
fee paid. . 

13. The owner of a C. O. D. parcel which has been lost, or the contents of which 
have been lost, is not entitled to the return of the postage nor the CO; itce:_or 
other fees. , 

14. Except in cases of “‘force majeure,” as that term is defined by the legal 
decisions or ruling of the country in which the loss occurs, when a C. O. D. article 
has been lost or delivery has been made and the C. O. D. charges have not been 
remitted, the sender or other rightful claimant i entitled to an indemnity corre- 
sponding, if the article is lost, to the actual value of the contents at the time and 
place of mailing, or, in case delivery of the article has been effected but the charges 
have not been remitted, to the amount of the C. O. D. charges, unless the loss has 
arisen from the fault or negligence of the sender or addressee, or the representa- 
tive of either, or from the nature of the article, provided always that the indemnity 
shall not exceed the sum for which the required fee was paid. 

15. Neither country is bound to pay indemnity in case of loss due to “force 
majeure” under any particular definitions of that term unless the other country will 
assume liability for indemnity reciprocally under the same definitions of the term, 
although either country may, at its option and without recourse to the other country, 
pay indemnity for losses occurring through “force majeure” under any definitions of 
that term. : : 

16. No indemnity will be paid for C. O. D. parcels which contained matter of 
no intrinsic value unless the articles were delivered and the charges not remitted, 
nor for matter prohibited transmission in the Postal Union or parcel-post mails, re- 
spectively, exchanged between the United States and Mexico, or which did not con- 
form to the stipulations of the C. O. D. Agreement with Mexico, or which were not 
posted in the manner prescribed, but the country responsible for the loss may pay 
indemnity in regard to such parcels without recourse to the other administration. 

17. No indemnity will be paid on account of the loss of any C. O. D. parcel 
exchanged with Mexico unless a claim or an initial inquiry, oral or written, shall 
have been made by the claimant or his representative within a year commencing with 
the day following the posting of the CAO..Dapatcel: 

18. Except as otherwise specified, the Regulations governing indemnity for the 
loss of registered articles in the international and domestic mails will, as far as 
applicable, govern indemnity for loss of C. O. D. articles exchanged with Mexico. 


Postmaster General. 


In compliance with the foregoing Order No. 3168 of the Postmaster General, 
dated July 27, 1925, the following detailed instructions are issued, effective August 
1, 1925, covering C. O. D. service with Mexico: 


1. This C. O. D. service applies only to registered parcel mail and to domestic 
and international money-order post offices in the United States and_ Mexico, as 
stated in paragraphs 1 and 2 of the new section 1074% of the Postal Laws and 
Regulations of 1924. Letters, post cards, prints, and commercial papers are excluded 
from this collect-on-delivery service. 

2. Parcels for Mexico must not be accepted for collection-on-delivery unless ad- 
dressed to money-order post offices in Mexico. A list of all post offices in Mexico 
that transact money-order business immediately follows these instructions. ae, 

3. No article which is prohibited transmission between the two countries may 
be sent collect-on-delivery. (Art. XVIII, Agreement.) ; . re 

4. Samples and parcels bearing charges for collection-on-delivery shall be naa 
to the formalities and tariffs for registered articles of the same class, but it is 
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stipulated that the more valuable parcels containing jewelry, coins, or money shall 
not be accepted. (Art. II, par. 1, Agreement.) See Paragraph 14 of these instruc- 
tions. 

5. The same size and weight limits and other conditions, as far as applicable, 
apply to C. O. D. registered mail for Mexico as are prescribed for other ordinary 
and registered mail for that country. 

6. (a) The maximum amount to be collected on delivery shall, for the present, 
be 200 pesos in Mexico and $100 in the United States. (Art. III, par. 1, Agree- 
ment.) 

(b) See paragraph 6, new section 107414, Postal Laws and Regulations of 1924, 
for C. O. D. fees and limits of C. O. D. charges and indemnity. 

7. The amount of C. O. D. charges governs the amount of CO. D. fee to 
be paid. The sender shall not be allowed to pay a fee of less than 45 cents when 
the charges are more than $10, but do not exceed $50, nor a fee of less than 60 
cents when the ‘charges to be collected exceed $50. However, when the C. O. D. 
charges are less than the value, the sender may pay a higher fee in order to obtain 
indemnity for the full value within the limit of indemnity allowable for the fee paid. 

8. Except in cases of returned or redirected parcels the postage charges and 
C. O. D. fee must be prepaid by stamps affixed. 

9, Every C. O. D. parcel must be packed in a manner adequate for the length 
of the journey and for the protection of contents. Any liquid or any substance 
which easily liquefies shall be packed in a double receptacle. Between the 
first receptacle (bottle, flask, pot, box, etc.) and the second (box of metal, strong 
wood, or other adequate; material) shall be left a space which shall be filled with 
sawdust, bran, or other absorbent material in sufficient quantity to absorb all the 
liquid contents in the case of breakage. 

10. Postmasters shall be prepared to furnish at the end of each fiscal year, 
and at such other times as they may be called upon, separate statistics showing the 
number of articles sent as C. O. D. registered mail to Mexico, at each fee prescribed. 

11. The responsibility of properly inclosing, packing, and sealing C. O. D. parcels 
lies upon the sender, and the Postal Service of neither country will assume liability 
for loss arising from defects which may not be observed at the time of posting. 
(Art. IV, par. 1, Agreement.) / 

12. Articles of a perishable nature shall not be accepted collect on delivery 
unless they reasonaby may be transmitted to destination and delivered without 
deterioration, and when accepted they must be conspicuously indorsed to show their 
perishable nature. (Art. IV, par. 2, Agreement.) 

13. Parcels containing fragile articles shall be indorsed “Fragile.” (See art. 
107, p. 19, and arts. 158 to 160, p. 131, July, 1925, Postal Guide.) 

14. The labels or stamps on C. O. D. parcels for Mexico should be so placed 
that they cannot serve to conceal injury to the cover. They should not be folded 
, ‘over two sides of the cover so as to hide the edges. (See par. 4 of these instructions.) 
- _ 15. The names and addresses of the sender and addressee must be legibly and 
i correctly written on the parcel itself in every case where possible or on a tag or 
label securely gummed to the parcel instead of only tied thereto, Articles which, 
_ because of their nature, are addressed by tied tags only, should have the names and 
a "addresses of both the senders and addressees written on slips inclosed within the 
wrappers in addition to being on the tags. Addresses in ordinary pencil are not 

wed but may be written with copying pencil. There shall be indorsed on the 
of each parcel the amount of the charges to be remitted to the sender by 
aba Rois "ye par 3, Agreement.) 


a) The A of each parcel shall prepare a customs declaration, to be 
y attached to the parcel, upon a special form provided for the purpose, giving

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date of mailing, the sender’s signature and address, as well as the name and ad- 
dress of the addressee. (Art. 1V, pat. 4, Agreement.) 

(b) However, customs declarations are not required for articles for Mexico con- 
sisting of ‘Samples of merchandise” nor for packages weighing not more than 8 
ounces paid at the rate of 114 cents for each 2 ounces or fraction of 2 ounces. 

(c) The customs declaration, if not gummed to the parcel, must also be marked 
“COs Ds: z 

18. The sender of a parcel may give instructions at the time of mailing, by an 
indorsement on the wrapper of the parcel, by means of a paster, or by request ap- 
pearing on the customs declarations attached thereto, as follows: 

(a) If undeliverable as addressed, deliver to 

(b) If undeliverable as addressed, abandon. ; 

(c) If undeliverable as addressed, return to sender, (Art. XV, Agreement.) 

19, The sender of a C. O.-D. parcel may cause it to be recalled upon complying 
with such requirements as may be established in this connection by. the country of 
origin. (Art. XIV, par. 4, Agreement.) 

20. At the larger offices when the quantity of C. O. D. parcels for Mexico will 
justify, such parcels should bear consecutive numbers, in which event the parcels 
should be recorded on a separate registration record to facilitate rendition of re- 
quired statistical reports or for other purposes. At the larger offices where the 
quantity of such parcels does not justify a separate record for such parcels, as well 
as at the smaller offices where a separate record is not justified, the parcels can be 
numbered in the same series and recorded on the same Forms 3805 (descriptive 
registration receipt) or 3806 (sender’s quick receipt for registered mail) and Form 
3807 (one-line office registration record), as other registered articles for foreign 
countries. 

21. The usual registration receipt will be issued for C. O. D. registered parcels 
addressed for delivery in Mexico, and in addition to the data ordinarily placed upon 
such receipts there must be added a notation showing the amount of charges to be 
collected and the amount of the C. O. D. fee paid, exclusive of the postage. The 
mailing office record: kept of each C. O. D. registered article addressed to Mexico 
must also bear an entry showing the amount of charges to be collected and the 
amount of C. O. D. fee paid, exclusive of the postage. Firm mailing records may 
be used when desired. , 

22. Senders’ return receipts will not be furnished for collect-on-delivery parcels. 

(Art. 1V, par. 5, Agreement.) ; 

23. (a) When the senders make a request early enough for any change of the 
amount to be collected on delivery, the request shall be complied with, such cases 
being handled between the Post Office Departments of both administrations, unless 
otherwise agreed to through correspondence. (Art. III, par. 2, Agreement.) 

(b) An effort will be made to arrange with the Mexican Administration for some 
procedure which will permit prompt action in cases of this character, but until then 
communications on this subject should be addressed to the Third Assistant Post- ; 
master General, Division of Registered Mails, and the words ““Tmportant—Rush” 
should be indorsed on the letters and envelopes. 

24. (a) Each C. O. D. article must bear on the address side the conspicuous 
impression of an official rubber stamp or label reading ‘Collect on Delivery” or 
“C, O. D.,” or “Reembolso” (meaning collect on delivery), and in close proximity ’ 
to these words there must appear the number given the C. O. D. parcel, which: 
shall be the registration number (only one original number) and a statement in 
figures, or in words, or in both figures and words, in the discretion of the country 
of origin of the article, showing the exact amount of the collect-on-delivery charges, 
which should not include, of course, the additional money-order fee or fees which _ 
will be collected in the country making delivery of the parcel as money order fees 
for making the remittance to the sender in the country of mailing. (Art. XIII, par. a 
1, Agreement.) 13% pane 

(b) The amount to be collected on delivery shall invariably be expressed in the 
money of the country of destination of the article (Art. III, par. 1, Agreement)— 
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that is, on each C. O. D. parcel dispatched to Mexico—the amount of charges must 
be shown in pesos and centavos, and not in dollars and cents. 

(c) While it is considered preferable to have the amount stated in both figures 
and words, this will not be required, for the present at least, and the amount of 
C. O. D. charges may be entered in figures only, care being exercised to make the 
figures unmistakable. 

(d) The C. O. D. charges must be stated in amounts ending in even centavos, 
such as 2 pesos, 50 centavos, not 2 pesos, 49 centavos. ‘‘Pesos’” and “centavos” 
shall be written out in every instance and not abbreviated or expressed by means 
of signs. The United States equivalent of 1 peso is normally 50 cents and the United 
States equivalent of 1 centavo is normally one-half cent. 

Unmailable Matter: Regular mails, firearms of all kinds, sweetmeats, pastry, fruits 
and vegetables; currency and coins, (other than gold). Parcel post, firearms of all 
kinds, pastry, eggs, fruits, vegetables, sweetmeats (except hard and soft candy). 

Hard candy will be accepted with the packing appropriate to contents that are 
half solid, while soft candy will be accepted with the packing required in the domestic 
service for liquids.

Shipping Routes and Regulations: The information with regard 
to sailings, regulations, and so forth, as presented in the route notes 
listed below, is supplied by the steamship companies. Further details 
as to other services maintained by these companies are given under 
each port in the section entitled Ports of the United States. For ad- 
ditional data regarding the services indicated by a ye refer to the 
Alphabetical Index of Advertisers. Full information as to the com- 
mercial and credit standing of the »% services will be supplied on 
written request. 


Bills of Lading: Bills of lading must show gross weights in pounds and kilos. 
An uncertified copy of the Consular invoice must be surrendered to the steamship 
company. 

Interline through Bills of lading may now be obtained via Vera Cruz to all. points 
on the Mexican Railway and the National Railways of Mexico, together with their 
owned, leased and operated lines. 

The advantages of interline through bills of lading consists in part as follows: 
The chief consideration of a through bill.of lading is that it is a negotiable document, 
which can be passed through the bank, thus enabling shipper to receive value of the 
merchandise and expenses incurred in shipping same, prior to the arrival of shipment 
at destination, Time in transit would be lessened in view of the avoidance of delays 
f, incidental to rebilling at the port of entry. Under through bills of lading shipments 

‘go forward to destination as soon as despatched by the customs authorities. Of ship- 
ments covered by through bills of lading, freight charges from port of entry to destina- 

_ tion can be billed forward for collection from the consignees, Claims for shortage 
¥ by local bill of ladings to interior points, for the reason that there is no break in the 
te continuity of carriers’ liability, except for such time as the merchandise is in posses- 
is sion of the customs officials, Extra charges which are usually applicable to shipments 
locally to the port for handling, cartage and loading into railway cars will 

YBa avoided. The handling charges of the railways cover the merchandise from shipside 
oo board of the railway cars when shipments are, covered by through bills of lading. 


Marking Packages: All shipments by rail to Mexico should be marked to con- 
Bence at border point and in care of customs broker named. Sometimes a brcker 
he shipments consigned direct to him and he does not know for whom they are 
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intended. He must write for this information or wait till an enquiry or complaint is 
made. Everything shipped to him should also bear the name of the final consignee. 

Mark gross, tare and net weight on each package. Marking the gross, tare and 
net weight on the package is for the convenience of the forwarding agent and the 
customs house employees.. It very often saves time and extra work and should not 
be overlooked. 

The metric system is the legal standard for weight in Mexico and is the one 
used for figuring the duties, so it is better to give all weights in kilos if possible. A 
few houses give the weight in kilos, for the benefit of the customs house, and also in 
pounds, for the convenience of themselves and custemers. Weights given in pounds 
only entail some work in figuring their metric equivalent, but can be used and are 
far better than no weights at all. 

Packing: Alf boxes must be strapped or wired. All cartons containing glass 
shipped by freight should be crated. Put large stickers on glassware containers: 
“Glass—Vidrio.” Machinery having small parts exposed must be boxed. All other 
machinery must be crated. Aside from pretection against breakage and loss of pieces, 
there is another reason for boxing or crating machines. In Mexico an extra 50 per 
cent is added to the regular freight rates on all machinery in less than carload lots that 
is not boxed or crated. 

Regulations: Dock Receipts (D/R) are required on the steamship company’s 
form in triplicate except as otherwise specified. The number of copies of the bill of 
lading (B/L) required by the steamship company for its own use is stated in each 
route note, and also the minimum bill of lading (Min. B/L). Parcel receipts 
(P/R) are not issued except as otherwise stated.

Newfoundland is a large island off the east coast of Canada, and a 
British colony. The chief industry is fishing, and this pursuit engages a 
great majority of the population. Although the oldest English colony, it 
is probably the least known. With the exception of the northeast coast and 
part of the southern shore the island is practically uninhabited. Along the 
line of railroad there are a few little towns, but except by fishermen and an 
occasional hunter, the interior of the island has never been explored. The 
courses of many rivers aré unknown, and there are mountains and lakes the 
existence of which is only rumored.

Customs Regulations: In the case of articles exported to New- 
foundland of a class or kind made in Newfoundland, if the export or actual 
selling price to an importer in Newfoundland be less than the fair market 
value of the same article when sold for home consumption in the usual and 
ordinary course in the country whence exported to Newfoundland at the 
time of its exportation to Newfoundland, there shall, in addition to the 
duties otherwise established, be levied, collected, and paid on- such article 
on its importation into Newfoundland a special duty (or dumping duty) 
equal to the difference between the said selling price of the article for ex- 
port and the said fair market value thereof for home consumption. It is 
provided that this special duty shall not exceed 25 per cent ad valorem in any 
case, and that the excise duties shall be disregarded in estimating the market 
value of goods for the purpose of special duty. 


Salesman’s License: All commercial travelers not domiciled in the colony must 
take out a license to do business in the city of St. Johns, and pay a tax of $50. 


Salesman’s Samples: Personal effects to the value of $50 accompanying persons 
arriving in Newfoundland, not intended for other persons and not for sale; all personal 
effects taken out of the country and returned in baggage, and all personal effects 
brought in by bona fide non-resident travelers as travelers’ baggage, are free of duty. 

Dutiable commercial travelers’ samples, including trunks and cases containing such 
samples, may be imported under bond or upon a deposit covering the duties. The 
bond will be cancelled or the deposit refunded upon identification and exportation 
within the prescribed time limit. In the case of samples, it is necessary that a certifi- 
cate of landing in the foreign port be received before refund is granted. 

Samples should be accompanied by a sworn invoice showing the wholesale price 
of each sample at the current domestic value in the country of export. 

Sales Tax: The Sales-Tax Act, operative from June 13, 1921, provides that there 
shall be levied on all goods, including non-dutiable goods, with the exceptions set out 
below, a tax of 5 per cent of the value thereof, which shall include the invoice cost of 
the goods and the freight and customs duty, if any, payable thereon. Exception is 
made for flour, on which the tax shall be 3 per cent. 

The following imported goods are exempted from the sales tax: Goods exempted 
by legislation (other than customs legislation) from taxes or other charges; materials 
imported by manufacturers for use in manufactures within the colony; goods imported 
for transshipment or export out of the colony; all materials for use solely for repairs, 
upkeep, and operation of mills, transportation plant, and accessories for the manu- 
facture and conveyance of pulp; currants and sultana raisins, the products of Greece; 

_various non-dutiable articles imported for the private use of settlers or for the use of 
public bodies or charitable institutions. 

The act also provides that a sales tax shall be levied on the sales price of all goods 
manufactured and sold in the colony (with certain specified exceptions), at the rate of 
2% per cent in the case of goods upon which any excise tax is payable, and at the 

rate of 3 per cent upon other goods,

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NEW GUINEA 


British New Guinea comprises the territory of Papua and the former 
German possessions—German New Guinea, Bismark Archipelago, Solomon 
Islands and the island of Nauru. All of British New Guinea, except 
Nauru, is administered by the Commonwealth Government of Australia. 


Papua includes the southern section of the southeastern part of the island of 
New Guinea with the islands of the D’Entrecasteaux and Louisiade groups and all 
the islands lying within the ocean area bounded by 8° and 12° south latitude and 
141° and 155° east longitude. The total area is 90,540 square miles, of which 87,786 
are on the New Guinea mainland, and 2,754 on the various islands. “The total popu- 
lation is about 250,000, of which number 1,000 are Europeans. Approximately 60,000 
acres are under cultivation in rubber and sisal hemp. During the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1919, Papuan trade amounted to $434,359, of which imports accounted for 
$258,112. There are four ports of entry—Port Moresby, Samarai, Daru, and Bonagai. 

German New Guinea embraces the southeastern part of the island of New 
Guinea, covering an area of 70,000 square miles, and having a population of 
110,000. The principal products of the country are those indigenous to the other 
East Indies, and some gold has been found. The import trade reaches a total of 
about $250,000 annually. 

Bismarck Archipelago comprises a group of East Indian islands, north of 
New Guinea, having an area of 27,200 square miles, and a population estimated at 
about 208,000. The annual exports of the islands amount to about $375,000, and 
the imports to about $600,000. 

Solomon Islands are a group, including the islands of Bougainville, Buka, Choi- 
seul, Isabel (Mahaga) and various smaller islands lying to the east of Bougainville. 
The total area is about 450 square miles. The islands are mountainous and volcanic. 
The European population numbers less than 100. 

Nauru is a small islet just south of the equator.

The face of the invoice must show in the usual manner the name 
and address of the exporter, the name and address of the customer in 
New Zealand, the country of origin of the goods invoiced, the marks 
and numbers of packages, quantities and description of the goods, the 
current domestic values in the currency of the exporting country, and 
the selling price to the customer. 

There must also appear at the foot of the invoice an enumeration 
of the following items: (1) cartage to rail and/or to docks; (2) inland 
freight (rail, etc.), and other charges to the docks area, including in- 
land j insurance; (3) labor in packing the goods into outside packages; 

(4) value of outside packages; (5) if goods are subject to any charge 
__ by way of royalties, with full particulars if they are. The amount of 
-- each of these items must be stated in dollars and cents, and it must 
be indicated whether such amounts are included or excluded in the 
“current domestic values” as stated in the invoice. 
om The certificate of value, phrased as above stated, must be filled out 
: ~ to show: (1) the full name of the person signing the declaration; (2) 

the capacity in which he is authorized to act in behalf of the exporter, 
example, manager or chief clerk; (3) the name of the firm or 
exporting the goods; (4) the name of the city of address; (5) 
value of the shipment as shown on the face of invoice; (6) the 
re .-of any special arrangement; (7) the amount, if any, of 
or remissions of duty as stated; (8) the place of signing; (9) 
; (10) the signature of a witness, not necessarily notarial, but 
on competent to witness signatures on ordinary business docu- 
11) the ordinary personal signature of the person named in 
space, not the firm’s signature, or “for” so and so. 
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The words enclosed in brackets in the first paragraph of the cer- 
tificate should be crossed out or omitted where the manufacturer or 
supplier himself signs the certificate. 


Catalogues: In New Zealand, handbills, n. e. i, circulars, programs, playbills, 
printed posters, trade catalogues, price lists and fashion plates are chargeable with 
customs duty at the rate of 6 pence per pound on receipt through the post, as 
well as a surtax of 2 pence per pound if not produced in British Dominions. Duty 
is not payable on trade catalogues or price lists of the goods of firms of persons 
having no established business in New Zealand. Religious tracts, hand-bills, and 
folders and printed advertising matter, n. e. i, are free of duty whether produced in 
British Dominions or not. 

Show cards and calendars of all kinds are chargeable with duty at 25 per cent 
ad valorem as well as a surtax of 20 per cent ad valorem, if not produced in British 
Dominions. 

In addition to the foregoing duties, if any, a primage duty of 1 per cent is 
charged on all goods. 

The letters ‘“n. e. i.” after any item mean “not elsewhere included”; and the 
words “established business in New Zealand” are held to include a firm or person 
abroad (1) which has a branch house in New Zealand, (2) which carries stocks for 
sale in New Zealand. The minister of customs may, however, make further inter- 
pretation of the terms as circumstances necessitate. 

Electrotypes are dutiable under the New Zealand customs tariff at the rate of 40 
per cent ad valorem. There is no way in which the duty can be prepaid at this end, 
as the New Zealand Customs Commissioner in New York is not empowered to sell 
tax stamps. : 


Import Restrictions: In accordance with the footwear regulation act of New Zea- 
land, it is required that a statement of the material or materials composing the soles 
of any boots or shoes be stamped on or impressed into the outer surface of the sole. 
The following rules are to be observed: ; 

The statement shall be stamped in indelible ink on the soles of such boots or 
shoes and shall be in bold type of such size and distinctness that it may be read with 
ease by any person of normal sight at a distance of at least five feet. 

The statement shall be impressed into the soles by means of sunk or branded 
lettering of such size and distinctness that it may be read with ease by any person 
of normal sight at a distance of at least five feet, or shall be embossed on the soles in 
lettering of like size and distinctness. ‘ 

The New Zealand Footwear Regulation Act provides that where the soles are not 
of leather without admixture or addition cther than of materials used for filling spaces, 
shanks, or rubber outsoles, a statement of the material or materials composing the 
soles of such boots and shoes must be conspicuously and legibly shown on the outer 
surface of the sole of each boot or shoe. Z 


Salesmen: Commercial travelers are required to deposit with the customs authori- 
ties at the port of arrival the amount of duty payable on their samples, with the addi- 
tional sum of £10 sterling against revenue tax on income. Corporations and indi- 
viduals doing business in New Zealand are required to pay 5 per cent and 2% per 
cent respectively on their net profits, which must not be less than 5 per cent of the 
invoice price. On departure, a refund of these deposits is made after deducting the 
proper amounts to cover samples not re-exported and income tax on sales consummated. 


Samples: “We are sending to our agent in New Zealand a collection of samples 
of our product. These samples have no commercial value, and we are naturally making 
no charge to our agent. The question arises whether it is necessary for us to prepare 
the usual form of invoice and certificate of value in this instance, and if so, how value 


should be stated. Can you advise us in the matter?” asks a New York manufacturer. 


As a matter of expediency as absolutely assuting the New Zealand agent against 
any difficulties with the customs officials on such a shipment, it is recommended that 
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the invoice and certificate of value be made out as for an ordinary shipment of such 
merchandise. If it is impossible, owing to the nature of the samples, to give them 
a “current domestic value,” it is suggested that the column heading be changéd to 
read “‘domestic cost value,” and that a proper lump sum be stated thereunder. In 
the column “selling price to purchaser” state “Samples, no charge, having no com- 
mercial value.” This is in accord with the practice of several of the export houses 
who have frequent occasion to send samples to their agents in New Zealand. 


Ports and Trade Centers: The direct ports of call and points 
reached on through steamship bills of lading are indicated by the 
letters TBL. Places other than the TBL points may be reached via 
the place mentioned in parentheses, where the foreign buyer will take 
delivery except when arrangements have been made with a foreign

Postal Regulations: Mails for New Zealand are despatched from 
San Francisco or Seattle. 


Combination Packages: Combination packages are not permitted in the mails 
for New Zealand. 


Commercial Papers: Postage rate, 5 cents up to 10 ounces; 1 cent per each 
additional 2 ounces. Maximum weight, 4 pounds 6 ounces. 


Letters: Postage rate, 2 cents per ounce or fraction. 
Mail Time: Average mail time, 27 days. 


Parcel Post: Postage rate, 14 cents per pound or fraction. Weight limit, 11 
pounds. Maximum size, length 3% feet, combined length and girth, 6 feet. 
Registration, 15 cents, with return receipt if requested. No indemnity for loss 
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or damage. Parcels cannot be insured, except privately, nor sent Ch Over oRe- 
turn receipts, not issued. Certificate of mailing, Form 2965, one copy without 
charge, extra copies one cent each; Form 3817, one cent each.

remedies or any remedies supplied by Kugelman, and all printed matter connected 
therewith, tobacco or drink-habit cures or written or printed matter relating thereto;

. prison-made goods, old clothing, rays, cooking utensils coated or lined with lead or 
with alloy containing lead; plants, bulbs, fruit must be accompanied by a certificate 
from the Department of Agriculture or other department showing that same have been 
inspected and found to be clean and free from disease. Upon arrival in New Zealand 
they are subject to examination and if found to be healthy they will be admitted at the 
ports of Auckland, Christchurch, Dunedin, Wellington and Bluff only; also any 
article, the sale of which in New Zealand would be an offense against the Food and 
Drug Act of 1908.

Consular Regulations: Consular invoices and bills of lading must 
be certified by the Nicaraguan consulate at the port of shipment (see 
Consular Invoices and Bills of Lading). 

When shipments to Nicaragua are sold f. o. b. factory at an inland 
point in the United States, the value to be declared on the consular 
invoice is that f. 0. b. vessel at the port of shipment. 

All consular invoices and bills of lading must be presented before 
the sailing of the steamers carrying the merchandise. After the sail- 
ing, a fine of $2.00 for each invoice will be imposed on the shipper, 
as delay in the receipt of these documents subjects the Nicaraguan 
merchant to many difficulties. Documents presented before 1 o’clock 
will be legalized and returned the same day. Documents presented 
after 1 o’clock will be returned the following day. All papers will be 
delivered, duly legalized, daily between four and five o’clock only. 
- When documents of cargo going by direct steamers to Corinto are 
presented on the day of sailing, they will be legalized and returned 
at 12 o’clock of the same day in order that they may be sent on the 
same steamer. As consular invoices and bills of lading are signed in 
order of their presentation, it would be to the interest of the shipper 
to bring them as early as possible. Checks, instead of cash, are pre- 
ferred in payment of fees. 


Bills of Lading: Two negotiable and one non-negotiable copy of the bills of lading 
must be presented to the consul for certification, the non-negotiable copy being sur- 
rendered to the consulate. If a shipment is consigned to order the accompanying bills 
of lading must be duly endorsed before passing through the consulate. 

The Collectors of Customs at the port of entry in Nicaragua will refuse any bills 
of lading having erasures, interlineations or other alterations, unless such changes or 
corrections are certified by an agent or representative of the steamship company 
issuing the bill of lading at the port of shipment. Defective bills of lading may be 
accepted at the discretion of the collectors, but in such cases customs brokers and © 

importers must submit a statement of the alterations made and must give security 
guaranteeing the customs against any loss of revenue resulting from such changes, 
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Certificates of Origin: In accordance with the agreement between Nicaragua and 
the United States, certain shipments of merchandise are now entitled to a 25 per 
cent reduction in duty below the rates fixed in the current tariff schedule. 

This results from a reciprocal ‘‘most favored nation’? treatment provision in the 
agreement. This agreement may be terminated by either party on thirty days’ 
notice, but there appears to be little likelihood of termination on the part of the 
Nicaraguan Government, at least until the Legislature assembles next December. 

In order that shipments from the United States may enjoy this duty preference, 
it is essential that they be accompanied by a certificate that they are the product 
of the United States. The Consulate of Nicaragua has perfected an arrangement with 
The Merchants’ Association of New York whereby, when that association signs a 
“certificate of origin,” the Nicaraguan Consulate in New York urfiformly accepts 
the merchandise as of American origin. 

Shippers desiring to enjoy this preference should apply at the Nicaraguan Con- 
sulate for four copies of the “certificate of origin’ blanks which are filled in, in 
Spanish, and presented, with certain other documents, at the office of The Merchants’ 
Association of New York in the Woolworth Building. The association requires that 
a copy of the manufacturer’s original invoice be submitted for examination in con- 
nection with each shipment. Upon satisfactory proof that the shipper cannot pro- 
duce the manufacturer’s invoice, The Merchants’ Association will accept an affidavit 
that the merchandise is the product of the United States. In addition, the shipper 
must present one copy of the consular invoice. 

All these documents, after they have been examined, will be returned to the 
shipper, the “certificate of origin” being duly signed and sealed by The Merchants’ 
Association. In light of the demand for these and other similar certificates, The 
Merchants’ Association stipulates that it shall have the right to retain these docu- 
ments twenty-four hours, if necessary. The association makes no charge for giving 
such certificates. 

The Consulate General of Nicaragua later will return one of the “certificates 
of origin” to The Merchants’ Association for its permanent files. 

The principal commodities that enjoy the 25 per cent rebate on the customs 
house duties when imported to Nicaragua are as follows: Mineral waters; arsenate of 
quinine; hydrobromide of quinine; bromide of quinine; hydrochloride of quinine; 
sulphate of quinine; valerianate of quinine; medicinal wines and others containing 
quinine; edible olive oil; mustard in powder or prepared; seasoning powders of 
all kinds; preserved truffles; sauces of all kinds; olives; capers; preserved food- 
stuffs containing vinegar; preserved fruits, vegetables, and tubers, not specified; 
dried fruits, not specified; dried fruits, such as raisins, plums, dates, figs and others; 
fruits preserved in liquors of all kinds, simple or compounded; fruits preserved in 
their juice or in-syrup; candied fruits; dressed sheepskin; morocco leather, chamois 
leather; calf and patent leather; kid and other leathers, not specified; leather gloves 
: of all kinds; pigskin and its imitations; shoemakers’ thread; fabrics for slippers; 
_ ribbons for shoes; shoe laces or cords; shoe elastics, woolen; shoe elastics, cotton;

hi Six copies of each consular invoice will be certified by the Nicaraguan Consulate 
at the port from which the shipment is made. The Consulate will deliver three copies 
_ of the consular invoice to the shipper, who must send all three to the consignee in 
Nicaragua. . The consignee must present two copies to the custom house. The Con- 
retains three copies of the consular invoice, one for their own files, the other 
c being sent to the Minister of Finance in Managua and the Collector of Customs 
the port of entry.

( Consular invoices will not be meietien if ath perceenion of the merchandise is

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not sufficiently definite for ready identification. General terms such as “machinery 
accessories,” “‘clothing,” “hardware” or other similarly vague descriptions must not 
be used. 

All weights declared in the consular invoice must be expressed in kilograms or 
in fractions thereof. The gross weight is the weight of the merchandise together 
with all the containers, packages, covers, receptacles, wrappers, baling, vessels and 
packing of every kind, whether exterior, interior or immediate, in. which the mer- 
chandise is contained, held or packed. The net weight shall not include the weight 
of any common exterior package, cover, receptacle, baling, wrapping or packing—but 
shall include all interior or immediate receptacles, including cards, pasteboard, paper, 
wood or other material to which the articles are affixed. Loose straw, shavings, 
excelsior, paper, sawdust or other similar materials interposed between the exterior 
container and the immediate receptacle of the merchandise to protect the same shall 
not be included in the net weight. Articles of different kinds, shipped in the same 
case or container, should be wrapped or packed separately and the net weight of 
each class definitely stated. 

The values of merchandise declared in the consular invoice shall be the whole- 
sale price in the principal markets of the country whence exported, packed and ready 
for shipment (including the value of all cases, crates, sacks, packages and containers 
of every class, together with other charges .and expenses incident to placing the mer- 
chandise in condition ready for shipment), but not including ocean freight, insurance, 
export duties, consular fees and buyer’s commission. 

Separate consular invoices must be prepared for each different mark even when 
shipped to the same consignee. 

If the country of origin of any of the merchandise described in the consular 
invoice is other than the country where the consular invoice is signed, that fact must 
be stated as a part of the description. 

Consular invoices should be typewritten, but this is not compulsory. The size 
and arrangement of the consular invoice form is such as to fit any standard type- 
writing machine. : 

When a consular invoice occupies more than one page, the consular seal and 
signature must appear on al] the pages. If the space allotted to the complete declara- 
tion of the merchandise is not sufficient, a special continuation form must be obtained 
and used. 


Customs Regulations: Under the Nicaraguan tariff certain classes 
of goods are dutiable on gross weight but most duties are based on net weight. 
In determining tariff classifications, articles not otherwise specified in the 
tariff will be assimilated to those they most nearly resemble, there being 
no general tariff item covering all goods not specified. Ad valorem duties 
are assessed upon the same basis as in the United States, viz., the whole- 
sale value of goods packed and ready for shipment. Among the articles 
subject to ad valorem duties are watches and clocks, jewelry, chemicals, 
drugs, pharmaceutical preparations, vehicles and machines. 

The description of the merchandise in the consular invoices must be 
such as to meet the requirements of the tariff on those articles. The name 
and material of the article should always be stated. While it is prefera- 
ble to state the description in the terms of the tariff, the usual commer- 
cial terms will be accepted, including the name, component materials and 
other details required by the tariff. The new tariff law prescribes: “The 
description of the imported. merchandise on the consular invoice and on 
the entry must be in the nomenclature of the Tariff or in the equivalent 
commercial terms, including the name, component materials, quantity and 
special details required by the Tariff.” 

The quantity should always be stated, in the usual commercial terms, 
such as dozens, units, liters, gallons, pairs, the length and width of itexs 
tiles in meters, and so forth. 

Special description is required for certain articles, as follows: — 


. 
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Bottles (empty) : Size of each in measure of contents. Crockery and 
porcelain: State whether plain and of one color, or painted, gilded or 
adorned. Gold and silver articles and jewelry: The net weight of the ar- 
ticles themselves, without immediate container, should be stated in hecto- 
grams. Liquid patent or proprietary medicines and flavoring extracts: 
The proportion of alcohol, if any, should be stated. Petroleum refined, 
gasoline, naptha, benzine and paraffine oil: State the total number of gal- 
lons and the quantity in each container. Toilet articles, perfumery and 
cosmetics: Should be packed in their immediate containets, especially those 
in which they are to be sold to the consumer, as otherwise they will be 
subject to a surcharge of 100 per cent of the duties, Wines, liquors, beer 
and other beverages, and alcohol: The total number of liters should be 
stated, as also the quantity in each bottle or cask, and the number of bot- 
tles or casks. The alcoholic strength of wines and liquors should be 
stated. Wire: The diameter of the wire should be stated in millimeters. 
Wire cloth: State the number of threads (or wires) in a square of 9 
centimeters on each side, counting both ways. Te-tiles of cotton, linen 
and other vegetable fibers: State length in meters, width in meters to two 
decimal points (centimeters), weight of 100 square meters in kilos and 
fractions thereof, and number of threads in a square of 6 millimeters each 
side. State if dyed (in whole or part), printed or stamped. Also state 
if the textile contains two or more kinds of material threads, as cotton 
and linen, cotton and silk, and so forth, with the proportion of each. State 
if embroidered, brocaded, trimmed or has drawn or appliqué work. If 
the textile is cotton, also state if it is plain woven, or if twilled or figured. 
If it is mercerized so state. Textiles of wool and silk: State length in 
meters, width in meters to two decimal points (centimeters), and weight 
of a square meter in grams. If the textile contains two or more kinds 
of material, as wool and cotton, silk and cotton, so state, with the pro- 
portion of each. State if embroidered, brocaded, trimmed or has drawn 
or appliqué work. To ascertain the weight of a square meter, divide 
the weight of a reasonable amount of the cloth (without boards, paper, 
and so forth) expressed in kilograms, by the product of the length of the 
same multiplied by the width, both expressed in meters or fractions of a 
meter. For example, if a bolt of the textile, or piece of reasonable length, 
weighs 22.05 kilos net, is 364 meters long and .64 meter wide, the weight 
per Weight Cop apa by the following formula: 

eight (22. aera : 
Length (364) x width (64) Weight per square meter (.0946 kilogram or 
94.6 grams). If the weight of 100 square meters is desired multiply the 
aveve product by 100. In the example given such weight would be 9.46 
kilos. 


Import Restrictions: Firearms, cartridges, and so forth, may be shipped to destina- 
tions in Nicaragua only when accompanied by written permission secured from the 
consulate at the port of shipment. 


A Marking Packages: All marks should be stencilled. Gross weights in kilos should 
be marked on all packages. 


‘Packing: Not over ten different kinds of merchandise may be packed in one con- 
tainer. When merchandise subject to different tariff classifications is enclosed in one 
‘case, each class of merchandise must be packed or wrapped separately or be in a dif- 
ent bundle, as the shipper may prefer, so that its weight may be compared with that 
ed in the invoice, and the respective duty levied on each class, In case of failure 
fo comply with this requirement, the collector shall levy on the whole contents of the 
age an additional charge of 5 per cent on the tariff appraisement. When articles 
le under different tariff classifications—as on gross weight, net weight, ad 
rem, by count or measure, or duty free—are imported in a single package, the 
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weight of the exterior container and packing materials will be prorated among the 
various articles. The proportion for the articles dutiable on gross weight will be added 
to their net weight to determine the weight upon which duty will be collected. If 
articles dutiable on gross weight, but under different schedules, are imported in a 
single package, the weight of the container and packing materials will be divided 
proportionately and added to the net weights of the various articles to determine the 
dutiable weight. 


Ports and Trade Centers: The direct ports of call and points 
reached on through steamship bills of lading are indicated by the 
letters TBL. Places other than the TBL points may be reached via 
the place mentioned in parentheses, where the foreign buyer will take 
delivery except when arrangements have been made with a foreign 
freight forwarder to handle the shipment to destination.

Postal Regulations: Mails for Nicaragua are despatched from New 
York, New Orleans or San Francisco. 


Combination Packages: A combination package, so termed, may consist of (1) 
a sealed envelope containing a written or printed communication, and (2) an un- 
sealed container enclosing either printed matter, or samples of merchandise. The two 
parts must be firmly attached together. Each part must be separately addressed to 
the same addressee. Each part must bear postage at the rate as specified for such 
part if mailed separately, and must conform to the general regulations governing that 
classification, 


Commercial Papers: Postage rate, 5 cents up to 10 ounces; 1 cent per each 
additional 2 ounces. Maximum weight, 8 pounds 12 ounces, 


Letters: Postage rate, 2 cents per ounce or fraction. 
Mail Time: Average mail time, 12 days. 


Parcel Post: The weight limit is 22 pounds. Parcels can be registered, One copy 
of the customs declaration (Form 2966) must be attached to each parcel. Postage rate, 
14 cents per pound or fraction. Consular invoices are not required on parcel-post ship- 


ments but their preparation is recommended. No charge is made by the Nicaraguan — 


consulates for the certification of such invoices. : 
Postal Export Declaration Form S-250 must be filled out and presented at the 


post office of mailing for parcel post shipments of merchandise valued at $25.00 or 


over. See Shippers’ Export Declaration under General Export Information. 
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Post Cards: Single card, 1 cent; reply cards, 2 cents. 


Printed Matter: Postage rate, 1 cent for each 2 ounces or fraction of 2 ounces; 
except newspapers and periodicals, 1 cent for each 4 ounces or fraction of 4 ounces. 
Maximum weight, 8 pounds 12 ounces; except single copies of printed books, 11 pounds. 
Maximum size, 18 inches in any one direction; except rolls, which may be 30 inches in 
length by 4 inches in diameter. 


Samples: Postage rates, 2 cents up to 4 ounces; 1 cent per each additional 2 
ounces or fraction of 2 ounces. Maximum weight, 18 ounces. Maximum size, length 
12 inches, breadth 8 inches, depth 4 inches; except rolls, which may be 12 inches in

Customs Regulations: The basis for ad valorem duties in Palestine 
is usually the c. i. f. value in the port of entry, but values are also arrived 
at independently. If the importer objects to the valuation taken for purposes 
of duty, he may pay the duty in kind rather than in money. Samples which 
cannot be sold as merchandise are exempt from duty. If goods are re- 
exported without: having been opened, a refund of the duty paid, less certain 
administrative charges, may be made in the discretion of the customs 
authorities. 

All invoices for piece goods imported into Palestine must con- 
tain particulars as to the length, width and net weight of each article 
or piece and the brand or trade-mark, if any, by which the goods are 
known. 

The customs authorities accept the holder of a delivery order as the 
agent of the owner, qualified to receive the goods for which clearance is 
desired. A consignee or his agent must present with his application for 
clearance the invoice, insurance certificate, and all other papers relating to 
the consignment to the full satisfaction of the customs authorities. There is 
a special customs form of invoice to be filled in and signed by the con- 
signee upon taking delivery of his shipment. If the consignee is not in 
possession of the necessary documents covering his shipment he may be per- 
mitted to take delivery by giving a bond. 

There are no specified requirements of the customs authorities as to- 
the marking of goods, but the plain marking of the various metric weights 
upon the packages concerned is of assistance in obtaining clearance. Also, 
when a shipment is composed of several packages the segregation and collec- 
tion of the various packages is much facilitated by having them plainly 
and prominently marked with an identifying number or letter in addition to 
such other inscription as they may carry. Goods unclaimed after six months

Customs Warehousing: At Jaffa, the principal port, goods have free storage of one 

week in the customs warehouses. For the first ten days after that they pay 0.4 of a 

piaster per ton or part thereof; for the second ten days they pay 0.8 of a piaster; and 

for the third ten days they pay 1.6 piasters per ton. In no case may storage charges 

exceed the duty payable. Goods unclaimed after six months are sold at auction by the 

- customs authorities. Customs storage facilities and space are quite inadequate at 

both Jaffa and Haifa. At Jaffa there is available about 1,000 square meters, but about 

4,000 square meters of space are required and this may shortly be provided for by the 
government. A square meter equals 10.76 square feet. 


Import Restrictions: The importation of the following articles into Palestine is 
prohibited: Arms and ammunition, explosives (with the exception of sporting guns and 
sporting-gun ammunition); salt; drawings, engravings and all printed and manuscript 
‘matter of an immoral or seditious character, whether as merchandise or wrappings; 
; hashish; shaving brushes exported from Japan, China, Manchuria and Korea; shaving 

brushes which have been exported from Europe are subject to inspection by the 
medical authorities.

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Commercial Invoices: The original and 2.copies of the commercial invoice must 
bear the following statement, in Spanish, signed by the manufacturer: “Declaro (6 
declaramos) bajo juramento que las cantidades de mercancias y los precios de ellas, 
a que se refiere esta cuenta, son verdaderos.” The foregoing means, “I (or we) declare 
under oath that the quantities and prices of the merchandise referred to herein are 
true and correct,” These signed copies of the commercial invoice must be presented 
with consular invoices and bills of lading for consular certification. 


Consular Fees: Certification of bills of lading and consular invoices, charges are 
collected from the consignee. Consular invoice blanks, 50 cents per set of 7 copies. 


Consular Invoices: Seven copies of the consular invoice are required and must 
be arranged in Spanish. Only the “official”? form of consular invoice, sold only at 
the consulate, can be used. 

The consul keeps six copies of the consular invoice. 

Should the shipper, after certifying his invoice, note any error he may present 
to the consul a statement in seven copies declaring the error. The consul will return 
one of the copies sealed and certified, which is to be forwarded to the consignee so as 
to be produced at the treasury office with the consular invoice at the time of demanding 
the goods. : 

Shippers to Panama must register their signatures at the consulate and the 
authority to sign consular documents must be ratified by the head of the concern or 
by the general manager of the export department. 

Consular invoices must be presented for certification not later than 12 m. on the 
day before steamer sails. In no case will consular invoices or other documents relat- 
ing to shipments be certified after the steamer has sailed, 

Weights must always be declared on the consular invoices in kilos, and liquors 
in liters and kilos also. One quart is equal to 0.946 of a liter, Consular invoices may 
be typewritten but copies must be clear and free from erasures. 

All invoices must be itemized and all goods must be declared in their commercial 
standard, i.e., yards and fractions thereof, for goods sold by that standard; dozerf’s and 
fractions thereof, for goods sold by that standard; pairs, for goods so purchased; by 
the piece, for goods so classified, and weights for goods sold by that standard. 


Customs Regulations: Panama imposes a 15 per cent ad valorem 
tariff on all goods except liquors, coffee, opium, matches, tobacco, salt, and 
so forth, which-pay special duties. No duty is imposed on supplies for the 
Panama Railroad Company or for the U. S. Government in the Canal Zone. 

The pure-food law of Panama prohibits the sale of adulterated food 
products, impure foods, liquors, beverages and drugs, imitations of such 
products, and those bearing a false or misleading label; also of products that 
are colored with injurious mineral substances. Adulterated products are de- 
fined to include every product containing substances foreign to its natural 
composition or lacking any of its natural component substances. Imitation 
products are those not manufactured from the usual natural substances or 
containing a mixture of natural and synthetic products or imitating some 
different product. : 

All cans or boxes containing food products and bottles containing liquors 
or other beverages must bear labels showing clearly the name of the manu- 
facturer and the place of manufacture. When products contain a mixture of 
substances, the word “mezcla” should appear conspicuously on the label, and, 
similarly, imitation products should be plainly marked “imitacién.” Food 
products may contain harmless added substances provided such have nutritive 
value and the percentage-of such substance is stated. The sale of mixed 
drinks and other beverages containing added artificial substances is permitted 
if they are properly marked with the word “imitacién.” , ; 

Of importance to manufacturers of special or patented products is the 
requirement that before any food product or beverage which is unknown in 
Panama may be imported, a certificate of analysis must be secured from a 
recognized chemist certifying that it is not injurious to health. a 
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The Consulate General of Panama advises that “it is permissible 
to include advertising material with a shipment of goods to Panama, 
covered by one consular invoice and bill of lading if the shipment of 
advertising material and the shipment of goods carry the same mark 
and if shipped by the same shipper and for one consignee only. But 
when declaring the advertising material in the consular invoice, it 
should be separately stated, giving a small value for the effect of the 
payment of the consular fees with the following clause in Spanish next 
to the declaration: ‘Material de aviso sin valor commercial.’ ”

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PANAMA CANAL ZONE 


Any individuals or private parties resident or engaged in business 
in the Canal Zone are regarded as under the jurisdiction of the Republic of 
Panama for commercial purposes. Shipments of merchandise for such 
private parties are, therefore, subject to the customs regulations of the govern- 
ment of Panama, and the formalities of procedure prescribed by that govern- 
ment must be observed. In such cases, the shipment should be consigned to 
Colon or Panama for entry through the Panamanian Customs, the consignee 
taking delivery at one or other of those points. 

Practically all imports into Panama are dutiable ad valorem, and the 
question of packing is therefore of little importance except as regards the 
ei a: ee and the security of the package from breakage, pilferage, and

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PARAGUAY 


The Republic of Paraguay, one of the two inland countries of South 
America, has an area of 75,673 square miles. The inhabitants of Paraguay 
are mostly of Guarani- Indian and Spanish descent. There are about 1,000,000 
people in the country, but the buying capacity for foreign goods does not 
represent a population of more than 200,000. The official and business lan- 
guage of the country is Spanish, though Guarani, the Indian dialect, is spoken 
by practically everyone and is in general use throughout the interior regions. 
The metric system of weights and measures is legal in Paraguay. The 
money of the country is the non-convertible paper peso, the value of which 
fluctuates greatly, but Argentine money is also legal in Paraguay,*being used 
in all foreign-trade transactions. 


Currency: The unit of value is the gold peso, equivalent to 96.5 cents, United 
States currency. The circulating medium is a depreciated paper peso, worth about 5 
cents, United States currency. Argentine gold and silver coins are legal tender. 


Language: Spanish. 
Weights and Measures: Metric system.

Although only 4 copies of the consular invoice are required to be 
presented for legalization by the consulate for Paraguay, it frequently 
happens that the steamship company demandsa copy from the shipper.

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Consular Regulations: A combination consular invoice and certificate of origin is 
required for all shipments to Paraguay. 


C. I. F. Shipments: The value of the goods as shown by the commercial invoice 
need not agree with that shown on the consular invoice. The latter document should 
show the value of the goods as at the port of shipment, exclusive of freight, insurance 
or other charges, 

Consular Charges: Legalization of consular invoice $4.00. 


Consular Invoices: For all shipments to Paraguay a consular invoice is required. 
This document must be in Spanish and prepared in 4 copies on standard forms, Con- 
sular invoice blanks are no longer supplied by commercial stationers but are to be 
purchased at the consular offices for Paraguay. All copies of the consular invoice 
must be presented to the consulate for Paraguay for legalization. Three copies are 
retained by the consulate, the other being returned to the shipper, For shipments 
having a value of less than $40.00 and weighing not more than 22 kilos, only 2 con- 
sular invoices are required and legalization is not necessary. 

In filling out the consular invoice forms, it is necessary to show weights in kilos. 
Values should be shown in American dollars. 


Legal Documents:. All legal documents for use in Paraguay must be certified by 
the consulate for Paraguay in order to be recognized by the courts of that country. 


Powers of Attorney: A power of attorney issued by a firm in the United States 


is without legal value in Paraguay unless bearing the proper certification by the con- 
sulate of Paraguay. 


Customs Tariff: The tariff provides in most cases an ad valorem 
duty based on the invoice value of the goods. In some cases the duty is 
based on weight (foodstuffs, etc.) and in others on collective units— 
dozens, gross, etc. The majority of the imported goods entering the 
country come under the rate of 42 per cent, though the rates range be- 
tween 9 and 89 per cent. The tariff exempts certain articles from duty, 
among which are motor trucks, agricultural machinery and implements, 
fertilizers, sanitary and bathroom supplies, and machinery, machine parts, 
and accessories for industrial plants. While all packing should be strong, 
especially since goods must be transshipped at Buenos Aires or Monte- 
video and are frequently subjected to rough handling on the voyage and in 
the transshipment, the packing should be of as light weight as possible, 
consistent with strength, as duty on many classes of articles is assessed 
on the gross weight. Due to the necessity of transshipment at the River Plate 
ports, packages should not be too large for easy handling. 

No salesmen’s licenses are required by the Paraguayan government. 

The Paraguayan practice is to permit examination of the mer- 
chandise prior to the acceptance or payment of the draft. Examina- 
tion of the goods in customs is conditional upon the payment of a 
small tax. When the required documents fail to arrive with the goods, 
release of the shipment may be secured by the deposit with the 
customs authorities of a bond amounting to 125 per cent of the value 
of the goods. The bond is returned if the proper documents are presented 
within sixty days. Goods remaining in the custom house for longer than 
eight days are subject to % of one per cent ad valorem for each month 
or fraction thereof. 


Credits and Collections: The usual charge for protesting drafts in 
Paraguay is about $8 to $10, Argentina paper, without regard to th 
amount of the draft. There is ordinarily no difference in the cost o 
protesting drafts for non-acceptance and non-payment. The time lim 
for protesting drafts is twenty-four hours, and the limit for jogalfaeue 


following the protest is three years. » 1245

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The protest is effected by the presentation of the draft by a notarial 
officer, representing the holder of the bill, to the drawee for acceptance 
or payment, and by making a certificate under his seal that acceptance 
Or payment was refused. Notification of protest is usually furnished 
by the notary to the holder, the drawer, and all indorsers of the draft. 
The cost of protesting drafts in Paraguay does not appear to be un- 
usually high. 

The advisability of protesting drafts is largely a matter of par- 
ticular cases, but it seems to be the general custom for the banks to 
protest all drafts that are not accepted or paid upon maturity. 

Exports to the United States and Europe are financed chiefly from 
Buenos Aires; owing to the inland situation of Paraguay ll shipments 
originating in Paraguay are transshipped either at Buenos Aires, or at 
Montevideo, where it is necessary to ship through exporters located 
in the one or the other of those ports. Bills of exchange covering Para- 
guayian exports are generally drawn in Buenos Aires instead of 
Asuncion, 

Imports to Paraguay, however, are always covered by bills of 
exchange drawn on consignees in the country, but as all imported 
goods must be transshipped at Buenos Aires or Montevideo, it is 
necessary to send one full set of the shipping documents, consisting 
of Paraguayan consular invoice and shipping company’s bill of 
lading, to the transshipping or the consignee’s agent at the port of 
transshipment to avoid delay, for drafts are not accepted in Asuncion 
until the goods arrive. 

Occasionally goods are routed to Asuncion on one bill of lading 
covering both the ocean and the river carriage, but even in such 
cases it is necessary to send one full set of the shipping documents, 
properly viséed by the Paraguayan consul, to the consignee’s agent at 
the port of transshipment to avoid long delays, as shipping com- 
panies at Buenos Aires and Montevideo are exceedingly slow in the 
matter of transshipping if left alone. It is generally better to ship 
on two bills of lading, one to Buenos Aires or Montevideo for the 
ocean voyage and the other for the river steamer to Asuncion from 
the point of transshipment. It is necessary that the first bill of 
lading show that the goods are in transit to Paraguay to avoid the 
Argentinian or*the Uruguayan tariff duty. 

Asuncion banks generally accept goods on consignment for transfer 
to drawee according to terms specified in bill, but only when goods 
represent value of bills sent for collection. They do not accept goods 
for sole purpose of selling or storing. If the foreign exporter or 
banker wishes to hold control over goods sent to Paraguay, the bills 
of lading should be made out to the collecting bank in Asuncion.

Bills of Lading: Bills of lading must be presented with the consular invoices for 
certification by the Peruvian consulate at the port from which shipment is made. One 
copy of the bill of lading is retained by the consulate. “To order” bills of lading are 
permitted except to Iquitos. 


Consular Fees: Certification of consular invoices, 4 per cent of declared value, 2 
per cent being paid by the shipper, and the remaining 2 per cent from the consignee 
in Peru; except that for shipments of merchandise which is free of duty under the 
Peruvian customs tariff, the consular fee is only 2 per cent, 1 per cent being paid by 
the shipper, and the other 1 per cent by the consignee. See list of duty free articles 
under Customs Tariff. 7 


Consular Invoices: A consular invoice must be prepared in the Spanish language 
in four copies and certified by the Peruvian consulate at the port from which shipment 
is made. The weights of different kinds of packages must be stated separately in the 
consular invoice; for instance, the weights of cases should not be given in combination 
with those of bales or crates. Three copies of the consular invoice are retained by 
the consulate. . 

When shipping to Peru merchandise which is free of duty, the number of the 
paragraph in the customs tariff should be shown for each item, on both the commercial 
and consular invoices. 


There is no customs house at the port of Eten, so consular invoices covering 


shipments to that point must be made to the port of Pimentel. 
It is suggested by the Peruvian Consulate General that exporters print their own 
supply of the consular invoice blanks, following the official form, copies of which may 


be secured from any Peruvian Consulate, free of charge. The name of the exporter

basis for levying duty may be net weight, gross weight or legal weight. 
The net weight is obtained by deducting from the gross weight the tare 


allowance included in the table of tares. Legal weight includes the 
weight of the merchandise with that of its packing, but not including the 
outer container, When merchandise dutiable on gross weight is imported 
in the same container with merchandise dutiable on a different basis or 
subject to different rates of duty, or with samples without value, 25 per 
cent is to be added to the weight of such merchandise weighed with its 
immediate packing and its share of the straw, shavings or similar packing 
material. In the case of pianos and beds 60 per cent is to be added.

This certificate must be presented 
to the Peruvian consulate with the consular invoices, Shipments of seeds, grains, 
plants, trees, and so forth, must be accompanied by a certificate from the local 
representative of the United States Department of Agriculture guaranteeing freedom 
from any plant disease. This certificate must be legalized by the Peruvian consulate at 
the port of shipment. The fee for such legalization is $2.00. 


Marking Packages: Packages may be marked with either stencil or brush. The 
gross weight~in kilos should be marked on each package, and must agree with the 
weight as stated in bills of lading and consular invoices. = 5 


Ports and Trade Centers: The direct ports of call and points 
reached on through steamship bills of lading are indicated by the 
letters TBL. Places other than the TBL points may be reached via 
the place mentioned in parentheses, where the foreign buyer will take 
delivery except when arrangements have been made with a foreign 
freight forwarder to handle the shipment to destination.

Postage rate, 14 cents per pound or frac- 
tion. Customs declaration, one copy, Form 2966. Registration permitted, fee 15 cents. 
Parcels cannot be insured nor sent C. O. D. Commercial invoice must be inclosed in 
the parcel-post package. 

| Parcel post packages to Peru must be accompanied with consular invoices duly 
certified by a Peruvian consul. Such consular invoices should be inclosed in the 
packages to which they relate, and a copy thereof sent direct to the addressee. 

In case of a consignment of several packages sent by one sender to one ad- 
dressee at one time, only one consular invoice need be furnished, which may be in- 
closed in any one of the packages. Such package should be marked, for instance, 
_ “No, 1. Consular invoice inclosed,” and the balance of the packages comprising the 
~ consignment, “Consular invoice inclosed in package No, 1.” 

A fine of 25 per cent of the value of the goods is collected from the addressee if 
proper consular invoice is not supplied by the shipper. 

Postal Export Declaration Form S-250 must be filled out and presented at the 
office of mailing for parcel post shipments of merchandise valued at $25.00 or 
. See Shippers’ Export Declaration under General Export Information. 
“Consular invoice is required on all parcel post shipments for Peru. The fee for 
alization of consular invoices covering parcel post shipments to Peru is 1 per 
of the declared value (minimum fee 50 cents), to be paid by the sender. A 
nilar fee of 1 per cent is also collected from the addressee. An additional charge 
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of 3 per cent is collected from the addressee on arrival of the package at the 
Peruvian customs. For packages to be mailed from places where there is no Peruvian 
consulate, the consular invoice must be forwarded to the nearest consular office for 
legalization.

Shipments via the Panama Canal by routes requiring transshipment at 
Cristobal (Colon) should show on the bill of lading, in the space indicated 
for that purpose, the name of the West Coast carrier beyond Cristobal. 
When such routing is not indicated by the shipper, the steamship com- 
pany will make the. necessary insertion on the bill of lading for account 
of the shipper and/or consignee without assuming any responsibility there- 
for. 


Bills of Lading: Bills of lading must show gross weights in pounds and kilos, 
and must be certified by the Peruvian Consulate before being presented at the 
steamship company for signature. The bills of lading must be signed by the shipper 
as ‘‘Accepted.”

000 square miles. Luzon, lying near the northern, and Mindanao, near the 
southern, extremity of the archipelago are the two largest islands. The 
former has an estimated area of 40,969 square miles and the latter one of 
36,292. The next largest island of the archipelago is Samar with an area 
of 5,031 square miles, and there are eight other islands with an area of more 

! than 1,000 square miles each: Negros, 4,881; Panay, 4,611; Palawan, 4,027; 
Mindoro, 3,851; Leyte, 2,722; Cebu, 1,762 : Bohol, 1,441; and Masbate, 1,236. 
Besides these there are twenty others with areas ranging from 100 to 700 
“square miles, and seventy-three more with areas between 10 and 100.

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Consular Regulations: No consular documents are required, but 
see Customs Regulations. 


Customs Regulations: The free admission of articles the growth, 
product, or manufacture of the United States into the Philippine Islands is 
conditioned upon the direct shipment thereof under a through bill of lading 
from the country of origin to the country of destination and when accom- 
panied by a certificate of origin as hereinafter provided. 

Shipments originating at American points, but routed via Canadian 
ports, must be covered by bills of lading issued in the United States. This 
is required as proof of United States origin. 

Should the goods become unpacked while en route by accident, wreck 
or other casualty, or so damaged as to necessitate their repacking, they 
will be admitted free of duty upon satisfactory proof that the unpacking 
occurred through accident, or necessity, and that the merchandise involved 
is the identical merchandise originally shipped from the United States, 
or its possessions, and that its condition has not been changed except for 
such damage as may have been sustained. 

The following articles are subject to the payment of internal revenue 
tax upon arrival in the Philippine Islands: Cigars, cigarettes, tobacco, 
snuff, matches liquors, wines, all preparations containing alchohol 
whether denatured or not, skimmed milk, refined or manufactured 
mineral oils, coal, cinematograph films and playing cards. Customs im- 
port duties are collected on goods which are not the growth, product, or 
manufacture of the United States; and articles upon which drawback of 
customs duties has been claimed or allowed. The shipment of opium or 
preparations of opium to the Philippine Islands is prohibited except when 
a permit is issued therefor under license for medicinal purposes. 

All packages of merchandise shipped to the Philippine Islands either 
by mail, freight, or express, upon which drawback is claimed, must be 
marked by the shipper “drawback claimed” in a conspicuous, legible, and 
permanent manner. Customs officers supervising the lading of goods 
exported to the said islands with benefit of drawback are instructed to 
take special pains to see that the packages are so marked. 

Merchandise the growth, product, or manufacture of the United 
States and its possessions may be admitted to immediate free entry in 
cases where the certified commercial invoices prescribed herein have 
been delayed in transit or are not available at the time of entry, upon 
the filing of a bond by the consignee in a sum equal to double the amount 
of duties that would accrue upon a like importation of foreign merchandise 
with sureties acceptable to the collector of customs, conditioned on the 
production of the corresponding certified invoices within 120 days from 
the date of filing the entry for the merchandise. 

The importation of firearms into the Philippine Islands is prohibited, 
except under special permit authorized by the Governor-General. In mak- 
ing mail shipments of firearms to the Philippines the following United 
States Postal Regulations should be complied with: 

“_ Firearms may be sent to the Philippine Islands only when ad- 
dressed to the Chief of Constabulary, Manila, P. I., the name and address 
of the person or firm for whom intended to appear less conspicuously in 
the aoe left corner of the address side of the wrapper or label of the 
parcel. 


Bills of Lading: Exporters to the Philippines have frequently asked as to the 
necessity of supplying consignees in the Philippines with four copies of the ocean 
bills of lading, stating that several customers had required that number of copies on 
the ground of a customs regulation. The Bureau of Customs at Manila advises that

* 
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under the present regulations two copies of the bill of lading must be sent to the 
importer, the original to be surrendered to the agent of the vessel on which the goods 
arrive, and a duly certified copy to be filed with the customs entry. The importer 
may desire an extra copy for his own files, but only two copies are all that must 
be supplied. 


Commercial Invoices: In lieu of certificates of origin required under former 
regulations to insure exemption from customs duties in the Philippine Islands of 
shipments from the United States of all articles, the growth, product, or manufacture 

- of the United States and its possessions to which the customs tariff in force in the 
United States is applied, and upon which no drawback of customs duties has been 
allowed in the United States, signed commercial invoices will be adcepted for free- 
entry purposes upon full compliance with the following conditions: 

Commercial invoices shall be furnished in duplicate and shall contain an accurate 
description of the merchandise itemized therein, showing the quantity, value, and 
weight, marks and numbers of packages and place of destination, Their presentation 
by consignee is required to effect customs clearances of importation into the Philippine 
Islands from the United States and its possessions by freight, express, through the 
mails, in the baggage of passengers, or by any other means: Provided, That collectors 
of customs may in their discretion, waive the production of invoices for household 
or private effects of nominal value. 

The original and duplicate invoices for merchandise the growth, product or 
manufacture of the United States shall have the following certificate printed, written, 
typewritten, or stamped thereon: 


; “I hereby certify that the above-described articles are the growth, 
product, or manufacture of the United States, or its possessions, and that 
no drawback of import duties have been or will be claimed thereon, and that 
this invoice is true and correct in all particulars. 


This certificate shall be signed on both original and duplicate invoices by the 

manufacturer, seller, or consignor of the merchandise, or by a duly authorized agent 

‘a of such seller, manufacturer, or consignor, and both invoices (except for shipments 

by post) shall be mailed to the consignee of the merchandise for filing with the 
customs entry pertaining to the importation. 

When shipments consist of both American and foreign products the articles shall, 
if not separately invoiced, be segregated and their origin clearly indicated on the 
invoice; the AMERICAN by the certificate prescribed in the preceding paragraph; the 
FOREIGN by the notation “FOREIGN Goops.” 
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Ports and Trade Centers: The direct ports of call and points 
‘reached on through steamship bills of lading are indicated by the 
letters TBL. Places other than the TBL points may be reached via 
the place mentioned in parentheses, where the foreign buyer will take 
delivery except when arrangements have been made with a foreign 
freight forwarder to handle the shipment to destination.

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POLAND 


The territorial status of present-day Poland has now been exactly 
determined, and its area has been coniputed at approximately 150,000 
square miles, being the sixth largest state in Europe, and ranking 
after Russia, France, Spain, Germany and Sweden. Comparing it to 
our own states it is slightly larger than the combined area of New 
York, Vermont, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut, New Jersey, Maryland, Delaware and Pennsylvania. 

The population of Poland, according to the census of September 
30, 1921, totals 27,192,674, which number includes all people living 
within the present boundaries. The population of the five largest 
cities is as follows: Warsaw, 936,000; Lodz, 452,110; Lavow, 219,400; 
Krakow, 181,700; Poznan, 169,793. The birth rate of Poland is 2 per 
cent per year. 

The Polish national currency is the zloty, containing 9/31 grams 
(0.009336 troy ounces) of pure gold. Par value of the zloty 19.3 cents. 
Introduced in April 28, 1924, the zloty became the sole legal tender 
July 1, 1924. Gold coins are of 100, 50, 20 and 10 zlotys; silver coins 
of 5, 2 and 1 zloty; nickel coins of 50, 20 and 10 grosz; and bronze 
coins of 5, 2 and 1 grosz. 100 grosz=1 zloty). The Bank of Poland 
issues bank notes in denominations of 5, 10, 20, 50, 100 and 1,000 zlotys. 
At present the Polish currency system although based on the gold 
standard, belongs to the so-called “gold exchange standard” system, 
the Bank of Poland meeting on the Exchange to their full extent all 
demands for foreign exchange. Consequently, instead of a direct ex- 
change of the zloty notes for gold, they are exchangeable in dollar ex- 
change, and then convertible into gold indirectly by means of dollars. 
The direct exchange for gold is temporarily suspended by statute 
awaiting the return to normal conditions in the international money 
market. 

The seaports of Poland are Danzig and Gdynia. Danzig is con- 
nected with Poland by three main railroad lines—Danzig-Warsaw, 204 
miles; Danzig-Lodz, 263 miles; and Danzig-Poznan, 192 miles. Also 
by the Vistula river. Gdynia, a purely Polish port on the Baltic Sea, 
is now under construction. Gdynia will have pier space for 30 large 
steamers, and will be able to handle.2,500,000 tons, which is approxi- 
mately the present capacity of Danzig. Large steamers will be able 
to enter the inner port, thereby avoiding the lighterage necessary at 
Danzig. It is expected that all construction work will be completed in 
1930. The port of Gdynia is being used to a limited extent at the 
present time. Its use will be extended as increased facilities are put 
into use. _ 

; The Poles speak the Polish language, which makes use of the Latin 
alphabet, with slight accent modifications. The educated Poles also 
speak French, Russian, German and English. 

Two-thirds of the population of Poland are engaged in agricul- 
ture. The total area of 37,661,300 hectares is divided as follows: arable 
land, 48.6 per cent, forests 23.2 per cent, pastures 16.9 per cent, other 
11.3 per cent. Poland is one of the largest producers of potatoes in the 
world, in 1924 the Polish crop averaging 25 per cent of the world’s 

- output. 
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The American Polish Chamber of Commerce, 953 Third Ave., New 
York City, was organized for the fostering of trade between Poland 
and the United States. It has information in its files on all questions 
relating to Polish business, and samples of many Polish manufactures.

Customs Regulations: All shipments are to be accompanied by 
the shipping documents as: Invoices, bills of lading respectively other docu- 
ments, which would enable the custom authorities in Poland to establish 
without any difficulties the price as well as the value of the shipped goods. 

The compliance with these rules has a two-fold advantage to the 
shipper : 

An immediate discharge of the goods from the Custom House; and 

A saving of payment of the additional tax of 10 per cent, which the 
custom officials are empowered to levy on those shipments that are not 
accompanied by the prescribed documents. 

Inasmuch as the duty in Poland is payable on weight, and not “ad 
valorem” basis, there should be no hesitancy on the part of the shipper to 
declare the price as well as the value of the shipped commodities. 

The above information is only required to enable the Polish Statistical 
Bureau to establish the foreign Trade Statistics, both in weight and in 
value, and does not affect the duty itself. 


Salesmen: Commercial travelers going into Poland must present to the customs 
officer an exact list, in duplicate, of the currencies and of the precious metals they have 
with them, whether in the form of articles, bars or coins, or of other valuable articles 
for private use. This list should contain the Christian names and surnames of the party 
as well as their fixed place of residence. Foreigners not complying with this ruling are 
liable to have their money and jewelry confiscated. c 

There are no special traveler-licenses required, besides the usual passport, which 
has to be viséed by the respective Polish consulate. The applicant may obtain three 
kinds of visés, namely: 

1. For one year (round trip). 

2. For a period of three months with the privilege to cross repeatedly the Polish 
frontier. 

3. Transit visé. The fee for each of the first.two visés is $10.00 per person, 
the transit visé $1.00. 

The applicant desiring to obtain a Polish visé should present to the consulate a 
correctly filled out application together with a photograph, a fee of $10.00 and 2 
recommendation letters if going to Poland on business, or letters with envelopes from 
his relatives in Poland if going on a visit 

In connection with the above kindly note that with all applications for either 
Polish passport or a visé, if presented by mail, a sum of 25 cents should be added to 
the afore-mentioned fee. 


Ports and Trade Centers: Shipments for all points in Poland are 
entered at Danzig. 


Postal Regulations: Mail for Poland is despatched from New 
York. 


Combination Packages: A combination package, so termed, may consist of (1) 
a sealed envelope containing a written or printed communication, and (2) an un- 
sealed container enclosing either printed matter, or samples of merchandise. The two 
parts must be firmly attached together, Each part must be separately addressed to 
the same addressee. Each part must bear postage at the rate as specified for such 
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part if mailed separately, and must conform to the general regulations governing that 
classification, 


Commercial Papers: Postage rate, 5 cents for the first 10 ounces or less; and 1 cent 
for each additional 2 ounces or fraction of 2 ounces. 


Letters: 5 cents for the first ounce or fraction; 3 cents for each additional 
ounce or fraction. 


Mail Time: Average mail time, to Warsaw, 14 days. 


Parcel Post: Postage rate, 14 cents per pound or fraction. Weight limit, 22 
pounds. Maximum size, length 3% feet, combined length and girth 6 feet. 

Registration, 15 cents, with return receipt if requested. No indemnity for loss 
or damage. Parcels cannot be insured, except privately, nor sent Cy O. D. Certificate 
of mailing, Form 2965, one copy without charge, extra copies one cent each; Form 
3817, one cent each. 

Customs declaration, two copies, Form 2966. No consular documents required. 

Postal Export Declaration Form S-250 must be filled out and presented at the 
post office of mailing for parcel post shipments of merchandise valued at $25.00 or 
over. See Shippers’ Export Declaration under General Export Information.

4 its and Collections: The protest of bills is not only useful, but 
absolutely necessary in certain instances, under the provisions of 
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aati law, according to the following articles of the commercial 
code 

Article No. 293.—Should the bearer of a bill of a certain sight term 
not present it for acceptance within the stated term, or not protest non- 
acceptance within eight days, he will forfeit all right to exact the amount 
thereof, or the deposit, or the payment from the indorsers, and only 
will retain the right to claim against the drawer, except in case of force 
majeure. 

Fifth paragraph of article No. 314.—Should the bill not be paid 
when it falls due, the bearer will be obliged to cause it to be protested, 
under the penalty of forfeiting the right of taking proceedings against 
the drawer and indorsers; the only right is to take proceedings against 
the acceptor. 

As can be seen from the foregoing, in default of protest one loses 
the right to take proceedings against the drawer and all the indorsers 
and retains this right only against the acceptor. The term for protest 
is, in case of non-acceptance, eight days, to be reckoned from the date 
on which the bill should be presented: for non-payment, the term of 
two days, to be reckoned from the day the bill falls due: for the reckon- 
ing of these terms holidays are not to be counted. 

The cost of protesting bills of exchange in Lisbon and Oporto is 
the same for bills of any amount and varies only according to the dis- 
tance of the domicile of the parties against whom protest is to be made. 
The usual cost ranges from 5 to 8 escudos in the cities and a slight 
increase for rural districts. There is no difference in the cost of pro- 
testing drafts for non-acceptance or for non-payment. 

The protest should be made within three days, including the day 
the bill falls due. In case of a bill protested for default of payment, 
there is a period of five years in which to take the necessary legal 
proceedings. 

No days of grace are allowed. : 

It is possible but not advisable to extend time to a customer, who 
cannot meet an accepted draft at maturity, without losing the legal 
rights under the draft. In such a case, extension may be marked on 
the old draft by reaccepting the draft, declaring the new date of ma- 
turity; but it is preferable to have a new draft drawn and accepted as 
this avoids questions always connected with alterations and erasures. 

The drawer of an accepted bill has the right to share in the assets 
of a bankrupt or insolvent firm or person as a common creditor. 


Customs Tariff: Articles subject to a rate not exceeding one-half 
centavo per kilo (22.6 cents per 100 pounds) imported into Portugal are 
dutiable on gross weight; articles subject to higher rates are dutiable 
either on actual or legal net weight. ; 


Import Restrictions: There are special consular requirements on shipments of 
tobacco, which may be obtained on application to consul. On shipments of metals, 
iron, steel, wheat, corn, pumps, automobiles, parts and accessories, petroleum and gaso- 
line, a Certificate of Origin, giving particulars of the shipment, with net and gross 
weights, must be taken out and viséed by the consul. It is always well to take out a 
Certificate of Origin when requested to do so by the consignee, as it may give him 
the benefit of a preferential tariff on the goods. Firearms and ammunition may be 
shipped when declared “for sporting purposes) only.” All imported patent medicines 
must bear the name of the manufacturing or preparing firm. The importation or sale 
of patent medicines is prohibited when they are not properly wrapped, when’ the 
wrappers are open or so arranged that the medicine could be taken out without destroy- 
ome

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ing the stamp, and when the reading matter on the outside is inconsistent with that 
inside. he term “patent medicines” includes secret remedies, medicinal soap, medi- 
cinal mineral waters and pharmaccutical preparations in general, with the following 
exceptions: Products mentioned in the Portuguese pharmacopoeia, labeled and de- 
scribed in accordance with the precise designations given in the pharmacopoeia, toilet 
articles not labeled or described as possessing medicinal properties, physicians’ pre- 
scriptions, vaccines, surgical dressings and invalids’ foods. Imported manufactures of 
gold must be of a guaranteed fineness of 0.9166 (about 22 carats) or of 0.8 (about 19 1-5 
carats).

Portuguese East Africa has a total area of 428,132 square 
miles, with a population estimated at about 3,000,000, of which number 
12,000 are whites or Asiatics. The colony comprises three districts: (a) 
the Province of Mozambique (295,000 square miles) ; (b) the Companhia 
do Mozambique (59,840 square miles), and (c) the Companhia do Nyassa 
(73,292 square miles). The first of these divisions is under a colonial 
government; the other two are administered by chartered companies. 

The principal ports are Mozambique, Ibo, Quilimane, Chinde, Beira, 
Inhambane and Lourenco Marques.

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SALVADOR 


The Republic of El Salvador, sometimes erroneously called San Sal- 
vador, the name of its capital, is the smallest of the 21 American republics. 
It is the only one of the Central American States lying wholly cn the 
Pacific Ocean; it is bordered on the land side by Guatemala and Hor- 
duras. Salvador has an area of 13,176 square miles, with a population of 
1,287,800 inhabitants. Two mountain chains cross the country almost its 
entire length, sending out enormous spurs and attaining considerable alti- 
tudes. Enclosed by the ranges are numerous valleys, among which that of 
the River Lempa is the most important. Coffee, cacao, tobacco, indigo, 
rubber, sugar, hides and Peruvian balsam are the most important products. 
Gold and silver are mined. 

The republic is divided into fourteen departments, as follows: San 
Salvador, La Libertad, Sonsonate, Ahuashapan, Santa Ana, Chalate- 
nango, Cuscatlan, Cabanas, San Vicente, La Paz, Usulutan, San Miguel, 
Morazan, and La Union. 


Currency: The currency of Salvador is on a gold basis. The monetary stand- 
ard is the “Colon,” adopted in 1919, weighing 0.836 grammes of gold 900 fine, 
equivalent at par of exchange to 50 cents in United States currency. 


Language: Spanish. 
Weights and Measures: Metric system.

Consular Regulations: Consular invoices and bills of lading must 
be certified by the Consulate for Salvador at the port of shipment. 

The text of the new blanks will be the same as that of the old ones 
with the following exceptions :— 

(a) The contents of each package must be stated in units of dozens, 
gross, pounds, kilos, metres, etc., according to the class of merchandise. 

-(b) For the export of wines and spirits the alcoholic percentage 
must be stated. 

(c) To the usual sworn declaration at the foot of each invoice will 
be added the following:—‘“and we further declare that we are fully 
aware of the responsibility and the penalties to which we are subject 
for any proven inaccuracy or wilful intent to defraud the fiscal or 
commercial interests.” By swearing to this, the shipper declares that 
he fully understands the penalties he incurs by a false declaration of 
the weight, contents, number of packages and prices of the merchan- 
dise or of any other information under this head, which penalties are 
covered by the laws of El Salvador, or by a false declaration of the 
sum insured which is penalised by confiscation, or by contravention 
of Article 143, which forbids the placing on the same invoice two or 
more packages with the same marks, the same numbers or the same 
marks and numbers, except in the cases of iron and steel without pack- 
ing, lumber in bulk and machinery. 

(d) Shippers must furnish to the Consulate a specimen of the signa- 
ture or signatures of the person or persons officially authorized to sign 
the Consular Invoices. ; 

(e) In case there is doubt of the accuracy of the shipper’s declara- 
tion regarding the value of the merchandise, the Consul has the right 
to demand sight of the insurance policy covering the shipment, failing 
which, the Customs Office in El Salvador may postpone the registra- 
tion of the goods, until such policy is shown to that office at the port 
of destination, and this will delay the delivery of the merchandise to 
the consignee. 

(f) It is not permitted to place on one and the same Consular In- 
voice goods for two or more persons. 

(g) The Consul may certify invoices only for such merchants, 
manufacturers and exporters as personally, or through powers of 
attorney, present themselves to sign the sworn declaration regarding 
the merchandise bought or furnished by such merchants, manufacturers 
and exporters. 


(h) Shipping and Navigation Companies shall be considered to bem

(i) Shippers must present the copies of Consular Invoices to the 
Consulate for legalization before the sailing of the ship to which they 
refer, otherwise the consulate has discretionary power to charge double 
fees. 

(j) The consular fees for legalization of Invoices will be: 


3% of the total value of the merchandise shipped, in which value 
are to be included all shipping expenses. 

Of this 3% one half (or one and one half per cent) will be col- 
lected from the shipper at the Consulate in New York and the 
other half (or one and one half per cent) will be collected from 
the Consignee in the Custom House at the port of destination. 


The calculation of the fees by the shippers will greatly facilitate the 
delivery to them of the Consular Invoice duly legalized. 

(k) Shippers should understand that a Consular Invoice is a public 
document, and not merely a commercial paper or ordinary bill, and as 
such, should be treated with all the formality and care which a notary 
would apply to deeds, contracts, agreements, etc. To this end, the 
Consul will not accept Invoices, Bills of Lading or Manifests which 
contain interlineations, blots, corrections or erasures, unless these are 
listed at the foot and recognized by signature of the shipper, and when 
these interlineations, etc., are present, an extra charge of one dollar 
will be made for each defective copy. 

(1) Invoices, Bills of Lading and Manifests cannot be accepted, 
which deal with the shipment of arms, gunpowder, dynamite or other 
explosives of equal or greater force, or of drugs and toxic substances 
of narcotic action, such as opium in all its forms, morphine, narcotin, 
heroin, peronin, cocaine, etc., unless the Consul has the authorization of 
the Secretary of Foreign Affairs for such importation into the Republic. 

Bills of lading: (a) Accompanying the set of Consular Invoices the Con- 
sulate requires shippers to provide four signed copies of the corre- 
sponding Bill of Lading, which will be stamped with the consular visé. 
The charge will be $1.00 per each $500.00 or fraction of declared value 
but not exceed $10.00 per set of four Bills of Lading, and $1.00 (one 
dollar) for each additional copy required by the shipper. 

Of the four copies, three, non-negotiable, will remain in the custody 
of the Consulate, and one will be returned to the shipper. The Bill of 
Lading should contain at least the principal items of pag UGS re- 
quired to be shown on the Consular Invoice. 

(b) For several Consular Invoices for goods belonging to one owner 
and addressed to the same port of destination there need be provided 
only one Bill of Lading. 

Letters of correction: When, by any involuntary fault of the interested 
party, the Invoices, Bills of Lading or Manifests contain errors which 
lend themselves to correction, said errors may be corrected by means 
of a “Letter of Correction,” in which the interested party must make 
the necessary emendations, and give an explanation of the case. 

This letter of correction must be presented to the same Consul who 
made the respective certification, and he will visé the same, if he 
deems it justifiable, and will charge for his visé the sum of $1.50 (one 
dollar and fifty cents), except when the emendation is of a Consular 
Invoice, when the charge will be 25% of the fees charged for the 
original visé. 

Parcel post packages: Invoices to be made in Spanish. Invoices to. bess 
made in Triplicate. Invoices will be returned to shipper duly viséed 
without any consular charge. 
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Calculation of fees on consular invoices: The fees are three per cent of 
the C.1.F. value of the goods, or of the sum for which the goods are 
insured. If the amount for which the goods are insured is greater than 
the value of the goods plus 15%, then the fees are three per cent of the 
amount insured. If the value of the goods plus 15% is greater than 
the amount insured, then the fees are three per cent of the C.1.F. value 
of the goods. As for example: 


(a) Value of goods $100.00 Value of goods $100.00 
Amount insured 120.00 15% 15.00 
$115.00 


Fees to be calculated as 3% of $120.00 because the amount insured is 
more than $115.00. 


(b) Value of goods $100.00 Value of goods $100.00 
Amount insured 110.00 15% 15.00

Fees to be calculated as 3% of $100.00 because the amount insured is 
less than $115.00. 


Customs Regulations: Consular invoices for flour must be ac- 
companied by a certificate from the mill, giving the brand and the quan- 
tity and quality of the consignment, such certificate to be viséed by an 
agent of the pure food authorities of the country of origin. 


Firearms, cartridges, and so forth, cannot be shipped without the permission of the 
consul, excepting army rifles, ammunition in large quantities, and so forth. Lard im- 
ported into Salvador must be accompanied by a duly legalized certificate of purity, setting 
forth the quantity and quality of the shipment. On shipments of liquor, the percentage 
or grade of alcohol contained must be stated. 

Customs Tariff: The duty on imports into Salvador is levied on gross weight, and 
there is apparently no objection to mixed packing, provided that the merchandise is 
properly declared. 

Marking Packages: All packages must be marked and numbered in serial order. 
Bales without numbers are charged extra duties. Packages may be marked with 
stencil or a brush. 


Ports and Trade Centers: The direct ports of call and points 
reached on through steamship bills of lading are indicated by the 
letters TBL. Places other than the TBL points may be reached via 
the place mentioned in parentheses, where the foreign buyer will take

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Postal Regulations: Mail for El Salvador is despatched from New 
York, New Orleans and San Francisco. 


Combination Packages: A combination package, so termed, may consist of (1) 
a sealed envelope containing a written or printed communication, and (2) an un- 
sealed container enclosing either printed matter, or samples of merchandise. The two 
parts must be firmly attached together. Each part must be separately addressed to 
the same addressee. Each part must bear postage at the rate as specified for such 
part if mailed separately, and must conform to the general regulations governing that 
classification, 


Commercial Papers: Postage rate, 5 cents up to 10 ounces; 1 cent per each 
additional 2 ounces or fraction. Maximum weight, 8 pounds 12 ounces. 


Letters: Postage rate, 2 cents per ounce or fraction. Registration, 15 cents, with 
return receipt if requested. In order to insure prompt handling upon receipt in El 
Salvador of sealed letter mail containing merchandise, it is requested that they bear 
the following notation: “May be opened for customs examination before delivery to 
addressee.” 


Parcel Post: Postage rate, 14 cents per pound or fraction. Weight limit, 22 
pounds. Maximum size, length 3% feet, combined length and girth, 6 feet. 

Registration, 15 cents, with return receipt if requested. Indemnity limited to 
$5.00 per parcel up to 11 pounds weight, and $10.00 if over 11 pounds. Parcels cannot 
be insured, except privately, nor sent C. O. D. Certificate of mailing, Form 2965, 
one copy without charge, extra copies one cent each; Form 3817, one cent each, 

Customs declarations, 2 copies, Form 2966. The printed part of customs declara- 
tions may be in English, but the part indicating the class of merchandise contained 
in the parcel must be in Spanish and in conformity with the nomenclature of the 
customs tariff. The commercial invoice as presented for consular visé must be in 
triplicate. The original must be forwarded to the addressee in Salvador; one copy 
is retained by, the consulate, and the other goes to the post office in Salvador. All 
parcel post shipments must be accompanied by a commercial invoice, written in 
Spanish and viséed by a Salvadorian consulate. If there is no such consulate in the 
city of origin, the invoice must be viséed by the consulate of a friendly nation or, 
failing in this signed by two reputable merchants; in these cases a copy of the 
invoice, with signatures, should be filed with the consulate general in New York. 

Commercial invoice may be enclosed, open, in parcel. Customs duties cannot be 
prepaid.

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SENEGAL : 


Senegal has an area of 74,000 square miles, and a population of about 5,- 
600,000. The principal imports are white and colored cotton goods, wool 
and silk textiles, liquors, rice, sugar, provisions, metal and iron goods, and 
50 forth, The principal exports are groundnuts, gum, rubber, hides, palm 
kernels, frozen beef and beeswax. Dakar has a population of over 25,300, 
while St. Louis and Rufisque have 22,093 and 12,457 inhabitants ‘respectively. 
There is a railway between Dakar and St. Louis, about 165 miles, on which 
there are two trains daily. The Senegal River still plays an important part 
in the carrying of produce between the markets of the coast and the 
interior. In the dry season it is not navigable beyond Podor, but from 
July to January boats may ascend as far as Kayes. The Casamance River 
is navigable to Adenen, 140 miles, and the Saloum for 90 miles from its 
mouth. x 


The Senegal-Niger Railway runs from Kayes to Koulikoro, 349 miles, where con- 
nection is made with steamboats for Timbuktu. A telegraph line between Timbuktu 
and Algeria is in course of construction.

Siam is situated in southeastern Asia, and covers an estimated area of 
about 220,000 square miles. Its population is approximately 8,000,000. The 
principal products are pepper, hides, rice and enormous quantities of teak- 
7 wood. Gold and precious stones, as well as tin, are known to exist, and 
are mined to some extent. Steel, iron and machinery, hardware and cutlery, 
sugar, cotton goods, cotton yarn, silks and gunny bags are the chief articles 
which are imported into Siam. There are about 1,500 miles of railways 
in Siam, while many miles of new line are under construction, and there 
are electric cars in Bangkok. 


The spoken and written language is Siamese, but for commercial purposes the 
English language is in general use. For advertising, however, ‘the Siamese and 
Chinese languages are the most useful, and the translation of advertisements into these 
languages can easily"be arranged by local newspapers. While the Siamese system of 
weights and measurcs is in general use, the metric system is now adopted in many 
of the government departments and has been used by the Royal Railways for several 
years. ;

Patents and Trade-Marks: A trade-mark registration law, the first ~ 
in Siam, was promulgated in 1914, and originally intended to come into 
effect in October of that year. The operation of the law was, however, 
suspended in consequence of the outbreak of the war and, perhaps, of 
certain objections to the law as framed. This law remains suspended, but 
the registration office created by it has been open for several years and is 
__ constantly receiving applications for registrations of trade-marks in an- 
4 _ ticipation of the putting into effect of the law. Though it is not possible to 
‘secure any authoritative information as to when that will be, and though, 
ding to the official in charge, applications made in advance will pre- 
ably have no priority over those made later, it would seem advisable 
rican firms to place their applications on file as early as possible.

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In former years a considerable number of American firms have caused their 
trade-marks to be recorded at the American Consulate at Bangkok. It 
should be especially noted that these trade-marks are not in any sense regis- 
tered under the Siamese law, nor can the Consulate take steps to have them 
or any other trade-mark so registered. 

The law provides that applications can be made only by persons havy- 
ing a fixed place of business in Siam, and that if such applicants are not 
the owners of the trade-mark they must accompany their applications 
with written authority from the owner to apply for registration. It is 
evident that under this provision no foreign firm can register its trade- 
mark without establishing a place of business to apply for registration. 
Though inconvenient in this respect, the clause in question is a protec- 
tion against registration of trade-marks by unauthorized persons, as the 
applicant must presumably show proof that he is the rightful owner of 
the trade-mark or the duly authorized agent of the owner. The practi- 
cal operation of the law cannot be foretold, but it would seem that an 
attorney or any other person with a fixed place of business in Siam could 
be empowered to register a trade-mark. The privilege of registration is 
denied, however, to trade-mark owners who are subjects of nations main- 
taining extra territorial jurisdiction in Siam. Great Britain, Denmark and 
now the United States have abandoned their extra territorial jurisdiction 
and are accordingly entitled to the full benefits of the law. 

The application for registration must be dated and must contain the 
following information: 

1. The name, nationality, residence and occupation of the applicant. 

2. The name, nationality, residence and occupation of the owner of 
the trade-mark, if he be not the applicant. 

3. The class of goods to which the trade-mark applies, classified ac- 
cording to the prescribed schedule. 

4. A description of the trade-mark, showing its true dimensions. 

5. Three copies of the trade-mark, printed, engraved or drawn’ on 
tough paper in such a way as to be durable. These representations of 
the trade-mark may be enlarged or reduced. The application is made to 
the Trade-Mark Registry Office, Ministry of Agriculture, Bangkok. 

Provision is made for transfer of the right to use a trade-mark to a 
new agent or owner, such transfer tobe duly registered before becoming 
valid. 

Registrations of trade-marks may be cancelled by the registrar if the 
owner fails to have a fixed place of business or an agent with a fixed place 
of business in Siam for more than two years. 

Rightful owners of trade-marks registered by persons not entitled to 
them may apply to the proper court for cancellation of such fraudulent 
registration, 

It is to be noted that, irrespective of the law under discussion, the 
Siamese penal code punishes fraudulent or unauthorized use of trade- 
marks, labels and containers. Several convictions have been obtained re- 
cently in cases of substitution of goods in trade-marked containers. In 
consequence there has been, up to this time, very little “pirating” of trade- 
marks. 

The necessary procedure for American firms desiring to register 
their trade-marks or trade names is, therefore, to station a representative 
in Siam or to appoint a local agent. The number of possible satisfactory 
agents is, unfortunately, very limited, but the American Consulate is con- 
stantly furnishing lists of firms engaged in Siamese trade, and will take 
pleasure in being of such assistance as may be possible. =

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Consular Regulations: Certificates of origin are necessary on many 
articles of merchandise in order to enable the purchaser in Spain to 
gain the benefit of the lowest rates of duty. In general it is advisable 
to prepare the certificates on all shipments, unless definite instructions 
to the contrary have been secured from the buyer. In this way any 
possible customs complications are avoided.

Consular legalization of bills of lading or commercial invoices is 
necessary only when specifically requested by the Spanish customer or 
the bank through whom the documents are to be transmitted. 

Certificates or origin must be prepared on the official form a photo- 
graphic facsimile of which appears below. In New York the blank 
forms are issued by the Spanish official Chamber of Commerce, 105 
West 40 Street; in other cities by the Spanish consular offices. 

The information required to appear on the certificate of origin is as 
follows: (1) Name of shipper; (2) Mail address of exporter; (3) Port of 

. destination; (4) Name of ultimate consignee; (5) Mail address of 
ultimate consignee; (6) Number and nature of packages; (7) Marks on 
each package; (8) Numbers on each package; (9) Gross weight in 
kilos; (10) Description of goods, stating article and the materials of 
which it is composed; and (11) Signature of exporter. 

The numbers given above refer to the similarly numbered spaces 
on the certificate of origin form. It should ke noted that the dating 
spaces are not to be filled in by the exporter. The certificate may be 
made out either in English or Spanish, but the latter is officially pre- 
ferred. Erasures, amendments, additions, and indistinct writing will 
serve to make the certificate void. 

As the certificate of origin is not a document of title to the goods 
it describes, it is absolutely required by the Spanish Customs that the 
name and address of the ultimate consignee be inserted (Spaces 4 and 
5) regardless of banking or other arrangements. The words “Order” 
or “Notify” or any additional words in the space meant for the name 
of the consignee (Space 4) will not be accepted. 

The certificates of origin blanks as obtained from the Spanish 
Consulates (in New York from the Spanish Chamber of Commerce, 
4 105 West 40th Street) are in sets of two copies. Both must be filled 
out and presented to the Consulate for legalization together with the 
commercial invoice for purposes of comparison. In New York, the 
certificate of origin with commercial invoice attached is presented at

The consular fees are as follows: Certificate of origin blanks, 15 
cents per set. Visé of certificate of origin, $1.75. Visé of bills of lading, 
when requested, $0.60. Visé of commercial invoices, when requested, 


$4.05. 


Parcel Post: If five packages are sent by the same parcel-post mail for the 
same addressee, having a weight of more than 25 kilos, a higher rate of duty will be 
collected by the customs authorities in Spain, unless a certificate of origin is attached 
to the shipment. 


Credits and Collections: The cost of protesting a draft in Spain 
varies from 14 to 30 pesetas, according to the length of the protesting 
document and not according to the amount of the draft protested. In 
some instances, if the document is to be translated into English, there 
is an additional charge of 5 pesetas to cover the cost of the translation. 

There is no difference in the cost of protesting drafts for non- 
acceptance and for non-payment. 

Drafts must be protested on the next business day following non- 
acceptance or non-payment. There is no time limit for legal action 
following protest: 

According to the Division of Commercial Laws, the practice in 
Spain is never to extend the original draft in cases of extensions 
granted. It is the custom to issue a new acceptance, which must bear 
new revenue stamps, except in the Bilbao and northern sections of 
Spain, where revenue stamps are not required. The original draft is 
legalized by revenue stamps which expire with maturity-of the draft. 

_ Extensions, on original drafts, therefore, are not legalized by the laws 
of Spain, and it is always necessary to exact new acceptances. 


Passenger Routes and Regulations: See under Shipping Routes and 
Regulations. 

The Consul General for Spain, in New York, advises that consular 
visé of passports is required for American citizens, although not re- 
quired for citizens of Great Britain, Belgium, France, Italy and other 
countries which have made agreements with Spain to discontinue such 
visé. Thus far the United States has not made any agreement with 
Spain to this effect.

The Straits Settlements consist of a number of small islands in the 
archipelago and small tracts on the mainland of the Malay Peninsula. The 
colony embraces the settlement of Singapore (including the islands of 
Singapore, Labuan, Christmas Island and Cocos-Keeling Islands), the 
settlement of Penang and the settlement of Malacca. The area of the 
colony is only 1,600 square miles and has a population of 722,000.

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SWEDEN 


Sweden has an area of 173,035 square miles with a population of 
6,000,000. The urban population is approximately 30 per cent of the total.

Commercial Travelers’ Licenses: The Swedish law provides that any foreigner 
desiring to sell merchandise in Sweden must apply to the Governor General of the 
province, stating in what district or commune he wishes to operate, giving his age and 
paying the prescribed fee of one hundred crowns. The license is good for thirty days, 
the fee for renewal being fifty crowns for every succeeding period of fifteen days. 
This license must be presented to the chief of police of the jurisdiction of the province 
before commencing business. Failure to secure the necessary license is punishable by 
the imposition of a heavy fine. 

Currency: The unit of currency is the krona of 100 ore, equivalent at par of 
exchange to 26.8 cents, United States currency. 

Language: Swedish. 

Weights and Measures: Metric system.

Customs Regulations: Dutiable articles imported to be exhibited as 
samples are exempted from the payment of customs duty provided that 
such samples cannot be regarded in themselves as imported for sale. 


Commercial Invoices: According to the Swedish Customs Regulations, goods 
which are subject to ad valorem duty should be accompanied by an invoice signed by 
the manufacturer or seller of the goods, or the executive authorized to sign for him, 
specifying the following items: (a) the name and address of the consignee; (b) the 
denomination of the merchandise; (c) the number of parcels in which the merchandise 
is packed; (d) the marks and numbers, if any, on. the parcels; (e) and in case the 
goods consist of machines, contrivances, or parts thereof, the gross and net weight 
should be stated, summarily if all parcels are of the same nature or the contents are 
similar, and specifically for each parcel if the contents are of a different nature. In 
the latter case the contents of the parcels may, if more convenient, be specified on 
a separate list accompanying the invoice. It is not necessary to have the signature 
of the exporter attested before a notary public. For merchandise not subject to ad 
valorem duty nothing is stated in the Customs Regulations as to invoices.

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tare rate provided for in the schedule, the difference may be added to the 
dutiable weight. According to the definition of net weight given in the 
new ordinance, it includes the weight of the merchandise and of all the 
packing, with the exception of the outside container, while the tare rates 
given in the schedule are intended to represent the minimum weights of the 
outside containers. If the actual gross weight exceeds the gross weight 
calculated on the basis of the net weight with the addition of the tare 
rate, the duty is levied on actual gross weight. In the case of different 
kinds of merchandise, subject to different rates of tare additions, packed 
in a single container, the respective tare rate will be applied to each kind. 


Packing: Although Swiss import duties are levied in almost every instance on 
the gross weight of the goods, it does not necessarily follow that a saving in the 
payment of customs duties may be effected by minimizing the weight of the packing. 
This fact is explained by the peculiar system of tare rates used in Switzerland. 
Whereas tare rates as employed in most countries represent percentages of reduction 
from the gross weight, in Switzerland these rates represent percentages of addition 
to the net weight (weight of the merchandise with the immediate packing, paper 
wrappers, bottles, cardboard boxes, etc.). In the assessment of Swiss duties there 
is added to the net weight of the imported article a minimum tare rate expressed 
in a percentage of the net weight. This added weight represents the minimum 
weight allowed by the customs for the container. Should the actual weight of the 
outside container fall below the minimum tare provided for in the schedule, the 
difference may be added to the dutiable weight. 

An illustration will make clear the application of this rather complicated system. 

A consignment of silk shirts weighing 12 kilos is presented to the Swiss customs for 
clearance. Of this amount, the actual weight of the goods represents 9% kilos, the 
weight of the immediate packing (paper, wrappers, etc.) one-half kilo, and the weight 
of the outside case 2 kilos. The minimum tare rate for made-up articles of silk 
is 40 per cent of the net weight, or in the case of this particular consignment 40 
per cent of the net weight of 10 kilos. Hence 4 kilos may be added to the 10 kilos 
in order to establish the dutiable weight. In other words, the consignment may 
weigh for customs purposes 14 instead of 12 kilos. The rate of duty on made-up 
articles of silk (classified under tariff item 558) is 800 francs per 100 kilos. The 
importer would pay, therefore, 16 francs out of a total of 112 francs for the applica- 
tion of the additional tare rate, or 32 francs out of 112 francs for the weight of the 
packing alone. - 

In case, however, the actual weight of the container exceeds the fixed minimum 
percentage, the assessment of duties is made on the actual gross weight. Hence 
it is important for the American exporter, who wishes to remain in the good graces 
of his Swiss customer, to keep the weight of the container within the limits fixed by 
the minimum tare rates, whenever possible, without risk of damage in transit to his 
goods. Any unit of weight above that provided for by the minimum tare rate rep- 
resents increased expense on the part of the importer, often heavy in proportion to 
the value of the goods, and hence a smaller margin of sales profit. To use again 
the illustration given above, for every kilo above 4 kilos in the weight of the ex- 
terior packing, the Swiss importer would have to pay 8 additional francs. 

Articles subject to different rates of tare additions and packed together are each 
subject to the respective tare rates; thus, if cotton goods had been packed with 
the silk goods, the minimum tare rates would have been respectively 30 per cent 
and 40 per cent. j 

Although the minimum tare rates are in some cases as high as 100 per cent q 
of the net weight, according to the nature of the goods, for the majority of articles 
the rates range between 20 and 40 per cent. No tare rates, however, are applied to 
articles usually shipped unpacked or in bags, bales, etc., such as cotton, malt, 
wheat, and raw hides. The figures below give a few examples of the minimum tare 
percentages on representative articles: ;

The law provides that in all cases of unpacked goods subject to tare rates and 
presented for clearance, the tare percentages shall be applied. This regulation affords 
a measure of protection to exporters in far distant countries, such as the United 
States, who cannot ship their goods unboxed to Switzerland, as in many cases 
exporters in countries adjacent to Switzerland may easily do. 

Aside from the feature of the tare rates, there is another provision of the Swiss 
tariff that should be considered by the careful shipper. Savings in customs duties 
may be effected by shipping certain goods in large containers. The following table 
shows the considerable difference in the amount of duty payable, according to the 
size of the containers:

Letters mailed under cover, the 
transparent portion of which has been removed. The address of articles despatched by 
the letter mails, by means of transparent paper, must be easily readable, even under 
artificial light. To that end, the part reserved for the address must be very transparent 
and without mark, and on the outside present a flat surface. It must be an integral 
part of the paper of the envelope and be parallel with the length. For the transparent — 
portion highly colored nor lightly tinted papers must not be employed. The contents 
must consist of white paper or lightly colored and must be folded in such a manner as to 
represent exactly the dimensions of the envelope. Shipments not complying with these ; 
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provisions are excluded transmission by mail. Articles inclosing prints, especially 
of city works, illustrated post cards, advertisements, circulars of all kinds, placards, 
tags, and so forth, books, reviews, engravings (booksellers’ articles and products of the 
graphic arts) are subject to customs duties amounting to 5 centimes up to 5 francs per 
kilogram, according to the nature of the contents.

Syria is administered by the French under a mandate. The area is 
about 60,000 square miles with a population of 3,000,000. The country 
is divided into four territories: Aleppo, Alaouite, Great Lebanon, and 
Damascus. 


Currency: Prior to the war Egyptian currency and Turkish gold and silver were 
in use throughout Syria, but with the French occupation the Syrian pound (paper) was 
issued and orders given making it the currency of the country. The Syrian pound is 
equal to 100 piasters, each piaster being equivalent to 20 French centimes. The 
Syrian bank notes are exchangeable in Paris at the fixed rate of 20 francs to the 
pound. This currency is therefore subject entirely to the fluctuation of the French 
franc. Transactions have been forbidden in money other than the legal tender of the 
country, and gradually all the Egyptian pounds and sterling will be replaced by this 
new paper pound,

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UNION OF SOCIALIST SOVIET 
REPUBLICS (U.S. S. R.) 


Soviet Russia has an area of 8,166,130 square miles, with a population 
of 131,000,000. 

The Bolsheviki have organized a nation, consisting of twelve States 
and eleven autonomous territories. The greatest of these States is the 
Soviet Republic of Russia, covering forty-three governments or 
provinces. 

This region, peopled almost exclusively by the Great Russians, 
embraces the Kola peninsula and extends from the White Sea south- 
ward to the Sea of Azov’s east shore and from the eastern border of 
Esthonia to the Urals. Southeastward it takes in the Volga River’s 
mouth and the steppe extending from the Manytsch River southward 
to the northern foothills of the Caucausus Mountains. 

The White Russians, who take their name from their white clothing 
and white felt caps, are organized into a small Soviet republic west of 
the upper Dnieper River. They form the northern branch of the Little 
Russian race. The Ukraine or Marchland on the southern border of 
Russia forms a second Republic of Little Russians, who hold the fertile 

, black earth lands on both sides of the lower Dnieper northward as far 
as Chernigov, eastward to the Don River’s mouth and southward to 
the Black Sea and the Sea of Azov. 
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The lozenge shaped Crimean peninsula between the Black Sea and 
the Sea of Azov forms a fourth Soviet Republic, peopled partly by 
Mohammedan Tartars and partly by Little Russians. The Crimea is 
mainly a monotonous steppe. But the peninsula’s southern tip forms 
Russia’s Riviera with a mild, almost sub-tropical climate. 

The uplands of the Caucausus Mountains between the Black Sea 
and the Caspian Sea have given refuge to many peoples. South of the 
western Caucasus the Greek Catholic . Abchasians of Grusian—Georgian 
—stock hold a narrow patch northeast of the Black Sea about Sukhum, 
organized as a Soviet Republic. The Greek Catholic Georgians south 
of the Caucausus in the Kur River’s basin have been organized as the 
Soviet Republic of Grusia—Georgia. 

A small district around Erivan forms the Soviet Republic of Ar- 
menia. Turkish Armenia has passed anew under the rule of the Otto- 
man Turks. Natchitchevan, south of Armenia, is a tiny Tartar Soviet 
Republic, protected by the Azherbaijan Tartar Republic. 

South of the eastern Caucausus and west of the Caspian Sea the 
Mohammedan Tartars along the lower Kur and Araxes rivers have 
taken the name of Persia’s northwestern province Azherbaijan, to desig- 
nate their own Soviet Republic. The Soviet Republic of Daghestan— 
on the Caspian seaboard north of the eastern Caucausus is peopled by 
two Mohammedan folks, the Tartar Kumuks by the sea and the Grusian 
Lesghians inland. West of Daghestan on the northern foothills of 
the middle Caucausus lies the Soviet Republic of Groskaia peopled by 
Greek Catholic Grusians in the east and by Greek Catholic Ossetes of 
Persian origin in the great Dariel pass, the only good route through 
the middle Caucausus. West of Gorskaia the Mohammedan Kabardians 
have a small autonomous district. West of this lies the autonomous 
inland district of the Cherkessians, also Mohammedans by faith. 

From the Volga River’s lowest elbow southward to the Manytsch. 
River the steppe northwest of the Caspian Sea is occupied by Buddhist 
Mongol Kalmucks organized as an autonomous district. 

The colonies of German Protestants on the middle Volga River 
south and east of Saratov have been organized as an autonomous 
workers’ district. 

In the western foothills of the southern Ural Mountains, hemmed 
in on the east and south by the Ural River’s great northern elbow, lies 
the Soviet Republic of the Bashkirs—beekeepers—a Mongolish folk, 
with Tartar speech but Finnish in physical type, who profess the reli- 
gion of Islam. g 

At Kazan on the ‘middle Volga the Mohammedan Tartar Soviet 
Republic is but a small fragment of the Moslem Czardom of Kazan, 
won for Russia by Ivan the Terrible in 1554. Northwest of Kazan lie 
the two small autonomous districts of the Cheremissians and Chu- 
watches, two Mongolish tribes which have become Greek Catholics. 
Northeast of Kazan the Mongolish Volieks, now almost wholly Greek 
Catholic, form another small autonomous district. 

The northeastern corner of Russia from Perm to the Ural Moun- 
tains and the Arctic Ocean, is occupied by the autonomous district of 
the Zyrianes, a Finnish Altaish folk, who have become nominal Greek 
Catholics, and their heathen kindred, the Chasowa or Hasawa on the 
Arctic Ocean, whom the Russians call Samoyededes. Finally the Greek 
Catholic Carelians, a Finnish folk, between the Republic of Finland 
and the White Sea, have also been granted autonomy by the Bolsheviki.

Customs Tariff: All imports are subject to the payment of customs 
duties, which, in respect to United States goods, are relatively high, 
since the United States is not on treaty relations with the Soviet 
government. 


Market Conditions: The legal situation makes the foreign trade 
of the Soviet, Republic a State monopoly. Its conduct belongs to the peo- 
ple’s commissariat for foreign trade. All import and export operations of 
this commissariat are accomplished through the Russian commercial mis- 
sions abroad. The conduct of transactions in Russia itself is in principle 
refused on account of the continuing isolation from the world market 
and the consequent lack of information concerning world market conditions. 
Individual permits for import and export are granted to private firms only 
in exceptional cases; as a rule, requests for permits are declined. 

On the other hand, trade concessions are free from the general legal 
provisions and subject to prescribed rules and conditions. Through these 
trade concessions the import and export activity of the commissariat for 
foreign trade is enlarged in a manner which takes account of the economic

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interests of Russia. Only mixed companies, in which on the one side foreign 
or (and) Russian private capital and on the other hand Russian State 
capital participate, can receive trade concessions. Through this capital 
participation by the Russian State an inner control of this undertaking 
through representatives of the Russian State is given. In addition, there 
is the outer control by the State over import and export. 

As was the case in middle European States and still so exists in part, 
lists of goods whose import is permitted are established by the commissariat 
for foreign trade. In fixing these lists the needs of Russian production and 
of Russian consumption are naturally the controlling factor. The Gov- 
ernment retains the right to limit the quantity of import—this also in 
agreement with the well-known measures of middle European States. The 
firms who have received concessions for import trade must submit an ap- 
plication for an import permit. There is no restriction as to the quality 
of the imported goods, nor as to the quantity so far as general quantita- 
tive limitations for the given class of import goods are not now provided 
or are not anticipated. 

On the other hand, there is a price control, such as was undertaken 
also by many other States during and after the war and is still being 
undertaken. This control is all the more significant for Russian economic 
life, since the Russian economy is suffering from a greater lack of goods 
than is that of any other State. The hunger for goods is enormous, and 
the possibility of obtaining inordinate prices is, therefore, especially great; 
likewise it is especially dangerous, since a poor country is naturally stricken 
more severely by its exhaustion through trade than is a less poor country. 
The Russian Government recognizes fully that the foreign importer is 
seeking to make great profits in Russia, and it is determined to take account 
of that condition. The price control will not be meticulous, but that fact 
can in no way alter the determination of the Government to hold in its hands 
rules against possible efforts of exploitation at the cost of the public 
welfare. 

The foreign trade commissariat retains the right to enter into each 
import transaction as buyer, reimbursing the importer (the concession 
company) at a reasonable profit. This involves an extension of price con- 
trol. Profits will be liberally measured; they will be higher than the profits 
which the importer could obtain by selling wares anywhere else abroad, but 
they will not be so high that the Russian economic life must be bled white 
by them. Furthermore, a broader ordering of import movement can be 
~ obtained by an official who is familiar with the demand and supply through- 

out the whole country, while the Russian buyer can view only a small sec- 

‘tion of the Russian economic life. Moreover, through the right of the 
_ foreign trade commissariat to enter into transactions already made, there 
can be a better division of goods and direction of them to the places of 
greatest need. 
- -In the decision of the commissariat as to whether it will take part in a 
- given transaction or become the purchaser of a given lot of goods, all 
bureaucratic methods are excluded. Above all, the period of time given for 
a decision will be short, and a negotiation office will be established for these 
purposes in the foreign trade commissariat. If the import is set free, there 
either follows a delivery of the goods to the Russian buyer or the further 
handling of them is taken over by the branches of the concession company, 
- the establishment of which is permitted in all large cities with definitely 
escribed and unimportant exceptions. The sale then follows without 
iction, It is true that the right of intervention remains to the Gov- 

t in individual cases; however, such intervention, as in other cases, 
not be based on an exceptibnal rule for the concessionaries but only on 
rule which is generally obligatory, such as one with regard to

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The concession companies are also permitted to take and execute 
orders of Russian officials, trusts, companies and private firms. In that 
case a notice to the commissariat for foreign trade is required, which de- 
termines whether the order is justified from the general economic standpoint, 
whether the need can not be supplied out of internal stocks, whether the 
trade balance would be too heavily burdened by it, and so forth. 

The sale of import goods in Russia takes place in soviet rubles or in 
exchange for raw materials. Barter is thus not excluded, although at 
the present time the Soviet Government is conducting an energetic propa- 
ganda against barter, as an antiquated and uneconomic form of commerce 
and one which is dangerous in view of the isolation of the Russian market 
from the world market. 

The purchase of export goods takes place on the Russian market 
without restriction. Very interesting and important is the provision that 
payment may be made in Russian money or in foreign valuta, but in the 
latter case only through the intermediation of the State Bank. Through 
this provision the Government guards against the circulation of foreign 
currency within the boundaries of Russia and thus against the danger of 
a double medium of exchange; furthermore, the seizure of foreign devises 
is made possible. Here also barter is not prohibited, but that which has 
been said with regard to regulation of import trade holds true of export. 
In fact, in barter along the border scandalous cases of profiteering upon the 
“soods-hungry” Russian participants have been observed—for example, 
where for two pounds of salt, one pound of flax was demanded and given. 
The propaganda against barter is understandable in view of such ex- 
periences. 

Naturally, just as under the regulations prescribed in Central Europe, 
an export permit has to be obtained from the foreign trade commissariat. 
A restriction of the quantities is ordinarily not provided; but the commis- 
sariat has reserved the right to make such a restriction, in order to prevent 
the internal market from being drained of a given class of goods. 

Very significant also is the control of prices on goods for export, 
which serves to hinder the dumping of wares, both in the interests of 
Russia and the world interest. The foreign trade commissariat has the 
right itself to enter in-as purchaser for the export wares, paying the world 
price to the exporter. This right has a special significance in controlling 
the market for Russian export wares. For example, if goods from the 
stocks of the foreign trade commissariat are to be sold at a given time, and 
if the danger exists that at the same time a supply of these goods may be 
exported by a concession company in competition so that prices will be 
ruined, the foreign trade commissariat will take over the goods. 

Furthermore, the concession concerns are obliged to refrain from all 
competition with the exports of the foreign trade commissariat. It is 
evident that both the above provisions must lead to a combination of the 
State and the concession exporters—that a syndicate of exporters must 
be established. at 

Only the establishment of large foreign-trade companies is contem- 
plated. These companies will be managed jointly (paritatisch). In the case 
of a tie vote between the representatives of the foreign capitalists and the 
representatives of the Russian State the decision lies with a delegate of the 
Soviet Republic. ; 

It is especially important that, for the purpose of obtaining the con- — 
cession, assurance of credits to the company will be demanded of the foreign © 
concessionaries. The company is obliged to pay interest and provide for 
amortization of these credits in a systematic.manner. The justification for 
the receipt of such a purchase price from the concession companies lies in 
the special prospects of profit which are open before them. Here, again, 
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precaution will be taken against altogether abnormal profits. We have in 
mind that, above a dividend rate fixed at a high figure, superdividends in 
increasing proportion will come to the Russian State. 

The numerous parallels which exist between the organization of foreign 
trade in the middle European States, not least in Germany, and the or- 
ganization of the Russian foreign trade have already been pointed out in 
the course of the above discussion. There is in this Russian organization 
much which has been accomplished in Germany; there is much which has 
been sought but not achieved, but which the Russian economic life, as the 
poorest of ali, most urgently requires. 


Ports and Trade Centers: Shipments for all points in Russia are 
entered via Poland, Latvia or Esthonia except goods consigned to Ameri- 
can relief organizations in Russia which enter at Petrograd.

Parcel Post packages for Russia must bear on the wrapping instructions as to 
disposition in the event of non-delivery, as (1) “‘If undeliverable as addressed, de- 
oo eee ”; (2) “If undeliverable, return to sender’; or (3) “If un- 
deliverable, abandon.” Customs declarations attached to parcel post packages for 
delivery in Russia, must show the quantity, price, gross weight, and detailed and 
exact description of the contents of the parcel. 

Postal Export Declaration Form §S-250 must be filled out and presented at the 
post office of mailing for parcel post shipments of merchandise valued at $25.00 or 
over. See Shippers’ Export Declaration under General Export Information. 

Information has been received indicating that there is a considerable number of 
parcel post packages held undeliverable in Russia, because the addressees have refused 
to pay the customs duty due, the privilege of receiving the packages exempt from 
customs duty in whole or in part (50 per cent) being in force only for a limited 

7 period, and then only applicable to certain classes of citizens, such as workingmen 
and, officers of the Soviet establishments, scholars and students, invalids and per- 
sons who are State charges. 

a: Senders should be cautioned against the sending of merchandise packages to 

- Russia in case no provision is made for the paying of customs duty likely to be- 

: come due thereon, lest the packages fail of delivery, thereby entailing a loss of the 

postage paid besides leaving the merchandise subject to deterioration while held in 
Russian post offices. ; 

The Second Assistant Postmaster General calls attention to the fact that a 

number of parcel post packages destined for Russia are being mailed in the United 

States incorrectly addressed because the senders furnish only thé name of the 

_ village where the addressee lives, without furnishing the name of the government 

or province in which the post office is situated. 

’ Since several villages may bear the same name and are located in different 

vernments or provinces, in order to insure packages reaching their destination, 
definite information must be furnished as to the whereabouts of the ad- 

‘Senders of parcel post packages for Russia should therefore be requested 

h the exact location of the village or locality with particular respect to 

iment or province in which it is located, furnishing the name of the 

1 post office through which its delivery may be made. 
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In this connection, particular attention should be given to the matter of seeing 
that packages are substantially packed to withstand the long transit to Russia. 


Unmailable Matter: Arms, drugs, articles for sale, documents injurious to the 
Soviet republic, 

The following goods are permitted to be sent by parcel post to private individuals 
for their personal use without special permission from the Commissariat for Foreign 
Trade on condition that customs duties thereon are paid according to the tariff in force, 
in the case of those articles which are not free from duty. 

(a) All foodstuffs with the exception of perishable ones (conditions on which such 
foodstuffs are exempted from customs duties are enumerated in paragraph 3). 

(b) Printed matter, manuscripts, photographs, drawings, illustrations, and all kinds 
of documents with the exception of those whose importation is prohibited. 

(c) All kinds of cloth and fabrics, clothing, garments, underwear, headdress and 
other articles of attire, footwear, table and bed linen, watches, eyeglasses, thermometers, 
kitchen and table utensils, small household implements, articles for household repair 
(nails, wire, string, paste, etc.), spoons, knives and forks, and other small household 
utensils. 

(d) Musical instruments and accessories thereto, 

(e) Instruments for professional use and all the necessary accessories thereto. 

(f) Articles of general use such as ordinary and toilet soap, stationery, haberdash- 
ery, etc. 

(g) Medicaments. 

Compound and patent medicines are permitted only on condition that the addressee 
produce the prescription of a Soviet physician. Ordinary medicines, such as boracic 
acid, quinine, iodine, potassium permanganate, aspirin, soda, dispensary goods, sodium 
sulphate, xeroform, liquid soap, sodium salicylate, glycerin, vaseline, etc., are permitted 
without physicians’ prescriptions.

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Customs Regulations: American exporters shipping goods to Great 
Britain should send either a packing slip or a separate invoice giving 
the necessary details, with each separate case. This is particularly 
important in the case of automobile parts which are liable in many 
cases to import duty, and have to be examined carefully by the Cus- 
toms, or more so when a shipment is packed in several separate cases. 
As an example, the instance of a consignment of gears might be 
quoted, in which all the shafts are packed for convenience in one case 
and the gearboxes in another. : 

It has happened recently that considerable expense and delay have 
been incurred on this side due to the failure of the exporter to send 
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some such ducument as mentioned above. The British Customs au- 
thorities have held up goods and even demanded that a packing note 
be secured from America. The inconvenience and additional charges 
of all kinds involved can readily be imagined. 


Catalogues: Catalogues and advertising matter are not dutiable under the 
customs tariff. 


Commercial Invoices: No special invoice form or certificate of value is required 
for shipments to the United Kingdom. 


Electrotypes: Electrotypes are not dutiable under the customs tariff. 


Packing: The inclusion of different commodities in one package will in no way 
affect their customs treatment. 


Samples: Samples having no commercial value are admitted intoy,the United 
Kingdom free of duty. When the sample is of sufficient size to be considered as 
having commercial value, the duty ordinarily levied on such commodities is collected. 
It should be borne in mind that comparatively few classes of goods are subject to 
duty in the United Kingdom, the main dutiable commodities being clocks and watches; 
motor yehicles, parts and accessories; musical instruments, parts and~ accessories; 
beverages; playing cards; chicory, coffee, and cocoa; motion-picture films; matches 
and mechanical lighters; certain chemicals; sugar and sugared goods; spirits and 
tobacco; and certain goods belonging to the classes known as key-industry products. 

According to the Division of Foreign Tariffs, duties on samples cannot regularly 
be prepaid. Shipment may be made in bulk to a local agent or customs broker, to 
be distributed to the proper consignees after paying the duties, or duty-free delivery 
may be assured through the services of some international freight forwarder who 
will bill the shipper for all expenses incurred. Here, as in all foreign countries, it 
is desirable to deliver unsolicited samples free of all charges. It is also possible to 
forward an international post office money order to the consigneee covering the 
amount of duty involved. The same customs treatment is accorded shipments by 
parcel post, sample post, freight or express, so that parcels may go forward by the 
means most convenient to the shipper. 


Merchandise Marks Act: The “Merchandise Marks Act” of Great 
Britain, provides that foreign goods imported into the United Kingdom, 
which do not bear any mark whatever, either on the goods themselves or 
on the packages or wrappers containing them, are not required to bear 
any qualifying statement, such as “made abroad,” or “made in the U, S.” 

Foreign goods bearing a name or trade-mark of a manufacturer in the 
United Kingdom, must have that name or trade-mark accompanied by a 
_ definite indication of the country of origin of the goods. The name of 
the country is a sufficient indication without the words ‘made in,” if the 
name or trade-mark only appears; for instance, “John Smith, United 
States,” would be satisfactory. If such a mark as “John Smith, Sheffield” 
(which is a place in England) is used, then the qualification must be “made 
in the U. S. A.” or similar wording. 

i. If the foreign imported goods bear the name of a place identical with 
or a colorable imitation of a place in the United Kingdom (such as 
Newark, for instance; Newark being also the name of a place in England), 
the name or trade-mark should be accompanied by the name of the country 
in which the place is situated, thus Boston, in Mass., should be accompanied 
‘by the name “United States,” or “U. S.” 
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In no way must the trade-mark on imported goods seek to give the 
impression that the goods are of British or Irish origin. 

Trade descriptions in any language not the language of the country 
of origin must be accompanied by a statement of the actual country of 
production of the goods, as for instance “made in Germany.” 

All the foregoing qualifications must be distinct, in equally con- 
spicuous characters with, and in proximity to, the marks they are intended 
to qualify. None of the above qualifications apply to samples that have no 
actual value. 

These qualifications must appear on the articles themselves, which of 
course renders it unnecessary to state anything as to the trade-mark, and 
so forth, in the shipping documents. 

Goods bearing falsely and without authority the trade-mark or firm 
name of British manufacturers cannot be sold or exposed for sale in the 
United Kingdom, and the importation of such goods is forbidden. The 
customs authorities are empowered to deal with cases of infringement~of 
this law; they may investigate those cases which come to their attention and 
notify those British manufacturers and dealers whose trade-marks and 
trade-names are falsely used.

Customs declarations, instead of bearing entries of “Groceries,” ‘‘Presents,” and 
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so forth, should bear entries giving a description and the weight of the following 
articles, when inclosed, viz.: Sugar, sweets and confectionary, crystallized and imita- 
tion fruits and flowers, preserved ginger, jams, jellies and marmalades, chocolate, cocoa 
powder, canned fruit, tea, coffee, condensed milk and milk powder. In case of dried 
fruit, the particular kind, figs, raisins, currants, and so forth, should be stated. 

In case the customs declaration employed does not furnish enough space on which 
to give all the details necessary, there will be no objection offered to such details being 
placed on the wrapper of the package when reference to that fact is made on the 
declaration itself. 


Unmailable Matter: Check books, Advertisements issued by or on behalf of 
persons offering to tell fortunes. Advertisements relating to the treatment of venereal 
disease or to any preparation for its prevention, cure or relief. Books, paintings, and 
so forth, which are copyrighted in the United Kingdom. Coins, coined in a foreign 
country, other than gold or silver. Coins, false or counterfeit, unless clearly a work 
of art. Silver coin of the realm not of the established standard in weight or fineness. 
Extracts, essences, or other concentrations of coffee, chicory, tea or tobacco, or any 
admixture of the same except in transit. Articles having thereon or on the cover 
thereof any words, letters or marks (used without due authority) which signify, or 
imply, or may reasonably lead the recipient thereof to believe that they are sent on 
His Majesty’s service. Articles having thereon or on the cover thereof any words, 
marks or designs of a character likely, in the postmaster general’s opinion, to embarrass 
the officers of the post office in dealing with the articles in the post. Articles of foreign 
manufacture bearing the false trade descriptions. Articles bearing or having affixed 
to them any stamps, name, writing or any other device implying or tending to imply 
any sanction or guarantee by a British Government department. Clocks and watches 
or any other articles of metal impressed with any mark or stamp representing, or in 
imitation of, any legal British assay-mark or stamp, or purporting by any mark or 
appearance to be of the manufacture of the United Kingdom. Fictitious postage 
stamps, and any die, plate, instrument or materials for making any such stamps.

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fruit). Carbon papers for typewriting machines are admitted, provided the sender 
certifies the contents on the customs declaration in the following terms: ‘“‘Typewriting 
carbon paper, coated with wax and containing no oxidizable, oily or fatty substances.” 
The transmission of other kinds of carbon paper is prohibited.

Since the establishment of the Irish Free State, American exporters have been 
in doubt whether the term “‘United Kingdom,” abbreviated as “U. K.,” as appearing 
in charter parties or marine insurance policies, retains its former significance as 
indicating the “‘United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland.” 

The future of this term would seem to be uncertain. Although questions respect- 
ing the Irish Free State are now answered in Parliament by the colonial secretary, 
and various government departments have been approached with a view to giving 
a definite ruling as to the status of the Irish Free State, no such definition seems 
yet to have been accorded. There is, however, general agreement that northern 
Ireland remains, in any case, within the United Kingdom, and therefore some may 
hold that the phrase ‘‘United Kingdom” now really stands for the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Northern Ireland. For business men who are concerned with 
definite places and districts, a complication at present is that the precise boundaries 
between northern and southern Ireland have not yet been fixed. 

oa In all charters for the United Kingdom it should be definitely stated whether 
southern Irish ports are or are not included. Shippers, when effecting policies for 
voyages to or from the United Kingdom, should provide for the express inclusion of 
southern Ireland. London marine insurance companies and Lloyd’s underwriters 
have agreed that “until further notice, in all contracts, whenever written, whether in 
policies or on slip, the expression ‘United Kingdom’ or ‘U. K.’ shall, unless other- 

__ wise defined, be deemed to include the whole of Ireland.” It is not suggested that 
this is more than a temporary measure for the protection of shipowners and mer- 
chants, pending a final settlement of the whole question of the term “United 
Kingdom.”

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» URUGUAY 


The Republic of Uruguay lies between the Atlantic Ocean, the Rio de 
la Plata (River Plate), Brazil and the Argentine Republic. It is separated 
from Brazil by the Rivers Cuareim and Yaguaron and by Lake Merim, and 
from the Argentine Republic, by the Rio de la Plata and the Uruguay 
Rivers. Uruguay has an area of 73,172 square miles and is the smallest 
Republic in South America. It has a population of 1,500,000. The most 
notable feature of Uruguay is its extent of long rolling plains, comprising 
almost the entire length of the country, occasionally broken by low moun- 
tain ranges and copiously watered by numerous streams. It is naturally 
suited for both sheep and cattle, the raising of which is its principal in- 
dustry. Agriculture is also practiced to a considerable extent, nearly all of 
the cereals being grown.

Bills of Lading: Bills of lading must be certified by the consul. One copy, — 
stamped “‘Consul’s Copy,” must have endorsement in Spanish, giving a description of 
the goods, marks, number of packages, cubic feet, net and gross weights and value. 
Bills of lading presented to the consul for certification will not be delivered until the 
afternoon of the following day. Goods may be consigned either “direct”? or ‘“‘to 
order.” 


Certificates of Origin: Certificates of origin must be filled in either in Spanish 
or French and must be presented in triplicate for consular certification. Only the 
official form of certificate of origin, bearing the consular seal, may be used. These 
blanks are supplied by the consulate. Blanks obtained elsewhere will not be accepted. 
Certificates must specify the kinds, numbers, and quantity of packages, the gross and — 
net weight or the measurement of each package, origin or nationality of goods, to a s

tion. The consul keeps two copies of the certificate, the duplicate being given to the 
steamship company. Declarations on the certificates of origin, bills of lading, parcel 
receipts, and so forth, must be made out in black ink or typewritten. Pencil will not 
be accepted, and certificates must be without alteration, words or numbers crossed out, 
or writing between lines. Once legalized and stamped, the certificates of origin cannot 
be corrected or altered. In case of mistakes, if found before sailing time, same must be 
made known to the consul or vice consul in order that they may be noted, or by letter 
in triplicate, if found after sailing time, which will be legalized similar to bills of lading. 
Stamps cannot be changed from one set to another. 


Consular Charges: On shipments covered by bill of lading, the fee is $2.50 for 
the visé of certificate of origin and of the bill of lading, regardless of the value of 
the merchandise, collected at port of destination in Uruguay. 

On shipments by parcel post, the fee is 35 cents regardless of number of packages 
comprising the shipment, collected by the consulate. 


Credits and Collections: Litigation is inadvisable as collections 
through the courts are difficult. 

Unless instructed to the contrary, the holder of a draft is always 
obliged in case of non-acceptance or non-payment to protest it. It is 
obligatory that the two protests be made, respectively, at the moment 
when the debtor refuses to accept or pay it. 

Drafts must be protested on the same day the drawee refuses to 
accept or to pay. When the drafts are drawn at so many days or 
months sight, two protests are made, one for non-acceptance and one 
for non-payment. When they are at sight only one protest is made. 

The day the draft matures it is presented to a notary, who executes 
an act before two witnesses, transcribing the draft, indorsements, etc., 
these having been previously translated by a public translator. Next 
day the notary goes in person to see the debtor or indorsers, if any, and 
notifies the defaulting party or parties concerning the payment of the 
draft. If he cannot find the drawee he goes to the municipality, where 
he must go in any case if some one of the debtors is not domiciled in 
the city. Having duly finished these proceedings, he adds them in detail 
to his recording register and returns the noted draft to the holder, to 
whom, if requested, he also gives a copy of the proceedings. 

When protesting a draft, 5 pesos is charged for presentation, be- 
sides the expenses of stamps and translation. When the draft is over 
1,000 pesos the following scale is charged: From 1,000 to 10,000 pesos, 
1.50 pesos per thousand; from 10,000 to 20,000 pesos, 1 peso per thou- | 
sand; from 20,000 to 50,000 pesos, 75 centesimos per thousand; from — 
50,000 to 100,000 pesos, 50 centesimos per thousand; from 100,000 pesos 
up, 25 centesimos per thousand. Besides this, 10 pesos is charged for 
serving each protest and 10 pesos for recording it. = 

There is no difference in the cost of protesting drafts for non- 
acceptance and those for non-payment; the service and proceedings 
in both cases are the same, and when there are two protests the expenses

Nearly 1000 shipments; covering every part 
of the world, pass through our hands monthly 
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are doubled. The protest for non-acceptance does not exclude the 
necessity of protest for non-payment. 

The time limit for legal action following the protest is four years, 
but action against the indorsers is lost in a year’s time if the draft was 
drawn and made payable in the State, and two years if it was drawn 
and negotiated outside the State. 

An extension of time for the payment of a draft cannot be made, 
under the laws of Uruguay, where there are indorsers without releasing 
them from their responsibility for the amount of the draft. If the 
extension is made, it can be indicated on the old draft or on a new one, 
but it is preferable to indicate it on the old one. 


Customs Tariff: The basis for levying duty on goods dutiable by 
weight imported into Uruguay varies, some articles being dutiable on gross 
weight, some on legal net weight, while in some cases the weight of the 
inner receptacle is included in the dutiable weight. There is no provision 
in the tariff regarding a penalty for mixed packing. 

Import Restrictions: Articles susceptible of being sold by weight or measure must 
adhere to the metric system. Merchandise sold in sealed wrapping, cans, boxes, 


ackages, bottles, demijohns, and so forth, must have the net contents or weight 
indicated on the wrapping in an easily visible manner. 


There is no provision in the tariff of Uruguay regarding a penalty 
for mixed packing. Unfortunately, however, the tariff does not specify 
the method of assessing duties when goods subject to duties on gross, 
legal net and other weight are packed in the same container. It may 
be, therefore, that if goods subject to duties on various bases of weight 
are packed together, that the actual amount of duty collected is 
greater than though these goods were separately packed. If the basis 
of dutiable weight of the separate parts differs, from the point of view 
of the customs regulations alone it would, therefore, be wiser to follow 
your customer’s instructions in order to avoid the risk of his paying 
more money in duties than he would pay if the goods were separately 
packed. 


Ports and Trade Centers: The direct ports of call and points 
reached on through steamship bills of lading are indicated by the 
letters TBL. Places other than the TBL points may be reached via. 
the place mentioned in parentheses, where the foreign buyer will take 
delivery except when arrangements have been made with a foreign 
freight forwarder to handle the shipment to destination.

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VENEZUELA 


The United States of Venezuela has an area of 393,976 square miles, 
with a population in 1921 of 2,412,000. The country is divided geographi- 
cally into three distinct zones, viz., the extensive plains and river ‘valleys, 
known as llanos, affording excellent’ pasturage for cattle; the mountain 
section, formed by three mountain ranges; and the tablelands. This va- 
riety of physical features produces an equal variety of climate, products 
and soil. Coffee and cacao are largely grown and exported. 

The country is divided into a Federal district, twenty states and two 
territories as follows: Anzoategui, population, 104,000; Apure, 39,000; 
Aragua, 96,000; Bolivar, 66,000; Carabobo, 126,000; Cojedes, 82,000; Falcon, 
128,000; Guarico, 122,000; Lara, 220,000; Merida, 123,000; Miranda, 174,- 
000; Monagas, 64,000; Nueva Esparta, 56,000; Portuguesa, 53,000; Sucre, 
150,000; Tachira, 147,000; Trujillo, 180,000; Yaracuy, 108,000; Zamora, 
55,000; Zulia, 119,000; Territory of Amazonas, 49,000; Territory of Delta- 
Amacuro, 13,000; Federal District (Caracas), 140,000. 


Currency: Currency is on a gold standard, the unit being the bolivar, equivalent 
at par of exchange to 19.3 cents, United States currency.

Consular Regulations: Consular invoices must be certified by the 
Venezuelan Consulate at the port of shipment (see Consular Invoices). 


Consular Charges: Legalization of consular invoices, 1% per cent of declared 
value, minimum $1.00, collected from the consignee at Venezuelan port of entry. 

The charge for certification of a note or correction oma consular invoice is $2.00; 
to replace a set of invoices already signed, $4.00. 

Ad honorem Consular offices are authorized to charge a fee of 20 cents per each 
official signature affixed to consular invoices or other documents, this fee being paid 
by the exporter. 

Consular invoice blanks can be obtained only at the Venezuelan consular offices, 
35 cents being charged per set of four. 


Consular Invoices: Consular invoices are required in quadruplicate written in the 
Spanish language. In making them great care should be exercised as goods must be 
invoiced precisely in the language of the tariff law. Fines are imposed for the use of 
ditto marks, abbreviations, interlineations, leaving lines blank and for all errors. Cor- 
rections on certified invoices can only be made in the form of a note certified by the 
consul. 

The consular invoice must bear the following declaration signed by the shipper, 
“Declaramos bajo juramento que los datos contendidos en esta factura son exactos,” 
which signifies “We declare under oath that the data contained in this invoice is 
exactly correct.” 

Tf goods are declared in a class lower than that in which they rightly belong they are 
confiscated. Consignees should prescribe exact wording for invoice declarations and 
shippers should never vary from this nor venture to substitute any goods. Many firms 
have lost goods because these upon arrival proved to be of lighter weight than the 
sample upon which the classification was based. 

Where consular invoices which have been presented at the Consulate for legali- 
zation are found to contain errors, if the consular invoice is not signed by the 
consulate it is permissible to present a complete corrected set of consular invoices 
to replace that which is in error. In this case there is no fee. However, if the 
consular invoice which contained the error has been signed two corrections are open 
according to the nature of the error. ; 

Should an error be in what is regarded as a minor detail, such as a number 
on a package, or the form of the mark, a note of correction may be prepared for 
consular legalization for a fee of $2.00. If the error is regarded as a major detail 
as, for example, the description of the goods or their weights or value it is required — 
that a complete new set of consular invoices be prepared and a fee of $4.00 paid. 

Packages of similar class, size, shape and contents, may have the same mark and 1 
only one number, and be embraced by one single declaration. Outside of this case, it 
is prohibited to include in the same invoice two or more packages having the same 
mark and number. It shall be permitted, however, to include in the same declaration 
(even if packages have the same number) all packages having the same contents al-

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though of different weights and shapes; in which case specificatiom shall be made in 
the text of the declaration of the individual weight, and in the corresponding column 
the total weight of lot. : 

Whenever a package contains merchandise of various tariff rates the net weight 
of each class of merchandise shall be declared and also the total weight of tare. 
Should this requirement be omitted, it shall be considered, when computing the duties, 
as if the package contained merchandise of the highest rate therein. 

The consignee appearing in consular invoice is the introducer of merchandise 
shipped abroad to a Venezuelan port of destination, and for the purposes of the 
present law, the said consignee is considered as the owner of the goods. 

Samples which, for convenience, are introduced in small pieces and cannot be 
offered for sale, shall be admitted free of duty provided that the requirements of the 
Tariff Law in that respect are complied with. 


Customs Regulations: Making shipments with drafts attached to 
documents gives no security of payment, as bills of lading have no legal 
standing and the customs authorities will, upon payment of duties, deliver 
goods to the consignee whose name appears on the consular invoice without 
demanding any further proof of ownership. Steamship companies cannot 
even retain control over cargo for collection of freight after it arrives in 
a Venezuelan port. Shipments “to order” are unlawful. 

Packing should be as light as safety will permit, as duties are levied 
upon gross weights which must be marked, in kilos, on all packages. 
Harbors are good and merchandise is not roughly handled. Parcel-post 
shipments require no invoices and are favored for merchandise of low 
weight and high value. 

When a package contains merchandise of several Tariff classifica- 
tions, the net weight and class of each article of merchandise must be 
declared in the invoice and the total weight of the Tare. If this require- 
ment is not observed the goods are considered dutiable at the rate 
applying to the most highly dutiable articles contained in the package. 
(Customs Law, Art. 56). : 


“To Order” Bills of Lading: The Custom House Regulations of Venezuela prohibit 
“to order” bills of lading in the following terms: “Article 261, Paragraph 4—When 
merchantmen carry goods consigned “to order” and it is so expressed in the bills of 
lading and the ship’s manifest, the captains of such vessels shall pay a fine of from 500 
to 2,500 bolivares, and the goods shall be subject to a surtax of 25 per cent over the 
customs duties as assessed under the customs tariff.” 


Ports and Trade Centers: The direct ports of call and points 
reached on through steamship bills of lading are indicated by the 
letters TBL. Places other than the TBL points may be reached via 
the place mentioned in parentheses, where the foreign buyer will take 
delivery except when arrangements have been made with a foreign 
freight forwarder to handle the shipment to destination. —

Before inspection of postal packages by the Venezuelan customs officials the 
addressees are notified by means of notices posted by the custom house in some part 
3 of the ofive accessible to the publie, so that they may declare to the custom house 
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whether they will or will not accept the consignment of parcels and so that they may 
apply for inspection thereof. These notices are also posted in post offices when so 
required for the sake of good service. 

As soon as the customs office at La Guaira receives parcels consigned to Caracas 
and has made a comparison of the cargo it makes out a list which is published in the 
capital newspapers with the largest circulation, giving the name of the remitter and 
addressee, origin, distinctive number of each package, steamship and date of arrival. 
These particulars are enough for the addressees to make out the declaration of accept- 
ance above mentioned, and without this requisite the parcels cannot be inspected or 
disposed of according to the provisions of the law. Thus in many cases the delay in 
the despatch of parcels is due to the addressee’s failure to declare his acceptance.

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AGENCY CONTRACTS 


In attempting to get the proper perspective toward the agency 
relationship, and to see when an agent is advisable and how the rela- 
tionship should be protected by the inclusion of safeguards and the 
avoidance of pitfalls, it is necessary: 

lst. To consider the various alternatives presented to the Ameri- 
can manufacturer and exporter if he desires to transact business 
abroad. 

2nd. To undertake a determination of the proper form and con- 
tent of a practical and legally enforceable agreement. : 

3rd. To discuss the attitude of foreign countries toward the 
agency agreement, pointing out practical considerations to be observed 
by the American exporter in meeting the disabilities imposed by 
foreign law. 

The ways in which an American corporation can do business 
abroad can be briefly stated as follows: 

1. The corporation may secure authorization itself to do business 
in the foreign country. 

2. It may organize an American subsidiary and have it author- 
ized to do business in the foreign country. 

3. It may organize a corporation, limited stock company or other 
form of corporate entity in the foreign country. 

4. It may designate a representative, or exclusive sales agent, 
who, in fact, is the purchaser as well as the distributor of its merchan- 
dise in the foreign country. 

5. It may appoint an agent in such foreign country to dispose of 
a eo consigned to him for the account of the American prin- 
cipal. 

The first of these alternatives, i. e., the authorizing of the Ameri- 
can corporation to itself do business abroad, is fraught with dangers, 
and is an almost obsolete form—due largely to the recent stringent 
tax laws of most foreign countries—and the disabilities imposed by 
most of the foreign countries upon foreign corporations. Therefore, 
comparatively few American corporations are attempting to maintain 
registered branch offices in foreign countries. 

4 The second alternative, i. e., the organization of an American ex- 
port subsidiary authorized to do business abroad, obviates some of 
the objections to the first form mentioned, inasmuch as the profits 

| subject to tax abroad can be kept down by contracts between the 

| parent corporation and itself, and the books of the parent corporation 

} are not subjected to examination abroad. Such an export subsidiary 

is, however, subject to the prejudices against foreign corporations. 
The third alternative, i. e., the organization in a particular foreign 

country of a company under the laws of such foreign country is fre- 
quently an entirely practical solution. While to all intents and pur- 
poses it is really a branch of the American corporation, yet it is not. 

subjected to the discrimination which is usually practiced against a 

_ foreign corporation merely authorized to do business within the 

country. While it is true that most foreign countries have laws which 

would seem to handicap Americans in forming such corporations 
abroad, yet, as a practical measure, the use of dummies during the 
organization period and other expedients to meet the provisions of 
foreign laws regarding the residence of stock subscribers and the num- 
ber of local directors, overcomes these handicaps. This alternative 
is chiefly objectionable, however, on account of the initial expense of 
the organization of the foreign corporation, and the trouble, effort 
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and expense incident to the maintenance of such a foreign subsidiary 
as a permanent part of the parent corporation’s export machinery. 
While it satisfactorily performs its functions for large and important 
American concerns with a substantial export trade localized in partic- 
ular foreign countries, yet it is far too expensive and cumbersome for 
transactions by smaller manufacturers or exporters, or where the dis- 
tribution of the commodity is too diversified and too thinly spread to 
justify the organization of corporate subsidiaries in numerous foreign 
countries. 

The fourth and fifth alternatives above mentioned fall within the 
scope of agency, and the relationship between the parties should be 
governed by a carefully written and legally correct agency contract. 
Whether or not it is advisable to appoint an exclusive sales agent, who 
stands in practically the same position toward his principal as a do- 
mestic jobber who is assigned: exclusive territory does toward his 
manufacturer, or a consignment agent, is strictly a merchandising 
problem for the exporter, depending upon the commodity, the market, 
the created demand and other considerations. 

While simple in conception, the agency arrangement is surrounded 
by pitfalls, and the attempt to meet them by the usual loosely drawn 
agency contracts or by correspondence has been very costly to Ameri- 
can shippers, and is largely due to their failure, and the failure of their 
domestic counsel to fully realize the rules of domestic and foreign 
law which govern the relationship. 

The word “agent,” is incapable of a single definition which 
would include all of these parties who can properly be classified as 
agents, and exclude those who cannot be so classed, and which would 
stand up under the conflicting legal conceptions of that term in the ; 
various lands of the world. Even though he be called “consignee,” 
“representative,” “distributor” or some other term, we must remember 
that he is nevertheless an agent if the nature of the contract between 
him and his principal stamps him as such. On the other hand, we 
must bear in mind that all selling arrangements effected between a 
principal in the United States and a representative in Latin America, ; 
for example, do not fall within the field of agency, as defined by Latin — 
American laws. In Cuba a contract by which one partly contributes | 
his services to resell goods which the other is to send him, the profits 
to be divided between the parties, creates a partnership and not an 
agency, arid is fraught with dangers to the American shipper. { 

If the exporter decides upon the agency form of relationship, he 
must first be careful to choose an honest and suitable agent. Ofttimes 
the exporter will carefully examine the credit standing and personal 
references of a prospective agent, but will overlook the relations of 
the proposed agent to the trade he is to sell. This is very important, 
as many exporters have made the mistake of selecting as agent a firm 
or individual whose status as a competitor cut off or antagonized de- 
sirable potential customers. ¢ 

The next step is a carefully drawn and equitably written contract 
outlining the conditions under which the agent is to act and setting 
forth the duties and obligations of both the agent and the principal. 
The fundamental purpose of the agency contract is to establish 
satisfactory relationship and to increase sales, and not merely to enable 
the American exporter to win profitless law-suits. The exporter should 
remember when he is drawing up his outline of such a contract that its 
wording should not be unnecessarily technical nor legal, because this — 
leads to confusion, doubt and suspicion in the mind of the prospective 
agent, while simple, straightforward wording will inspire confidence. — 
The exporter should also remember that the two great essentials to a 
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good agency contract are: (1) It should be equitable; (2) it should be 
clearly drawn. 

After equitably outlining the duties and obligations of both the agent 
and the principal in clear, non-technical language, the export execu- 
tive should then include in the contract sufficiently detailed clauses to 
cover all points upon which he feels serious misunderstanding might 
arise or from which injurious consequences might flow. To this 
point the export executive, knowing his own intentions and desires, as 
affecting the selling arrangement, better than any lawyer would, is 
self-suficient—but he must then call upon a properly-equipped Ameri- 
can lawyer, trained in the laws of the country in which the agent does 
business. It is then the duty of this lawyer, preserving the spirit and 
aims of the contract, to examine it to see if a clear and logical meeting 
of minds is obvious from the wording and to redraft it if necessary. 
The lawyer should then search through the contract to seerif there are 
any points contained therein which, in spite of a clause that the law 
of the principal’s state will govern in case of dispute, might be affected 
by the different laws of the agent’s country interpreting such contracts 
or defining such rights and obligations. The laws of the foreign 
country bearing a taxation, customs regulations and license fees 
should be surveyed. Particularly should the obligations of third 
parties outlined in the contract be scrutinized, because third parties, 
who are not signatories to the contract, can always take advantage of 
their local laws, and their obligations and duties cannot be extra-judi- 
cially fixed by the agency agreement. 

The contents of the contract itself should express the intentions 
of both parties. It should set forth: a complete designation of the 
contracting parties as to name, address and form of business, the 
functions of the agent, the limitation of the agent’s territory, the dura- 
tion of the contract, the terms of the agent’s compensation and how 
to collect, the prices and discounts on the merchandise, provisions for 
the renewal and cancellation of the contract, the agent’s right to dele- 
gate authority under the contract, the right to act for other principals, 
the right to commissions on business secured indirectly or sent di- 
rectly to the principal, grant of special powers, and specific prohibition 
of other powers which it is not desired to have conferred upon the 
agent, such special provisions as may be required by the nature of the 
business—and it should, in most cases, contain other “safeguard” 

? clauses. Rights should not be left to be implied. Too much detail, 
as long as the language is clear and simple, is better than costly omis- 
sions. Then, too, in many foreign countries certain functions cannot be 
legally implied—such as receiving money for the principal’s account 
and suing in his behalf. 
| After the lawyer has fully examined the contents of the agreement, 
arranged them properly and corrected the omissions, he should then 
- examine the contract as to its form. The laws of various countries 
have different requirements as to form, and these are exceedingly im- 
_ portant. For example, in Brazil, it is essential that the contract, after 
__- being properly signed by, the parties, acknowledged before a notary, 
and authenticated, be registered in the “Registro Commercial” (Com- 
mercial Register) of the district to which the goods are consigned. 
_ Then, and only then, can the American exporter sue and recover in 
; Brazil for fraudulent actions on the part of the consignee. In Japan 
mere possession of goods by an agent creates a strong presumption 
Japanese laws that ownership vests in him. Even a contract in 
unless propérly authenticated here before a Notary Public 
a Japanese Consul, will not be recognized in legal proceedings to 
im the goods. If the American owner cannot prove a conditional 
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sale existing between the agent and himself, by a properly authenti- 
cated instrument, then, in Japan, he cannot defeat a lien exercised 
upon the goods by a third party. 

It is best to always have the “master” agreement drawn in the 
English language, and to accompany it with an accurate translation 
into the language of the agent’s country. Then have the two copies, 
usually in quadruplicate, bound together, signed, signatures duly ac- 
knowledged before notaries and legalized before the proper consular 
authorities, and finally, if necessary under the laws of the agent’s 
country, have one executed copy registered in that country as a pub- 
lic document. 

What the American exporter can demand of the agent, in the 
contract, depends largely upon whether or not a demand for his goods 
or his type of goods has previously been created in that particular 
foreign country. If not, he may not be able to secure acceptance by’ __ 
the agent of all of the clauses. ; 

The usual well-drawn agency agreement should contain, in addi- 
tion to the suggestion made above, such clauses as the following: 

1. Title to the goods or the proceeds thereof, to remain in the 
consignor, and agreement that the merchandise will at all times be 
subject to and under the direction and control of the consignor, and 
that title to the merchandise shall pass directly from the consignor to 
such person or persons to whom the goods, or any part of them, shall 
be sold, in the manner and upon the terms set forth in the contract. 

2. Agreement by the consignee to keep the merchandise fully in- 
sured against named hazards, for the benefit and in the name of the 
consignor, in insurance companies approved by the consignor (not 
merely fire insurance companies). 

3. Agreement by the consignee to sell such merchandise only to 
persons of good credit and business standing. Some credit standards 
can be set out if desired. Bank reports have in the past been the 
chief standard because mercantile reporting agencies are unknown in 
many foreign countries, but many concerns are now stipulating in 3 
consignment contracts that the ratings of the American Manufac- } 
turers’ Foreign Credit Underwriters determine the desirability of the 
prospective foreign buyer’s credit. The courts in this country have 3 
held that, if the person to whom the goods are entrusted is a factor P 
or general commission agent, a sale upon credit will bind the principal, 
although such a sale may not in fact have been authorized. In certain 
countries, such as Argentina, it is better to leave out of the contract 
all references to the type of credit of prospective purchasers, as the 
laws of these countries amply protect the principals and hold that if 
the consignee sells on credit, it is at his own risk unless expressly 
stipulated in the contract to the contrary. Even though the agent and 
consignee usually accepts a credit risk on sales he effects, yet it is even ~ 
better to hedge in and protect his financial responsibility by stipulat- — 
ing to the effect that he will not sell on “open credit.” As all exporters 
know, “acceptance credits” are much better risks, particularly in Latin 
America. 3 t 

4. Agreement by the consignee to collect for and in behalf of the 
consignor all bills and accounts for the merchandise sold by him and 
pay to the consignor within the specified time after collection (usually 
three days) or proceeds of such collections minus the difference be- 
tween the price at which said merchandise was invoiced to the con- 
signee and the price at which it was sold by the consignee. (It is best — 
not to use the phrase “minus the commission of the consignee,” for — 
this leaves the consignor bearing the practical brunt of the possible — 
mistakes of the consignee in selling the goods too cheaply.) Sars 


= 
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5. A clause should be included regulating sales to customers for 
resale and compelling the agent to include in his sales contract an 
agreement to respect territory assigned from headquarters. One case 
illustrating this point was that of a St. Louis manufacturer whose agent 
in Mexico City sold merchandise to a customer who, in the course of 
-his trade, invaded the territory of the Monterey representative. Reme- 
dial steps were at once taken by the, inclusion of such a clause in the 
American manufacturer’s contracts with all of his representatives. 

6. The contract should have some provision as to the interest due 
from the agent on overdue remittances or on overdue payments guar- 
anteed by him. 

7. A clause should be included to the effect that the consignee or 
agent will immediately notify the principal, if the principal’s goods 
or assets are threatened by the suit of a third party or by attachment 
proceedings. In Italy, for example, such suits can be initiated by 
service by publication—that is, by mailing notice to the principal 
through diplomatic channels. Since these documents must pass 
through the hands of the Italian Court, the Foreign Office, the Italian 
Embassy in Washington and the nearest Italian Consul, it is some- 
times six months or more before they are received by the American 
principal, and they may reach him only after trial has taken place, and 
judgment has been obtained against him. Therefore, it is very impor- 
tant to place upon the agent the duty of prompt advice when such 
suits are begun or threatened. 

8. Since, in Holland and a few other countries, the owner of se- 

° cured goods is only entitled to reclaim the goods from a bankrupt 
custodian, if he files his claim within thirty days after the declaration 
of bankruptcy, it is necessary to put into the agency contract in such 
countries a clause obligating the consignee to cable the consignor 
immediately upon the initiation of bankruptcy proceedings. 

9. In the consignment contract a clause should be included to the 
effect that it shall be the duty of the consignee to place the merchan- 
dise fully insured in insurance companies approved by the consignor. 
Other hazards than fire insurance should be enumerated where they 
are not too remote, such as burglary, theft, pilferage, tornado, tidal 
wave and earthquake insurance. Recently an American consignor 
came to my firm to see if they could collect against the consignee for 
a loss of glass goods in Chile, which damage was caused by earth- 
quake. Since the insurance clause of the contract made no provision 
to the effect that the consignee should place earthquake insurance on 
the goods, and since neither the law of Chile nor the custom in usage 
there implies any duty on the consignee to take out such insurance, 
the American consignor was out of pocket on account of the insuffi- 
ciency of the insurance clause in his contract. 

“ 10. It is usually advisable to have in a consignment contract a 
clause compelling the consignee to keep a separate bank account in 
the name of the consignor for the proceeds from sales of consigned 
merchandise. It is also well to include a provision that the goods shall 
be clearly marked and kept separate from other goods in the posses- 
- sion of the consignee so that no confusion can occur in the case of 
bankruptcy or attachment proceedings against the consignee or in 
case of his death. } 
aS 11, Since Latin American countries, in particular, almost unt- 
geal hold that depreciation and deterioration of goods after they 
oe ne into the hands of the agent are chargeable against the principal, 
a 1e absence of specific agreement, it is well, if the agent will con- 
to this, to stipulate in the contract how the goods are to be in- 
d and include in such a clause a statement that abnormal de- 
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terioration or depreciation (e. g., more than 5 per cent per annum—al- 
though this depends, of course, on the nature of the goods) is to be at 
the expense and risk of the agent. It is well also to stipulate that a 
certificate of defects must be made out by the buyer in the presence 
of responsible named parties within five days, or some other short 
time, after arrival of goods, or else no claim can later be made against 
the consignor or principal. ; 

12. A clause should be -included permitting repricing or new 
quotations by the consignor, before the consigned goods are sold by 
the consignee. This clause is particularly necessary if the goods are ~ 
sold in terms of the exchange of the foreign country, although this 
practice on the part of American shippers has almost ceased since the 
war. 

13. A clause should always be incorporated in the contract stipu- 
lating the manner of settlement of future disputes. Arbitration is 
being more widely practiced now than ever before, and particularly 
in New York, as, under the inspiration of Mr. Charles L. Bernheimer 
and the New York State Chamber of Commerce, it has become a 
highly developed and successful method for the settlement of com- 
mercial disputes. Since the New York law recognizes decision by ar- 
bitration, it is well to stipulate that the arbitration should take place 
in that State. 

14. Since foreign agent’s implied authority to bind his principal 
by giving warranties to the buyer often brings up vexatious questions, 
it is well to put in the agreement a clause definitely stipulating that 
he is not empowered to make warranties other than those he is ex- 
pressly permitted to make by the agreement. 

15. It is sometimes advisable to put into the agreement a clause 
limiting extraordinary expenditures by the consignee for the preserva- 
tion, care and custody of the goods, but such a clause is sometimes a 
double-edged sword that proves costly to the shipper, and good judg- 
ment should be exercised on this point. : 

16. It is sometimes advisable to put in a clause to the effect that 
the agent or consignee will not make known to competitors the princi- 
pal’s prices, nor show such competitors the principal’s samples. 3 

17. A clause should be included precluding the agent’s right 
(which, in the absence of stipulation to the contrary, is recognized 
in some countries) to transfer the agency contract to third parties. In 
Colombia, for example, if necessity arises, the Colombian law gives 
the agent the power of substitution, even if this power has not been 
specifically granted in the agency contract. There should also be a 
clause regulating the right of the agent to appoint sub-agents, and the 
conditions tinder which sub-agents shall operate should be set out. 

18. It is often advisable to put into the contract a clause stating 
that the ownership of trade-marks, patents and copyrights shall re- 
main vested in the principal. 

19. An annulment and cancellation clause should be included 
giving the principal or the agent the right to cancel the contract upon 
proper notice (usually thirty to ninety days). 

20. A clause should sometimes be included setting forth the diffi- 
culty of excess profits when sales are made either by the agent or 
the seller at prices higher than those mentioned elsewhere in the con- — 
tract. , : 
21. A clause should set forth the obligations of the parties re- 
garding the payment of the taxes in the foreign country and the cost — 
of complying with legislative enactments in the buyer’s country. 
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the parties in case of changes in customs, terms, freight and insurance 
rates. 

23. Specific mention should be made in the contract stating who 
should bear the cost of cable correspondence, rent and office expenses 
in the foreign country. (If this is not done, in case of the agent’s 
failure to sell the goods, all of these costs may be assessed against the 
principal under the laws of the buyer’s country.) Section 378 of the 
Commercial Code of Colombia states as follows: 

“The agent may execute to himself payment in account for his 
advances, interests and costs, even when he has not carried out fully 
the assigned business.” 

Section 379 states that: 

“The agent has the right to whatever remuneration may reason- 
ably compensate him for his services.” - 

Hence, the American principal can see the necessity for including 
such a clause in dealings with agents in many countries. 

24. A clause should be included equitably protecting the seller 
and agent at the expiration or termination of the contract. 

25. A clause should be included limiting the agent’s right or al- 
lowing him the right to sell to competing producers. 

26. It is sometimes well to include a clause stating the total 
amount of purchases or sales required of the agent or consignee in 
each year of the agency relationship. 

27. It is sometimes well to reserve certain rights for the seller 
in the agent’s territory, such as governmental business, added pro- 
duction and indirect sales to other than the agent. 

28. Instead of simply saying “principal will pay duty,” it is better 
to provide that duties are to be paid by the agent for the account of the 
principal and to provide for the agent’s reimbursement. Otherwise, the 
goods may lie in customs until moneys are forthcoming from the prin- 
cipal, and serious damage result. 

29. The contract should provide for the giving of notice if the 

individual agent forms a partnership or corporation, or if a corporate 
agent is dissolved, or if a partnership agency changes its form, with 
the right being given to the principal, in such eventuality, to cancel 
the contract immediately. 
: 30. Sometimes it is good to set forth in detail that detailed re- 
c ports are to be submitted by the agent of the highest sales and of 
4 visits to prospective buyers and of the information that he has ob- 
‘ tained thereby. This is important, as the American exporter should 
always try to keep his pulse on conditions in the buyer’s country. 
This information also serves to give him the proper perspective to- 
_ward the efforts of his agent. 

31. It is sometimes well to provide in the contract for a guaran- 
tee of payment by a third party in the event of the agent’s failure 
to pay in accordance with the contract. This is best done by a sep- 
arate contract of guaranty. This is particularly advisable in dealing 

with young merchants in Latin America who frequently have rich 


Although not always effective, it is advisable to put into such 
y contract a clause stipulating that the law of New York (or 
whatever State is the situs of the shipper) shall rule in interpreting the 
* contract, and a clause to the effect that both parties recognize the 
cc tract as having been consummated in New York (or whatever State 
is the shipper’s domicile). 
In order to avoid excessive length in an agency agreement it 
s sometimes best to incorporate the chief clauses outlining the agent’s 
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and principal’s duties and responsibilities in the agency contract itself 
and to refer therein to a collateral agreement which sets forth these 
duties and responsibilities and the terms of the relationship in detail. 
Then these detailed clauses that lead to a full and comprehensive 
meeting of minds can be incorporated in the collateral contract. 

Experience has shown that the American exporter should take 
particular care in drawing up his agency contracts with representatives 
in the following countries: Holland, Turkey, Algeria, China, Japan, 
the Caribbean countries, Central America, all South American coun- 
tries, Spain, Italy, Greece and Portugal. The laws of these countries 
are particularly troublesome so far as the agency status is concerned. 
The laws of Great Britain and her possessions, the Scandinavian 
countries, Germany and Belgium are very just and equitable. In 
closing, it might be well to mention in a rather haphazard fashion a 
few of the safeguards which should be adopted in dealing with par- 
ticular countries and a few of the principal pitfalls which should be 
avoided: 

In case of a consignment contract in most Latin American coun- 
tries, the American shipper retains title to goods shipped on consign- 
ment until they are sold, providing he can prove by the correspond- 
ence exchanged, or by some other means, that the goods were 
shipped upon the consignment clauses of his contract. The speaker 
was recently fortunate in having a client, who was shipping to the 
Argentine, who was careful enough to place the words “Consigned 
Merchandise” at the top of all of his invoices. As a result, even though 
the receiver of the estate of his bankrupt custodian desired to throw 
these consigned goods in the bankrupt estate, yet our office in Buenos 
Aires prevented this, when the question of title came up in court, by 
proving by these invoices that the goods were actually consigned and 
not sold to the agent. This, in spite of the fact that the correspond- 
ence between the American principal and the bankrupt custodian was 
not clear. If, however, it is not proven that the goods are consigned 
before the process of determining the bankrupt estate has been com- 
pleted, there is no remedy open for the American owner. The same 
law applies in Denmark, Norway, Sweden and many other countries. 

As a matter of fact, the chief danger in a consignment contract in 
most Latin America countries, particularly in Brazil, Mexico and Porto 
Rico, lies in the action of unscrupulous dealers who have no dread of 
bankruptcy if it affords a means of personal gain. Hence, the moral 
risk should be combated by most careful investigations regarding the 
credit standing and the integrity of the proposed consignee. In certain 
countries consignment is generally inadvisable. In a country like Mex- 
ico, e. g., even though the Mexican law itself appears to give full protec- 
tion to the shipper against failure on the part of the consignee to fulfill 
these obligations, and even though the law recognizes that full title 
is retained by the American shipper until a formal transfer of title is 
made by means of sale, yet the consignment form of distribution is 
not recommended for general practice. The objection is based upon 
the advisability of avoiding all possibility of litigation, as an unscrup- 


ulous consignee might disregard his obligations to his consignor, 


apply the proceeds of sale to his own personal purposes and force 
his principal through an extended litigation—a litigation in Mexico 


is perhaps more expensive and long protracted than in any other ~ 


Latin American country except Cuba. In many cases a surety bond 
should be required by the consignee—these bonds are readily obtain- 


able on high-grade Mexican risks. Since, in Mexico, transactions in? 6 
amounts of less than twenty pesos do not require formal evidence of 
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title transfer, it is particularly important that shippers whose goods 
are sold in very small lots always hold out the consignee as a mere 
agent or “Comisionita.” It is always better to personally meet your 
foreign agent or sales representative. If the contract is drawn with 
him “sight unseen” he may have certain incapacities. 

In Argentine and most of the other Latin American countries, if 
a commission agent sells consignéd goods to a third party, who 
accepts them in good faith as being the property of the agent, the 
real owner of the merchandise has action only against the agent. 
Therefore, in case an agent absconds or disappears, and the American 
principal feels that he disposed of the goods to a third party who was 
in connivance with him, he has a very difficult problem ahead of him 
in assuming the burden of proof showing that the third party did not 
act in good faith, as the presumption of law is inevitably’ in favor of 
the latter. 

In certain countries, like Brazil, consignment of conditional sales 
are not regulated in detail but are treated incidentally in a general 
section of the Civil Code covering the contract of sale, and their 
supervision is left entirely to the courts. It is, therefore, imperative 
that the American shipper engaging in consignment sales in Brazil 
make sure that his conditional sales contract covers every possible 
controvertible point, clearly stipulating the conditions of sale, terms 
of payment, and the remedies of each party in the event of infraction 
by the other. (William G. Marvin.)

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BILLS OF LADING 


The ocean carrier is not subject to the “law of common carriers,” and 
may therefore limit his liability on every possible point in his contract with 
the shipper. Each steamship company issues its own forms of the bill of 
lading and may include its own clauses defining the responsibilities which 
are or are not accepted. Acceptance of the signed bills of lading by the 
shipper with protest constitutes acceptance of the provisions which it con- 
tains. 


The bill of lading serves three distinct purposes. First, it defines the terms of the 
contract between the shipper and steamship company for the conveyance: of the goods 
described, from and to the ports specified, for the freight charge noted. Second, it 
is the signed receipt by the steamship company for the goods shipped! Finally, it is 
the certificate of ownership covering the goods represented by it, and when properly 
drawn to the shipper’s order or to a named consignee, enables the conveyance of title 
to those goods. 

Bills of lading are generally prepared by the shipper on the blank forms supplied 
by the steamship company. It is usual to make three copies for signature by the steam- 
ship company, these being the negotiable copies, so marked on their face, which are 
returned to the shipper. Additional copies are made out to be retained by the steam- 
ship company for its own records. The number of such copies varies according to the 
requirements of the individual line. In country sections of the Exporters’ Encyclopedia 
each route note under Shipping Routes and Regulations shows the number of copies of 
the bill of lading which must be supplied to the steamship company. 

Bills of Lading are ordinarily made out “to order” of the shipper, thus securing 
possession of the goods to himself until he authorizes their release to the actual con- 
signee. It is usual for the shipper to endorse the negotiable bills in blank on the 
back, then handing them with the other essential documents—insurance certificate, 
invoices, drafts, and so forth—to a bank or other agent, providing the latter with 
specific instructions as to the conditions under which surrender of the bill of lading to 
the actual consignee is authorized. 

To permit steamship agents at the port of destination to advise the actual con- 
signee of the arrival of the goods, it is customary to mark on the margin of the “‘to 
order” bill of lading a clause “Notify (name and address. of actual consignee).” The 
document so prepared is described as a “to order, notify” bill of lading.

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CABLE CODES 


Code language is that which is composed of words not forming 
intelligible phrases in one or more, of the languages authorized for 
telegraphic correspondence in plain language. The words, whether 
genuine or artificial, must be formed of syllables capable of pronuncia- 
tion according to the current usage of one of the following languages: 
German, English, Spanish, French, Dutch, Italian, Portuguese or Latin. 
Artificial words must not contain the accented letters 4, a, a, é, fi, 0, U. 

Words in code language must not be longer than ten characters 
according to the Morse alphabet, the combinations ae, aa, ao, oe, ue, being 
counted as two letters each. The combination ch is also counted as two 
letters in artificial words. Combinations not fulfilling the conditions of 
the two preceding paragraphs are regarded as language in letters having 
a secret meaning and are charged for accordingly. Nevertheless those 
which may be formed by the union of two or more words in plain 
language contrary to the usage of the language are not admitted. 

Codes intended for correspondence in code language may be submitted 
to the Telegraph Administrations designated for the purpose, with a view 
to allow those concerned to obtain an assurance that the words contained 
in codes fulfil the conditions of the preceding paragraph. 

Four considerations control the choice of a code. These are as 
follows: The initial cost of the code; the saving that it will show; the time 
involved in making up messages; and finally the character of the code 
words, their liability to mutilation, and the possibility of the correction 
of mutilated words. 

The second and third elements in the choice of a code are usually the 
chief determining factors. There are two ways in which they can be 
judged. The first is quick and accurate. A firm can lay its needs before 
an expert and accept his final judgment as to the efficiency which various 
codes will show in this particular case. ¢ 

It will be found safest to leave the fourth consideration to the judg- 
ment of the code company. The liability to mutilation and the possibility 
of correcting mutilated words, depend on technical considerations. 

Cable codes are of many varieties, 2- and 3-letter cyphers, 5-letter 
word codes, vocabulary word codes, and a great many others. The vo- 
cabulary and the 5-letter word codes are, perhaps, of the greatest im- 


portance, and the latter of these has received chief attention since 1904 - 


on account of the rules adopted by the Telegraphic Convention of that 
year. Since these rules cover all code messages, it is best to quote them 
here: 


“Code language is composed (a) of real words not forming compre-_ 


hensible phrases, and (b) of combinations of letters having the appear- 
ance of real words. ’ ae 

“(b) The combination of letters (which must also be within the limit 
of ten letters) must be pronounceable according to the usage of one of 
the above-mentioned languages. (Note—The languages referred to are 
eight in number: English, French, Spanish, Portuguese, German, Dutch, 
Italian and Latin.) 

“Combinations formed by the running together of bona-fide words 
are prohibited.” (Note—This refers to such single words as wearenot.) 

A private code can be made efficiently in two ways. The first is to 
buy a list of from four thousand to a hundred thousand words from a 
code company. Meanings can be attached to them to suit the firm’s 
special requirements. Such lists (they usually consist of 5-letter words) 


are so contrived as not to interfere with one or more of the general codes, : 


and thus can be used in conjunction with them. r 


A ate 
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But since such a code is simply added to as occasion requires, and 
since it grows larger and larger without a definite plan from the start, 
it is bound to be inefficient compared with one designed by men who have 
made a life study of cable codes. In most cases it is safest to entrust the 
compiling of a private code to experts in this line of work. 

In his choice of a cable code we have seen that the average exporter 
is governed by four considerations, of which the original cost of the code 
is the least important; the economy to be effected by a code is usually the 
determining factor. If the merchant keeps these four considerations 
firmly fixed in his mind, he will find his decision to be comparatively sim- 
ple. But in case his needs are highly specialized, he cannot do better 
than to carry his troubles to a code company. They exist for his service, 
and in most cases their judgment can be relied upon to produce the most 
efficient results. 


Cable Code Addresses: The cable companies make a charge of 
$2.50 per annum for the registration of cable addresses in the United 
States. Thirty days prior to expiration of the registration period 
a notice will be sent to registrant in order that code address may 
be renewed if desired. Registration can be effected with the Central 
Bureau of Registered Addresses, 50 Broad Street, New York, and at 
all important telegraph offices.

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CABLE AND RADIO REGULATIONS 


There are six classifications of both cable and radio messages, the 
rates for each being given under the individual country sections of the 
Exporters’ EncycLopzpia. Cable messages are designated as either: 
full rate; deferred rate; preferred rate; urgent rate; cable letter; or 
week-end letter. Radio messages are either: full rate; deferred rate; 
partly urgent rate; urgent rate; radio letter; or week-end letter. 

The full rate messages, both cable and radio, are the ordinary 
messages which may be written either in plain language or in code 
except as restrictions are imposed by the individual countries of 
destination. 

The deferred rate messages are accepted for certain destinations 
at half the rate charged for full rate messages. They are forwarded 
as subject to delay owing to the precedence of any full rate messages, 
but that such delay will not exceed 24 hours. Only the plain language 
of either the country of origin or the country of destination may be 
used, and there must be a clear and connected meaning to the message. E 
The use of any form of code is not permissible. The indicator, LCO ? 
or LCD, showing the language used, must form a part of such mes- 
sages, and paid for as one word. 

Preferred rate messages, by that term, are recognized only for 
cables. A somewhat higher rate is paid to assure immediate trans- 
mission. The indicator is XUR, which is not charged for. 

The partly urgent rate applies only to radio messages and gives 
preferred service over the radio and urgent service on the foreign 
telegraph system handling them. The indicator is PU written as the = 
first word of the address and charged for as one word. ¢ 

The urgent rate, both cable and radio, gives such messages emer- Z 
gency priority over all other classes of service. The indicator is RCA 
for radio and URGENT for cable, charged for as one word. 

The cable and radio letters are messages accepted at a special 
low rate, subject to such delay in transmission as may be necessary to ‘ 
dispose of all higher rate messages of the same date. = 

Week-end letters, both cable and radio, as the name indicates are : 
accepted for trdnsmission at any time prior to midnight on Saturdays, af 

a 


for delivery at destination on the following Mondays. 


Full Rate Messages: Every message must be prepaid, unless 
otherwise specially authorized and all words in the address, text and 
signature must be counted and charged for. No charge is made for the 
transmission of the name of the originating office. 


Addresses: In the address of any message, the name of the office 
of destination, and, except when otherwise provided for in the official ~ 
nomenclature, the name of the country and the name of the terri- 
torial subdivision (if any) of the country of destination are each 
counted as one word, no matter how many letters are employed. 

The address of every message must consist of at least two words, — 
the first indicating the name of the receiver and the second the name 
of the office of destination. . 

The sender is responsible for an incorrect or insufficient address. 
Corrections and alterations can only be made by a paid service mes- 
sage. 
Messages addressed to the care of a registered address are ac- 
cepted only at the risk of the sender unless the words “care” or ycaren 
of,” or their equivalent, be placed between the addressee’s name and. 


2. 
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the registered address; thus a message for “Lazard, Paris,” to be de- 
livered to the registered address “Dervish, Paris,” should be addressed 
“Lazard, care (or ‘care of’) Dervish, Paris.” 

If an indication of any particular route be given by the sender and 
its transmission is considered necessary by the company, it will be for- 
warded free. Such indication, when given, must be transmitted im- 
mediately after the address, that is, as a part of the address, and before 
the text of the message. 

Messages destined for places beyond the lines of telegraph must 
contain the name of the plage from which they are to be posted or 
otherwise delivered. The requisite instructions in such cases must be 
inserted as a part of the address, and must be paid for. ~ 

A message may also be sent part way by cable/radio amd part way 
by post. The address of such a message should read, for example: 
“Post Thomas Smith, 1 Rue Auber, Paris, London.” If a message is 
to be sent by registered post, the indication “PR” must be inserted 
immediattly before the address, that is, as a part of the address, and 
must be counted and charged for. For example: “PR Thomas Smith, 
1 Rue Auber, Paris, London.” In addition, a charge of five cents 
must be collected for registration if delivery is to be made within the 
limits of the country of telegraphic destination, and a charge of ten 
cents if the message is to be reforwarded to a country other than the 
country of telegraphic destination. If a message is to be sent by ex- 
press mail the address should read, for example, “XP Jones, 21 Strasse, 

’ Berlin, Amsterdam,” the indication “XP” representing express mail. 
The charge for express mail service from London is twelve cents per 
message, and from Amsterdam twenty-five cents per message. 


Language: Plain Language messages (i.e., neither code nor cipher) 
may be written in any language that can be expressed in Roman 
letters. In such messages each word of fifteen letters or less is counted 
as a word, and words of over fifteen letters are counted at the rate of 
fifteen letters or fraction of fifteen letters to a word. 

Code messages may contain words belonging to one or more of the 
following languages: English, French, German, Italian, Dutch, Portu- 
guese, Spanish and Latin. The use of words of other languages is 
, not allowed. Code messages may also contain artificial words—that 


is, groups of letters so combined as to be pronounceable in at least one -

Repetitions: At the time of filing a meSsage the sendes,, may order 
it repeated, upon payment of a quarter of the full rate in ‘addition to 
the ordinary tolls, in which case the various relay offices en route 
repeat it to each other as it passes. The indication “TC” must be 
inserted immediately before the address; that is, as a part of the ad- 
dress, and must be charged for; and in addition to this, the words “re- 
peat back” must be included in the check, but will not be charged for. 
Such messages must be carefully repeated back from each relay 
through which they pass. The indication “TC” counts as one word. 

If repetition of a doubtful word or words be requested by the ad- 
dressee of a message, the same may be procured by free service mes- 
sage to the office at which the message was received. In such service 
message the doubtful word or words as received must be given for 
comparison. 

Every message to rectify a mistake of the sender will be charged 
for at full rates. 


Acknowledgment: The sender may request that advice of the date 
and time at which his message is delivered to the addressee. or when 
posted to destination the date and time handed to the Post Office, 
be transmitted to him by telegraph or Postal Card. The indication 
“PC” if notice is to be given by telegraph, or “PCP,” if notice is to be 
given by Postal Card, must be inserted immediately before the address 
and must be counted and charged for; and in addition to this, the 
words “acknowledgment paid” must be included in the check, but will 

s not be counted or charged for. The indications “PC” and “PCP” count 
each as one word. 

The charge for a telegraphic “acknowledgment of receipt” is equal 

: to that for a message of five words to same destination by same route. 


Prepaid Replies: The sender of a message may pay for a reply 
4 by rcgeg before, and as a part of the address, the indication 
“RP,” or “Reply Paid,” with the number of words added. The indica- 
tion «RPS, - RPO,” CRPI5,” etc., counts as one word and must be 
included in the check, The full tolls to cover the words*in the mes- 
sage as indicated by the check, and the full tolls to cover the number 
of words in the “RP” indication must be collected from the sender 
when the message is filed. 

The sender of such a message must understand that the amount 
paid for the reply is not a deposit, but is practically a remittance to 
‘the correspondent abroad, to whom the foreign telegraph administra- 
delivers with the message a voucher showing the amount and num- 
of words prepaid. This voucher entitles the correspondent to send 
hout charge, up to the full value of the voucher, a message to any 
tination whatsoever, and from any office of the "telegraph adminis- 
rat ion which issued the voucher. 


1336 CABLE AND RADIO REGULATIONS 


Should the correspondent fail to use the amount ‘represented by 
the voucher, the sender must arrange with the correspondent to return 
the voucher to the foreign administration within three months from the 
date of issue, requesting that the amount be returned to the sender. If 
the voucher is not returned within the time limit, the amount repre- 
sented may not be recoverable. 

When an answer to an RP message from abroad is offered, the 
words “Answer to RP,” with reference to the message which it 
answers, must be placed in the check, and must be transmitted. When 
the answer contains more than the number of words prepaid, the 
excess must be collected from the sender, and the reference made to 
read “Answer to RP excess collected,” etc. 

The amount paid for a reply may be used for any class of service 
that is available at the time of filing, that is, full rate, deferred rate, 
letter rate, or week-end letter. rate service. 


Messages “To Follow” Addressee: The sender may request, by 
inserting before the address the indication “FS,” that the office of 
destination shall cause his message to follow the addressee. 

When a message bears the indication “FS,” and contains but one 
address, the office of destination writes the new address, if any, sup- 
plied at the residence of the addressee, and sends the message forward 
to its new destination. The same course is followed until the message 
is delivered or no new address is furnished. 

If delivery cannot be effected, and no other address is given, non- 
delivery must be reported to the station of origin. The service mes- 
sage of non-delivery must show the amount of the forwarding charges 
to be recovered from the sender. 

If the instruction to follow, “FS,” is accompanied by successive 
addresses furnished by the sender, the message is transmitted to each 
of the destinations in turn until the last, if necessary. 

The proper form of address, if the sender has several, is, for ex- 
ample: “FS Haggis care Dekeysers, London. Hotel Meurice, Paris. 
North British Hotel, Edinburgh.” : 

The amount to be collected for messages to follow is the charge | @ 
to the first destination, the complete address, including the indication 
“RS” being counted and charged for. The charge for handling : 
beyond the first destination is collected from the addressee if delivery — 
is effected.

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~COLLECTION OF DRAFTS 


When handling the collection of drafts drawn by the exporter on 
his foreign customer, covering export shipments, it is apparent that 
the bank serves in such instances only as the agent of the American 
exporter and in the usual disposition of responsibility between a prin- 
cipal and his agent the latter can, in reason, be held responsible only 
for the carrying out of the specific instructions which he receives. If 
the instructions are inadequate, it is the principal—the exporter—who 
must properly be looked upon as remiss, and not the agency which he 
has employed. 

A number of the banks handling international business provide in- 
struction forms which the exporter is to fill in and attach ‘to his drafts 
when passed through for collection. Some of these forms are com- 
prehensive and cover all the questions which may normally arise in 
connection with the handling of the draft. There are many banks, 
however, whose instruction blanks provide only for the fundamentals 
and ignore questions which practical experience shows to be of great 
importance. Still other banks employ no forms at all for the definition 
of the instructions which they should have from their clients; but 
rely-upon the acumen of the exporter to supply all the necessary data. 

It is regrettable that there is no greater uniformity in the practice 
of the American bankers in this important matter; but nevertheless 
this condition does not in the slightest degree excuse the exporter 
from providing on his own responsibility—form or no form—the 
instructions which he should recognize as indespensable for the proper 
conduct of his bank, serving as an agency for the collection of the 
sums represented by the draft covering an export shipment. 

‘The points which require to be dealt with in the instructions to 
the bank are essentially as follows: 


1. Description of the draft and documents attached: (a) number 
of drafts; (b) date; (c) amount; (d) usance—that is the number of 
days after date or sight when the draft matures; (e) name of the 
drawer; (f) the name and address of the drawee; (g) the number of 
copies of the draft; (h) number of copies of the bill of lading; (i) 
insurance certificates; (j) commercial invoices; (k) consular invoices, 

4 or certificates of origin, if required; (1) any special certificates or 
documents if necessary for the individual shipment; (m) the name of 
the vessel by which the documents must be forwarded, and its sailing 
day and hour. 

Whether the documents conveying title to the goods are to be 
surrendered against acceptance of the draft, or only against payment. 
In the case of sight drafts, the acceptance instruction is naturally 


unnecessary. 
_ 3. Whether acceptance or payment may or may not be deferred 
; until the arrival of the goods, in the event that the documents go 


forward by faster steamer than the merchandise. 
: Whether the drawee may or may not inspect the goods before 

accepting or paying the draft. 
5. Whether or not the bank at the foreign port of destination 
shall file protest for non-acceptance or for non-payment of the draft 
upon presentation. ? 

6, Whether or not the drawer shall be notified by cable of non- 
acceptance or non-payment. 
7. Whether or not the drawer shall be notified by cable when the 
aft has been paid. ) 
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8. Whether or not the drawee is to be allowed an-interest rebate 
if he pays the draft before maturity, and if such allowance is to be 
made, at what rate per annum. 

9. Whether interest and collection charges are to be borne by 
the drawer or by the drawee; and whether or not such charges (if for 
ue account of the drawee) are to be waived if payment of them is 
refused. 

10. Whether remittance of the proceeds of the draft is to be by 
cable or by mail. 

11. Full instructions as to disposition of goods in the event that 
the draft is dishonored. 

12, Whether, in case of difficulties arising in connection with 
the collection of the draft, the foreign bank is to be authorized to 
communicate with some local representative of the drawer; and 
whether such representative is empowered to act with final authority, 
or only to serve in an advisory capacity. The name and address of 
such representative will, of course, be furnished as part of this instruc- 
tion. 

These details of instruction should be specifically covered in a 
memorandum attached to every export documentary draft when it is 
presented to the bank for collection. It is not sufficient to omit 
reference to a particular item in the event that the particular action 
is not desired. For example, if it is not desired to have the bank 
protest for non-acceptance, a definite statement, “Do not protest for 
non-acceptance,” should be made; instead of leaving it to the bank’s 
ingenuity to guess that such instruction is to be inferred from lack 
of reference to the matter. 

With reference to the item of instructions as to disposition of 
the goods in the event that the draft is dishonored, it must be rec- 
ognized that the bank has no responsibility for clearing, warehous- 
ing, or insuring the goods under such circumstances, except by virtue 
of a special arrangement to that purpose. : 

A special difficulty which must be borne in mind in connection 
with the instruction as to the interest and collection charges is de- 
scribed by a New York bank as follows: 

“In handling drafts drawn in dollars from our customers on 


foreign drawees, we always ask whether they or the drawee will | 


absorb premium on New York exchange and foreign stamp taxes. 
If no charge is to be deducted for possible premium on New York 
exchange, we have the clause ‘Payable in legal tender at Banker’s 
selling rate for sight draft on New York’ inserted in the draft.—1Lo 
cover stamp taxes and collection charges it is only necessary to add 
to this clause ‘with all stamp charges and collection charges.’ As a 
general rule collection charges and foreign stamp taxes are deducted 
from remittances and absorbed by shippers. Under a strict interpreta-_ 
tion of C. I. F. shipments stamp taxes should be borne at the other 
end, but foreign customers invariably refuse to pay them. We usually 
ask our correspondents to collect stamp taxes from the drawee, but 


if they refuse absolutely to pay, to deduct them from the remittances.” 


The exporter’s complaints will be reduced to a minimum if he 
will recognize his own responsibility for providing complete and in-. 
telligible instructions for the banker’s guidance. i 


There is no justification for expecting the bank to fill up all the 


gaps created by the client’s ignorance or carelessness; but every — 


reason for commending the frequency with which the banker makes — 
up in careful service for the exporter’s deficiencies. oy

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when presented to the bank for collection, one of the points upon which a 
good deal of thought and trouble is expended is the question of the powers 
of the “In case of need.” This has been a bone of contention for years. 
When it seems that everything is cleaned up, and banker and exporter under- 
stand each other, with all difficulties cleared away, a brand new question 
will often arise as to just how far the “Case of Need” can go in behalf of his 
principles without incurring dishonor or overstepping the mark. It is sug- 
gested that, according to the circumstances one or other of the following 
instructions be furnished the bank by the exporter: 


“Tn case of need refer to (name and address). 

(a) Whose instructions with respect to this draft and documents (if 
any) you are authorized to follow; 

(b) Who will endeavor to obtain the honoring of this draft as drawn; 

(c) Who is empowered to grant delays or extensions not exceeding 
Sipps ees « days, or reductions not exceeding .......... per cent of the value 
of the merchandise.” 


This has helped a good deal in settling many troublesome situations.

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CONSIGNEE’S MAIL: When goods are shipped’ abroad it is a 
common practice for the shipper or his agent (the bank, for example) to 
forward the documents by the carrying vessel, as “consignee’s mail.” 
The question arises whether in such instances postage need be affixed to 
the envelope containing the documents. The following ruling of the Post 
Office Department covers the point at issue. 


“It is held that the only mail that may be placed on board a vessel 
bound for a foreign country, except the mail received from the post office, 
is: 

“(1) Consignees’ mail—that is, mail relating to the cargo, or 
some part of it, on the vessel conveying the correspondence, which con- 
signees’ mail may be transmitted without postage stamps affixed; and, 


“(2) Correspondence enclosed in stamped envelopes, if the postage 
stamp is of a denomination sufficient to cover the postage that would be 
chargeable thereon if the same were sent by mail; ‘stamped envelopes’ 
meaning government stamped envelopes.” 


This matter is dealt with in Sections 1291, 1466, and 1467 of the 
Postal Laws and Regulations, 1913 Edition, showing the law with re- 
spect to consignees’ mail. These sections, except their numbers, re- 
peat the language of the Acts contained in Revised Statutes, Sections 
3987 and 3993 and the Act of March 4, 1909 (35 Stat. 1127), as follows: 


Sec. 1291. All letters inclosed in stamped envelopes, if the postage. 
stamp is of a denomination sufficient to cover the postage that would be 
chargeable thereon if the same were sent by mail, may be sent, conveyed 
and delivered otherwise than by mail, provided such envelope shall be duly 
directed and properly sealed, so that the letter cannot be taken therefrom 
without defacing the envelope, and the date of the letter or of the trans- 
mission or receipt thereof shall be written or stamped upon the envelope. 


(Note.—“Stamped envelopes” means Government stamped envelopes.) 


Sec. 1466. All letters or other mailable matter conveyed to or from 
any part of the United States by any foreign vessel, except such sealed let- 
ters relating to such vessel or any part of the cargo thereof as may be 
directed to the owners or consignees of the vessel, shall be subject to post- 
age charge, whether addressed to any person in the United States or else- 
where, provided they are conveyed by the packet or other ship of a foreign 
country imposing postage on letters or other mailable matter conveyed to 
or from such country by any vessel of the United States; and such letters 
or other mailable matter carried in foreign vessels, except such sealed let- 
ters relating to the vessel or any part of the cargo thereof as may be di- 
rected to the owners or consignees, shall be delivered into the United 
States post office by the master or other person having charge or control 
of such vessel when arriving, and be taken from the United States post 
office when departing, and the postage justly chargeable by law paid 
thereon. 


FOR SPECIAL EXPORT INFORMATION 
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Sec. 1467. No vessel departing from the United States for any 
foreign port shall receive on board or convey any letter or packet originat- 
ing in the United States which has not been regularly received from the 
post office at the port of departure, and which does not relate to the cargo 
of such vessel, except as provided in section three thousand nine hundred 
and ninety-three (of the Revised Statutes; sec. 1201, P. L. & R.) ; and 
every collector, or other officer of the port empowered to grant clearances, 
shall require from the master of such vessel, as a condition of clearance, 
an oath that he has not received on board, has not under his care or con- 
trol, and will not receive or convey any letter or packet contrary to the 
provisions of this section. 

Note.—Letters inclosed in stamped envelopes as provided: in Section 
1291 can be carried without emanating from a post office.

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CREDIT INFORMATION 


Definite, exact, and detailed credit information on foreign. names 
is sometimes difficult to secure promptly. This is due to several 
causes—great distances, sometimes the fact that a large number of 
concerns not accustomed to importing regularly may be potential 
importers and seek to import on their own behalf—; customs; traditions, 
and local practices. 

The merchants of few countries are accustomed to supplying 
financial statements indicative of their exact pecuniary business situa- 
tion similar to those commonly exchanged in the United States be- 
tween the applicant and the grantor of credit. When the applicant 
has previously purchased in the United States, credit information can 
usually be obtained with comparatively little delay. This information 
may consist of a report prepared by one resident in or in close 
proximity to the applicant’s domicile, and/or the experiences of other 
exporters who have made sales in the past. 

Experienced export credit managers seek to obtain information 
through every possible source to insure that favorable reports secured 
from one source will be supported and corroborated by those received 
through another or others. Information received through an unbiased 
source is often more greatly to be depended upon as a true reflection 
of the applicant’s standing, paying habits and rating than that secured 
from references which the applicant himself has supplied, as quite 
naturally he will not furnish the names of those concerns to whom 
his previous dealings have been unsatisfactory, whom he has treated 
unfairly, or has betrayed by unethical practices. 

The following list of sources through which foreign credit in- 
formation may be obtained, are dependable: 


American Manufacturers Export Association, 160 Broadway, New 
York: This is ‘entirely a membership organization. Supplies credit 
information, to its members only, on foreign customers. In large 
measure credit information supplied is secured through its members, 
although facts and data gleaned from other sources are also available. 


American Manufacturers Foreign Credit Underwriters, 130 William 
Street, New York: This is exclusively a membership organization and 
its credit rating service is. available only to members. Covers all © 
countries outside of the continental limits of the United States. 

A Market Guide for Latin America is published annually. This 
contains the names, addresses, lines of business and ratings of buyers 
located in South and Central America, Cuba, Mexico, West Indies, etc. --@ 

Strictly speaking, this is not a credit reporting agency. The 3 
ratings which are supplied to members upon inquiry indicate the 
insurability of an account.

U. S., does its budget balance, is its exchange stable or depreciated? _ 

Legal: Do the Commercial Laws, governing Sales -Contracts, the 
rights of Creditors and Debtors, Bankruptcy, Negotiable Instruments, 
etc., adequately protect the seller? Are moratoria or suspension of — 
payments resorted to? Are there any peculiar legal or administrative — 
_ requirements with regard to documentation or customs procedure?

Is the firm’s success due largely 
to the ability and driving power of one man or is the organization well- 
knit and efficient throughout? Is their credit policy toward their 
customers sound? Are they well regarded by their trade? 

Financial: Are the owners, the partners or management engaged 
in any other enterprises, and if so to what extent and do they flourish? 
Is anything known regarding contingent liabilities or commitments of 
the firm or its management for the benefit of others not normally con- 
tracted in the course of business?

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DRAWBACK 


When dutiable imported material is used in the manufacture or 
production of domestic merchandise which is exported the drawback 
law authorizes a refund or “drawback” of the import duty less one per 
cent. Drawhback is also allowed on exported flavoring extracts, medi- 
cinal and toilet preparations, including perfumery, manufactured in 
the United States with the use of domestic tax-paid alcohol, the draw- 
back being equal to the tax on the alcohol used, and on exported 
meats which have been cured in the United States with the use of 
imported salt, the drawback being equal to the duty paid on the 
imported salt ‘used. 

All shipments are subject to drawback, whether they are exported direct 
by the manufacturer or through agents or commission merchants, or by 
purchasers of the goods. In order to collect “drawback” the following re- 
quirements are essential: An application must be addressed to the Secretary 
of the Treasury before the exportation of any of the articles, requesting 
that a regulation be promulgated authorizing the payment of drawback on 
commodities that are to be exported in which duty paid materials or domestic 
tax-paid alcohol have been consumed. 

As a prerequisite to the allowance of this drawback, the regulations 
require that the material must pass through some process of manufacture 
and that a notice of intent to export be filed with the proper collector of 
customs at least six hours before the goods are laden on the export vessel or 
cross the border into Canada or Mexico. The drawback broker or agent of 
the exporter at the port of exportation should be advised of all shipments 
subject to drawback at least one day before the shipments leave the factory 
or warehouse for exportation, in order that sufficient time may be afforded 
him to file the necessary notice of intent at the customhouse. 

The general regulations (which are too voluminous to publish in full) 
can be obtained free of charge from the Treasury Department, Washington, 
D.C. A special regulation known as a “drawback rate,” is issued in the case 
of each manufacturer whose application for drawback is approved. Such 
special regulations are applicable only to the manufacturers involved and 
vary somewhat with each case, but in general they require the manufacturer 
to keep the necessary records to identify the imported material and establish 
the quantity used, and also that such records must be open for the inspection 
of government officials at all reasonable times. 

The further requirements of the regulations can be complied with after 
the exportation is made, but it is necessary to complete the claim within three 
years from the date of exportation by filing the certificates and affidavits 
required, otherwise the claim will be treated as abandoned. The government 
rulings on drawback applications are subject to amendment in ‘accordance 
with current Treasury decisions. Because of the necessity for strict con- 
formity with the government requirements in preparing the essential records 
and in filing applications, it is most advisable to employ the services of 
recognized drawback specialists. 

Following is the official wording of Section 313 of the Tariff Act of 
1922 relating to drawbacks: 

Section 313. That upon the exportation of articles manufactured or pro- 
duced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise, the full 
amount of the duties paid upon the merchandise so used shall be refunded 


as drawback, less 1 per centum of such duties, except that such duties shall — 


not be so refunded upon the exportation of flour or by-products produced 
from imported wheat unless an amount of wheat grown in the United States 


equal to not less than 30 per centum of the amount of such imported wheat 3

has been mixed with such imported wheat. Where two or more products 
result from the manipulation of imported merchandise the drawback shall 
be distributed to the several products in accordance with their relative values 
at the time of separation. When the articles exported are manufactured or 
produced in part from domestic materials, the imported merchandise ‘shall 
so appear in the completed articles that the quantity or measure thereof may 
be ascertained. The drawback on any article allowed under existing law 
shall be continued at the rate herein provided. The imported merchandise 
used in the manufacture or production of articles entitled to drawback of 
customs duties when exported shall, in all cases where drawback of duties 
paid on such merchandise is claimed, be identified, the quantity of such mer- 
chandise used and the amount of duties paid thereon shall be ascertained, 
the facts of the manufacture or production of such articles,in the United 
States and their exportation therefrom, shall be determined, and the draw- 
back due thereon shall be paid to the manufacturer, or exporter, the agent 
of either, or to the person to whom such manufacturer, producer, exporter, 
or agent shall in writing order such drawback paid, under such regulations 
as the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe. 

On the exportation of flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
(including perfumery) hereafter manufactured or produced in the United 
States in part from domestic alcohol on which an internal revenue tax has 
been paid, there shall be allowed a drawback equal in amount to the tax 
found to have been paid on the alcohol so used. Such drawback shall be 
determined and paid under such rules and regulations, and upon the filing of 
such notices, bonds, bills of lading, and other evidence of payment of tax 
and exportation, as the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe.

Drawback Claims Exclusively 
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Provided, That imported salt in bond may be used in curing fish taken 
by vessels licensed to engage in the fisheries and in curing fish on the shores 
of the navigable waters of the United States, under such regulations as the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe; and upon proof that the salt has 
been used for either of the purposes stated in this proviso, the duties on the 
same shall be remitted : 

Provided further, That upon the exportation of meats, whether packed 
or smoked, which have been cured in the United States with imported salt, 
there shall be refunded from the Treasury, upon satisfactory proof, under 
such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe, that such 
meats have been cured with imported salt, the duties paid on the salt so 
used in curing such exported meats in amounts not less than $100. - 

The provisions of this section shall. apply to materials imported and 
used in the construction and equipment of vessels built for foreign account 
and ownership, or for the government of any foreign country, notwithstand- 
ing that such vessels may not within the strict meaning of the term be articles 
exported. (Director of Customs, Washington, D. C.)

FINANCING EXPORTS 1355 


FINANCING EXPORT SHIPMENTS 


The transaction of export:business involves of necessity a precise agree- 
ment between the seller in the United States and his customer abroad as to 
the manner in which the former is to receive payment for the goods shipped. 
It is the desire of the exporter to receive his payment before he parts pos- 
session with the goods. It is equally the desire of the buyer to secure the 
merchandise before he parts with his money. The adjustment of these 
obviously conflicting aims through the medium of the international banker 
gives rise to the problems and the practice of foreign exchange. 


To speak broadly there are four methods of paying for goods purchased abroad. 

(1) The purchaser remits with the order. This needs no explanation—the 
manufacturer at any rate can see the advantages of that mode of procedure. But 
it can be readily understood that, unless a dealer has a very large amount of 
surplus cash, he cannot make remittances with his order for goods which will not 
arrive until at least five months afterwards and a part of which at any rate may 
remain in his store for a year. 

(2) The purchaser opens a bank credit in favor of the manufacturer, Here 
also there are drawbacks from the purchaser’s point of view—in the first place he,

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like the manufacturer, needs all his local credit to keep his store fully stocked. 
Apart from that, in addition to the interest charges from the date the bank pays 
for the goods until he pays for them, the bank charges a commission for opening 
the credit. 

(3) The manufacturer ships the goods on open account and awaits remittance 
from the purchaser. Here all the brunt of financing the business falls on the 
manufacturer, and this method does not appeal to him any more than remitting 
with the order appeals to the dealer in South America. 

(4) The manufacturer draws a draft on the purchaser. This method is the 
most popular because, by means of a draft, neither purchaser nor manufacturer 
(provided they be of good standing) need wait for his money, but by combining 
their signatures they can jointly obtain the additional credit that they are both 
in need of. The “‘modus operandi” is as follows: 

The manufacturer draws a draft, payable to his own order, on his customer 
and attaches thereto the full set of bills of lading, marine insurance policy, invoices 
and consular invoices (where such are required)—the insurance policy, invoices and 
consular invoices being made out in duplicate. The draft also should be drawn in 
duplicate, so that two complete sets can be made up and despatched by different 
steamers, thus preventing possible loss in the mails. This documentary draft, on 
being endorsed by the manufacturer, who thereby guarantees its payment, can be sold 
or discounted in New York City to an agent or correspondent of a bank doing business 
in the town where the customer resides, at a rate of discount very little higher, if at 
all, than the American banks charge for discounting commercial paper signed by firms 
doing business solely in this country. The draft is probably drawn at ninety days’ 
sight, that is, payable in ninety days after it has been accepted by the customer, who 
by writing his signature and the date across the face, agrees to pay it on those condi- 
tions—the banker having agreed to deliver the shipping documents to the customer 
against his acceptance of the draft. It is plain now how the credit has been obtained— 
the foreign banker is secured, pending the acceptance of the draft, by having possession 
of the goods (represented by the bills of lading) and the manufacturer’s signature; 
when the draft is accepted he receives an additional signature in exchange for the 
goods. Bills of lading should always be made out to the shipper’s order, so that title 
to the goods can be conveyed by endorsement to the banker buying the draft. 

Now the question arises, who is to pay the discount and bank charges? That of 
course depends on the condition of the sale but, as a general rule, manufacturers 
quote their prices, if shipment is to be made from New York City, “free on board” 
New York—meaning that the manufacturer pays all expenses incurred up to the time 
the goods are placed on board—so that interest on the amount from date of shipment 
is for account of the foreign customer, as well as ocean freight, consular fees, marine 
insurance, &c. But the manufacturer has agreed to give a long credit: this‘is true, 
but beyond lending his signature as the drawer of a draft he has not agreed to pay 
the cost of this credit, as his quotation f. 0. b. New York clearly indicates. Therefore 
he has a perfect right to charge his customer with interest from the date of shipment 
until he actually receives cash for the goods. Supposing, as is often the case, that 
the draft is drawn for a sum of U. S. dollars, payable in the legal currency of the 
country in which the customer resides—there will be a stipulation on the bill as to 
whether the conversion from U. S. dollars to the foreign currency is to be at the rate 
for drafts ‘“‘at sight”? on New York or for some other usance, say 90 days’ sight. 
If the former be the case, the interest then will run from the date of shipment until 
the arrival of the return remittance—if the latter arrangement be made, then interest 
runs from date of shipment until 90 days after the arrival of the return remittance. 
It is only a matter for the customer to decide which method he prefers—in some 
countries, if he pays at demand rate, he pays nearly 8 per cent per annum for 90 days 
more than if he pays at the 90 days’ sight rate,-and as the manufacturer usually only 
charges 6 per cent per annum for interest in his invoice, it is more profitable to the 


customer to pay the additional interest to the manufacturer, in order to have the 


privilege of paying at the 90 days’ sight rate of exchange. It makes no difference to 
, I$ 
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the manufacturer; the draft received in payment will be such that he will have no 
difficulty in discounting it at 6 per cent per annum—the rate allowed for in his invoice. 

Let us consider now the number of days’ interest the manufacturer is entitled to 
charge. We have seen that interest is due from the date of sailing; so that supposing 
a manufacturer has drawn on his customer at 90 days’ sight for a sum of U. S. dollars 
to be paid in Buenos Aires in Argentine “pesos” at the current rate for checks on 
New York—he is entitled to charge interest to cover: 


(1) The voyage to Buenos Aires ........+++- 30 days 
(2) The term of the draft ......... * Pe EP 90 days 
(3) The voyage from Buenos Aires ........ 30 days

The usual rate of interest is 6 per cent per annum, and in additiori one-quarter of 
1 per cent (%4 per cent) is generally added for the bank’s collecting commission. Such 
a draft, drawn by a manufacturer of good standing, on a firm in Buenos Aires also 
well reported on, could almost always be discounted at a flat rate of 2% per cent, 
sometimes less. How does the manufacturer fare in such a case? 

Let us suppose his invoice, including freight, insurance, &c., amounts to exactly 
$1,000, plus 150 days’ interest at 6 per cent per annum ($25), plus collecting commis- 
sion of % per cent ($2.50), making a total of $1,027.50. 

He draws on his customer for $1,027.50 and discounts the draft with a bank in 
New York at 2%4 per cent flat—that is, he pays $25.68 for discount, which still leaves 
him $1.82 on the right side for any petty disbursements he may have to make. Or 
if the manufacturer prefers, he can work out the amount of discount and charge the 
exact sum paid to the bank. In this case it is well to remember that the discount 
must be figured on the amount of the draft, not on the invoice—if a large sum 
be involved this is quite a serious difference; for instance, in the case of an invoice 
for $10,000 it is incorrect to add 2% per cent ($250) and draw for $10,250, because 
when the banker deducts his 2%4 per cent, the manufacturer receives only $9,993.75, 
instead of $10,000—the correct method being to multiply $10,000 by 100 and divide by 
9714 (which is 100 less 2% per cent). The manufacturer then draws for $10,256.41 
and the banker deducts 214 per cent ($256.41), so that the manufacturer receives 
exactly $10,000. 

It is often requested by customers in South America that drafts be drawn in 
pounds sterling and made payable at the current rate for banker’s 90 days’ sight 
drafts on London instead of New York. It is then customary to convert the 
dollar amount of the invoice into pounds sterling at $4.80 per £1, and a manu- 
facturer receiving a banker’s 90 days’ sight draft on London from South America 
in payment of his draft would, as a general rule, have no difficulty in selling it at 
that rate—so that a sterling draft on, London at $4.80 per pound is as good as a © 
dollar check on New York for the amount of his invoice. Before converting the 

. , invoice into pounds sterling, interest for 150 days at 6 per cent, and collection charges 
4 - of % per cent, as previously shown, have already been added; so that the manu- 
; facturer, when discounting or selling his draft in New York, will have no difficulty 
in getting the net amount of his invoice. On this occasion the banker will charge 
him 3% per cent but the manufacturer loses nothing, as, by converting his invoice 
into sterling at $4.80 when demand rate on London is about $4.85, he has charged 
- his customer rather more than the additional 1 per cent. This 1 per cent represents 
i < the price the customer pays for his privilege of settling the draft at the 90 days’ 
As sight rate, or only 4 per cent per annum, as against probably 7 or 8 per cent per 
annum if he were to settle at the demand rate. 

‘ _ The rate at which drafts can be sold is largely a question of how long it takes for 

e cash in payment of the goods to arrive in New York; but one thing must be borne in 

i—drafts are seldom accepted until the goods arrive, and payment is often delayed 
that account, for.although mails may arrive in three or four weeks by fast steamer, 
by slow steamer often takes longer.—(Fred C, Harding.) 
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When a shipper is to draw on consignee for value with documents, 
he should consign the goods on both the bills of lading and the consular 
invoices (when such are required) to “order” and having endorsed the 
full set of both documents, “in blank,’ they should be presented with his 
draft (arranged in duplicate) and certificate of insurance to the banker 
through whom collection is to be made. When the foreign buyer has no 
open credit here the shipper should fix prices in foreign currency. Drafts 
on Europe should be made out in the currency of the country on which 
drawn. 

The banker through whom a draft is to be collected should always 
be instructed under what conditions the documents are to be surrendered— 
that is, whether they are to be delivered upon “acceptance of draft” or only 
after “payment of draft.” Unless instructed to the contrary, unpaid or 
unaccepted drafts will not be “protested.” 

The proper interpretation of common phrases used in credit reports 
on foreign individuals or firms is often a difficult matter for Americans 
who are just beginning to market their products abroad. Correspondent 
bankers of American financial institutions frequently sum up their opinion 
as to the financial standing and moral responsibility of a firm in their 
territory by a single sentence. Such brevity is somewhat disconcerting at 
first, in view of the great amount of detail to which we are accustomed in 
the United States. 

In order to help exporters who have found themselves in this predica- 
ment, there are given below various phrases used by British banks and 
their branches throughout the world, together with the significations 
usually attached to each phrase in banking circles. 

“A, 1.”—Highest class standing. Their drafts would discount at 
the most favorable rates. 

“Undoubted.”—Not quite up to “A. 1” standard, but undoubted for 
their engagements. 

“Highly respectable—good for their engagements.”—Good class firms 
who would not undertake business beyond their means. 

“Keep satisfactory account.”—A term often used by bankers which 
leaves the amount of credit to be settled by the inquirer. Usually small 
firms of respectable repute.

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The organization and operations of a forwarding agent may be roughly 
epitomized as follows: An active campaign is made for the patronage of 
manufacturers who have regular or occasional foreign shipments to make. 
Such clients are supplied with “Advice of shipment” forms, on which in- 
structions are given to the forwarders and mailed to them with the railway 
bill of lading. These forms instruct the forwarding agents precisely what 
to do with the shipments to which they refer. 

Upon arrival of the goods in New York the forwarding agent follows 
one of two courses, as may be necessary: He either takes the goods to 
his own warehouse, there to combine them with other goods for the same 
foreign destination, or he treats them precisely as would a manufacturer, 
or any other shipper located in New York, in delivering direct to steamer 
and going through the usual formalities and operations. It may be neces- 
sary for the forwarder to pack together a number of small packages, 
which may even be paper-covered parcels, into one large shipping case. 
When the forwarder has not collected a sufficient quantity for any single 
destination, it may be necessary for him to make up one combination ship- 
ment of packages intended for several different ports. This he will send 
to some correspondent abroad at a centrally located point, by whom the 
shipment will be broken up and distributed item by item to the neighboring 
ports. Forwarding agents exist all over the world, and any concern in 
this business is in more or less intimate touch with correspondents 
equipped for the same sort of operations in the principal foreign markets 
to which shipments are likely to be made from the United States. The 
agents at foreign ports are continually making up their own combinations 
just as do the Americans. 

If a shipment handled by a forwarding agent for an American manu- 
facturer is sufficient in volume to warrant an individual steamship bill of 
lading, such a document is procured. If, however, a small shipment has 
to be combined with several other small shipments, then the forwarding 
agent takes out a bill of lading in his own name covering the whole and 
issues his private receipts or bills of lading to the individual shippers. 
The bills of lading which he so issues show the name of the foreign 
correspondent to whom the combined shipment has been dispatched and 
who will make the distribution of the several items included in the whole 
shipment. i 

Needless to remark, all these operations applied in taking care and 
keeping track of hundreds or thousands of packages every week involve 
an immense amount of detail and clerical work. It must be remembered 
that all the formalities necessary in any foreign shipment have to be 
attended to, including usually also the securing of adequate marine in- 


surance and possibly the preparation and certification of complicated con- | 


sular invoices. In countries where the latter documents are necessary the 
employment at seaport of an agency of some description is really unavoid- 
able by an inland manufacturer. 


We have already noted how the services of a forwarding agent are 


practically indispensable to the inland shipper in the combination of small 
shipments and in the requisite attention to consular invoices wherever they 
are required. Some of them sometimes offer other facilities. For example, 
they will sometimes send goods forward “freight collect” when steamship 
companies themselves require prepayment. This means that the forwarding 


ageut himself must prepay the steamship charges, but he bills the charges ae 
forward to his correspondent abroad, who undertakes their collection from _ 
consignees. Undoubtedly in such cases remuneration in suitable proportion — 
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< om a by the New York forwarder as well as by his correspondent 
abroad. 

Similarly, forwarding agents will sometimes dispatch goods on 
C. O. D. terms, sending along to their foreign correspondents the manu- 
facturer’s invoices to be collected abroad, plus all charges that may have 
been involved, proceeds ultimately to be returned to the American shippers.

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GENERAL AVERAGE: A loss arising from a sacrifice or ex- 
traordinary expense purposely made or incurred for the preservation of 
the ship and contents from danger and including the cost of measures 
taken for the prevention of a greater loss. A loss sustained for the benefit 
of all, to equalize which all contribute. 

Owners of insured merchandise are reimbursed by the underwriters 
on presentation of general average adjustment statement. Goods not 
insured are held until the general average is satisfied or its owners give 
bonds for this satisfaction. This means that the insurance company 
pays the proportion of the expense charged against a shipment when it 
has been insured, and that the legal owner of the shipment must pay this 
proportion of the expense in case insurance has not been effected. The 
assessments are made on the appraised value of goods at the port of 
destination, not on the insured value. 

In practically all cases of general average, the payment of deposits 
by the merchant can be avoided, if he is insured, by having his insur- 
ance company furnish to the average adjusters a guarantee that all proper 
general average and salvage charges will be paid on completion of the 
adjustment. (See Marine Insurance.) 


HARTER ACT: The liabilities of a steamship company in the 
United States are defined by what is known as the Harter Act, an act of 
Congress of February 13, 1893. This act, in part, declares that “if the 
owner of any vessel transporting merchandise or property to or from 
any port in the United States of America shall exercise due diligence to 
make the said vessel in all respects seaworthy and properly manned, 
equipped and supplied, neither the vessel, her owner or owners, agent or 
charterers shall become or be held responsible for damage or loss resulting 
from faults or errors in navigation or in the management of said vessel, 
nor shall the vessel, her owner or owners, charterers, agent or master be 
held liable for losses arising from damages of the sea or other navigable 
waters, acts of God, or public enemies, or the inherent defect, quality or 
vice of the thing carried, or from insufficiency of package, or seizure 
under legal process, or for loss resulting from any act or omission of the 
shipper or owner of the goods, his agent or representative, or from saving 
or attempting to save, life or property at sea, or from any deviation in 
rendering such service.” The statute applies to coastwise shipping as well 
as to shipping between domestic and foreign ports. The carrier is still 
‘liable for damage arising from negligence in loading, stowage or the 
proper delivery of the cargo. As to other matters, it is bound simply to 
supply a seaworthy boat and officers and crew chosen with reasonable care. 


For negligence of officers and crew in navigating the vessel the owners are | 


not liable. ~ 


HAZARDOUS CARGO: Every package containing hazardous 


cargo (explosives or other dangerous articles), when presented to a 


common carrier for shipment, must have plainly marked om the outside 


thereof the contents thereof; and it is unlawful for any person to deliver — 
or cause to be delivered to any common carrier engaged in interstate or ss 


foreign commerce by land or water, for interstate or foreign transporta- 
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tion, or to carry upon any vessel or vehicle engaged in interstate or foreign 
transportation any explosive or other dangerous article under any false or 
deceptive marking, description, invoice, shipping order or other declaration, 
or without informing the agent of such carrier of the true character 
thereof, at or before the time such delivery for carriage is made. Anyone 
who knowingly violates or causes to be violated any provision of this 
section may be fined not more than ‘$2,000 or imprisoned not more than 
eighteen months, or both. 

The Department of Commerce and Labor has decided that “Com- 
mercial alcohol, including grain, wood and denatured, is not a like explosive 
burning fluid or a like dangerous article to the several articles enumerated 
in the statute, covering the carriage of such articles by passenger steamers, 
and hence its carriage as freight or use as stores on passenger steamers is 
not prohibited by Section 4472, of the Revised Statutes.” 

Shipments of varnish may be accepted by steamers carrying passengers, 
subject to the following requirements: Varnish with a flash point not 
lower than 50 degrees F. may be shipped when contained in securely closed 
metal cans containing not more than 5 gallons in each can; or with a flash 
point of not less than 20 degrees F. in securely closed bottles or cans 
containing not more than 1 gallon in-each vessel. The cans or bottles to 

_ be packed in strong boxes or barrels, and described as “Varnish in metal 

cans” or “Varnish in glass.” Shipping receipts must state as part of the 
description of the articles therein “No label required.” They must also 
bear the following certificate signed by the shipper or his authorized 
agent. “This is to certify that the above articles are properly described by 
name, and are packed and marked and in proper condition for transporta- 
tion according to the regulations prescribed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission.” 

After a careful investigati8n of the methods of handling and storing 
benzol, toluol and other explosive inflammable material in New York 
harbor, the following rule has been adopted by the Commissioner of Docks, 
after consultation with the Admiralty and the Fire Commissioner: 

“The loading or discharging, or keeping on any wharf, pier or bulk- 
head, or any lighter, barge or other craft moored to any wharf, pier or 
bulkhead in the city, of benzol, toluol, or explosives or explosive material 
in excess of the amount required for the vessel’s own use for signaling 
or life-saving purposes shall not be permitted, without a written _permit 

therefor being first had and obtained from the Commissioner of Docks.” 

The limit of weight of explosives which may be loaded at the docks 
is one ton. All explosives above this weight must be transferred to ship 
from lighter only in anchorages in Gravesend Bay or Sandy Hook bight. © 
No transfer of explosives can be made except under the supervision of 
the captain of the port. The latter has directed that where small quantities 
of explosives are transferred to ship at her loading pier, it must be from 
lighter on the offshore side. 

There is a United States statute relating to the shipment, among other 
things, of nitroglycerine, naptha, benzine, benzole, coal oil, crude or refined 
petroleum, or other like explosives, burning fluids, or dangerous articles 

carried as freight or used as stores on any steamer carrying passengers. 
__- Under the provisions of the statute every person who knowingly transports 
or delivers any of the articles above referred to for shipment by a vessel 
ay carrying passengers shall be punished by a fine of not less than one thou- 
we Mead Aatiors nor more than ten thousand dollars. In view of the above, 
> _ shippers must always obtain a “special permit” from the transportation 


company before making delivery of cargo of a hazardous or inflammable 
nature. Delivery of this character of cargo is always required immediately 
_ prior to the sailing of the steamer. 
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In the financing of an importation there are several possible 
combinations of parties at interest. Although a shipment is made 
direct by the exporter in a foreign country to the importer in the 
United States, the seller does not usually rely upon the unsupported 
credit of the buyer abroad and generally requires a bank guarantee. 
The importer, therefore, calls upon his bank to lend its credit to 
the transaction, and thus the exporter is given the right to draw upon 
a banking institution instead of a commercial house. But even this added 
responsibility does not always satisfy the exporter, who may prefer funds 
in his own country, and, in this event, the American bank requests a 
_ foreign correspondent bank to notify the exporter that it will negotiate his 
drafts. He may, therefore, sell his bills of exchange either to the notifier 
or to his own local bank. Hence, a letter of credit may involve such 
different parties as the importer, credit issuer, notifier, negotiator, any 
indorser of the completed drafts, and lastly the exporter. 

The legal relations between these parties are expressed in a number 
of documents, but in this discussion only the import and export letters 
of credit need be considered. The import letter of credit is the authoriza- 
tion addressed to the beneficiary in one country by the credit-issuing bank 
in another under which the former is given the right to draw drafts up 
to a specified sum and within a definite time, and the latter undertakes 
to honor the drafts when presented. The export letter of credit is the 
advice from a bank to the beneficiary that a credit has beén opened in 
his favor by a foreign bank and that the notifying bank agrees to honor 
drafts drawn by the beneficiary. 

Letters of credit may be classified also according to their terms and 
conditions. If a bank agrees to honor drafts drawn by the exporter 
only when accompanied by satisfactory bills of lading, consular and com- 
mercial invoices, the statement is called a documentary letter of credit. 
It is termed a clean or “open” credit if such stipulations are not mentioned. 

A broad basis of classification of letters of credit rests on the right 
of the issuing bank to rescind its engagement to honor drafts drawn by 
the beneficiary. If the credit-issuing bank reserves the right to withdraw 
from the undertaking, the document is styled a “revocable” letter of 
credit. The “irrevocable” letter of credit contains a definite engagement 
on the part of the issuing bank to honor drafts drawn by the betleficiary 
in accordance with the terms and conditions specified in the letter. This 
engagement may not be canceled by the issuing bank prior to the expiration 
date without the consent of the beneficiary. The “irrevocable” letter of 
credit may be strengthened further by having the notifying bank in the 
same country as the exporter add its unqualified assurance that it will 
pay or accept the bills drawn by him even if the foreign bank should 
refuse to honor them. It is then called a ‘“‘confirmed” export letter of 
credit. Expressing, therefore, both the definite undertaking of the issuer 
and also of the notifier, it is actually an “irrevocable-confirmed” letter of 
credit. Where-the notifying bank does not add its guarantee, the credit is 
described as “unconfirmed,” since the advising bank maintains that it is 
merely transmitting the information of the credit to the beneficiary without 
incurring liability for its continuance. Thus three classes of letters of 
credit may exist: (1) Irrevocable by the issuer and confirmed by the 
adviser; (2) irrevocable by the issuer but unconfirmed by the adviser; 
(3) revocable by the issuer and also unconfirmed by the adviser.

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MARINE INSURANCE 


Marine insurance is a contract between the insurance company and the 
shipper or owner of merchandise, whereby the insurance company agrees, 
in consideration of a specified premium, to make good to the party insured 
any loss or damage, not exceeding the sum insured, that may come to the 
merchandise during the voyage specified, from perils of the sea and other 
causes that are named in the policy. 

Every export shipment is or should be represented by four docu- 
ments, i.e., bill of lading, invoice, bill of exchange, and insurance policy 
or certificate, and it is of as much importance for the shipper to give as 
careful consideration to the insurance document as to the other documents, 
for it is the insurance company that is expected to make good any loss 
or damage that may come to the shipment, and unless the insurance policy 
or certificate so provides, and is properly made out, it is quite probable the 
purchaser will find it impossible to collect any reimbursement for his loss, 
or that considerable difficulty will be found in doing so. 

Outside of the possibility of loss or damage to his merchandise, the 
exporter will find that, in case of any disaster or casualty occurring to 
the vessel on which his goods are laden, he is held responsible for his 
proportion of the expenses or sacrifices that the owner of the vessel 
or his agents incur for the good of all concerned; and under the terms 
of the ocean bill of lading, there is a lien on the goods until the general 
average assessed against such shipment is paid. The temporary deposit 
is never under 2 per cent of the value of the merchandise, although 
some refund may be made later, but even then the deposit required is 
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practically certain to be larger than any premium necessary to insure 
the shipment. 

Even the most simple form of marine insurance, covering damage 
only in case of the vessel being stranded, sunk, burned or in collision, 
includes the assuming of all general average and salvage charges assessed 
against the goods, based on their insurance value; and by this arrange- 
ment the insurance company either guarantees the payment of all such 
charges when the statement is finally prepared (usually at least six 
months later) or makes immediate refund of the cash deposit made 
by the consignee, instead of making it necessary for him to await final 
adjustment, as would be the case if the goods were uninsured. 

Marine insurance does not cover all damage or loss of merchandise, 
and. “perils of the sea” do not include chafing or the ordinary wear and 
tear to the cargo that are certain to result from a sea voyage. What 
the insurance provides against is the unusual occurrence, such as shifting 
of cargo due to stress of weather, damage by sea water from collision 
and other similar casualties, to such an extent as may be agreed upon 
in each individual case. While it has been repeatedly held by different 
courts that there must be some casualty before there is a claim, it is 
possible on some classes of merchandise to obtain insurance against loss 
or damage arising from any cause, but only at a proportionate increase 
in the premium. Under any ordinary policy, loss from theft or pilferage 
is not covered and, if desired, must be especially arranged for. 

It can, therefore, be plainly seen that the exporter must depend 
upon well established and reputable insurance companies and brokers 
to look after his marine insurance arrangements. Having decided 
upon the company or brokers, every facility should be given to them 
to ascertain fully the requirements of the particular merchandise involved. 
Owing to its character, marine insurance is based on honesty and fair 
dealing, and, if the exporter expects such service from the insurance 
company, his dealings with the company and the brokers must be upon 
the same basis. ; : 

As every merchant who is in the export business, with any intention 
of extending same, knows that he must strive to please his foreign 
customers, he should bear in mind that all shipments for export should 
be packed in such a manner as to make their delivery at destination 
in a perfect condition as certain as possible; or if they should arrive 
damaged, have insurance that will make good such loss or damage with 
the least possible annoyance or loss of time to the customer, and not 
simply to furnish the cheapest form of insurance obtainable. 

Most of the cargo insurance written to-day is under what is known 
as an “open policy,” which is a contract between the insurance company 
issuing same and the shipper, by which the insurance company binds 
itself to protect by insurance, in accordance with the policy conditions, 
all shipments made by the assured automatically from the moment the 
shipment leaves the factory, store or warehouse at initial shipping point, 
in the interior or at the seaboard, and remaining in force continuously 
until delivered at factory, store or warehouse at destination, the con- 
sideration being that the assured shall, as soon as practicable after they 
have knowledge thereof, report all their shipments to the insurance § 
company and at the end of each month pay the premiums on the ship- 
ments reported, in accordance with the schedule of rates attached to the 
policy. No hard and fast form of contract can be provided for such 
an open policy, as it must be specially written to meet the requirements 
of each particular shipper and class of merchandise. It should be 
free from technicalities and as concise as possible, so that no misunder- — 
standing can arise in connection with any claim for loss or damage. 
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The most important point to be considered, however, is to obtain the 
contract that will give the best protection, with fairness to both the 
insured and the insurers, at an equitable rate, and have it written and 
handled by brokers who can be trusted to give it the very best attention 
at all times. 


As the bankers will not handle bills of exchange relating to export 
shipments without bill of lading, invoices, and insurance certificate 
attached, the insurance company will, under an open policy contract as out- 
lined above, furnish the assured with a supply of certificates to be used 
and countersigned by them as needed, thus obviating any delay in getting 
the documents in the hands of the bankers, and allowing settlement of 
claims with the consignee at destination. 


Having made all his insurance arrangements, the exporter should 
make absolutely sure that he fully understands the conditions of his 
policy, going over it carefully with his brokers so that no misunder- 
standing can arise in case of loss, and, once having made the full 
arrangements, should live up to the terms of his contract in every 
way; and in case of any change in the conditions of his business from 
thése on which the contract was based, he should immediately notify the 
brokers, so that if necessary the contract could be amended accordingly. 

All ordinary marine insurance policies exclude the right of the 
assured to claim for loss, damage, or expense arising from capture, 
seizure, restraint, detention, or destruction, and the consequences thereof, 
or of any attempt thereat and also from all consequences of riots, insur- 
rection, hostilities, or warlike operations, whether before or after declara- 
tion of war; and whether lawful or unlawful; and whether by the act 
of any belligerent nations, or by governments of seceding or revolting 
states, or by unauthorized or lawless persons therein, or otherwise; and 
whether occurring in a port of distress or otherwise. 

However, under warlike conditions, such as prevail at present, war 
risk policies may be obtained covering such loss or damage, but exclud- 
ing claims for delay, deterioration and/or loss of market. In such cases, 
however, it is customary for the underwriters accepting the risk to 
require the assured to warrant not to abandon their merchandise in case 
of capture, seizure, or detention until after condemnation; nor to 
abandon in case of blockade, and to be free from any claim for loss or 
expense in consequence of blockade, or any attempt to evade same, but 
in event of blockade to proceed to an open port and there end the voy- 
age. This war risk on a marine policy does not extend to cover on 
shore, and does not cover any illicit or prohibited trade, or any trade in 
contraband of war, unless the fact of such trade is clearly stated to the 
company when the risk is offered and they especially accept such risk. 

Under maritime practice neutral cargo in a neutral ship even if 
consigned to a port of one of the belligerent parties is not supposed to 
be liable for confiscation if captured, neither is neutral cargo consigned © 
to a neutral port in a ship belonging to one of the belligerent nations, 
but in case of capture, seizure, restraint, or detention, the prize court of 
the country making the capture, seizure, restraint, or detention is the 
court of last resort, and while protest can be made to their decisions, 
they are nevertheless final when fully decided after appeal, and it there- 
fore follows that it is advisable to cover such contingencies by insur- 
ance as far as possible—(S. Willson Richards.), 


The shipper can arrange to have his insurance to attach from the time 
his goods are receipted for by the vessel or her agents, and to continue 
after discharge at port of destination until delivered to the consignee, but 
this arrangement must be specially made, because the ordinary policy of 
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insurance covers the risk only when the goods are actually laden, and 
terminates with discharge of the goods at port of destination. Should 
the vessel on which the goods are shipped be diverted from her voyage to 
an extent that the voyage is considerably extended (as for instance through 
the closing of the Panama or Suez canal), shippers should make certain 
that their shipments are covered by their marine insurance policies for 
the extended voyage. 

Exceptional risks which are not incorporated in the policy may be 
provided for; this also must be a matter of special agreement when making 
the insurance. 

It is assumed that, unless specified to the contrary, all goods are 
shipped under deck; therefore, when goods are shipped on deck, it is 
obligatory upon the shipper to notify the insurers accordingly and pay 
an increased rate. Goods laden on deck are insured free, of claim for 
damage arising from exposure to the elements or perils of tlie sea, unless 
caused by stranding, sinking, burning or collision of the vessel, but the 
insurers are liable for jettison and/or washing overboard. 

The ordinary policy of insurance excludes claims for damages or 
what is termed “particular average” on certain classes of goods such as 
grain, and so forth. When it is desired to insure such goods subject to 
“particular average” it must be specially provided for in the application 
for insurance. (See General Average; Particular Average.) 

In the event of loss or damage happening to the goods insured (see 
Pilferage), it is necessary for the shipper, owner or consignee of the 
goods to immediately notify the underwriters or their agents of the 
accident or damage. In the event of there being doubt as to who shall 
be liable for the damage or loss, a preliminary notice of claim against the 
carriers should be filed, in order to comply with the time limit in the B/L 
(which is usually 48 hours), so that the underwriters may not contend that 
the obligation imposed upon the insured by the “Sue and Labor” clause 
has not been fulfilled and that they, the underwriters, may be protected 
in the event of there being recourse against the bailees. 

The agent of the underwriter having been advised of the accident or 
loss, the consignee, owner or shipper should see that he obtains from 
the agent of the underwriters or, if there be no agent of the underwriters 
at the outport, Lloyds’ Agent or the Agent of the National Board of 


Marine Underwriters, an itemized statement setting forth the following: 
1. The cause of the damage. 


2. Amount thereof (depreciation in per centum or extent of loss 
in currency). ‘ 
3. Sound arrived value (duty paid). 


4. Rate of exchange. 


- This document having been obtained, the underwriters having no settling 

agent at destination, the loss should be returned to the shipper for collec- 
tion from the underwriters in the country of origin. It is necessary for 
the following documents to be returned in substantiation of the loss:

1378 MARINE INSURANCE 


Particular Average Insurance is not insurance against all risks. Par- 
ticular average is a loss which falls on a particular parcel of goods and 
must be caused by a peril insured against. Inasmuch as in a marine policy, 
the perils usually insured against are perils of the sea and acts of God, it 
is not wholly correct to say that particular average can be equivalent to all 
risks insurance, unless the all risks cover can be incorporated in the policy. 
If, however, the policy covers damage by fresh water, breakage, extraor- 
dinary ullage and damage due to exposure, etc., then a claim for breakage 
or ullage would be a particular average claim and would be paid. Generally 
speaking, though, goods insured subject to particular average, that is to say, 
with a 3 per cent, 5 per cent or 10 per cent franchise, as the case might be, 
would not permit the owner to collect for breakage or ullage unless the 
proximate cause of such breakage or ullage were a peril of the sea or an 
act of God. When it is expected to recover for such losses, the policies 
should be written: “Against all risks of transportation and/or navigation,” 
or “All risks of damage of whatsoever nature,” or if it is desired to qualify 
the underwriters’ liability: “Subject to particular average, if amounting to 
5 per cent, but to pay all loss or damage occasioned by breakage, sweat, 
extraordinary ullage, fresh water or exposure.” (C. L. Despard.) 

It might be well to add that when a foreign customer instructs the 
manufacturer or supplier here to effect insurance against “All Risks” that 
the foreign buyer, in all probability, means all marine and war risks and 
not “All Risks of Transportation and/or Navigation.” In other words, by 
“All Risks,” the foreign buyer probably means Particular Average insurance 
with the “Free of Capture, Seizure, etc.,” clause deleted. I rather think 
correspondence between the manufacturer or supplier and the foreign buyer 
would develop this, although, of course, if definite instructions are to be 
followed to the letter, then there is nothing for the manufacturer or supplier 
to do but to furnish insurance against “All Risks of Transportation and/or 
Navigation” or “All Risks of Damage Howsoever Arising”; both clauses 
to cover the risks of war, strikes, riots and civil commotions. (C. L. 
Despard.) 

Marine Insurance in its older form, covered goods only while water- 
borne, that is to say, the voyage commenced upon loading on board of the 
carrying vessel (or craft for transfer to the carrying vessel), and ended 
when the goods were landed safely on shore at port of destination. Later, 
the protection was extended to include the risks of fire and flood while on 
dock awaiting shipment or after discharge, but only for a very limited 
time. Still later, the Marine policy was extended, upon request, to cover 
merchandise while at risk of the owner, from the time of leaving the ware- 
house until delivered to warehouse at final destination; it always being 
understood that this protection applied only so long as the goods were ac- 
tually moving or in the usual course of transportation, and not subjected 
to extraordinary delays or detentions. Lastly, in open policies of Marine 
Insurance, the full warehouse to warehouse clause became a part of the 
usual form of Marine contract, and this clause served to protect the owner 


of the insured goods while on through voyage from factory or warehouse” 
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at initial point of shipment to store, factory or warehouse at final destination, 
while in due course of transportation. 

This clause does not intend to protect goods during unusual delay, except 
upon special consent of the underwriter and usually upon payment of an 
additional premium. Accordingly, in reporting risks, it is not sufficient to 
report the movement of goods from port of shipment to port of destination, 
if the protection of the full warehouse to warehouse clause is to be availed 
of. If the goods are moving from the interior and the destination is beyond 
the port of discharge, the full voyage should be reported and a commen- 
surate premium paid. It must be remembered, however, that this clause is 
generally a part of the contract policy which covers automatically, provided 
risks attaching thereunder are reported in good time, and the policy would, 
therefore, automatically protect from warehouse to warehotise, provided 
the voyage is properly and adequately described. This is sometimes done in 
general terms, that is to say, from the interior of the United States, via 
New York to Huddersfield, via Southampton, or to interior of England, 
via Southampton. 

Under the general warehouse to warehouse clause various circumstances 
besides delay might arise after discharge from steamer, which would take 
from the goods the protection of this clause; physical sale and acceptance 
of the goods themselves short of warehouse might terminate the original 
voyage and hence the insurance, for, in such a case, the store or warehouse 
originally contemplated would not be the store or warehouse to which the 
goods, after sale, would be destined, inasmuch as the buyer would pre- 
sumably order them to his own warehouse. On the other hand, if the docu- 
ments, instead of the goods, are purchased, then, in our opinion, the insurance 
would continue to protect the goods until delivered into warehouse at final 
destination. An insurance policy or certificate, being part of the shipping 
documents, must itself be negotiable and follow the various changes in 
ownership of the goods. (C. L. Despard.) 
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MARKING PACKAGES: The marking of packages plays a very 
important part in export shipping. All packages must be distinctly marked 
with the port of destination, together with the name of the consignee—or 
preferably with a symbol or private sign which will enable the identifica- 
tion of the packages and their consignee. In shipping to several South 
American countries all the marks on the packages must be stencilled, brush 
marking not being allowed. Other countries require that the marks, 
numbers, and so forth, must be placed on two or more adjacent sides of 
the packages. Others again require the net and gross weights in kilograms 
on each package and a number which must correspond with the number 
of the package as given in the consular documents. Failure to observe 
these regulations always results in fines, delays and annoyance at destina- 
tion. Stencil letters should be not less than two inches in height. It is of 
the greatest importance that nothing but the shipping marks, such as 
appear on the invoice and the bill of lading, be put on the cases. Stencilling 
the contents on the cases serves principally as a guide to the pilferer. 

Shippers should appreciate that it is quite useless to mark in English 
only, such expressions as “handle with care,” “this side up,” and so forth, 
on packages intended for foreign countries, where English is not spoken 
or understood by those who will handle the freight. If any such instruc- 
tions are necessary, they should be stated in the language of the country 
for which they are destined, as well as in English. 


MEASUREMENT OF CARGO: Disputes are frequent between 
shippers and steamship companies in regard to the cubic measurements 
of packages. Sometimes these are the result of careless measurement on 
the part of the shipper, but usually the dispute arises because of the fact 
that steamship companies, as a rule, measure all packages in-a rectangular 
way, so that all irregularly shaped packages are estimated as though 
rectangular and are figured by their greatest dimensions. The reason for 
this is that irregular packages are not easily stowed, as it may be difficult 
to find smaller packages to fill in the vacant spaces, in which case 
“dunnage” or ship’s lumber has to be used to keep the cargo from shifting. 

Although a steamship company may have been charging on a certain 
kind of goods according to a weight basis, they may at any time change 
to a measurement basis, and this occurs for many reasons. For instance, 
a steamship company may find that competing lines, either from this 
country or from Europe, are charging on this class of goods on a 
measurement basis, and in order to equalize rates the change is made to a 
measurement basis. , 

There is no doubt of the steamship company’s right to charge on either 
basis, whichever will give them the most revenue, and the steamship 
companies do not hold themselves to maintain their rates for any length 
of time, unless by freight contract arranged between them and the shipper 
for a stated time, and this is the only way that a shipper can protect him- 
self against changes of rates.

MINIMUM BILL OF LADING: A minimum bill of lading is 
the least sum of money for which a steamship company will take the 
responsibility of issuing a bill of lading. With the transatlantic lines this 
amount is usually one guinea (about $5.10) for direct ports, and with the 
South American lines, $5.00. For ports not actually called at by the 
steamers of the lines, the minimum bill of lading is the sum of the 
minimum to the port where transshipment occurs and the minimum fram 
that port to final destination. The minimum from the port of transship- 
ment to final destination may be either greater or less than the minimum 
to the direct port. : 

The rates quoted by the various transportation companies for minimum 
bills of lading and parcel receipts are approximated only and are subject 
to change at the discretion of the company issuing same, or through 
fluctuations in the rate of freight or exchange. Some steamship com- 
panies, in fact, have no fixed minimums and will, on occasion, quote as 
low as may be required to secure the shipment. 
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“ORDER” SHIPMENTS: When goods are consigned “to order,” 
the shipper retains title to the same until the documents covering the 
shipment have been endorsed; but when the shipment is consigned “direct,” 
as soon as the bills of lading have been issued, the consignee named in the 
same takes full title to the shipment. As it is difficult, if not impossible, 
to make any alterations as to consignment after the bills of lading have 
been signed and the steamer has sailed, this question should have careful 
consideration before any documents are arranged. 

In some foreign ports, notably in Central and South America, all 
import cargo is delivered into the custody of the government, which after 
the payment of duties and other formalities, delivers it to the actual 
consignee. It is important for shippers to know when delivery is thus 
made, as mistakes sometimes arise which result in consignments getting 
into the wrong hands, in which case claim can only be brought against 
the government and such claims have no legal force unless tlfe government 
sees fit to pay them. Shippers should therefore be careful in making 
“order” shipments to such ports, as every man is presumed to know the 
laws of all countries with which he does business and is therefore pre- 
sumed to know that the law requires goods to be delivered by such 
methods. 

The following notice relating to “order” shipments was issued by one 
of the large steamship companies: “We have been experiencing delay and 
trouble in delivery of ‘order notify’ shipments, due to the fact that some 
shippers are not properly endorsing bills of lading covering such shipments. 
In future we must ask that shippers endorse the original bill of lading 
either to the bank or in blank, so that the bank handling the ‘order 
notify’ document can in turn endorse it to the consignee upon his 
paying the amount of the draft. If bills of lading are not so endorsed, 
consignees experience no end of trouble in securing delivery, and while 
as a general thing we are fully satisfied that drafts have been paid, our 
agents cannot undertake the matter of delivery when the bill of lading 
bears the following notation, as all ‘notify’ bills of lading do, viz.: 
‘DELIVER ONLY ON SURRENDER OF ORIGINAL BILL OF LADING PROPERLY EN- 
porsEp.’ The original bill of lading must be endorsed before forwarding 
to the bank attached to the draft. In a number of instances the shippers 
have forwarded to the bank the duplicate bill of lading. This should 
never be done, as the consignee must have the original document before 
delivery can be effected.” 
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PACKING FOR EXPORT 


It is the exporter’s duty to see to it that the goods are properly 
and adequately packed for shipment to their particular destination. 
The hazards of loss and damage in export shipment, especially to cer- 
tain South American countries, are very severe, and domestic packing 
is generally entirely inadequate for export. Improper packing usually 
results in damaged goods, loss of time in repairing or replacing the 
goods and also often results in lost customers. 

The method of packing which should be used in each instance depends 
upon a number of factors, chief among which are: The character of the 
goods; the distance of the shipment; the harbor conditions of the port of 
entry and the method of levying import duty, the climatic conditions and 
the transportation facilities of the country of destination. 

Shipments for export are necessarily subjected to frequent and rough 
handling and when improperly packed will, of necessity, arrive at destina- 
tion in bad condition. The loss or damage usually falls upon the consignee 
or upon the shipper, as the steamship company may disclaim responsibility 
under the clause “not responsible for breakage,” which is to be found in 
all bills of lading, and may also claim that the goods were not in proper 
shipping condition when received by them. 


All merchandise, therefore, intended for shipment to foreign ports 
should be protected by a substantial boxing and should be securely packed. 
At the same time the packing should be as light in weight as possible, as 
duty is often charged on the gross weight of the package. 


Another considerable reason for strong packing is the pilfering in 
transit. It is probable that no amount of care in packing can entirely 
prevent this, yet strong, well-nailed, iron-banded boxes are more immune 
than those which burst when merely. dropped on the floor at a certain 
angle. Cases whose marks do not reveal their contents are much more 
likely to be immune than those bearing on the cover a description of the 
wares inside. 


Shipments of boots and shoes, wines, liquors, cigars, and so forth, 
will not be accepted by the ocean steamship lines for transportation, unless 
cases said to contain such goods are protected by metal straps or wires 
secured by lead seals at the ends, or some equally effective device. 

So much depends on the manner in which goods are packed that the 
shipper is never safe in ignoring the requests of the buyer, no matter how 
trivial they may seem. For instance, if the buyer instructs the shipper that 
no package should exceed a certain weight or dimension it is likely that 
the goods have to be loaded on “mule-back” for shipment to the interior. 
Should he request that the goods be packed in tin-lined cases it probably 
means that the cases are liable to be exposed to torrential downpours or 
that the humid atmosphere of the country of destination would otherwise 
cause deterioration. All goods affected by mold or rust should be specially 
protected by oiled coverings, while metallic surfaces should ordinarily be 
well covered with grease or waterproof shellac. 

The buyer sometimes requests that only one kind of goods be placed 
in each package. Should the shipper fail to observe this requirement it 
might result in a heavy fine by the customs authorities, as some countries 
will not allow the importation of different kinds of goods in the same 
package. 

In any case, if the shipper follows instructions, it relieves him from 
any claim for damages or loss, whereas, if the goods arrive in a damaged 
condition through lack of attention to instructions, the buyer has a 
good claim against the shipper. 
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The following statements on faulty and careless packing were pre- 
pared by an American Consul of wide experience, with a view to interesting 
the American manufacturer and exporter in this important feature of a 
successful export business with South America: 


It should be remembered that practically all freight for South America must 
be unloaded from the steamer into a launch or lighter in the open bay or road- 
stead, and then to the dock or pier, while the lighter is often in rough water. 
Thus goods are handled three or four times before they reach the Custom House 
from the steamer. All freight in this part of the world is handled roughly. This 
is to be regretted, but it is a fact that must be met if American interests are to 
succeed here. 

These conditions can be very largely overcome as is proven by the English 
and German houses. They have learned that faulty and careless packing does not 
pay. In the first place, merchandise should be packed in medium-sized cases, say 
about 3 by 3 by 2 feet, where the goods are not too heavy. When goods are 
packed in small boxes, as is the case with starch, catsups, malted milk, &c., the boxes 
should be strongly crated in packages about the size mentioned. Otherwise the 
small cases are put into the sling or net when being unloaded with heavier cases 
and are crushed, or a heavy case is allowed to fall upon them, with the same results. 
As a usual thing, these small wooden cases are made of half-inch boards, which are 
too light to be shipped without protection. Nothing short of inch stuff should be 
used for outside cases or crates, and this should be of tough wood. Brittle pine is 
almost worthless and should never be used. Then all articles contained in the case 
should be securely packed and fastened so that they cannot shake about in the case 
or rub or knock together. 


To facilitate easy handling and minimize chances of breakage, cases 
containing machines should be as small as possible. All parts should be 
snugly tight in the case or crate, as the least bit of movement may result 
in serious damage. Pieces of irregular form should be braced at every 
curve and angle, the box itself being reinforced inside and out to pre- 
vent its going to pieces if suddenly dropped. A very important pre- 
caution is the covering of the machinery itself in such a way that if the 
cases are exposed to rain the contents will not get wet, and it is advisable 
to cover all metal parts with vaseline or similar substances to prevent 
rust. 

Because of-its weight, hardware should be packed in as small compass 
as practicable and in cases that will stand rough and frequent handling. 
Protection against damp should be supplied and close attention paid to 
the requests and suggestions of buyers, which, it is claimed, are frequently 
overlooked in these lines. ; 

Nails should be packed in strong kegs bound with four or five steel 
hoops and with reinforced ends; otherwise there is considerable break- 
age in every shipment, the loss ensuing from pilfering and other causes 
falling upon the foreign importer or the native dealer who buys from him. 

Among the importers of American shoes there seems some difference 
of opinion as to the efficiency of American packing, but it is gratifying 
to find the largest importers more than satisfied. If the shipper wishes” 
the consignee to receive his cargo in satisfactory condition he must pack 
to protect against dampness, and have the cases stout and iron banded to 
prevent breaking and to give greater immunity from depredations in 
warehouse. 

The report that in spite of care in packing metal goods and structural 
steel work for the South American markets the packages are broken and 
the contents injured very frequently is confirmed in the experience of 
German as well as American shippers. No golden rule has been dis- 
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covered for overcoming the rough handling to which freight is subjected 
in South American ports, although better results have been obtained than 
formerly by making smaller packages than those commonly forwarded. 
The following communication from a steamship company in the South 
American trade, the writer being familiar with every phase of the packing 
and delivery question, is of interest: 


If shippers wish to minimize the breakage of their cargo they must give par- 
ticular attention to the packing, and take care that the cases are strong enough and 
bundles securely fastened. Of course the strength of the boxes must depend upon the 
size and weight of the articles to be packed and the distance they must travel, and this 
can best be decided by the manufacturers themselves, it not being easy for the steam- 
ship companies to set any standard as regards this. 

Our experience with structural iron and rough iron shipped in byndles has not 
been satisfactory, and in many instances where the iron is bundled the bundles break 
apart on being handled. Here again it rests with the manufacturers to secure the 
bundles tightly in proportion to their length or weight, but our general impression 
is that the manufacturers pay very meager attention to this, perhaps because the 
objects are not of such value as boxed goods. The steamship companies running 
between the Continent and the River Plate demand from shippers that bar and round 
iron up to 7 meters in length and of less than 12 kilos in weight must be delivered in 
bundles of 50 to 60 kilos, while bar and round iron over 7 meters in length and less 
than 12 kilos in weight must be delivered in bundles of 80 to 100 kilos. 

We are only able to emphasize that manufacturers cannot supply too strong @ 

j packing, and if they could only be made to realize this they would at the same time 
bestow a great benefit upon the steamship companies, the latter being the first to 
suffer when a breakage occurs, claims at once being sent in to them by shippers. 


It is impossible to give detailed instructions which will cover the 
packing of all commodities. In the discussion which follows, however, 
it has been the endeavor to set forth the most important fundamental 
principles which apply generally to the common methods of packing. 

The wooden box is probably the most commonly used package, and, 
when correctly made, it makes a very efficient container for many kinds 
of goods. There are a number of different styles of boxes, but the best 
type for general export service is the box with cleated ends. The cleats 
afford extra nailing surface, they strengthen the ends, and they add greatly 
to the rigidity of the container. Boxes with uncleated ends should 
generally not be used for export except in the case of very light or small 
packages. Satisfactory boxes can be made of practically any of the 
commercially important species of lumber. The lumber which is used, 

' however, should be of good quality—sound, free from decay, and from 
large knots—and should be thoroughly seasoned. Boxes made of green 
lumber will never give good service as, when the wood dries out, the hold- 
LL 
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ing power of the nails is greatly reduced, thus materially weakening the 
container. This is one of the most common faults with export boxes, and 
should be very carefully guarded against. The particular thickness of 
lumber which should be used depends upon a number of factors, such as 
the character of the contents of the box, the size and the weight, so no 
definite instructions can be given on this point. Generally speaking, 
however, nothing less than one-inch stock should be used unless the 
package is very small or very light. Other things being equal, the most 
important single element in the construction of a box is its nailing. More 
boxes probably fail from improper or inadequate nailing than from any 
other cause. Cement-coated nails should always be used in preference 
to smooth, uncoated nails, as they have much greater holding power and 
as they cause less splitting of the wood in driving because of their thinner 
gauge. Uncoated nails are satisfactory for attaching cleats to box ends, 
as they are clinched on the inside and are not dependent upon the friction 
of the shank in the wood for their holding power. The nails used to 
attach the cleats to the box end should be long enough to pass through 
both thicknesses of lumber and clinch at least a quarter of an inch on the 
inside. The nails should be evenly staggered along the cleat and, for 
boxes made of one-inch stock, should be spaced from two to two and 
one-half inches apart. The size of nail which should be used for nailing 
side, top and bottom boards to box ends and cleats depends upon the thick- 
ness of the ends and cleats. When the ends and cleats are of one-inch 
pine or other soft wood, eight-penny, cement-coated nails should be used. 
The nails attaching side boards to ends and cleats should, for eight-penny 
nails, be spaced one and three-fourths inches apart, and the nails attaching 
top and bottom boards to ends and cleats should be spaced two inches 
apart. On edges where cleats are used, approximately one-half the nails 
should be driven into the cleat and one-half into the end. Nails should 
never be driven so that the heads are sunk below the surface of the 
wood, as this greatly reduces their holding power. All boxes for export 
should be metal strapped. Strapping adds greatly to the strength and is 
an efficient means.of preventing pilfering of the contents. Flat, unannealed 
steel band generally makes the most efficient strapping. It should be 
drawn to maximum tightness before nailing, and should be nailed 
securely every three or four inches. Each end of the box should be 
strapped, and when the top and bottom boards run at right angles to the 
side boards, the box should be strapped on each side also, so that both 
ends of all boards will be bound. 

A crate is generally spoken of as an open container, consisting of a 
frame and slats and often braces. However, many crates are also com- 
pletely closed or sheathed over like a box. The essential difference be- 
tween a closed crate and a box lies in the fact that the closed crate, 
especially for heavy apparatus, has skids or horizontal bottom support 
pieces, to which a frame is attached, which is later covered with sheathing. 
Large apparatus and machines are generally packed in crates supported 
on heavy skids. The use of boxes for such articles would not be economi- 
cal, because the box would have to be made of lumber of excessive thick- 
ness to afford the required strength and rigidity. The small, light, open 
crate, when used as a container for a number of small articles of the same 
kind, usually offers no particular problem. It is generally constructed in 
a good deal the same manner as a cleated box, with cleats on the ends, 
but with open instead of completely closed sides, top, bottom and ends. 
The principal points in the light, open crate are to make it of lumber of 
sufficient strength, to nail it securely, using cement-coated nails, and to 
brace the contents securely in the crate so that the individual articles will 
not move about. The large, heavy crate for big apparatus requires very 
careful construction. The skids or bottom members, which bear the load 
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and which support the crate frame, should be heavy enough to support the 
contents under any and all hazards of shipment. It should be borne in 
mind that if the skids break, the support, both for the contents and also 
for the upper crate structure, is gone, and the results are liable to be 
disastrous. The contents should always -be securely bolted to the skids, 
and the threads on the bolt above the nut should be upset to prevent the 
nut from working loose. The upright members at each of the four corners 
supporting the superstructure of the crate should be securely nailed or 
bolted to the skids. When these members are two inches or less in thick- 
ness they are generally nailed to the skids, and when over two inches in 
thickness they are usually bolted. Cement-coated nails should always be 
used in preference to smooth nails. When bolts are used the heads should 
be countersunk so that they are flush with the surface of the member. The 
balance of the crate frame—the upper longitudinal members over the 
skids and the upper and lower horizontal end members—shoild be securely 
nailed or bolted together, so as to produce as rigid a frame as possible. 
The frame should always be of sufficient strength to withstand the crush- 
ing action of the slings used in loading, and also to support the weight 
of other packages which may be stowed on top of the crate in the ship’s 
hold. Large crates should always be diagonally braced on the sides, ends 
and top to make the frame more rigid and to take some of the stress off 
of the fastenings in the ends of the frame members and transmit it to 
other parts of the frame. Diagonal braces should be placed at as near 
a 45-degree angle as possible and where the length of the side, end or top 
to be braced is greatly in excess of the width, one or more cross members 
should be used, so that it will be possible to bring the diagonal braces into 
this position. In addition to securely bolting the contents to the skids, 
the upper part of the machine or whatever it may be should be securely 
braced against movement, either laterally or longitudinally. Most export 
crates should be completely covered or sheathed over as a protection against 
pilfering and abrasion from the other packages, and as a protection 
against damage by rain, salt water or dampness. One-inch stock is 
generally used for this purpose. As an extra protection and for the pur- 
pose of adding additional strength and rigidity to the crate, some concerns 
double sheath the crate, running the outer sheathing boards at right 
angles to the under sheathing, and nailing the two layers securely together, 
clinching the nails. This is rather costly, but is an excellent practice. 
Sheathing should be firmly nailed to all the frame members and braces 
which it crosses. All export crates should be metal strapped with flat, 
unannealed steel band, the strap covering both ends of all sheathing boards. 
It should be stretched very tightly before nailing and should be nailed at 
intervals of every four or five inches. The same remarks in regard to 
species and quality of lumber apply to crates as in the case of boxes. 

The use of bales for certain textile materials is particularly advisable 


- for shipment to those South American countries where import duty is 


’ 


levied on the gross weight of the package. In addition to saving on 
duty, there are also savings in cost of packing, freight charges, storage 
charges and trucking charges. Developments in the practice of baling 
during the war showed that a large variety of textile materials can be 
successfully baled, including not only cloth, blankets, tents, tarpaulins 
and covers of various kinds, but also clothing such as socks, gloves, under- 
‘wear, sweaters, coats and trousers. Much’ of the success in a baling 
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This is especially necessary for shipment to South America, because 
of the damp climate of many of the countries and because of the practice 
at many ports of unloading in lighters and storing packages in the open. 
The outer covering should never be lighter than ten-ounce burlap. The 
bale should be very securely bound, preferably with flat, unannealed steel 
straps, the ends of which should be tightly sealed. For bales not exceed- 
ing 150 pounds gross weight, a strap five-eighths inch wide, No. 26 gauge, 
is satisfactory. A sufficient number of bands should be used to hold the 
compression of the bale firmly—the distance between bands generally not 
exceeding seven inches. Bales should always have ears on the ends to 
facilitate handling. 

For reasons before stated it is very necessary that packages be lined 
with a waterproof lining: Boxes and crates should always be lined with 
a strictly waterproof lining—paper generally being used. Many large con- 
cerns use asphaltum waterproofed paper for this purpose, because it is 
absolutely waterproof and because it can be folded and bent into corners 
without breaking the waterproof coating. For wrapping around machinery 
and other irregularly shaped articles a cloth-covered asphaltum water- 
proofed paper is generally used, as the cloth covering prevents the paper 
from tearing. In addition to lining boxes and crates with a waterproof 
paper, it is very necessary that all rustable parts be well coated with a 
good rust-preventing compound. 

The general British rule in respect to metal goods for South America 
is to make up a bundle as small as the nature of the shipment will permit. 
Loose pieces of iron are sent singly instead of being bound together 
in bundles, unless it is pretty certain that the bindings cannot come 
apart or slip. Pieces of structural iron or steel in straight or symmetrical 
shape are very likely to slip from their bindings; on the other hand, 
bundles can be made when the pieces are of irregular shape and provide 
notches or convenient holes for the wire. Large single pieces frequently 
have the ends boxed or wrapped with straw. The ends of pillars, girders, 
round iron, and T and U iron are painted to facilitate identification. 
Bedplates, circular rivet plates, and rectangular connecting pieces with 
holes are packed in cases. Shipments of cotton ties are made in bundles, 
the ties being folded into three equal lengths and the bundles attached 
with three strands of wire. 

Certain fairly absolute rules have been adopted with respect to bolts, 
rivets, and small metal goods. To Brazil goods of this kind are for- 
warded chiefly in kegs or occasionally also in cases which, packed, have 
a weight of 50 or 50.8 kilos (110 or 112 pounds) ; to Argentina, Chile, and 
other South American countries, in packages of not more than 46 kilos 
(101.4 pounds) ; to China, in cases which have a weight of 1 picul (133% 
pounds); to other countries, in barrels up to 300 kilos (not recom- 
mended), double bags of 50 to 60 kilos (110 to 132 pounds), and cases 
of 60 to 100 kilos (132 to 220 pounds). It is not advised that shipment 
be made to any foreign country whatever in packages weighing in excess 
of 50.8 kilos. : 

Shipments of pipe, iron bars, metal straps, rail joints, &c., must be 
properly marked and metal-tagged. If shipments consist of more than 
one package, all packages must be numbered consecutively in addition to 
other marks, and gross and net weights clearly shown thereon. Gross and 
net weights should be indicated in kilos on packages destined to Latin- 
American countries. é 

Jewelry, revolvers, watches, silverware, and so forth, should always 


be packed in tin-lined cases, iron-strapped and sealed, whether this is ~ 


required by the steamship company or not, and the value should always 


ahs 
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be stated on the bills of lading and receipts. The steamship companies 
usually issue a “special permit” for this class of goods requiring delivery 
immediately prior to the sailing day. Goods of this character should never 
be shipped on a “parcel receipt” as the responsibility of the steamship 
company for loss, and so forth, is less on a shipment by parcel receipt 
than if covered by a regular bill of lading. 

A steamship company or other carrier has a right to limit its liability 
for the loss of a package to a specified amount, unless the value of the 
package is declared at the time of shipment and freight prepaid according to 
value. In other words, if a carrier is to be held as insurer of the goods it is 
entitled to know their value and fix its insurance rate accordingly. More- 
over, a carrier is expected to take, and usually does take, greater care of 
valuable packages than of those of less value, and for this reason it has 
a right to know the value. : 

For the protection of goods both in transshipment sheds, on board 
steamers and at the landing jetties, it is important that all cases, no 
matter what the contents are, should be strapped and sealed. This opera- 
tion may take a little time and cost a small amount of money, but by so 
doing the shipper will find that he will have no claims for shortage and 
the buyer will receive what he has paid for, while otherwise he may find 
his cases containing half the goods he ordered and half rubbish, which 
the man who has stolen his goods has supplied in their place. The shipper 
can always protect himself by stamping on his shipping receipt and invoice, 
“Cases strapped and sealed; see that the seal is unbroken before taking 
delivery; no allowance made for pilferage.” If this system is followed, 
time, money and trouble will be reduced to a minimum. The lead seals 
are used in connection with a wire which is put around the center of the 
case; a thin wire will do. The wire is fastened with brads at suitable 
intervals, and both ends are inserted in the lead; the lead is then pressed 
together by means of a special tool and the case cannot be opened unless 
the seal is broken. 

The question frequently arises as to the comparative position of 
American and British exporters when shipping to the same custom- 
ers abroad through the parcel post services of their respective coun- 
tries. 

Mr. Edwin Sands, superintendent of the Post Office Department, 
Division of Foreign Mails, at Washington, has dealt with this ques- 
tion in a letter to Export Trade, as follows: 

“To those countries to which the postage rate in the United States 
is 12 cents a pound or fraction thereof, there is equality in position as 
far as the cost of the service is concerned, since the postage rate to the 
same countries applicable to packages from Great Britain so nearly 
corresponds to the rate in the United States that no disadvantage re- 
sults to the American exporter. 

“However, when the American exporter has to pay a transit 
charge, in addition to the postage rate of 12 cents a pound, the transit 
charge is the equivalent of the postage rate which alone the British 
exporter has to pay and, consequently, the American exporter has the 
handicap of the 12-cents-a-pound rate to overcome in seeking to meet 
an objective. 

wrn2e “For many years it was the policy of the department to enter into 
agreements with foreign governments for the exchange of parcel post 
packages only when it was possible to deliver the parcel post by 
Ai steamships sailing from the United States at a point in the foreign 

‘country dealt with, the purpose being to avoid the necessity of the 
United States parcel post mails passing over intermediary territory at 
an additional charge for such service, This policy restricted the par- 
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cel post service to a limited number of colonies or countries that could 
be reached directly by steamships departing from the United States. 

“With the entrance of the United States into the world war, the 
policy was changed because American exporters voiced the belief that 
no matter what the postage cost, they wanted the opportunity to do 
business through the parcel post with all colonies and countries. This 
expression of opinion of the exporters led the department to use the 
facilities of a number of foreign countries by paying the intermediary 
or transit charge. Those thus dealt with include Argentina, Belgium, 
me ea France, Germany, Spain, Australia, New Zealand and Can- 
ada.” 

A good deal has been written on the subject of packing to with- 
stand rough handling, pilfering and climatic conditions. The South 
American llama has repeatedly been pictured looking askance at 
the ten-ton box which awaits transportation from the quays of the 
port town to the interior point reached only by dizzy mountain trail. 
Little, however, has been written on the subject of packing for lowest 
customs charges, yet the importance of this subject was never so 
great as in these days of keen international competition, when every 
effort is being made to reduce the landed cost of goods. 

Practically all import duties are assessed either on weight or value. 
In the principal countries of the world, with the notable exception of 
the United Kingdom and the British possessions, the specific duty is 
most generally in use. The specific duty—except when levied on the 
naked weight of the goods—is always affected by the weight of the 
packing. The ad valorem duty is never, of course, affected by the 
weight of the packing. Whether the duty is specific or ad valorem, the 
character of the packing must be taken into account. 

In the assessment of duties by weight the simplest method is to 
weigh the entire package and then to levy the duty applicable to its 
contents on the gross weight thus obtained. When duties are so as- 
sessed, the amount paid on the packing, especially that of fragile 
goods, may in certain cases even exceed the amount paid on the goods. 
Every nail driven into the case, every bit of cord wrapped around it, 
increases the duty payable. Moreover, as a small quantity of merchan- 
dise may sometimes require proportionally heavier packing than a 
larger quantity, the customs charges on the smaller shipment may be 
larger in proportion to the value of the merchandise. The shipper 
should, therefore, so pack his goods as to secure a minimum weight 
of packing for a maximum weight of merchandise. , 

When duties are assessed on the gross weight, exporters in, far- 
distant countries are under a disadvantage as compared to exporters 
of competing products in adjacent countries who are, of course, able 
to ship their goods in lighter packing. The handicap can sometimes 
be reduced by arrangements with the shipping companies for_the re- 
moval of the heavier outside containers at the customs border. The 
tariff regulations of certain countries, however, minimize this disad- 
vantage. American exporters-to Switzerland, where practically all 
duties are levied on gross weight, would be under a great handicap to 
German, French and Italian exporters were it not for the Swiss cus- 
toms law, described later, requiring the addition of a tare percentage 
to the net weight of all imported goods presented for clearance. These 
tare percentages, which compensate for the absence of the packing, 
afford a measure of protection to shippers in distant countries. 

The countries that levy specific duties on the gross weight only 
are Switzerland, Colombia, Costa Rica, Honduras, Salvador and Ven- 
ezuela. ar 


In the assessment of duties on the net weight, to determine the 
ta. 
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weight of each shipment by removing the packing and weighing the 
merchandise separately would involve much labor and expenditure of 
time on the part of the customs employes. It is unwise to rely wholly 
on the figures given in the invoices. Therefore the system of the “tare 
allowance” has been devised, an expedient by which the net weight is 
conveniently determined. These tare allowances are fixed percentages 
of the gross weight which represent the weight, for customs purposes, 
of specified kinds of containers, boxes, barrels, crates, iron drums, 
etc., and they are deducted from the gross weight to give the dutiable 
weight. In France and some other countries which use this system 
there is a schedule of tare allowances for goods in general, and a 
special schedule of tare allowances for certain other goods. Should 
the merchandise be imported in the containers for which no tare allow- 
ances are specified these reductions cannot, of course, be applied. Re- 
quests for the assessment of duties on the actual net weight of the 
goods, are, however, usually granted. 

There is a third kind of net weight, in addition to naked weight 
of goods and gross weight less tare allowances. Net weight is also 
taken to mean the weight of the goods with that of the immediate 
container or packing, such as bottles, tin cans, cloth and paper wrap- 
pings, and cardboard boxes. In the Latin American countries es- 
pecially duties on many commodities are so assessed. 

The United Kingdom and British possessions, Belgium, Denmark, 
Norway, Sweden, Netherlands, Greece, China and Japan levy specific 
duties exclusively on the net weight. All the other more important 
countries levy specific duties on both gross and net weight. But there 
is a sharp distinction in the method of assessment that divides these 
nations into two groups. Spain, Brazil, Mexico and all the Latin 
American countries except those already mentioned assess specific 
duties variously on gross or net weight according to no general rule. 
The dutiable weight of each article is usually separately specified in 
the tariff. Most of the countries of continental Europe, on the other 
hand, have adopted the general principle of levying the duty on the 
gross weight only when the duty is below a certain rate and the 
amount paid for the packing would, therefore, be inconsiderable. 
France and its colonies applying the French tariff, Germany, Italy, 
Portugal and Belgium under its proposed tariff are the most important 
countries that determine dutiable weight by height of duty. 

In the actual practice of levying specific duties in the ways out- 
lined above, each country has its own special regulations that may 
cause considerable surprise to the uninformed shipper. In Switzer- 
land, for instance, though duties are levied on the gross weight, no 
saving may necessarily be made by reducing the weight of the con- 
tainer. This fact is explained by the peculiar system of tare rates 
used in Switzerland. Whereas tare rates as employed in most coun- 
tries represent percentages of reduction from the gross weight, in 
Switzerland these rates represent percentages of addition to the net 
weight (weight of the merchandise with the immediate packing). In 
the assessment of Swiss duties there is added to the net weight of the 
imported article a minimum tare rate expressed in a percentage of the 
net weight. This added weight represents the minimum *weight al- 
lowed by the customs for the containers. Should the actual weight of 
the outside container fall below the minimum tare provided for in the 
_ schedule, the difference may be added to the dutiable weight. . In case, 
however, the actual weight ofthe container exceeds the fixed minimum 

‘percentage, the assessment of duties is made on the actual gross 
eight. Hence it is important for the American exporter, who wishes 
‘to remain in the good graces of his Swiss customer, to keep the weight 
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of the container within the limits fixed by the minimum tare rates 
whenever possible without risk of damage in transit to his goods. 

Other countries also have special provisions in regard to dutiable 
weight which, if unknown to the exporter, may cause complications. 
In Mexico, the dutiable weight of a number of articles includes the 
weight of the immediate wrappings or containers. Should the ex- 
porter be able to make up his shipment without including any immedi- 
ate packing, the consignee, who would then pay duty on the actual 
weight only of the merchandise, might have cause for gratitude. In 
Argentina also the dutiable weight of a number of goods includes 
the weight of the immediate wrappings or containers. But the con- 
signee in Argentina upon receiving the goods shipped without the 
interior packing might feel considerable irritation, for he would have 
to pay a duty increase by ten. per cent to compensate for the absence 
of the packing and a fine of ten per cent of the duty if such absence 
was not noted on the invoice. In Chile ten per cent is added to the 
net weight of such goods imported in bulk or bundles, or without the 
inner packing. 

Almost as important as the weight of the packing is the character 
of the packing used. Customs regulations differentiate between pack- 
ing, both outer and inner, that is considered to have commercial value 
and is therefore separately dutiable and packing without commercial 
value and is therefore exempt from duty. Dutiable packing includes 
such articles as trunks, valises, cases for musical and scientific instru- 
ments, wooden boxes more finely manufactured than ordinarily, iron 
containers that may be used again, various glass receptacles—in gen- 
eral all articles that have in themselves a market value and which may 
be used for other purposes than common packing. It is obvious that 
the rules must be strict to prevent ingenious attempts to evade duties. 
Regulations vary in regard to the assessment of duties on packing. 
Packing of commercial value on merchandise dutiable on gross weight 
is not taxed in France if the duty on the packing does not exceed by 
ten per cent the duty on the contents. The claim of the Chilean im- 
porter referred to at the beginning of this article was based on the 
fact that the American shipper sent the hosiery in cardboard boxes, 
which happen to be dutiable in Chile, instead of paper wrappings, 
which are free. - 

Sometimes a saving in duties may be affected by shipping con- 
- tainers such as flasks, bottles, porcelain jars, etc., separately. In Brazil 
the duty on massage creams, scents, face powders, tooth paste and 
powders, etc., all classed under “perfumery,” is levied on the weight 
of the merchandise with that of the pots, bottles, tins and small cases 
of wood or cardboard in which they are usually packed for the trade. 
There is no provision in Brazil, as there is in Argentina and Chile, by 
which goods whose dutiable weight includes weight of the inner pack- 
ing, are subject to an additional duty to compensate for the absence 
of the inner packing. The creams, etc., could be shipped in bulk or in 
light cardboard boxes and the glass, metal or wooden receptacles 
shipped separately and entered under the tariff classification applicable 
to such articles. No duty is ever assessed in Brazil on outside con- 
tainers of tough wood. The actual duty (including the increase due to 
portion of duty paid in gold and the inclusion of the 2 per cent gold 
surtax) on pots and bottles of common glass if imported filled with 
“perfumery” is 13.425 milreis per kilo. The actual duties on these re- 
ceptacles if imported empty range from 0.508 to 1.355 milreis per kilo. 


Labels may be imported by branch or main houses of establishments — 


abroad. Moreover, no law forbids the manufacture in Brazil of labels 
to be used for foreign products. In certain cases, therefore, it might

be tages business to have toilet preparations put up in Brazil for the 
trade. 

Savings in customs charges may occasionally be made by shipping 
goods in large containers. Lower duties are charged in Switzerland 
on certain articles, including flour and. other ground cereals, cooking 
oils, perfume and cosmetics, ink, washing powders, cleansing and 
polishing pastes, and glue when imported in containers above a cer- 
tain weight. For instance, the duty on flour and other ground cereals 
in containers weighing 5 kilos or less is 40.50 francs per 100 kilos, but 
the duty on these articles in containers weighing more than 5 kilos 
is only 4.50 francs per 100 kilos. 

A costly mistake often made in shipping to foreign countries is to 
place goods subject to different rates of duty in the sdme package 
without listing them separately on the invoice. The prag¢tice in many 
countries when goods are so shipped is to levy upon the whole con- 
signment the rate of duty applicable to the highest dutiable article in 
the package. Not only must the goods separately dutiable be sepa- 
rately indicated on invoice, but the weights, net for each article and 
gross for the entire shipment, must be given. ; 

In Venezuela the rate applicable to the highest dutiable article is 
in every case applied to the entire shipment. 

A factor that the exporter in packing for lowest customs charges 
should also consider is that of the tare allowances. The same 
goods may sometimes be packed in containers subject to different tare 
allowances. Chemical and medicinal and pharmaceutical products are 
subject in Brazil to tare allowances ranging from 5 to 80 per cent, 
according to the capacity of the glass receptacle; the smaller the 
capacity the greater the tare allowance. The tare allowances for glass 
vases and flasks are as follows: Hogsheads, 50 per cent; large cases, 
45 per cent; hampers or baskets, 35 per cent. Should the articles be 
imported in small cases or boxes of cardboard, the duty is levied on 
the gross weight. By knowing the regulations applicable to various 
kinds of containers, the exporter can determine the most economical 
method of packing. The exporter might find it more advantageous to 
ship printing and lithographic inks in wooden barrels, for which a tare 
allowance of 10 per cent is specified, than in tins or iron receptacles, 
for which there is no tare allowance, the dutiable weight including the 
weight of these containers. (William H. Windom in Export Trade and 
Finance.) ;

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PARCEL POST, FOREIGN 


There is parcel-post service from the United States to all cbuntries 
of the world, except as follows: 

North America: Cuba (except that parcels up to a weight limit of 4 
pounds 6 ounces will be accepted). 

Asia: Northern Persia. 

South Atlantic: Tristan Da Cunha. 


Addressing: Every parcel should be plainly directed in ink, giv- 
ing the name and full address of the person for whom the parcel is in- 
tended. It should bear the words “Parcel Post” conspicuously in the 
upper left corner, and the name and address of the sender in such a 
position that it will not be mistaken for the address of the parcel. 

No parcel may contain packages addressed to persons other than 
the person named in the outside address of the parcel itself. 


Customs Duties: Customs duties on parcels for foreign coun- 
tries cannot be prepaid by the senders; they will be collected from ad- 
dressees when the parcels are delivered. 


General Regulations: Any article which is admissible to the do- 
mestic mails of the United States may be sent by parcel post to foreign 
countries except as there are prohibitions or restrictions imposed by the 
foreign governments individually (see Parcel Post section under each 
country). 

Packages for shipment by parcel post must not be sealed, except as 
otherwise stated in the Parcel Post section under each country. 

Parcel Enclosures: The presence, in an unsealed parcel, of sealed 
receptacles containing mailable articles which cannot be safely trans- 
mitted in the unsealed receptacles, will not render the parcel unmailable, 
provided the contents of the sealed receptacles are plainly visible, or 
are unmistakably indicated by the method of packing or by a precise 
statement on the covers. But such sealed receptacles will not be admitted 
to the parcel post unless enclosed in an outside cover open to inspection. 
Any article absolutely prohibited admission to the regular mails for 
any country is also inadmissible to parcel post mails for that country; 
but no article is excluded from parcel post mails solely because it is 
dutiable in the country of destination. 

No parcel may contain packages addressed to persons other than 
the person named in the outside address of. the parcel itself. 

Letter Enclosures: A letter or communication of the nature of per- 
sonal correspondence must not accompany, be written on or enclosed 
with any parcel (except as otherwise specified in the Parcel Post section 
under each country). I£ such be found, the letter will be placed in the 
mails if separable, and if the communication be inseparably attached, 
the whole parcel will be rejected. If, however, any such parcel should © 
inadvertently be forwarded, the country of destination will collect upon 
the letter or letters double postage prescribed by the Universal Postal 
Convention. An open bill or invoice may be enclosed in a parcel. 

Mailing of Parcels: A parcel must not be posted in a letter box or 
package box, but must be taken into the post office or a post office station 
and presented to the officer or clerk in charge. ; 

Wrapping: In order to protect the contents, every parcel must be 
securely and substantially packed, so that it can be safely transmitted in 
the ordinary mail sacks. - 

Every parcel must be so wrapped or inclosed that its contents can 
be easily examined by postmasters and customs officers. +

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Boxes with lids screwed or nailed on may be used, also bags closed 
by means of sewing, provided that they are presented at the post office 
open for inspection, and are then closed by the senders. (See Parcel 
Post sections under Argentine Republic, ltaly and Panama.) 

Experience has shown that outside covers of canvas or similar 
material, heavy wrapping paper, or waterproof paper lined with linen 
gauze, double-faced corrugated cardboard boxes, thick cardboard boxes, 
or strapped wooden boxes (made of material at least \%-inch thick) 
seldom reach their destination in a damaged condition. 

Parcels wrapped in thin flimsy paper or packed in thin cardboard 
boxes will not be accepted. 

Liquids and Oils: Admissible liquids and oils, pastes, salves or 
other articles easily liquefiable, may be accepted for mailing (see Pro- 
hibitions), when they conform to the following conditions: 


(a) When in strong glass bottles holding 4 ounces or less, the to- 
tal quantity sent in one parcel shall not exceed 24 ounces, liquid measure. 
Each bottle shall be wrapped in paper or other absorbent substance 
and then all placed in a box made of cardboard or other suitable material 
and packed in a container made of double-faced corrugated pasteboard 
of good quality. The corners of the container must fit tightly and be 
reinforced with tape so as to prevent the escape of any liquid if the 
contents should be broken, and the whole parcel shall be securely wrapped 
with strong paper and tied with twine. Single bottles of liquid holding 
4 ounces or less may also be packed as prescribed in the following par- 
agraphs (b) and (c): 

(b) When in glass bottles. holding more than 4 and not more than 
16 ounces, the bottle must be very strong and must be inclosed in a 
block or tube of metal, wood, or papier-mache or similar material; and 
there must be provided between the bottle and the block or tube a 
cushion of cotton, felt, or other absorbent. The block or tube, if of 
wood or papier-mache, must be at least one-eighth of an inch thick for 
bottles holding 8 ounces or less, and at least three-sixteenths of an inch 
thick for bottles holding more than 8 ounces. The block or tube must 
be rendered watertight by an application on the inside of paraffin or 
other suitable substance and must be closed by a screw-top cover with 
sufficient screw threads to require at least one and one-half complete 
turns before it will come off. The cover must be provided with a washer, 
so that no liquid could escape if the bottle should be broken, Such 
bottles may also be packed in strong and tight receptacles of wood, 
metal or waterproof corrugated pasteboard if surrounded with bran, 
sawdust or other absorbent material in sufficient quantity to absorb all 
the liquid if the bottle should be broken. 

(c) Mailable liquids, in quantities of more than 16 ounces, when 
in securely sealed glass bottles, shall be accepted for mailing wher packed 
in strong boxes and surrounded with sawdust or other suitable sub- 
stance to protect the contents from breakage. All such packages to be 
marked “Fragile—This Side Up,” or with similar inscription, and to be 
transported outside of mail bags. 

(d) Liquid in securely closed metal containers may be mailed when 
suitably boxed or crated; but, when in extra strong metal containers, 
such as heavy milk cans, the boxes or crating may be omitted. 

(e) All packages containing liquid must be marked “fragile.” 


Dyes, in powder form, will not be accepted for transmission in the 
parcel-post mails unless the dyes are packed in a tin or metal container 


and such container enclosed in a substantial outside cover, open to in- 


spection, of fiber board or similar material, double-faced corrugated card- 
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ee or strapped wooden boxes made of material at least a half inch 
thic 

The inside tin or metal container must be one closed with a screw-top 
cover having sufficient screw threads to require at least one and one-half 
complete turns before the cover will come off, the cover of which must 
be provided with a washer, so as to prevent possible sifting of the con- 
tents. 

This provision for the employment of screw-top tin or metal contain- 
ers does not prevent the use of compression (friction) tin top or metal 
containers, if soldered in at least four places, or the use of lead-sealed tin 
or metal containers, provided the containers are labeled in printing so as 
to show the nature of the contents, the quantity and the name of the 
manufacturer or dealer, and in addition, the containers are enclosed in 
substantial outside covers, open to inspection, of fiber board or similar 
material, double-faced corrugated cardboard or strapped wooden boxes 
made of material at least a half inch thick. 


Prohibited Articles: The following articles are prohibited from 
shipment by parcel post to all countries: 

Poisons; explosives; inflammable substances; motion picture films 
(except those made of cellulose-acetate) ; fatty substances; live animals 
(except bees) ; dead animals (except insects or reptiles when thoroughly 
dried); fruits and vegetables which easily decompose; all substances 
which exhale a bad odor; lottery tickets, lottery advertisements or lottery 
circulars; all obscene or immoral articles; articles which violate the 
copyright or patent laws of the country of destination; and articles 
which might in any way damage or destroy the mails or injure the per- 
sons handling them. 

Liquids and substances which easily liquefy; confections (fruit pre- 
served with sugar—not hard candy) and paste—are prohibited from 
parcel post shipment except when especially packed in accordance with 
the regulations of the Post Office Department (see Packing). Such ar- 
ticles are absolutely prohibited from parcel post shipment to Bermuda, 
Chile, Colombia, Dominican Republic, Dutch East Indies, Guatemala, 
Martinique, Nicaragua, Paraguay, Peru, Portugal (including Madeira 
and Azores) and the Society Islands—regardless of the method of pack- 
ing. 


Shipper’s Export Declaration: Postal Export Declaration Form 
S-250 must be filled out and presented at the post office of mailing for 
parcel post shipments of merchandise valued at $25.00 or over. For 
full particulars see under section entitled Shipper’s Export Declaration, 


Unregistered Parcels: The sender of an ordinary (unregistered) 


parcel addressed to Jamaica, Barbados, the Bahamas, British Honduras, 


Dutch West Indies, and Dutch Guiana may obtain a “Return Receipt”

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PARCEL RECEIPT: Any shipment which, according to the 
freight rate (weight or measurement), amounts to less than the minimum 
charge has to pay the full minimum. Small shipments, however, can 
sometimes be made on “parcel receipts,” but such shipments must be of 
small weight, dimensions and value, and the responsibility of the steamship 
company is much less under a “parcel receipt” than under a bill of lading. 

When shipping small packages on “parcel receipt” it is advisable to 
so mark the package that it will be kept apart from the general cargo. It 
is also advisable to call the receiving clerk’s attention to “parcel receipt” 
packages when delivering them at the pier. 

In many cases goods shipped on “parcel receipt” are samples of 
large consignments sent by the same steamer. In order to facilitate custom 
house entry at destination, so that the consignee may examine his 
samples at once, the steamship companies keep all such packages together 
where they can be got at quicker than if stowed away among the general 
cargo. Where a package of this kind gets mixed in with other cargo the 
consignee may have to wait a number of days before it can be found, 
while in the meantime his competitors may be securing orders on their 
samples. 

The shipment of small packages of nominal value on “parcel receipts” 
for a charge considerably less than the “minimum” bill of lading, is 
designed by the steamship companies to enable the export shipper to get 
his “samples” to prospective buyers abroad at slight cost. Parcel receipts 
were never intended to cover shipments of actual merchandise, and there- 
fore a limit of value has always been placed by the steamship companies 
on goods so shipped. This limit varies from “no value” up to $50, but 
the steamship companies always reserve the right to refuse to issue parcel 
receipts even when, according to the statement of the shipper, the parcel 
to be shipped comes within their rules as to value, weight, dimensions, 
and so forth. There are various reasons given for this action by the steam- 
ship lines, but it is chiefly because of misrepresentations of value, and so 
forth, by shippers in order to get the shipment accepted on a “parcel 
receipt.” It should be borne in mind that the liability of the carrier is 
much less under a shipment by “parcel receipt” than on a bill of lading. 


PARTICULAR AVERAGE: The ordinary policy of insurance 
excludes claims for damages or what is termed “particular average” on 
certain classes of goods such as grain; and so forth. When it is desired 
to insure such goods subject to “particular average” it must be specially 
provided for in the application for insurance. (See Marine Insurance.) 


Free of Particular Average under 5 per cent—means, that no claim 
for partial loss or damage will be allowed by the insurance company 
unless the actual loss or damage amounts to 5 per cent or more of the 
amount for which the shipment has been insured, as set forth in the

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PILFERAGE 


Complaints in regard to the pilfering of cases in foreign ports 
are frequent, particularly from South America and Australia, where 
freight awaiting removal from the dock cannot be as well protected | 
as in European ports. Insurance companies that have issued policies 
against pilferage (see Marine Insurance) frequently find that the premium 
does not cover the risk, while the shipper feels that he should not be 
obliged to pay for such protection. The greatest losses from pilferage 
occur when packages containing valuable goods are shipped without de- 
claring the full value to the carrier, who is only liable for an amount 
commensurate with the freight money paid. Shippers can guard against 
pilferage to a great extent by using any of the many kinds of box 
strapping and sealing devices on the market. 

The practice of using the outside of packages for advertising pur- 
poses, or of indicating on the packages the nature of the contents—for 
instance, cases of boots may have stenciled on them that they contain, 
say, “—pairs men’s boots”—is no doubt a direct incentive to pilferage, as 
such marking at once attracts the attention of thieves, whereas if no 
indication appeared’ on the package, the possibility of loss would certainly 
be minimized. The shipment of goods in plain packages without indica- 
tion of contents would be found to have a very good effect in checking 
pilferage. Another method which has been found effective in actual 
practice, when the goods of a certain mark are regularly pilfered, is to 
alter the mark, as, in cases where some commodity is shipped under 
various marks, such marks as are well known are regularly pilfered, 
while other marks are immune. 

Underwriters in England have, since the first of May, 1920, agreed 
that on and after that date they would accept no insurance against the 
risks of Pilferage and/or Theft, except subject to the following clause: 

“This policy covers the risks of Pilferage and/or Theft irrespective 
of percentage, but only to pay 75 per cent of the insured value of any 
goods so lost. In the event of loss, this insurance to be entitled to 75 
per cent of any amount recovered from the carriers or others in respect 
to such losses (less cost of recovery, if any) up to the amount paid by 
them in respect to the loss.” 

The American Companies have largely adopted this same ruling, and 
at the time of writing, it is nearly impossible to obtain any insurance for 
the full Pilferage and/or Theft cover. It, therefore, behooves exporters 
to take every precaution in safeguarding goods shipped against the hazards 
of Pilferage and/or Theft—(C. L. Despard.) ‘ 

Drastic measures are being adopted by the marine underwriters to 
suppress theft and pilferage pending the enactment of laws that will 
protect manufacturers and merchants against losses of merchandise in 
transit. ‘The Insurance Company of North America referring to the 
heavy loss sustained through the theft, pilferage or non-delivery of, or 
damage to the goods to carriers for transportation, calls attention to 
what they regard as the primary cause of such loss or damage and the 
means which should be taken to rectify it. 

Tt is their opinion that such losses are largely resultant from frequent 
diminishing of the legal liability of the carrier for proper care and custody 
of merchandise entrusted to him by reason of legislative decisions and 
(or) statutory enactments authorizing and (or) upholding what is known 
as the released bill of lading. er oe 

A released bill of lading is one in which the liability of the carrier — 
has been limited by virtue of an agreement with the shipper. aD? 

A full bill of lading is one in which the carrier assumes complete — 
legal responsibility for the goods he carries. a Neitah ty 
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At common law, the liability of a carrier covered every hurt or injury 
to the goods he carried, unless caused by the act of God, the public enemy, 
or their inherent nature. This liability was imposed upon the carrier 
because the shipper parts entirely with the possession and control of the 
goods and knows nothing of what takes place during their carriage, while 
the carrier, on the other hand, knows or has the means of knowing every- 
thing which befalls them, and if they'be lost or damaged, how the loss 
or damage occurred. Such rule has the great merit of simplicity, and is 
perfectly reasonable because the carrier can charge a rate commensurate 
with the risk he assumes, and it was and still is wise public policy to hold 
the carrier to strict accountability. Doing so increases his care and the 
care of his servants in the course of transportation, and generally increases 
the efficiency of the carrier’s business. 

In the course of time, however, this simple rule of the common law 
has been modified by statutes and judicial decisions, and the carrier’s 
liability reduced or entirely eliminated under certain conditions. For ex- 
ample, a carrier was permitted to make an agreement with the shipper 
limiting the carrier’s losses to those of which he had received notice within 
an agreed upon time, or to value put upon the goods in consideration of 
their carriage at a low rate of freight, or that suits against the carrier must 
be brought within a limited time after delivery. 

These statutes and decisions have had a far-reaching effect upon the 

‘ carrier’s liability and upon the safe and profitable conduct of commerce. 
In recent years there has been a vast amount of theft and pilferage 
by carriers’ employees, or permitted through their negligence, so that the 
losses upon this account have assumed enormous proportions, and the 
carriers have taken advantage of the clauses in their bills of lading to 
protect themselves against these losses, which has resulted in their falling 
solely upon the shipper or the underwriter. 
The practical result of the legalizing of the released bill of lading has 
been that the carrier has quoted a rate of freight which makes it obligatory 
upon the shipper to ship certain kinds of goods under released bill of 
lading, because if he does not do so in many cases he cannot compete with 
other shippers in a similar line of business who avail themselves of its 
provisions, while the carrier on his part having insisted upon a valuation 
of merchandise entrusted to his care by the shipper, which valuation is 
entirely inadequate and bears no actual relation to the actual value of the 
property entrusted to him for transportation, has actually succeeded in 
doing what the law expressly denies him the right to do, namely, to escape 
his legal liability for his wrongful act, or the wrongful act of his servants. 
The result of this is that the carrier fails to protect the merchandise 
entrusted to him for carriage against damage or loss; he fails to exercise 
due diligence in its prompt transportation and delivery, and as a result 
losses due to pilferage, theft and non-delivery have increased and are in- 
bolita A by leaps and bounds, and have reached a point where they 
_ seriously menace the ability of merchants to do business or to ship their 
- goods to or from ports and places in the world with any reasonable 

security that the merchandise they have shipped will be delivered at its 
_ destination.

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POSTAL REGULATIONS

from, or between possessions of the United States. The domestic regu- 
lations therefore cover mail addressed to Hawaii, Porto Rico, and the 
Virgin Islands of the United States, the Philippine Archipelago, the island 
of Guam, the islands of Tutuila and Manua together with other islands of 
the Samoan Group which lie east of 171 degrees West Longitude, and 
the Panama “Canal Zone.” The term “Canal Zone” includes all the terri- 
tory purchased from the Republic of Panama, embracing the canal zone 
proper and the islands Perico, Naos, Culebra, and Flamenco in the Bay 
of Panama. 

Domestic mail matter is divided into four classes: 

First Class: Written and sealed matter, postal cards and private 
mailing cards. The postage rate is 2 cents per ounce or fraction; ex- 
cept for government postal cards, the rate for which is 1 cent each. 

Second Class: Periodical publications bearing notice of entry as second 
class matter. When mailed by other than the publisher or news agent, the 
postage rate is that of the third or fourth class, according to weight. 

Third Class: Merchandise, printed matter and other mailable matter, 
not in the first or second classes, and not exceedng 8 ounces in weight. The 
postage rate is 114 cents per each 2 ounces or fraction. 

Fourth Class: Parcel Post—merchandise, printed matter and other 
mailable matter, not in the first or second class, exceeding 8 ounces in 
weight. The postage rate for all non-contiguous territories of the United 
States is 12 cents per pound, plus 2 cents. per package. 

The Limits of Weight on domestic mail matter are: 

First Class Matter: The limit of weight for first class matter is the 
same as for fourth class matter. 

Second Class Matter: No limit of weight is prescribed. 

Third Class Matter: 8 ounces. 

Fourth Class Matter: The limit of weight for parcels to all territories 
and possessions of the United States is 50 pounds, except that for places 
in the Philippines (other than Manila) the limit is 20 pounds. 


Foreign Mail Matter includes all matter to destinations other than 
those provided for in the domestic regulations. The domestic classifica- 
tions of mail matter are not used for the foreign mails. Foreign mail 
matter is classified as (a) letters, (b) post cards, (c) printed matter, (d) 
commercial papers, (e) samples of merchandise, and (f) parcel post. (See 
Unmailable Matter.) ‘ 


Foreign Postage Rates: Postage upon all articles, other than 
letters and post cards, is required to be prepaid at least in part. On 
all articles of mail matter not fully prepaid, double the deficiency in 
postage will be collected on delivery. All registered articles must be 
fully prepaid. Registration Fee on letters or other articles, 10 cents. —

Letters: The postage is five (5) cents for the first ounce or fraction 
of an ounce, and three (3) cents for each additional ounce or fraction; 
except that the domestic rate of 2 cents per ounce or fraction applies for 
letters addressed to Anguilla, Antigua, Argentina, Aruba, Bahamas, Bar- 
bados, Barbuda, Bermuda, Bolivia, Bonaire, Brazil, British Guiana, British 
Honduras, Caicos Islands, Canada, Cayman Islands, Colombia, Costa Rica, 
Cuba, Curacao, Dominica, Dominican Republic, Dutch West Indies, Ecua- 
dor, England, Grenada, Grenadines, Haiti, Honduras, Ireland, Jamaica, Lee- 
Ward Islands, Martinique, Mexico, Montserrat, Nevis, Newfoundland, New 
Zealand, Nicaragua, Panama, Peru, Redonda, Saba, Salvador, Scotland, 
St. Christopher, St. Eustatius, St. Kitts, St. Lucia, St. Martins, St. Vin- 
cent, Spain, Tobago, Trinidad, Turks Islands, Wales, Windward Islands. 

The postal conventions do not define the term “letter,” but it is held 
that a package upon which postage at the letter rate has been prepaid in 
full was intended by the sender to be sent as a letter; and when it does 
not‘contain prohibited articles is required to be considered and treated 
as a “letter.” It should be noted, however, that articles whether sealed 
or unsealed, which appear to contain dutiable matter, on their arrival at 
the exchange post office of the country of destination, will be inspected 
by customs officers of that country, who will levy the proper customs 
duties upon any article found to be dutiable under the laws of that country 
and not prohibited transmission in the mails. 

The Stockholm Postal Convention, effective October 1, 1925, 
specifically provides that articles liable to customs duty may be in- 
closed in letters or packages prepaid at the letter rate of postage, in 
the event the importation of such articles in the letter mails is permitted 
by the country of destination. The convention provides further that 
there must be affixed to each such letter or package a green label 
(Form D quater or Form D ter) showing that the articles are to be 
submitted to the customs authorities of the country of destination for 
examination. The Second Assistant Postmaster General advises that 
this country has adopted the first named form (D quater), the use of 
which requires that a customs declaration, properly completed, or an 
‘invoice must also be inclosed in the letter or package. 

“) Letters or letter packages containing dutiable articles may there- 
fore be accepted for mailing when so indicated under the postal regu- 
lations in the individual country sections, when accompanied by a label, 
Form “D quater,” (which will be supplied by post offices on request), 
and when a customs declaration, properly filled out, or an invoice, is 

-_ inclosed therein. When not so prepared, such articles are sent at the 
risk of the sender subject to whatever treatment miay be accorded them 

by the postal administration of the country of destination. They may 
be confiscated, returned to origin, or subjected to fines in addition to 


customs duty. 


_ Postal Cards: The postage rate on a single postal card bearing a 
written communication is 2 cents; on a double or reply card, 4 cents; except 
or Argentina, Bolivia, Canada, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican 
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Republic, Ecuador, Honduras, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Peru, Salvador 
and Spain, for which countries the rate is one cent for a single card and 2 
cents for a reply card. The two halves of a double postal card must be 
folded one on the other, and must not be closed in any manner. If the reply 
half of a foreign double postal card is not addressed to the country which 
issued the card it must be treated as an unpaid postal card, unless it bears 
United States postage stamps. Postal cards must not be enclosed in en- 
velopes or wrappers. The right-hand half of the address side is reserved 
for the address; on the back and on the left half of the face advertise- 
ments, illustrations, or writing may be placed, and pictures on very thin 
paper may be pasted there on condition that they completely adhere to the 
card. Labels bearing the name and address of the addressee or sender, not 
exceeding 34 of an inch by 2 inches in size, may also be pasted to the cards, 
but with the exception of the articles mentioned nothing may be attached 
to postal cards. 

Printed postal cards, or those which bear no more writing than ts 
permitted on printed matter, are mailable as printed matter. 

Private Mailing Cards are admitted to the mails as postal cards. They 
must not be larger than 5%g x 3%g¢ inches, nor smaller than 234 x 4 inches. 
They must be made of cardboard or thick paper and must not be inclosed 
in envelopes or wrappers. Postage stamps should be placed in the upper 
right-hand corner of the address side. Post cards are mailable to foreign 
countries at the same postage rate and under the same conditions as single 
postal cards. Cards bearing writing which do not fulfil the prescribed 
conditions are treated as letters, but cards which conform to the condi- 
tions for printed matter are mailable as such if prepaid at the printed 
matter rate. 

Cards bearing mica, ground glass, sand, tinsel, and similar substances 
must be inclosed in envelopes tightly sealed, and when so mailed are sub- 
ject to the letter rate. 


Printed Matter: Newspapers and periodicals, books, stitched or 
bound, pamphlets, sheets of music, visiting cards, address cards, proofs of 
printing, with or without the manuscript relating thereto, papers with 
raised points for use of the blind, engravings, photographs, albums con- 
taining photographs, pictures, drawings, plans, maps, catalogues, prospec- 
tuses, announcements and notices of various kinds, whether printed, en- 
graved, lithographed or autographed; and in general, all impressions or 
reproductions obtained upon paper, parchment or cardboard by means of 
printing, engraving, lithographing, or autographing, or any other mechani- 
cal process easy to recognize, excepting the copying press and typewriter. 
Facsimile copies of manuscript or typewriting obtained by a mechanical 
process (polygraphy, chromography, mimeograph, multigraph, &c.) are 
assimilated to prints, but in order to pass at the reduced postage they must 
be mailed at the post office windows, and in the minimum number of 
twenty (20) perfectly identical copies; if mailed otherwise than as above ~ 
provided, such reproductions are subject to treatment as letters. 
Wrapping—Printed matter must be so wrapped that the contents may 
be easily examined without injury to the wrapper. Printed cards need 
no wrappers, but cards bearing mica, ground glass, sand, tinsel, and similar 
substances must be inclosed in envelopes tightly sealed, and when so 
mailed are subject to the letter rate. Permissible Writing—The follow- 
ing writing or typewriting is allowed to be added to printed matter: 
On the outside of the package or on the print itself, the name, business 
and residence of the sender, and date of despatch; to correct errors, 
cross out certain parts and make prominent, by means of marks, certain 
parts of the text; to add the “copy” to the “proof,” and to make changes 
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in and additions to the proof on separate sheets if necessary; to add to 
visiting cards as well as to Christmas and New Year cards the title and 
address of the sender, as well as congratulations, thanks, condolence, or 
other forms of courtesy expressed in five words at most; to erase certain 
parts and make prominent by means of marks certain parts of the text; 
to add to cards of invitation and notices of meetings the name of the 
person invited, the date, object and place of meeting; to add to books, 
sheet music, periodicals, photographs and engravings, a dedication, as 
well as to attach the bill or invoice; to add to clippings from periodicals 
the title, date, number and address of the periodical; to insert figures 
in price lists, offers for advertisements, stock quotations, trade circulars 
and prospectuses, as well as the name of the traveler, the date and name 
of the locality through which he expects to pass, on notices of that kind; 
to indicate on booksellers’ order bulletins the works desired or offered, 
and to cross out or underscore the whole or any part; to printed order- 
form for books, periodicals, &c., all the particulars necessary to indicate 
precisely the identical article or edition desired, including the price of 
the article with and without the transportation or delivery charges; to add 
on notices relating to the movements of vessels, the dates of sailings and 
arrivals, as well as the names of the vessels; to add to notices of ship- 
ment the date of the shipment; and to paint fashion plates, maps, &c. 
But no manuscript additions other than those indicated above are allowed 
upon prints. Weight—The limit of weight is 4 pounds 6 ounces, 
except that single volumes of books for Salvador, Canada, Mexico, Cuba, 
Panama and places to which domestic regulations apply are unrestricted 
as to weight. Size—The limit of size is 18 inches in any one direction, 
except that printed matter in rolls may be 30 inches long by 4 inches in 
diameter. Postage—The postage on printed matter is 1 cent for each 
2 ounces or fraction of 2 ounces. Register all valuable matter. Regis- 
tration fee, 10 cents. 

Valentines, unframed Christmas and Easter cards, and other cards 
of a similar character, passing between friends in small quantities as 
tokens of esteem, are transmissible in mails despatched to foreign coun- 
tries (except Canada, Cuba, Mexico, the Republic of Panama and 
Shanghai, to which United States domestic rates apply) at the rate and 
under the conditions applicable to “printed matter” in Postal Union 
mails; notwithstanding they are composed partly of silk or satin, and 
are hand-painted and of elaborate design and finish. But such cards 
regularly framed, whether with wood, metal or other material usually 
used for picture frames, are not entitled to transmission as “printed 
matter,” and may not be admitted to said mails at less than the letter 
rate of postage fully prepaid; nor may articles intended for use (such as 
cushions, &c.), which bear an Easter or Christmas greeting, but cannot 
be a in any sense “cards,” be treated as printed matter in said 
mails. > 

A package of newspapers or periodicals for transmission in inter- 
national mails (except to Canada), at the rate of 1 cent per 2 ounces or 

fraction thereof is restricted to a single (outside) address. Newspapers 
or periodicals addressed to several different subscribers must not be in- 
closed in the same package with postage stamps affixed only to the out- 
_. side wrapper of the package. But several periodicals or other articles 
»f printed matter, without separate address, may be inclosed in the same 


Customs Declaration tags are not required on packages of printed mat- 
te mailed to foreign destinations at the postage rates applying for mail 
natter of such classification.

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Commercial Papers: Under the heading of commercial papers are 
included all instruments or documents written or drawn wholly or partly 
by hand, which have not the character of an actual and personal corre- 
spondence, such as old letters and postal cards which have fulfilled their 
original object, papers of legal procedure, deeds of all kinds drawn up 
by public functionaries, way-bills or bills of. lading, invoices, the various 
documents of insurance companies, copies of or extracts from deed under 
private signature, written on stamped or unstamped paper, scores or sheets 
of manuscript music, manuscript for publication forwarded separately, 
original and corrected tasks of pupils without comment on the works, &c. 
Wrapping—Commercial papers must be so wrapped or inclosed that 
their contents may be easily examined without injury to the wrapper, 
and should be plainly indorsed “Commercial Papers.” Weight—The 
limit of weight is 4 pounds 6 ounces. Size—The limit of size is 18 
inches, except that commercial papers in the form of a roll may be 30 
inches long and 4 inches in diameter. Postage—The postage on com- 
mercial paper is 5 cents for the first 10 ounces or any fraction of 10 
ounces and 1 cent for each additional 2 ounces above 10 ounces. Register 
all valuable articles. Registration fee, 10 cents. 

Bills of lading and other documents relating to the cargo of a vessel 
may be placed on board the vessel which conveys the articles mentioned in 
said documents, even when the vessel does not carry regular mail. Matter 
of this character must be delivered at the steamship company’s office 
several hours prior to sailing to be placed in the bag containing “con- 
signees’ letters.” 


A manufacturer in Illinois has asked for information as to the classification 
“Commercial Papers” in the foreign mails, and whether it may be used to advantage 
by exporters for the despatch of shipping documents to customers abroad. 

The Second Assistant Postmaster General has covered this question in the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Referring to your letter of September 6, concerning the practical use of the classi- 
fication ‘commercial papers’ in the foreign mails, it may be explained that exporters 
and importers make the most use of this service for the transmission of what are 
otherwise described as ‘shipping documents,’ composed of bills of lading, insurance 
policies and other documents partly in writing, which are required in order to pass 
goods through the-custom house in a foreign country. 

“There is only a small quantity of packages marked ‘commercial paper,’ even 
though packages so marked, received in post offices and railway post offices, are in- 
closed in pouches with letters and therefore practically receive the treatment of letters, 
it being apparent that shippers or persons sending invoices or papers that come under 
the classification pay the letter rate of postage and take advantage of the service that 
will be given at all times to letter mail.” 

The postal regulations require that commercial papers, mailed under that classifi- 
cation, must be in unsealed envelopes, or otherwise readily opened for inspection, The 
postage rate is 5 cents for the first 10 ounces or fraction, and 1 cent per each addi- 
tional 2 ounces or fraction, The maximum weight is 4 pounds 6 ounces except for 
Argentine Republic, Bolivia, Brazil, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican Republic, 


Ecuador, Guatemala, Mexico, Nicaragua, Paraguay, Peru, Honduras, Salvador, Spain . 


and its colonies, and Uruguay, for which destinations the weight limit is 8 pounds 12 
ounces. All packages mailed under the “‘commercial papers” classification must be so 
marked on the envelope or wrapper. 


Samples of Merchandise: Under this classification are included 
only bona fide trade samples without any salable value. Wrapping 
—Samples of merchandise must be placed in bags, boxes or removable 
envelopes in such manner as to admit of easy inspection or wrapped so 


that the contents may be easily examined without injury to wrappers. —

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Permissible Writing—They must bear no writing except the name or 
the social position of the sender, a manufacturer’s or trade-mark, num- 
bers, prices and indications relating to the weight, size, dimensions and 
quantity to be disposed of, and words which are necessary to precisely 
indicate the origin and nature of the merchandise. Weight—Pack- 
ages of samples must not exceed 18 ounces in weight. Size—The 
size must not exceed 12 inches in length, 8 inches in breadth, and 4 inches 
in depth, except when in the form of a roll, they may be 12 inches in length 

and 6 inches in diameter. Postage—The postage on samples is 2 

cents for the first 4 ounces or less, and 1 cent for each additional 2 

ounces or fraction of 2 ounces. Register all valuable articles.- Registra- 

tion fee, 10 cents. 

Samples of liquids, oils and fatty substances easily liquefiable (except 
such as are dangerous, inflammable, explosive or exhale a bad odor) are 
mailable when placed in glass bottles hermetically sealed; the bottles 
must be placed in a wooden box, which can be opened without with- 
drawing tacks, nails or screws, containing sufficient spongy matter to 
absorb the contents if the bottles should break, and this wooden box 
must be inclosed in a case of metal or wood with a screw top, or of 
strong and thick leather, in order that it may be easily opened for exami- 
nation of the contents. If perforated wooden blocks or wooden mailing 
cases measuring one-tenth of an inch in the thinnest part, sufficiently 
filled with absorbent material and furnished with a lid, are used, it is not 
necessary that blocks should be inclosed in a second case. Fatty sub- 
stances which do not easily liquefy, such as ointments, soft soaps, resin, 
&c., must be inclosed in a box, or bag of linen, parchment, &c., and then 
placed in an outside box of wood, metal or strong, thick leather. Dry 
powders must be placed—if coloring—in bags of leather, gummed cloth 
or strong oiled paper; and if not coloring, in boxes of metal, wood or 
eyestes which bags or boxes must be inclosed in a cloth or parchment 

ag. 

Glass and fragile articles must be packed solidly in metal or wooden 
boxes so that postal employees may not be injured or correspondence 
damaged. 

Live bees must be enclosed in boxes which avoid all danger and 
permit easy examination of contents. 

Single keys, fresh cut flowers (but not live plants), tubes of serum 
and pathological objects rendered inoffensive by their mode of prepara- 
tion and packing; specimens of natural history, such as dried or preserved 
animals and plants, geological specimens, &c., are admitted to the mails 
at the postage rate and under the conditions applicable to “samples,” 
provided they are not sent for a commercial purpose and that their 
packing conforms to the general conditions prescribed for samples. 

It is permitted to enclose in the same package, samples of merchan- 
dise, prints, and commercial papers, but subject to the following condi- 
tions: (1) That each class of articles taken singly shall not exceed the 
limits which are applicable to it as regards weight and size; (2) that 
the total weight of the package must not exceed 4 pounds 6 ounces; 
(3) that the minimum charge shall be 5 cents when the package contains 
commercial papers, and 2 cents when it consists of printed matter and 


samples. 

+< The following articles are subject to letter rates but may be sent by 
Parcel Post to the countries with which the United States has parcel- 
_ post conventions. 

Stamps or forms of prepayment, whether current or obsolete, can- 
celed or uncanceled, as well as printed articles constituting the repre- 
‘sentative sign of monetary value. Monetary value is~held by the Inter- 
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national Bureau of the Universal Postal Union to attach to bonds, bank 
notes, commercial bills of exchange, &c., which have been fully executed 
by the makers, and such articles are therefore excluded from reduced 
postage. 

Articles sent for sale, in execution of orders, or as gifts, however 
small the quantity may be, are not considered to be “samples of mer- 
chandise,” and are not transmissible by mail to foreign countries, except 
Canada, Cuba, Mexico, Panama, and Shanghai, unless they are fully 
prepaid at the rate of postage applicable to letters for the countries to 
which the articles are addressed. Such articles are forwarded at the 
sender’s risk as regards treatment under the customs regulations of the 
country to which they are sent. The right of their entry into a foreign 
country is determined by the administration of that country. They may 
be confiscated, returned as unmailable, or subjected to fines in addition 
to customs duties. 

Pairs of articles, such as gloves, stockings, &c., cannot be sent as 
samples; but one article of a pair may be so sent. 

Electrotypes and cuts for advertising purposes are not transmissible 
by mail to any foreign country except Canada, Cuba, Mexico, Panama, and 
Shanghai, unless fully prepaid at the rate of postage applicable to letters 
for that country. ; 

Packages of canceled or uncanceled postage stamps or postal cards 
addressed to or received from foreign countries are subject to postage at 
letter rates; and when received in the mails from foreign countries are 
liable to United States customs duties. 


Addressing and Wrapping: In order to insure prompt and safe 
transmission to destination of articles addressed to foreign countries, they 
should (1) make the address legiblevand complete, giving the name of the 
country as well as that of the town or post office. (2) Avoid using flimsy 
paper for envelopes, as they are liable to be torn or destroyed in the long 
transits. (3) Avoid using sealing wax on the covers, as letters so sealed 
often adhere to each other and the addresses of the articles are destroyed 
by the tearing of the covers in an attempt to separate the articles. (4) See 
that postage stamps affixed to the covers of articles of printed matter 
do not adhere also to the articles themselves, thus virtually sealing the 
packages, and thereby subjecting them to additional postage, at the letter 
rate, on delivery.

Registration: Mail matter, except when addressed under initials, 
or with the address written with a pencil, may be registered, subject to full 
prepayment of the postage upon the article according to its nature, in 
addition to the registration fee. Registered articles addressed to foreign 
countries are delivered according to the rules of the country of address. - 
If a registry return receipt from the addressee is desired, a demand there- 
for as “Return receipt demanded,” must be written or stamped by the 
sender, upon the face of the envelope or wrapper. In case of loss of a 
registered article mailed in or addressed to a foreign country embraced 
in the Universal Postal Union, except parcel-post mail, and except in 
case of force majeure (beyond control), the sender, or at his request, the 
addressee, is entitled to an indemnity for its value up to 50 francs, or its 
equivalent in United States money. v

Forwarding: Mail matter of foreign origin received from any 
foreign country, including Canada, Cuba, Mexico, and the Republic of 
Panama, is required to be reforwarded, at the request of the addres 
from one post office to another, and—in the case of articles other 
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parcel-post packages—to any foreign country, without additional charge 
for postage. 

In the case of unpaid letters, or short-paid matter of any kind, the 
deficient postage is collected by ‘the postmaster by whom the article is 
delivered to the addressee or the sender. 


Wholly Unpaid and Insufficiently Prepaid Articles of all kinds 
are liable to a charge of double the amount of the short payment. 
Carelessness in correspondence is often responsible for the failure of 
American manufacturers to establish permanent and profitable rela- 
tions abroad. The sending of letters and packages, the latter con- 
sisting of samples, catalogues and circulars, upon which the required 
postage has not been fully prepaid may appear a trivial matter, but 
the practice is annoying and creates a prejudice against American 
dealers that is difficult to remove, particularly when the addressee 
has no knowledge of or acquaintance with the addressor. Consular 
officers have repeatedly directed attention to this matter, and have 
earnestly urged the exercise of greater care in preparing letters for foreign 
mails. No doubt in many cases the members of firms, leaving such 
matters as postage to clerks, actually do not know that so much serious 
annoyance is caused to their foreign correspondents, and the careless 
practice is continued. We would suggest that it be made the duty of 
some responsible person in an office to denote, in the corner of the 
envelope or package where stamps are affixed, the amount of postage to 
be paid on foreign mail matter. 


Postage Stamps: Postage can be prepaid only by means of post- 
age stamps of the country in which the articles are mailed. Hence, articles 
mailed in one country addressed to another country, which bear postage 
stamps of the country to which they are addressed, or of any other country 

than the one in which they are mailed, are treated as if they had no 
postage stamps attached to them. 

Withdrawal and Change of Address: The sender of any article ad- 
dressed to a country of the Postal Union may cause it to be withdrawn 
from the postal service, or have its address changed, as long as the article 
has not been delivered to the addressee, provided the legislation of the 
country of destination of the article allows such withdrawal or alteration. 

The legislation of Great Britain and the British colonies (except 
Southern Rhodesia, Antigua, Bahamas, Barbados, Ceylon, Gold Coast, 
British Guiana, Jamaica, Zanzibar, and the Australian Colonies), includ- 
ing Canada and British India; also Haiti, the Dominican Republic, Co- 
lombia (Republic of), and the French Establishments in Oceanica, does 
not allow senders of articles to withdraw them from the mails, or to 

change their address; consequently, senders cannot prevent the delivery 
to the original addressees of articles sent by mail from the United States 
to any of those countries; nor from those countries and colonies to the 
-_-United States. 


Customs Duties: The post office is not advised what articles 
ao (éilier than those so designated in the list of “prohibited articles” and in 

ei 1 to 4 of this subdivision) are liable to customs duties in foreign 
ies, and consequently does not exclude articles of merchandise from 
egular mails for foreign countries because they may be liable to 
ms duties in the countries to which they are addressed. They are 
at the sender’s risk. Any country may refuse to deliver dutiable 
s received in mails from other countries, and may dispose of them 
lance with the customs regulations of that country. The ques- 
ether or not an article sent by mail from one country to another 
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is subject to customs duty in the latter country can be.decided only by 
the country to which the article is sent, and is not affected by any postal 
convention between said countries. The Department is not authorized 
to question the decision of foreign officials in such matters any more than 
foreign officials would be authorized to question the decision of United 
States officials respecting the liability to United States customs duty of 
an article received here in mails from abroad. 

Except as indicated hereinafter, customs duties cannot be prepaid 
by the senders of dutiable articles; they will be collected of addressees 
if. the articles are delivered.

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PRICE QUOTATIONS FOR EXPORT 


These are the normal situations on which an export manufacturer 
may desire to quote prices. It is understood that unless a particular 
railroad is specified, the property will be delivered to the carrier most 
conveniently located to the shipper, If the buyer, for the purpose of 
delivery, or in order to obtain lower transportation charges, desires 
that the goods be delivered to a carrier further removed from the 
shipper and entailing-a greater cost of delivery to the carrier most 
favorably situated, the carrier to which the buyer desires delivery 
of the goods should be named in the quotation. The term “cars or 
lighters,” as used herein, is intended to include River, Lake or Coast- 
wise ships, canal boats, barges, or other means of transportation, when so 
specified in the quotation. 

The following definitions of export quotations have been adopted by 
the National Foreign Trade Council, Chamber of Commerce of the 
U. S. A., National Association of Manufacturers, American Manufacturers’ 
Export Association, Philadelphia Commercial Museum, American Ex- 
porters and Importers Association, Chamber of Commerce of the State of 
New York, New York Produce Exchange and the Merchants’ Association 
of New York as standard in American export practice. These “Confer- 
ence Definitions” were formulated at a joint meeting of the organizations 
named which was held at India House, New York, on December 16, 1919.

The question frequently arises whether the quotation of a C. I. F.

; » serves to include among the obligations of the buyer the 

ent of consular fees which can be regarded in no other way than

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destination, even though the payment be made to an official located in 
the country of origin. } 


Free Harbor (named foreign port) 


Under this quotation, the exporter assumes responsibility for any 
additional and unforeseen expenses which may be incurred during the 
voyage, such as transshipment if necessary owing to an accident to the 
ship. Under a C. I. F. quotation, the exporter is under no liability to pay 
such charges or to see that transshipment is made and the goods for- 
warded to destination. 


C. I. F. & E. (named foreign port) 


Under this quotation,.the exporter assumes the cost of exchange, in 
addition to the responsibilities of the normal C. I. F. quotation. 


C. I. F. C. I. (named foreign port) 


The letters C. I. F. C. I. are used in export quotations as the abbrevia- 
tion for “Cost, insurance, freight, collection charges and interest.” The 
expenses of collection are thus a charge against the proceeds of the draft 
instead of being borne by the buyer. This definition is sustained for the 
purposes of American export practice by several court decisions. 

In English and Continental practice the second “C” signifies “com- 
mission” instead of “collection charges.” The latter definition was aimed 
to prevent the pyramiding of commissions by the several commission 
houses who might handle various parts of the export order, in accordance 
with European practice, especially in the Manchester trade. It is not ap- 
plicable to normal transactions in the foreign trade of the United States. 


A buyer should always determine promptly whether he has any 
preference as to the route over- which, or the carrier by which the goods 
are to reach him: If he has any such preference it is his right to have it 
respected. This is true if the buyer is to accept delivery at the shipping 
point. It is equally true if the seller is to pay freight, or even if he has 
undertaken actually to make delivery at destination. 

There is this material difference between the two cases, however: 
If the seller is to pay freight the buyer’s right to name the carrier must 
be made part of the contract of sale; if the buyer is to accept delivery 
at the shipping point, his right to choose the carrier may be exercised at 
any time before the actual shipment of the goods. 

The reason for the difference is this: A seller who is to pay freight, 
or be responsible until the goods reach their destination, has a natural 
right to choose the carrier, unless he has parted with that right by con- 
tract; whereas a buyer who is to pay freight and accept the risks attend- _ 
ing transit has an equally clear right to select the instrument of trans- 
portation, If the buyer has selected the carrier, in any case in which it 
is his right to do so, the seller should respect his choice. 

The seller sometimes thinks that he can choose a carrier or a route | 
that the buyer himself will find superior to that of his own selection. — 
If he allows himself to yield to this temptation he is in the position of 
an agent who has attempted to improve upon his principal’s orders: If _ 
all goes well the agent has small thanks, and if there is a loss it is the _ 
agent who must bear it. ; ER 

The seller who disobeys the buyer’s orders as to carrier or r 
not only incurs all the risks of transportation, whether they were o 
nally his or not, but he also places it in the buyer’s power to refuse t 


-_ 
> 
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goods, though they reach him as promptly and in as good condition as 
could possibly be by any other route. If the market has gone against 
the buyer, or if he has repented of his bargain for any reason, he may 
repudiate the contract, alleging no other cause than that he bought goods 
to come by the A. B. route, while these have come by another line. A 
seller is never safe in disregarding the buyer’s shipping instructions, when 
the latter has a right to give them, and has given them. 
If the buyer fails to make a timely selection of route and carrier, the 
seller becomes the buyer’s agent to make the selection. Then it is his 
duty to exercise such care and diligence in the matter as a reasonably 
prudent man would use if the goods were his own and the risk were his. 
He is not bound to choose the very cheapest route, or the best, or the 
most direct; no agent is bound to the highest possible degree of skill. 
His duty is done if he ships the goods by any line that ever is chosen, 
or would be chosen by a person of reasonable caution dealing with his 
own goods of the like kind and value. P 
The terms of the contract are next to be looked after, especially as 
regards the place of delivery and the cost and risk of transportation. If 
the contract is silent on these points the buyer accepts his goods where- 
ever they may be at the time of sale. In a great majority of cases, how- 
ever, the contract contains some provision as to these matters. Most sales 
of goods to be taken to a distance are now made upon what are known 
either as F. O. B. or C. I. F. terms. 
In an F. O. B. sale the seller undertakes to deliver the goods free 
on board. The place of delivery may be either the shipping point or the 
destination. It is always better to name the place in the contract. If it is 
not named, the courts, unless there is some usage or some expression 
in the contract to lead to a different conclusion, will hold that delivery 
is to be made at the shipping point; this because the expense of trans- 
porting goods is not to be placed upon the seller unless he has agreed to 
bear it. 
Suppose the contract, then, to be for delivery “F. O. B. (free on 
board) shipping point.” This places upon the seller the duty of pack- 
ing the goods properly, placing them on board, addressing them to the 
buyer, securing such shipping documents as will enable the buyer to take 
possession of the goods when they reach him, and forwarding these docu- 
ments to the buyer. So much being attended to, the seller’s whole duty 
‘is done. He is not concerned with the time at which the goods ma 
reach the buyer, the condition in which they reach him, nor, in fact, with 
“the question whether they ever reach him at all or not. The carrier is 
the buyer’s agent, and all questions arising after a proper delivery to the 
carrier by the seller are to be settled between the carrier and the buyer. 
Two points of dispute have arisen out of contracts of this kind. 
About one of them there may be some slight doubt, but about the other 
there is no doubt at all. The contract compels the seller to deliver the 
_ goods free on board at the shipping point; but it does not say on board 
what sort of vehicle they are to be delivered. Suppose the goods have 
. been sold for shipment to South America, and suppose they have come 
tothe New York seller, or are to come, on cars from the West, or on a 
r from Europe. Now, it may occur to the seller, and sometimes 
irred to him, that the ambiguity of the contract is such as to 
his making a valid tender of the goods on board that vehicle 
has brought them to him, but which will not take them any further. 

the point about which there is no doubt. Such a tender will not _ 
e proviso “free on board” is intended for the buyer’s benefit, and 
no possible advantage to him to have the goods on board a vehicle 
of moving if it is not going to move in his direction. “Free on

board,” in and of itself, means free on board some vehicle that will take 
the goods to the buyer. 

The doubtful point arises in this way. Suppose it is to be admitted, 
or to be provided by contract, that the goods are to be delivered “free 
on board cars at the shipping point.” Suppose the seller has side tracks 
running into his own yard or works, and suppose there is a switching 
charge for transferring the cars to the main track. Is this charge to be 
borne by the seller or the buyer? This seems never to have been decided 
by any court of final resort. The writer gives it as his opinion, however, 
that the seller must make a tender upon the main line; that the buyer has 
a right to rely upon the published schedule of rates from shipping points 
to destination; that he is not concerned with any arrangement between 
the carrier and the seller allowing the latter to load his goods elsewhere 
than upon the main lines of the carrier’s system. 

If the sale is F. O. B. shipping point, and inspection is to be made 
before shipment, the contract being silent as to the payment of the cost 
of inspection, the seller must pay it. Generally the cost of inspection 
falls upon the buyer; but in this case inspection must be made before 
delivery on board and as the seller must deliver free on board, this he 
can only do by having the inspection made and paying for it unless the 
buyer has expressly agreed to pay. 

The complication that most frequently arises out of a sale F. O. B. 
shipping point comes about in this way. No definite arrangement having 
been made for payment, the seller may handle the shipping documents in 
such a way that title to the goods remains in him until the buyer has 
paid a bill of exchange drawn against them. There is often strong temp- 
tation on the seller’s part to follow such a course. He is hardly to be 
blamed for yielding to it, but there are these facts that he should bear 
in mind: That the bill of lading represents the goods while they are in 
transit; that if the bill is taken out to the shipper’s order, and not en- 
dorsed to the buyer and sent to him unconditionally, or if it is taken out 
to the buyer’s order and not delivered to him promptly—in short, if the 
seller retains title in himself, he keeps upon himself also the risk of loss 
or damage to the goods. His contract gave him a right to transfer this 
risk at the shipping point; but that is of no consequence so long as he 
has not actually made the transfer. He cannot take this position: “If 
these goods reach their destination in safety, and the buyer does not pay - 
for them, they are still my goods; but if they are lost or damaged on the 
way they are the buyer’s goods and the loss is his.” 

If the contract calls for delivery F. O. B. shipping point, and also 
provides for payment against documents, the seller may take the ship- 
ping documents in his own favor simply by way of preserving a lien 
upon the goods for payment. Then the risk is with the buyer; but if 
the contract does not give the seller a right to hold the goods until pay- 
ment is made, he holds them as owner if he holds them at all, and 
delivery is not made until destination is reached; meanwhile the goods 
are at the seller’s risk. 

If the sale is F. O. B. destination, the seller pays the freight, the goods 
are his, and the risk of loss or damage is upon him, until the destination 
is reached. Then and there a valid delivery can be made while the goods 
are still in the hands of the carrier and not yet unloaded. If they do not | 
reach their destination, or if they are too much damaged when they do 
reach it to constitute a good delivery, the loss falls upon the seller and 
he is guilty of a breach of contract besides; he agreed to deliver certain 
merchandise in good order at destination, and he has not done it. He ~ 
must stand the loss and pay the buyer’s damages. y 
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When the terms of sale are C. I. F. (cost, insurance, freight), 
delivery is made at the shipping point and the carrier is the buyer’s agent. 
The amount of money named in the contract is all that the buyer is to 
be required to pay for the goods themselves (c) ; for insuring them during 
transportation (i); and for the carrier’s freight charges (f). These 
expenses fall upon the seller, all others on the buyer. Delivery is not 
made on board, but at the warehouse or wherever the goods may be 
when sold. The buyer pays for taking them thence to the cars or vessel. 
He pays every expense not included in the cost of the goods themselves, 
or in their insurance and actual cost of carriage. Established usage in 
certain lines has decreed that the seller shall bear some minor expenses 
not falling strictly under any one of these three heads; but that is 

. altogether exceptional. ° 

The seller takes out an insurance policy and sends it,to the buyer. 
In doing so he is to use ordinary care and diligence. This refers both 
to the selection of an insurer and the form of’‘policy. Any company is 
sufficient that is not known to be insolvent or in danger of insolvency. 
Any policy is sufficient if it is such as reasonably prudent owners take 
upon their own goods. If there is any unusual danger to be insured 
against, or any special form of policy sometimes employed, this is a matter 
to be made part of the contract of sale, or to be attended to by the pur- 
chaser himself, if he wishes such a policy to cover his goods. The seller 
is bound simply to take out the usual form of policy with any solvent 
company. 

It is well to name the destination in the contract, so that the seller 
may know how much freight and insurance he is to be called upon to | 
pay. A failure to observe this precaution will generally do no harm; 
but a number of unfortunate disputes have arisen in exceptional cases 
from a lack of it. If the negotiations have been carried on by mail or 
telegraph, the destination of the goods is assumed, in the absence of any 
indication to the contrary, to be the place from which the buyer has 
addressed his communications. If the sale is made through verbal nego- 
tiations with the buyer or his agent, and the buyer has a well-known place 
of business, that is assumed to be the destination. But the buyer may 
have more than one place of business, or he may need these goods for 
some other use than in his ordinary line of trade, or in any one of various 
other ways there may be an honest misunderstanding as to the place to 
which the seller is bound to pay freight and insurance. A single word 
will prevent such a misunderstanding, and C. I. F. contract should read 
“C. I. F., Liverpool”—or other destination. 

The seller is not bound actually to pay the freight in advance unless. 
the carrier insists upon it. It is sufficient if he forward the shipping 
documents to the buyer and credit him with the freight upon the invoice. 
This is worth mentioning only because some buyers, dissatisfied with the 
contract upon other grounds, not valid, have attempted to escape it, 
because the seller after agreeing to pay freight and insurance, had failed 
actually to pay the freight. That is not a valid objection. All that the 
buyer can demand is that the cost to him shall not be greater than it 
would have been if the seller had prepaid the freight. 
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When the American manufacturer decides to cultivate foreign de- 
mand for his product, he is faced with the necessity for decision as to 
the manner in which the sales campaign may be organized for greatest 
effectiveness and economy in operation. How to sell the given line 
of goods with the greatest assurance of a satisfactory profit yield is a 
question which requires to be dealt with painstakingly and with defi- 
nite understanding of the practical significance of each available 
method of procedure. 

There is a single and definite purpose underlying the question of sell- 
ing methods. A message is to be carried to the prospective buyer of a 
special product. Any selling method which may be employed must accom- 
plish three things. First, it must acquaint the prospect with the goods,— 
their origin, their characteristics, and their qualities. The price and the 
terms of sale must be submitted. And finally, the combination of quality 
argument and price argument must be brought home to the interest of the 
prospective buyer in such manner as will convince him of the utility of this 
product for his special purposes and needs. 

Two major classifications of method immediately suggest themselves. 
The presentation of the essential facts and of the selling urge may be 
either personal or impersonal. We may entrust our message to a repre- 
sentative or it may be committed to writing. 

Sales presentation through the medium of advertising and correspond- 
ence may obviously be used with equally good effect in the cultivation of ~ 
foreign business as in the building up and maintaining of home demand. 
The printed or written message may give a clear and straightforward state- 
ment of description and quotation. It is the difficulty of ready adjustment 
of the selling argument to the individual circumstances of the prospect 
which reduces the percentage return from the impersonal methods. 

The methods -which afford a personal presentation of sales argument 
have a common basis. They all require the employment of some person 
or business organization as our selling representative. The questions 
which require consideration in this connection are as to the nature of the 
relations between the manufacturer and the persons who will be called 
upon to promote -his selling interests. : 

It is obvious that there are two distinct types of arrangements which 
may be made with these personal intermediaries between the manufac- 
turers and the foreign market. First, the intermediary may be an exclu- 
sive employee. Second, the services of some independent operator may be 
secured—but without any exclusive control of his activities. 

If we should desire to give a name to each of these possible arrange- 
ments, the term “salesman” may be applied to the first and the term 
“agent” to the second. : ee =r 

Both salesman and agent may be either traveling or resident. The 
salesman may be merely a transient force as with respect to any particular 
market area. Or he may be stationed in an assigned territory as the resi- 
dent representative of the manufacturer—a branch office in its beginnings. _ 
Similarly, the agent may be an individual traveling independently in a cer- 
tain field, selling his services under contract to various noncompeting 
manufacturers. Or the agent may be an individual or company resident 
and operating in a certain country or region. 

Resident agents may be divided into two classes. First, the concern — 
native in the market to be cultivated, contact with whom implies the ex- 
tension of the manufacturer’s effort beyond the borders of the United — 
States. Second, the agent may be a concern domestic in character, an 
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“export house” which maintains resident branches or representatives in 
the foreign market. The relations between the manufacturer and the 
agent of the latter kind are conducted on a domestic basis without re- 
quising that the manufacturer establish any direct contact with the foreign 
e 

Two distinct classes of arrangements may be made with resident 
agents whether foreign or “export house.” The agent may be employed 
as a selling representative or may be only a preferred customer. We may 
give the former the name “selling agent” and the latter the name “ex- 
clusive agent.” 

The selling agent may be considered as the person or organization 
which is employed as a sales representative in an assigned territory, re- 
muneration for specified services being rendered in the form of salary, 
commission, or both. The exclusive agent may be considered as useful 
for the centralizing of demand in‘a particular market, but not as actually 
representative of the manufacturer. To the exclusive agent are granted 
certain concessions in price and protection within a given territory, as a 
return for constructive sales endeavor in the interests of the manufacturer. 
The exclusive agent derives his remuneration as a trading profit on the 
resale of goods purchased outright from the manufacturer, not as a 
salary paid for certain accomplishment in the way of sales. 

If we consider the several terms which are commonly used with ref- 
erence to different classes of export house activity, we may arrive at a 
particularly satisfactory definition of the distinction between the sales 
agent and the exclusive agent. The terms “export merchant,” “export 
commission house,” and “manufacturer's export agent” are entirely fa- 
miliar, but some confusion results from an attempt to use them as defin- 
ing different kinds of business organizations. 

The “export house” when buying and selling for its own account is the 
“export merchant.” The export house buying in this country as the agent 
of a foreign client is the “export commission house.” The export house 
selling in the foreign market as the agent of the American manufacturer 
is the “manufacturer’s export agent.” 

From the selling standpoint, the manufacturer may either endeavor to 
make of the export house a customer, buying for its own account, or it 
may seek to make an arrangement by which the export house organization 
will act as the representative—the selling agent in a specific field. If nego- 
tiations on the former basis lead to the granting of exclusive status in re- 
turn for the carrying of the line, the export house becomes the exclusive 
agent—but not the representative. If the export house organization is 
hired as the selling agent it becomes in fact a portion of the manufac- 
turer’s business-getting organization—an employee, not a customer.

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SHIPPER’S EXPORT DECLARATION 


For all shipments destined to foreign countries or to the noncontiguous 
territories of the. United States (Alaska, Hawaii, Philippines, Porto Rico 
and so forth) it is required that the shipper prepare a special declaration of 
the merchandise and its value to be filed in duplicate with the United States 
collector of customs at the port or border point of exit. This document 
is described as the “Shipper’s Export Declaration.” It must be prepared 
on the official form (Customs Form 7525), which may be obtained from 
the offices of the collectors of customs at a price of 25 cents per block of 
100 forms, or may be privately printed, if conforming strictly to the official 
form in size, wording, color and arrangement. A facsimile of the face of 
the form is given below. In the case of shipments by parcel post a different 
form is used, which is described in the section entitled Parcel Post, Foreign. 

The Shipper’s Export Declaration is required on all shipments, whether 
of foreign or domestic origin, except those of foreign merchandise in 
transit through the United States from one foreign country to another. 
Without this description of the contents and value of the merchandise to 
be exported, the shipments will not be cleared or passed by the port or border 
authorities. In addition, the declarations provide the data required for the 
preparation of export statistics by the Department of Commerce. 

The declaration must provide the following information: (a) the name 
of the actual shipper; (b) his address giving State, city, street and number; 
(c) if for account of other than the actual shipper, the name of such firm, 
and (d) their address; (e) the place from which the shipment originates; 
(f) if the shipment originates at an interior point, the name of carrier to 
port or border point; (g) the names of the carrier from the port or border 
point to foreign destination, giving the name of the vessel (if an ocean 
shipment), its motive power and registry; (h) the U. S. Customs port of 
exportation, if known; (i) the country and city of foreign destination; 
(j) a full description of the articles as provided for in Customs Schedule B, 
which is given below; (m) the class number for such merchandise as given 
in Schedule B; (n) the quantity, in standard units of measurement, for 
each item, as specified in Schedule B; (0) the value of each item, in dollars 
(no cents), as at the time and place of shipment, regardless of the place of 
actual manufacture, indicating by placement in the columns provided for 
that purpose whether the goods are products of the United States or of a 
foreign country; (p) the total value; and (q) the signature of a responsible 
and authorized official, employee or agent of the actual shipper. If the 
declaration is prepared by an agent of the shipper, his authority to sign in 
behalf of the shipper must be stated in the form of a power of attorney 
or by filling in the authorization blank on the back of the official declara- 
tion form. 

If the export shipment is valued at more than $100 and is for ocean 
transportation, the original export declaration must be verified under oath 
before a customs officer, notary public or other person authorized to ad- 
minister. oaths. The oath is not required on declarations covering ship- 
ments to or through Canada or Mexico, but the original declaration must 
be signed by the shipper. 

The information given on the export declaration is held as confidential 
by the Customs authorities and the Department of Commerce, and will not 
be disclosed without the written authority of the shipper or his agent. ; 

When goods are shipped from an interior point to a foreign country 
or to noncontiguous territory of the United States on a through bill of 
lading, the shipper must prepare and deliver to the carrier the export de- 
claration in duplicate to accompany the waybill to the seaport or border -

In an emergency the shipper may make such arrangements 
with the carrier as the latter deems advisable, but such arrangements must 
in every event insure the delivery by the carrier of an export declaration 
properly prepared by the shipper to the collector of customs at the sea- 
board or border port of exit at the time of exportation. 

For shipments from the interior on through export bills of lading 
consisting of two or more cars, especially for shipments by rail to Canada 
or Mexico, a separate declaration should be furnished for each car in or- 
der to avoid possible delay at the border. If one or more cars should be 
detached from the train on account of accident or other cause and arrive 
at the border at different times, or be diverted to different ports of exit, 
this part of the shipment may be held up for lack of the required export 
declaration, which can not occur if a declaration accompanies each car. 

For shipments from the interior on domestic bills of lading consigned 
to the seaboard for exportation, the export declaration may be delivered 
to the carrier as prescribed above or mailed to the consignee at the port of 
exportation. 

Upon arrival of the goods at the seaboard the carrier will deliver the 
declarations to the collector of customs, who will retain the original, cer- 
tify and deliver the duplicate to the party designated to attend to the ex- 
portation to be delivered to the exporting vessel as a permit to export and 
evidence that,the original shipper’s declaration has been filed with the 
collector. 

If the shipment originates or the declaration is prepared at the port 
of exportation, the shipper must deliver the declaration in duplicate to the 
collector of customs, who will retain the original, certify the duplicate, 
and return the latter to the shipper for delivery to the exporting vessel as . 
a permit to export. In case of emergency the declaration in duplicate, if 
properly prepared and executed, may be delivered to the exporting vessel 
to be attached to the manifest filed for clearance. 

If a shipment is divided at the port of exit by accident or intention, 
part being exported in one vessel or car and part in another, the agent of 
the carrier will note the amount shipped on the duplicate declaration at- 
tached to the vessel or car manifest. A declaration and duplicate covering 
subsequent shipments must be prepared by the carrier’s agent from records 
of the previous shipment and be presented to the collector when the re- 
mainder is shipped. The number of the original declaration must be noted 
on each of the copies and duplicate. = 


Parcel Post: In order to enable the Department of Commerce to 
compile statistics of exports by mail or parcel post to foreign countries, 
postmasters will require business individuals or firms mailing packages of 
merchandise valued at $25 and over, addressed to business individuals or 
firms in foreign countries and noncontiguous possessions of the United 
States, including Alaska, Hawaii, Philippine Islands, Porto Rico, and Virgin o 
Islands of the United States, to fill out a postal export declaration on De- 
partment of Commerce Form No. S-250. Export declarations are only 
required for goods mailed for commercial purposes and not for packages 
addressed to private consumers of goods. : 

One declaration may include any number of packages mailed by one 
firm on the same day to the same country. The description of contents and 
units of quantities must be in the detail required by Schedule B, Statistical 
Export Classification. General descriptions such as dry goods, groceries, 
millinery, etc., are not sufficient for the purpose intended. > : 

Quantities and values should be given in whole numbers only, omitting _ 
fractions of less than one-half and counting one-half and over as a whole. { os

The requirement that a postal export declaration be filed for parcel 
post or mail packages valued at $25 and over shipped by business concerns 
in the United States to business concerns outside continental United States 
is the first step in an endeavor to include in our regular export statistics, 
shipments by mail as well as shipments by freight or express. The re- 
quirements in regard to the description of merchandise, quantity, value, etc., 
do not differ in any material respect from the requirements on form 7525 
covering exports by freight or express. Description of merchandise should 
be in the detail enumerated in Schedule B and the quantity should be reported 
in the unit indicated in this schedule. The value should be stated in dollars 
only and the shipper should insert in the column provided for that purpose on 
the declaration the class number appearing in Schedule B at the left of the 
commodity column. c % 

Where several packages are shipped to the same country in a day, the 
merchandise contained therein may be summarized on one declaration, al- 

though the packages may be. addressed to different consignees. Though 
- form S-250 does not now require it, it might be a good plan to suggest that 
the shipper note thereon his address as this no doubt will be provided for 
- when a new supply of the forms is printed.

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SHIPPING PERMIT: When freight room has been engaged 
for a foreign shipment the steamship company issues a shipping permit, 
which is an instruction to the receiving clerk at the specified pier to receive 
on certain specified dates, the packages of cargo as briefly described. 
Delivery of the shipment will not ordinarily be accepted at the pier unless 
accompanied by the permit. The dock receipts, in the number of copies 
specified by the steamship company, should be attached to the permit for 
signature by the receiving clerk, when delivery of the shipment, as itemized, 
has been completed. 

When the shipment is handled by lighter, or consists of so few 
packages as to permit of handling in a single delivery, the permit should 
accompany the goods. Otherwise, the shipper should mail the permit to 
the receiving clerk for file against the several separate deliveries. 

The shipment permit usually includes several printed clauses covering 
the responsibilities of the steamship company. Thus the steamship com- 
pany reserves the right to declare as void the quotation of freight rate, 
under which the permit was issued, if the value of the goods exceeds a 
certain amount (usually $100.00 per package). The permit may also pro- 
vide that the steamship company may hold all or any part of the shipment 
for the next sailing of the same line. It disclaims all liability for delays, 
damages or default arising from riots, strikes or other disturbances. The 
permit further specifies that the steamship company does not become re- 
sponsible for the goods until they have actually been loaded on the 


steamer. 


SHIP’S OPTION: When a steamship company makes a freight 
quotation “per ton, weight or measurement, ship’s option,” it is understood 
that the charge will be made on a weight basis if the weight of the ship- 
ment exceeds the cubic measurement of same or on a measurement basis 
should the cubic measurement exceed the weight. 

Disputes are frequent between shippers and steamship companies in 
regard to the cubic measurements of packages, Sometimes these are the re- 
sult of careless measurement on the part of the shipper, but usually the dis- 
pute arises because of the fact that steamship companies, as a rule, measure 
all packages in a rectangular way, so that all irregularly shaped packages 
are estimated as though rectangular and are figured by their greatest 
dimensions. The reason for this is that irregular packages are not easily 
stowed, as it may be difficult to find smaller packages to fill in the vacant 
‘spaces, in which case “dunnage” or ship’s lumber has to be used to keep 
the cargo from shifting. 

Although a steamship company may have been charging on a certain 
kind of goods according to a weight basis, they may at any time change 
to a measurement basis, and this occurs for many reasons. For instance, 
a steamship company may find that competing lines, either from this 
Es. country or from Europe, are charging on this class of goods on a 


_ measurement basis, and in order to equalize rates the change is made to 


a measurement basis.

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“SUE AND LABOR CLAUSE”: The following clause appears in 
all contracts of Marine Insurance, issued in America and England: 

“. . .. and in case of any loss or misfortune, it shall be lawful and 
necessary to and for the assured, his or their factors, servants and 
assigns, to sue, labor and travel for, in and about the defense, safeguard 
and recovery of the said goods and merchandise, or any part thereof, 
without prejudice to this insurance; nor shall the acts of the assured or 
insurers in recovering, saving and preserving the property insured, in 
case of disaster, be considered a waiver or an acceptance or an abandon- 
ment and to the charges whereof, the said assurers will contribute accord- 
ing to the rate and quantity of the sum herein insured.” 

This clause is known as the “Sue and Labor Clause,” and briefly it 
obligates the owner of goods or property to act as though uninsured. If ; 
conscientious efforts are put forth for the safeguarding of the goods by 
the merchant, or the vessel by the owner, the underwriters cannot claim 
breach of contract for failure to fulfill the obligations imposed by this 
clause. The clause is standard and is always present, in the above or a 
similar form, in every Marine Insurance policy, and while the underwriter 
bears the expense (subject, of course, to the sum insured), for all acts : 
of the owner of the goods or vessel falling under the head of either sue, | 
labor or travel, the responsibility of exercising due diligence in safe- ; 
guarding the goods or venture, after disaster, is upon the owner thereof. ; 

It should be remembered that in former times when communication was 
at best slow, the “Sue and Labor Clause” was a more important feature 
of a contract of Marine Insurance than at the present time. The under- 
writer had then, of necessity, to rely upon the assistance of the shipper 
or consignee or vessel owner whose goods or vessel property he was 
insuring, for when a loss occurred in a remote port, many months would 
elapse before the underwriters could be notified of the accident, and~due 
to delays in communication, the probability of recovery from any third 
party was very small, unless the assured kept the underwriter’s interests as 
well as his own at stake and acted accordingly. 

Today with the modern and rapid means of communication from all 
parts of the world, the owner of goods or vessel property can plead no 
excuse for not giving prompt notification, of possible loss or damage, to 
underwriters. Upon notification, the assurers are, therefore, in a position 
to take the necessary action against third parties through the name of the 
assured; the assured’s name being used in litigation merely to cover 
technicalities. At the present time, due to the haphazard methods employed 
by some steamship companies, public carriers and bailees in handling 
merchandise entrusted to their care, it has become the practice with most 
large shippers and receivers of merchandise to file a preliminary notice 
of claim in connection with each shipment received, whether signs of 
damage are visible or not, thus protecting not only their own right to 
recovery, but any rights which any other party interested in the shipment 
or property may have. => : 

The “Sue and Labor Clause” is not inserted in the policy with intent 
to defraud the merchant or as an excuse for declining or delaying settle- 
ment of losses; and always provided the assured or claimant under the -- 
insurance policy exercises due diligence in safeguarding the property 
insured and the rights of the assurers, there will be no difficulty with the 
underwriters. hse 

The owner of merchandise or vessel property should remember that 
the “Sue and Labor Clause” is binding and failure to act in accordance © 
therewith or exercise due diligence in and about the safeguarding of — 
goods or property might void his contract of Marine Insurance, ee 
should, moreover, remember it is incumbent upon him to take imme 
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steps to avert or diminish any loss and to see that the rights of recovery 
of the underwriters from third parties on subrogated claims are not in any 
respect jeopardized. 

There is an unfortunate idea amongst some merchants that Marine 
Insurance is a form of wager or lottery and that even the reported 
occurrence of a loss entitles the policy holder to present his contract to 
the Company and receive a check for the amount thereof. The insuring 
public must remember that insurance of any kind is a contract whereby, 
for a stipulated premium, the insurer agrees to make good to the insured, 
his loss directly arising from causes enumerated, and nothing more is 
incumbent upon Him. A policy of Marine Insurance is intended only to 
cover loss or damage by the elements, acts of God, and causes beyond man’s 
control, but may be, and often is modified, by agreement, in consideration 
of special rates of premium to include many other causes, such ds pilferage 
and theft, breakage, damage by contact with other cargo, sweat, risks on 
shore, and*so forth, but in all cases the “Sue and Labor Clause” is opera- 
tive and the assured must fulfill his side of the contract by taking the 
necessary steps to avert disaster, diminish loss and safeguard the property 
after loss—(C. S. Despard, Despard & Company, New York.) 


THROUGH BILL OF LADING: A bill of lading issued by the 
carrier covering shipment from the port of shipment to destination. 

It may happen that unless a sufficient quantity of freight is offered for 
some of the less important places, a through bill of lading will not be 
issued by every sailing. The steamship companies can usually advise, in 
such cases, whether it is desirable to ship to the nearest point for which 
a through bill of lading is issned or as to the probable date when shipment 
can be made direct on a through bill of lading to destination.

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TRADE-MARKS 


It is absolutely essential for all American merchants and manu- 
facturers to protect their trade-marks by registering them in all the 
countries to which they send their goods. Unless such protection is 
secured unscrupulous residents of the foreign countries may register 
such marks in their own name, either compelling the legitimate owner 
of the trade-mark to “buy them out” or to abandon the market for 
that particular mark. This is particularly true in many of the countries 
of Central and South America, wherein the party who first registers a 
trade-mark is entitled to its exclusive use, irrespective of the fact of his 
not having been the first user of the mark, The only safe course for the 
American merchant or manufacturer to pursue is to have his trade-mark 
registered in the foreign country before any of the goods bearing such 
mark are exported to such country. It is important, therefore, for Ameri- 
can firms to understand how to protect themselves against such imposition. 

The underlying cause of the abuses which have arisen is found to 
exist in the radical difference between the laws concerning trade-marks 
in this country and in those of foreign countries. In the United States we 
have long followed the principle established from time immemorial as a 
part of the common law of England, that he who first adopted and used 
a trade-mark became thereby the owner of the mark and entitled to 
legally restrain its use by others. The owner of the mark might register 
it or not, as he pleased. But he could not register it until he had acquired 
a proprietary right to it by adopting it and commencing to use it in his 
business. Registration became thus merely the declaration of a right 
of proprietorship previously existing. The right of ownership was 
derived from previous use, and not from the registration of the mark. 

But in most foreign countries the situation is radically different. 
Adoption and use of a trade-mark counts for nothing. The important 
thing is the registration of the mark. One cannot acquire ownership 
of a mark until he has taken the necessary steps to legally register it. 
The ownership is derived from the registration and not from the fact 
of adoption or use. In many countries use of the mark is not required, 
even to maintain the registration in force. The registration of a trade- 
mark has the effect of an official grant conferring title upon the regis- 
trant. It necessarily results that if a manufacturer or merchant has 
neglected to register his trade-mark in a country having such a registra- 
tion law, any shrewd person on ascertaining this fact, may acquire title 
to such trade-mark by simply registering it as his own. By this proceed- 
ing he can usurp the rights of the original owner and can forbid the 
future use of the mark by him in such country. 

In most foreign countries where registration of a trade-mark con- 
fers ownership thereof, there is a provision that an application for regis- 
tration may be opposed by those whose rights would be affected by the 
grant of registration; or the law provides that, within a limited time, 
proceedings for annulling the registration may: be taken. Such pro- 
visions are thought to sufficiently guard against improper or oppressive 
use of the law, and to efficiently protect those who may oppose the 
registration on the ground of prior use of the mark. But in practice, 
however useful such provisions may be to the citizens or residents of

take proceedings to have it annulled. In fact, one who is seeking to 
piratically register a trade-mark already in use is usually very careful 
to keep the matter quiet until the time for opposition or annulment pro- 
ceedings has expired and his rights have become absolute. 

The way in which an American manufacturer or exporter most often 
learns that his trade-mark rights in any foreign country have been thus 
taken from him, is by receiving notice that he must discontinue the sale 
in such country of goods bearing his trade-mark. This notice is apt to 
come when it is too late for him to assert his rights. He finds himself 
then confronted with the severe alternative of making terms with the 
piratical usurper of his mark, or of adopting a new trade-mark, throwing 
away all the prestige and good will which perhaps years of advertising 
of meritorious goods has built up, and starting in anew to make a repu- 
tation for his goods under the newly adopted name. Should he insist on 
continuing to sell his goods under the old established name or mark, he 
is almost certain to find that agents or dealers handling them are being 
sued for infringement of the registered mark, or that his goods are held 
up in the Custom House, or confiscated, so that he cannot even get them 
admitted to the country in question without either coming to terms with 
the registrant or resorting to expensive legal proceedings, requiring 
mee the giving of bonds or other security to ensure the release of his 
goods. 

In the countries having such laws the only prudent or safe course 
for an American manufacturer or exporter is to register his trade-mark, 
preferably before commencing the introduction of his goods into such 
country, or with reasonable promptness thereafter, and in any event 
before the cupidity of some local merchant or adventurer may tempt him 
to seek to acquire the trade-mark by an unauthorized registration. In 
most foreign countries the importance of registering a trade-mark is so 
thoroughly understood that business men cannot comprehend the neglect 
of American exporters to protect their rights by taking this very obvious 
precaution. They must regard us with the same indulgent pity that we 
would have for a man who bought land without taking or recording a 
deed, or who put a new invention on the market without applying for 
a patent. Consequently, they have little sympathy with the original 
owner of a trade-mark who, through neglect to safeguard his rights, has 
left the door open to some keener man, however unscrupulous, who has 
taken advantage of their law to appropriate his trade-mark. 

Among the countries where registration alone gives ownership of a 

trade-mark, are several where American-made goods are largely used. 
Among the most important to exporters are our neighbors, Mexico and 
Cuba. In nearly all the countries of Central and South America regis- 
tration is essential to ownership. So it is in most of the European coun- 
tries, although in some of them the user of an unregistered trade-mark is 
at least entitled to continue its use, although he cannot enforce his 
exclusive right. Thus in Great Britain and France ownership may be 
acquired either by use or registration, but registration is essential before 
any suit for infringement can be brought. This is the law also in Canada 
4 and in several of the British colonies where the registration statutes fol- 
’ low somewhat after that of the mother country. In Japan, under the 
new trade-mark law recently promulgated, registration is essential to 
etorship, but piracy of trade-marks by surreptitious registration is 
ed against. ; 
An unauthorized or piratical registration becomes final and con- 
in most countries if not opposed by the true owner within a 
time. This period varies from five years in Great Britain, three 
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years in Russia, and two years in Mexico, to six months in Holland and 
Brazil, and thirty days in Argentina, Guatemala, Colombia, and Paraguay. 
No opportunity for opposition is afforded by the laws of Chili or Peru. 

Of the South American countries the situation in Argentina is typical. 
This country exhibits probably the highest civilization and greatest com- __ 
mercial activity of any of the South American republics. Under the 
trade-mark law of Argentina the exclusive ownership of a mark can be 
obtained only. by registration; the law recognizes no trade-marks except 
those which have been registered; priority of ownership is determined by 
the date of the application for registration. The application is published, 
and if within thirty days no one opposes it, the registration is granted. 
Foreign trade-marks are protected only if they are registered in con- 
formity with the law. Goods bearing the registered trade-mark may be 
attached by the registered owner of the mark in the Custom House or 
post-office, or can be seized in the hands of the defendant, who can be 
compelled to give a bond if he desires to continue the use of the mark 
pending the suit. A precisely similar situation exists in Cuba and in 
most of the other Central and South American countries. 

Unfortunately the provisions of the International Convention con- 
cerning trade-marks afford our manufacturers no relief. Contrary to the 
common impression this Convention does not provide that a trade-mark 
good in the country of origin shall be protected in the other countries 
which are members of the International Union. It merely gives the 
proprietor of a trade-mark which he has registered in his own country 
a period of four months within which to register it in the other countries, 
and provides against any piracy of the mark during this short interval. 
Obviously this time is too brief to afford any real protection to American 
firms in the great majority of cases where they are injured by the 
unauthorized registration of their trade-marks in foreign countries. 

American business men have. been so long in the habit of adopting 
and using trade-marks with little thought of first safeguarding their 
proprietary right, that it is little wonder that they have so often pro- 
ceeded in their export trade with the same disregard of caution. But 
this happy-go-lucky method has in so many instances led to hardship and 
loss, that our exporters are becoming constantly better informed as to 
how to protect themselves. The prudent course is to register the mark 
in every country where it is used. There are a few countries in which 
registration is not necessary, but none in which it is not desirable, except 
in a few instances where the trade is limited and the cost of registration 
is unduly high. In most countries the expense of registering is so mod- 
erate that it is far cheaper for the manufacturer to register his mark, 
and thereby come under the protection of the law, than to neglect it and 
run the risk that some unscrupulous interloper will invade his rights and 
invoke the law against him. i = 

There are three international conventions for the protection of trade- 
marks, namely; the International Convention of 1883; the Madrid Con- 
_ vention of 1891; and the Inter-American Trade-Mark Convention of 1910. 
The United States is a signatory of the first and third of these, but not of — 
the Madrid Convention. In addition to these general measures, there are 
a number of special treaties on trade-marks between the United States and — 
individual foreign countries. 54 

The Paris Convention of 1883, known as the International Convention 
for the Protection of Industrial Property, consists of an arrangement to 
facilitate the securing of patent and trade-mark protection and to minimize 
the possibility of unfair competition in the following signatory countries: 
Australia, Austria, Belgium, Brazil, Bulgaria, Ceylon, Cuba, -Curacai 
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Czechoslovakia, Danzig, Denmark, and the Faroe Islands, Dominican Re- 
public, Dutch East Indies, Finland, France, Algeria and the French colonies, 
Germany and colonies, Great Britain, Hungary, Italy, Japan, Luxemburg, 
Mexico, French Morocco, Netherlands, New Zealand, Norway, Poland, 
Portugal, with the Azores and Madeira Islands, Rumania, Spain, Dutch 
Guiana, Sweden, Switzerland, Trinidad and Tobago, Tunis, the United 
States of America and Jugoslavia. 

The articles of this convention do not provide for the maintenance of a 
central bureau in which a single registration may be desposited and accepted 
as valid in all the countries in the union. Primarily the agreement is one of 
reciprocity, by which foreign patentees or trade-mark owners may obtain 
the same legal protection of their property as the citizens of the signatory 
country on compliance with the regulations laid down by law. 

Except where expressly required by law of the country in ayhich pro- 
tection of a trade-mark is claimed, evidence of registration in the home 
country is not necessary. It is indispensable, however, in case the trade-mark 
is rejected or invalidated as not being entitled to protection. Rejection or 
invalidation is allowable only on the following grounds: 

1. That the mark infringes on the rights of third parties previously 
acquired in the country where protection is sought. 

2. That the mark is devoid of all distinctive character or is a designa- 
tion common to the trade. (In determining the distinctive character of a 
mark, all circumstances are to be taken into account, particularly the duration 
and use of the trade-mark.) 

3. That the mark is contrary to morals or public order. 

Should the right to protection be denied a trade-mark owner for any 
reasons incompatible with those stated above, he is entitled to claim registra- 
tion on the basis of registration in his home country. 

Upon the filing of a proper declaration showing the country and date 
of original application, a period of delay is allowed during which the 
applicant holds priority over all other persons claiming registration of the 
same trade-mark during the interval. This period is 4 months for trade- 
mark applications and 12 months for applications for patent. Because of 
the brevity of the first interval, applicants for trade-mark registration 
abroad seldom take advantage of it. The requirement that all foreign ap- 
plications to register should be filed within four months of the application 
in the home country presupposes an effort to register the trade-mark uni- 
versally almost immediately on adoption, a method which is not consistent 

with trade practice in the United States. 
A trade or commercial name in the sense accepted by the conven- 
tion signifies the denomination or style adopted and used by a com- 
mercial enterprise in the conduct of its business. Such names are 
accorded protection in all of the signatory countries without registra- 
tion, even though they may form a part of a trade-mark. : 
ins The Madrid convention of 1891 embodied an extension of the gen- 
eral principles adopted by the Paris Convention of 1883. It is limited 
to the protection of trade-marks, but this aim is made definite by the 
: ‘psisbiatoten? of a central registration bureau at Berne, Switzerland. 
Bc ew of 100 francs for the first mark and 50 francs for every 

other mark deposited simultaneously by the same owner, registration 
lied for by the bureau, and, upon acceptance by any or all of the 
‘ry countries, becomes effective in such countries without further 
The following countries have adhered to the Madrid arrange- 
ia, Belgium, Brazil, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Danzig, France, 
the French colonies, Germany, Hungary, Italy, Mexico, Mo- 
ds, Portugal, with the Azores and Madeira Islands, Ruma- 
tzerland, Tunis, and Jugoslavia. 
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Since the United States is not a signatory of this convention, Ameri- 
can trade-mark owners are not admitted to the privileges of this ar- 
rangement. 

The movement for simplifying the procedure for obtaining pro- 
tection on trade-marks and trade designations was first given impetus 
by an agreement arrived at on August 30, 1910, at Buenos Aires between 
the American Republics. The arrangement proposed the creation of 
two registration bureaus—one at Habana and the other at Rio de 
Janeiro—for the purpose of attending to the international registration 
of trade-marks transmitted by the countries of the northern‘and south- 
ern groups, respectively, on payment of a single fee. 

The convention of 1910 is at present in force with respect to the E 
following ratifying states: United States of America, Bolivia, Brazil, 
Cuba, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, Haiti, Panama, Paraguay, Peru, 
and Uruguay. 

Before applying for an inter-American registration, it is necessary 
that the trade-marks be already registered in the United States. Appli- 
cation should be made through the United States Commissioner of 
Patents, from whom the necessary forms may be procured. With each 
application the following must be submitted: A money order for $50 
made payable to the Director of the Habana Inter-American Bureau; 
an electrotype of the mark, reproducing it as registered in the United 
States, and of the same proportions as required here; a facsimile of the 
trade-mark and a statement of the goods on which it is used. If color 
is claimed as a distinctive element of the trade-mark, the applicant 
must submit 30 copies of the trade-mark on paper, reproduced in color 
together with a brief description of same. 

Although by virtue of the ratification of the convention of 1910, 
each of the ratifying countries has obligated itself to accept for registra- 
tion all trade-marks transmitted by the Habana bureau, this matter has 
not been definitely settled owing to the objections advanced by some 
of the ratifying countries because of the conflict between the trade-mark 
laws of such countries and the articles of the convention. 

In order to obviate these objections and to make the protection of 
trade-marks used in inter-American trade more effective, a new trade- 
mark convention was signed at Santiago on April 28, 1923. The articles 
of this convention relative to registration provide that the applicant’ 
may select those countries in which he desires to apply for the regis- 
tration of his trade-mark, and, in addition to the fee of $50 payable to 
the Habana bureau, he must pay the registration fees in each of those © 
countries where the trade-mark is registered. 

The convention of 1923 will not come into force until it has been © 
ratified by one-third of the signatory States. Until such ratification, 
the convention of 1910 remains in effect and applications to register — 
trade-marks under its terms may be directed to the Habana bureau. 

In addition to its adherence to the international convention of 1883 : 
for the protection of industrial property, the United States is a party 
to special treaties or agreements relating to reciprocal trade-mark pro- 
tection with Belgium, Brazil, China, Denmark, France, Great Britain, 
Guatemala, Italy, Japan, Luxemburg, Netherlands, Rumania, Serbia (now 
Jugoslavia), Spain and Switzerland. ae 

By virtue of these treaties citizens of the United States are entitled 
to acquire and maintain their trade-mark rights in the countries enum- 
erated in the same manner as citizens of each particular count 
vided the requirements of the law in the country where prote 
sought are fulfilled. . ee 
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It is obviously desirable if not absolutely essential that all letters, 
catalogues and literature addressed to foreign customers or prospects 
be rendered in their own language or in a language with which they 
are assuredly familiar. The attempt to stimulate practical interest in 
the foreign buyer by means of communications in English can be result- 
ful only where the recipient can clearly and quickly comprehend our 
language. It cannot be expected in normal circumstances that the buyer 
will go to the expense of having translations made unless he is actually 
acquainted with the house from whom the correspondence emanates—and 
further, unless that acquaintance is accompanied by an unusual degree of 
interest in the company and its product. . 

The foreign language problem is not a serious one for the average 
exporter. Expert facilities have been developed which enable*the prepa- 
ration of letters, circulars, catalogues, and so forth in any of the important 
commercial languages. 

In “Practical Exporting,” Mr. B, Olney Hough calls attention to the 
fact that the choice of language to be used in correspondence with pros- 
pects abroad is governed by other considerations than those of location. 
“Something depends, for example, upon the distribution to be given to 
the correspondence in question. If it is intended for the ultimate con- 
sumer or for small retail traders, then the common language of the 
country must be employed. If, however, the correspondence is aimed at 
the big buyers, the wholesalers and importers in a given market, then 
either the local language of that market, or in some cases one of the four 
great commercial languages of the world may be used. Throughout 
Latin America, it will be found that many of the largest importers are 
of other than Latin nationality. There are many German and English 
houses in those countries whose native languages may sometimes be used 
a of the language of their adopted country, if it is more convenient 
to do so. 

“In the practice of the average American exporter, doing business 
only with large importers in foreign countries, it will be found that four 
languages are all that it is necessary to employ, namely—English, French, 
Spanish and German. It is needless ordinarily to use the minor tongues— 
such as Italian, Danish, Swedish, or even Russian—while correspondents 
who write or seek letters in Arabic, Malaysian, Chinese or Japanese may 
properly be forgotten. The large merchants in all countries thoroughly 
understand one, at least, of the four commercial languages of the world 

and are able to carry on correspondence in such a language. Others are 
sure to be customers of relatively insignificant importance.” 

Until recently the importance of correct translation has not been 
sufficiently realized by many American exporters. The result was that a 
great deal of badly translated advertising matter, sent abroad in the form 
of circulars, booklets, catalogues, and so forth did much to hinder the 
progress of our foreign trade. _ : 

“This has been especially true of much printed matter sent, at great 
e se, to the various South American republics. In some cases igno- 
ant translators have so bungled their work that the resulting copy has 
a grotesque resemblance to the original, and occasionally has 
ntelligible. ‘ 

jority of South Americans to whom this literature has been 
strongly resented such blundering translations, which grate upon 
of culture, punctilious about language and composition. The 
‘ advertising matter from the United States is at once 
a sign of contemptuous indifference and disrespect. It sug- 
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gests the idea that an American firm which does not take the trouble to 
employ a competent translator ought not to be entrusted with orders for 
goods that are to be sold thousands of miles away. . 

In most cases of this kind the fault has been usually traceable to 
carelessness in employing translators. It is, of course, manifestly absurd 
to suppose that because a foreigner can make himself understood in 
English, and has a fair education, he is therefore competent to translate 
intricate English matter—such as technical descriptions—into his own 
language. 

The fact is that in order to be a competent translator of American busi- 
ness literature a translator must not only be perfectly familiar with Eng- 
lish and equally familiar with the language into which he is to translate, 
but he must also be able to grasp the full meaning of the original matter, 
no matter how technical it may be. In most instances such work is 
extremely difficult and requires a high degree of education and intelligence 
as well as linguistic ability. 

In the case of translating English into Spanish, or into any other 
language, for that matter, it is advisable to employ a native to make the 
first translation, in order to insure idiomatic accuracy. The copy should 
then be revised by a professional translator who has a thorough knowl- 
edge of both languages and also understands the subject matter clearly. 

The production of a translation which reads exactly like the original 
copy, and yet conveys the precise meaning to a foreigner, is a feat seldom 
achieved. The most successful translations, in fact, convey the spirit 
rather than the language of the original, while the literal translation is 
generally a complete failure. 

Special talent and experience are absolutely essential to the production 
of a good translation, and this applies especially to legal and technical _ 
matter as well as to advertising copy. Few people realize the extent to 
which double meanings, slang, and colloquialisms are used in American 
advertising until they attempt to translate such matter into another | 
language. The discovery is then made that no equivalents exist for terms _ 
which are understood perfectly throughout the United States. There are 
numerous common advertising expressions that present a picture to the 
minds of Americans. In another language they mean little or nothing. 

For these reasons the quality of brains engaged in the work of im- 
pressing the advantages of American products on the minds of foreigners 
by means of printed words must be of the very best. Furthermore, the 
translator must be given considerable leeway in adapting his text to 
foreign requirements or the object of the advertising will be utterly 
ees In other words, it is necessary to translate ideas rather than 
words, 

In this connection it may be added that the greatest care should be 
taken in preparing copy for Latin-American countries. The text of an 
advertisement for a newspaper in Peru may not be appropriate for a 
newspaper in Argentine or in Chile. There is quite a difference in the

Spanish as spoken in southern countries of South America and in Peru, 
Bolivia, Ecuador, Colombia, and Venezuela. Again, words that may 
appear to be correct in an advertisement employed in the last-mentioned 
republics may not be understood in Mexico.—(Max Vieweger in “Export 
Trade.”) 


Commercial correspondence, cables, orders, descriptions, etc., 
when using the native language of the country of origin, are supposed 
to express clearly what is in the mind of the writer, and it is the busi- 
ness of the recipient to have such communications translated into his 
own language. Any fault in the translation is to the risk of the re- 
cipient. If, however, the foreigner undertakes to write in the language 
of the country of destination, and, through his lack of accurate knowledge, 
should cause a misunderstanding, then it is the fault of the sender of 
the communication, because he assumed to use a language ‘with which 
he is not familiar. 

In the handling of their letter correspondence in foreign languages 
some companies have adopted the following plan for the avoidance of 
responsibility for errors in translation: 


Upon receiving a letter written in a foreign language, it is immediately 

translated on a form headed “Incoming. Translation” and put through the 

' regular course. It then becomes an English communication so that the 
executive or other departments are not concerned with other than the 
English translation. 

The communication from then on is handled the same as an English 
communication; the answer is dictated in English and signed by the 
official who dictated the letter; this letter is then passed on to the trans- 
lator, who makes a translation on a separate sheet which is unsigned, but 
attached to the original signed English communication, and both are mailed 
to the foreign correspondent. This translation sheet is headed with the 

e following notice: 


This translation is merely for your convenience and is not to 
be taken in any event as modifying, changing or interpreting the 
English original to which it is attached. 


This heading is printed in French for French translations and in the 
other languages for other translations. 
The point of advantage in this method of handling correspondence is 
that an American who is not familiar with a foreign language would 
naturally hesitate to Attach his name or the name of his company to a 
letter or document the contents of which he himself cannot read, and 
which is given to him by a translating bureau. By the method which has 
been described he signs only the document which he dictated with the 
_ shades of expression he intended to give it and the particular shades of 
_ original meaning which he wishes to attach to his letter. It is purely as 

a matter of convenience that he attaches this translation and neither he 
nor his company is responsible for the translation. If it becomes a 
question of legal proceedings or other interpretation, the receiver of his 
_ ietter, ee o to the original signed document for ‘the exact shades of 
Ps g.—(P. S. Pettelle in “Export Trade.”) 
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UNMAILABLE MATTER: It is forbidden to send by mail to 
foreign countries: 


1. All articles excluded from transmission in domestic mails, as 
being in themselves, either from their form or nature, liable to destroy, 
deface or otherwise injure the contents of the mail bags or the persons 
of those engaged in the postal service, such as poisons, explosives, inflam- 
mable articles, animals dead or alive, insects (except bees), fruit or vege- 
table matter liable to decomposition and substances exhaling a bad odor, 
also obscene, lewd or lascivious books, pamphlets, &c., and letters and 
circulars concerning lotteries, so-called gift-concerts, &c., also excluded 
from the domestic mails. 


Notge.—Certain articles other than those above mentioned (glass, liquids, oils, 
fatty substances, dry powders, etc.), which, from their nature or joe are liable to 
destroy, deface or injure the contents of the mail bags or the persons of those engaged 
in the postal service, may be transmitted in the mails to foreign countries, if bona 
fide trade samples and exchangeable in the mails with said countries, when inclosed 
in the manner prescribed for such articles. (See information under samples of 
merchandise. ) \ 


2. Postal cards or letters addressed to go around the world. 

3. Letters or packages. containing coin, gold or silver substances, 
jewelry or precious articles, except to United States possessions. 

4. Any package whatever, containing articles liable to customs duty 
in the countries addressed. This does not apply to Canada, Cuba, Mexico, 
the Republic of Panama, or Shanghai, or to articles forwarded by “parcel 
post.” 

5. Articles, other than letters and post cards which are not prepaid 
at least partly, or which do not fulfill the conditions required in order 
to enjoy the reduced rates. 

6. Packages of samples of merchandise which contain live plants, 
have a salable value, which are sealed, or which exceed in weight or 
measure the prescribed limits, are not transmissible at the rates fixed . 
for samples. A package of merchandise sealed and prepaid in full at 
the letter rate is, however, transmitted in the Postal Union mails to 
destination as a “letter.” The right of its entry into the foreign country 
is determined by the administration of the country of destination. But 
unsealed packages containing articles not specifically prohibited may be | 
sent by parcel post to the countries with which parcel-post mails are 
exchanged. q 

7. Packages of commercial papers and printed matter of all kinds, { 
the weight of which exceeds 2 kilograms (4 pounds 6 ounces); or the q 
size of 18 inches in any direction, except that rolls of printed matter may 
measure 30 inches in length by 4 inches in diameter. 

8. Any article the introduction or circulation of which is prohibited 
in the country of destination. 

9. Christmas Stamps. The following countries refuse to admit to 
their mails articles bearing non-postage “Christmas” stamps—or other . 
charity stamps or labels: Guatemala, Portugal (if they resemble regular _ 
postage stamps). The following countries will admit articles bearing 
such stamps, but only when affixed to the reverse and not to the address 
side: Austria (provided they do not resemble postage stamps), Ger- 
many, Great Britain and the following British Colonies: Antigua, Bar- 
bados, Bermuda, British East Africa, British Honduras, British North — 
Borneo, British Somaliland, Caicos Island, Cayman Islands, Cyprus, — 
Dominica, Falkland Islands, Gambia, Gibraltar, Gold Coast, Jamaica, — 
Mauritius and dependencies, Montserrat, Nevis, Rhodesia (Southern), — 
St. Lucia, St. Vincent, St. Christopher (St. Kitts), Seychelles, Sic 
Leone, Southern Nigeria, Transvaal, Trinidad, Turks Island, | 
Islands, and Uganda. 
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10. Solidified alcohol (including the preparation called “sterno” or 
“canned heat”) and matches of any kind, as well as cigar lighters (fuse 
lighters, storm lighters, &c.) are prohibited transmission in the mails for 
foreign countries or in the mails for the American Expeditionary Forces 
and the United States naval vessels, including marines on shore in a 
foreign country. 


VALUABLE CARGO: Special cargo such as revolvers, jewelry, 
boots and shoes and goods of an unusual value according to bulk, pays 
an extra freight rate based on a small percentage of the value, in addition 
to the regular freight rate. This extra charge is made because of the 
necessity of special stowage for its protection. In some cases cargo of 
this character is delivered specially to the captain personally, and is 
placed under the care of the purser or some other responsible officer of 
the ship. The extra rate may vary anywhere from one per cent to three 
and one-half per cent of the value of the shipment. Sometimes, the extra 
charge is made on the basis of so much extra per 40 cubic feet, and 
sometimes on the basis of so much ad valorem, whichever produces the 
most revenue for the steamship company.

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Units of Length: A meter (m) is a unit of length equivalent to the 
distance between the defining lines on the international prototype ~ 
meter at the International Bureau of Weights and Measures when this 
standard is at the temperature of melting ice (0° C.).

NEW YORK 


Many export shippers seem to be unaware of the “free lighterage” 
privilege which export freight, shipped in carload lots, enjoys. As a con- 
sequence of not seeing that their railroad billing to New York reads 
‘lighterage free” many shippers have had to pay extra charges for 
cartage from the railroad to the steamship pier, which latter may be 
in Brooklyn or Hoboken, thus entailing extra ferriage also. The 
“lighterage free” clause entitles the shipper to free delivery of carload 
lots (with the exception of certain commodities such as bulk freight or 
shipments of an unusually heavy or bulky nature) alongside steamer or 
on steamer’s dock at such piers as are usually employed by any of the

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ocean lines. Following are the regulations governing “free lighterage” 
at the port of New York: ; 

When a carload shipment consists of a full carload and a part carload 
in excess thereof upon which the carload rate is applied as per Rule 5-C of 
Official Classification, the full carload and the part carload will be treated 
as one car. 

The “free lighterage” limits extend from the Battery to 135th Street, 
on the North River (New York side), from Bergen Point, Shooters 
Island or Clifton to Fort Lee (on the Jersey side) ; on the East River, 
from the Battery to Jerome Avenue Bridge (New York side, and from 
Astoria to 69th Street, Bay Ridge) on the Brooklyn side. This territory 
takes in all the usual piers at which ocean steamers load or discharge. 

There is no more frequent complaint made by export shippers than 
that of “excessive” transfer charges at the port of shipment or destination. 
In some cases these charges are almost as much as the ocean freight. This 
is particularly true of such ports as New York, where the topographical 
conditions make transfer charges unusually high. A glance at a map of 
the New York waterfront will show why transfer charges in New York 


are so high in comparison with other ports. From the furthest uptown ° 


railroad pier on the North River at which export freight is delivered, to 
the Bush Terminal in Brooklyn, for instance, where many freight steamship 
lines have their piers, is nine miles, of which six miles are through badly 
congested streets, and three miles by an infrequent ferry service, on which 
the tariff for trucks is very high. Whereas the majority of the trans- 
atlantic passenger lines load at North River piers or in Hoboken, the 
steamers that depend almost entirely on freight traffic load in Brooklyn, 
anywhere from the Bush Terminal to Greenpoint, a distance of eight miles. 
Others again load in Jersey City and Hoboken. This means that all small 
lots of freight must stand the expense of truckage and ferriage; larger or 
carload lots being usually lightered. In many cases trucks can only get a 
load one way, which means that they have to charge enough, including 
ferriage both ways, to pay for their time,.and so forth. Cartage charges 
on export shipments taken from one pier south of 14th Street to another 
pier south of 14th Street, on Manhattan Island, are less than on shipments 
moved from south of 14th Street to a pier north of 14th Street or to 
Jersey City, Brooklyn or Hoboken, while.on goods that have to be trucked 
to Greenpoint or to a pier south of 39th Street, Brooklyn, the charges are 
still greater. Out of town export shippers should therefore consign their 
goods to the railroad pier nearest that of the outgoing steamer, other 
things being equal. 

The straight waterfront in Greater New York is 555 miles. The 
straight waterfront in New Jersey is 193 miles. Total waterfront 
(straight) in port of New York is 748 miles. In Greater New York > 
224 miles of wharfage has been developed from a straight waterfront of 
100 miles. In New Jersey 133 miles of wharfage has been developed out 
of a straight waterfront of 20 miles. Total, 357 miles of wharfage has 
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been developed in the port of New York out of a straight waterfront 
of 120 miles. The city of New York has developed 53 miles of wharfage 
room; including 232 city-owned piers. 

The port is served by the Baltimore & Ohio; Central R. R. of New 
Jersey; Delaware, Lackawanna & Western; Erie R. R.; Lehigh Valley; 
Long Island; New York Central System; New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford; New York, Ontario & Western; New York, Susquehanna & Western; 
Pennsylvania System; West Shore R. R. 


Free Lighterage: On carload eastbound “lighterage free” freight, 
two free export lighterage deliveries will be made of each individual con- 
signment on which charges are assessed at the carload rate, in such 
quantity as the consignee may direct, whether the consignment’ separately 
occupies a car or is loaded with other consignments in one car. The ex- 
porter has the right to elect which deliveries, if ordered on the same date, 
shall constitute free delivery. Any additional lighterage delivery of 
part of the same consignment from the same car will be charged for at 
the rate of three (3) cents per hundred pounds, with a minimum of $7.56 
for each such additional lighterage delivery. The above charges will be 
in addition to the regular freight charges. 

The free lighterage privilege is incorporated in the tariffs of all trunk 
lines entering New York, but applies only to eastbound freight for ex- 
port. Therefore trafic originating on the N. Y., N. H. & H. or con- 
necting carriers is subject to circular F-600, as follows: 

“There are no rates published by the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. or 
by other railroads for routing—connection with our lines to New York 
harbor points, known as ‘lighterage free’ rates.”

Mobile, the port of entry of Alabama, is situated 30 miles from the 
Gulf of Mexico on the west bank of Mobile River and western shore of 
Mobile Bay. The harbor is landlocked, protected from tidal wave by a 
peninsula and two islands, and from river floods by the delta just above 
the city, into which 1,500 miles of navigable rivers empty harmlessly. This, 
the second largest navigable river system in the United States, includes the 
Warrior-Tombigbee River, canalized, with 8 feet depth the year round, 
penetrating the coal and iron fields of the Birmingham and Tuscaloosa in- 
dustrial steel districts. Alabama ranks third in iron, bauxite and graphite; 
second in value of coke and fifth in coal. : 

Mobile is the second lumber port in the United States, the second fruit 
port, second molasses port, and one of the principal cotton ports. 

The chief items of export are lumber, cotton, naval stores, flour, 
agricultural implements, barrels and staves, lard and other meat products, 
iron and steel, and so forth. Principal imports are fruit, mahogany, dye- 
woods, sisal grass, zinc ore, iron pyrites, Cuban molasses (blackstrap), 
hides and, beginning in 1919, cattle. Under normal conditions (pre-war), 
England took the highest amount of exports with Cuba a close second; 
then Germany, Argentina, France and the Netherlands in the order named. 
In imports, Mexico led with Honduras, Cuba, Chile and Germany following. 

Mobile is served by five railroads, two of which (Louisville & Nash- 
ville, 7,500 miles, and Southern, 8,042) are the largest in the South. The 
others are the Mobile & Ohio to St. Louis; the Gulf, Mobile & Northern 
to Jackson, Tenn., and the Alabama, Tennessee & Northern to Reform, 
Alabama.

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NEWARK 


Port Newark is a municipally developed deep water terminal lo- 
cated on the west shore of Newark Bay. Though Port Newark is but 
seven miles on a direct line from New York City, it is the only point on 
the whole waterfront of the entire Port of New York where rail- 
roads make direct contact with the steamship piers without crossing 
tidal water. 

Port Newark has a 7000-foot inshore channel with over two miles 
of completed docks. The depth of the channel is 30 feet at mean low 
tide. There is ample clearance for the largest freighters to turn or 
maneuver in the ship channel, which has a width of 700 feet. The con- 
necting channel in Newark Bay between the Kill van Kull and the city 
docks is 30 feet deep and 400 feet wide at the bottom. 

Port Newark has two regular steamship lines, both operating under 
the flag of the Transmarine Corporation. One service goes to the Gulf 
port of Beaumont, touching northbound at Mobile and Pensacola. The 
other line operates to the Pacific ports of Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
and Oakland. Eastbound the line serves the lumber ports of Puget 
Sound and Grays Harbor. The Transmarine Lines maintain weekly 
sailings and employ a fleet of 32 steamers. Over 11,000 tons of freight 
a week are shipped and received at the Port Newark docks. 

Port Newark is now one of the most important lumber terminals 
of the East. Approximately 100 million feet of western and southern 
lumber were cleared through Port Newark last year. In one of the 
large industrial sites owned by the City of Newark a large Pacific 
Coast lumber company will build its mills for the sorting, cutting and

side. This will treble the present volume of lumber handled at Port 
Newark. 

Port Newark has two industrial belt lines tapping the five trunk 
line roads entering the port area. Newark enjoys a rail rate parity 
with New York on domestic and export shipments, and is now peti- 
tioning for a differential which is merited by the shorter haul and 
elimination of lighterage. The port area occupies 1,000 acres of re- 
claimed meadowland, all of which was filled in by the city in the 
digging of the ship channel and dredging of the bay. On this property 
the city has constructed heavy-duty streets, and well-ballasted rail sid- 
ings from the belt lines. Upon these industrial sites many large indus- 
tries are locating in order to enjoy the “direct rail to ship” facilities 
and low maintenance cost due to cheap rentals, and excellent traffic 
accommodations. 

The vicinity of Port Newark is the natural focal point for all except one 
of the railroads serving the Port of New York. The Baltimore and Ohio, 
the Pennsylvania, the Central of New Jersey, the Lackawanna, the Phila- 
delphia and Reading, the Erie and the Lehigh Valley all converge near Port 
Newark, and have direct or indirect switching connections with the develop- 
ment. 

Three of these, the Pennsylvania, the Lehigh Valley and the Central of 
New Jersey, actually touch the edge of the Port Newark property, so that 
sidings, spurs, and switching connections are readily obtainable for factories 
located at Port Newark. 

The switching connections with these great trunk line railroads are es- 
pecially advantageous in that the expensive items of drayage and rehandling 
can be practically eliminated on any shipments to or from Port Newark. 

It is possible to ship direct from Port Newark by rail to practically any 
destination in the country. Bills» of lading can also be made out direct to 
Port Newark from any place in the United States, and freight for export 
enjoys the same rate when consigned through Port Newark as when shipped 
through New York. 

Two of the largest classification yards in the East are adj scent to Port 
Newark, and plans are now under way for the construction of the greatest 
break-up yard in the country, literally within a stone’s throw of the Port 
Newark property.

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The second port of the United States, New Orleans, is situated prin- 
cipally on the east bank of the Mississippi River, 110 miles from the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

The New Orleans harbor may be said to extend from the jetties 
at the mouth of the Mississippi to Baton Rouge, the state capital, giving 
a total harbor space 277 miles long, three-quarters of a mile wide, with 
a depth ranging from 60 to 300 feet. 

New Orleans is fortunate in having nine trunk line railroads, serving 
with their own rails practically all principal points in the United States. 

The Southern Pacific Railroad, in connection with its own steamers 
from New Orleans, affords a transcontinental route from New ‘York, via 
New Orleans, to Los Angeles, San Francisco and Portland, its_rails trav- 
ersing the states of Louisiana, Texas, New Mexico, Arizona,” California, 
Oregon, Utah and Nevada, with its own rails in Western Mexico and its 
own steamship line from New Orleans to Cuba. 

The Texas & Pacific Railway extends from New Orleans via Shreve- 
port, La., and Dallas and Fort Worth, Texas, to El Paso, and with its 
close connections serves Arkansas, Central and South Texas, Northern 
and Eastern Mexico, Colorado and Missouri River territory. 

The Missouri Pacific Railroad, with its own rails to St. Louis, Omaha, 
Kansas City and Pueblo, serves Arkansas, Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Oklahoma, Colorado and, with Pueblo connections, affords another trans- 
continental route. 

The Illinois Central Railroad, terminating at Chicago, Louisville, Cin- 
cinnati and Omaha, serving with its own rails Memphis and Birmingham, 
is one of the great trunk lines of the United States. Its Y. & M. V. Line, 
following the east bank of the Mississippi River, serves the rich cotton 
territory of the Yazoo and Sunflower Deltas, where the highest grade 
cotton grown in the United States is produced. 

The Southern Railway covers the entire southeastern territory with a 
network of rails. Its terminals are at Washington, D. C., St. Louis, Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati and Louisville. Its rails serve the iron, steel and coal 
territories of Alabama. 

The Louisville & Nashville Railroad extends from New Orleans to 
Mobile, thence to Birmingham, Nashville, Cincinnati and Louisville, and 
also the important port of Pensacola. Its rails also serve the Alabama 
and Tennessee coal and iron district. 

The Louisiana Railway and Navigation Company extends from New 
Orleans to Shreveport, connecting at the latter point with the Kansas City 
Southern Railway. 

The New Orleans Great Northern Railroad extends from New Or- 
leans to Jackson, Miss., serving a great lumber producing territory. 

The Gulf Coast Lines extend along the Gulf Coast from New Or- 
leans to Houston, Texas, thence to Brownsville and the Mexican border.

Prior to the year 1906 Oakland’s waterfront had very few accommoda- 
tions for the transaction of water-borne commerce. The few wharves 
that were in existence were small and the docks were not deep or wide 
enough for berthing the large steamers. However, from 1909 to 1918 
the city expended $2,800,000 in harbor improvements, and very much 
larger sums have been more recently expended. 

Oakland, located on the east side of San Francisco Bay, has a water 
frontage available for development for shipping purposes in the City of 
Oakland of sixteen and one-tenth linear miles. 

The Port of Oakland has three harbors, known as the Outer Harbor, 
the Middle Harbor, which comprise the Western Waterfront, and the 
Inner Harbor—the Estuary. é 

The Inner Harbor is an arm of San Francisco Bay, exténding south- 
easterly seven and one-half miles to San Leandro Bay. 

It is the most highly developed and important part of Oakland’s water- 
front, the channel being thirty feet deep, six hundred feet wide, and 
eighteen thousand feet long. Along this channel are situated most of 
Oakland’s wharves and warehouses. Sixty-one per cent of Oakland’s 
water-borne freight is handled on this section. 

Oakland’s harbor can accommodate ocean-going vessels, permitting 
the discharge of cargo directly and without lighterage. 

Twenty-one piers are used for general cargo, of which seven are owned 
by the City of Oakland; seven are owned and leased by the City of Oak- 
land; seven are privately owned and operated. This group has a total 
berthing capacity of 10,750 linear feet. 

Two are used for grain, one of which is owned and leased by the City 
of Oakland and one privately owned and operated, The berthing ca- 
pacity totals 1,350 linear feet. 

Seven are used for lumber, two of which are owned by the city; two 
owned and leased by the City of Oakland; and five privately owned 
and operated. The berthing capacity totals 8,790 linear feet. 

; In general, all of the docks and wharves are well lighted and have 
ample fire protection: Mechanical devices for loading and unloading 
expedite movement of cargo so that goods in transit or for local con- 

¢ sumption suffer little delay. Four railroads, the Southern Pacific, the 
, Western Pacific, the Santa Fe and the San Francisco and Sacramento 
Railroads offer facilities for the transporting of goods to interior points.

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PHILADELPHIA 


Philadelphia holds undisputed position as second in volume of ton- 
nage in the United States. Modern piers, natural advantages, and superior 
wharf and dock facilities, combined with three trunk line .railroads and 
their connections, provide railroad facilities which equal those of any 
other port. The terminal facilities of these three lines, as well as practically 
all other piers, with direct rail connections, enable shipments to be delivered 
direct from car to vessel or from vessel to car, thereby eliminating the 
cost or disadvantages connected with lighterage service. ° ‘ 

The channel in the Delaware River has been dredged to a depth of 
35 feet at mean low water, with a width of 1,000 feet, making it possible 
for the largest vessel to reach Philadelphia with ease and safety. 

Ten modern piers have been constructed by the City of Philadelphia 
under the supervision of the Department of Wharves, Docks and Ferries, 
and are recognized as the largest models in modern pier construction. 
Several additional piers have been authorized and are now being built 
by the city. 

In addition to the city-owned piers there are twenty-three semi-public 
and private piers along the Delaware and Schuylkill Rivers used for For- 
eign Trade—ten for coastwise trade, two for river and bay trade; twelve 
coal piers; thirteen miscellaneous and industrial piers; four ore piers; 
three grain piers; six lumber piers; eleven water front freight stations, 
and various sections of improved bulkhead frontage. 

Grain and coal are two important commodities for export and the 
facilities at Philadelphia are Superior to those of any other port along 
the Atlantic Seaboard for handling this business. Recently a vessel was | 
loaded with 276,000 bushels of corn in eleven hours. The coal facilities 
are modern in every respect. 

At the Port of Philadelphia, export traffic arriving on any particular 
railroad, intended for steamers receiving their cargoes at the piers of that 
railroad, is delivered to ship’s side without any additional expense. Ex- 
port traffic arriving via the other railroads intended for the steamer men- 
tioned, is likewise delivered to ship’s side (by switching movement, 
usually) without additional charge if the railroad bringing the shipment 
to Philadelphia has received revenue at the rate of 7 cents per 100 pounds, 
or higher. Traffic coming from points outside of Philadelphia and des- 
tined for transshipment by water from the pier of a connecting carrier 
would be switched to the line for destination at the most convenient point 
of interchange of the connecting carriers, thereby giving both lines reve- 
nue haul and part of a joint rate. - ; 

The same arrangement is operative as to vessels berthed at the 
municipal or other ocean piers. The effect of this arrangement is that 
almost the entire export and import traffic at the Port of Philadelphia 
originating at or destined to interior points is exchanged between the rail- _ 

‘road lines and the steamship lines without any expense to the owners, of 4 
the goods other than the transportation charges. pis

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PORTLAND, ORE. 


The port of Portland is situated on the Willamette River, 10 miles 
from its confluence with the Columbia River, 110 miles from the Pacific 
Ocean, comparing favorably in this respect with the ports of London, 70 
miles from the sea; New Orleans, 100 miles; Philadelphia, 103 miles ; 
Hamburg, 75 miles; ‘and Seattle, 120 miles. 

Within the limits of the city of Portland the port’s harbor frontage 
is 27 miles. On this frontage 6.13 miles of berthing space has been 
developed for the accommodation of shipping and industries, segregated 
as follows: Municipal terminals, 1.47 miles; private general cargo, grain, 
lumber, fuel docks, and so forth, used for ocean commerce, 2.72 miles ; 
and for coastwise and river steamers, shipbuilding and other activities, 
1.94 miles. 

An improved system of inland waterways converges at Portland with 
502 miles of navigable streams leading from the interior, including the 
Columbia, Willamette and Snake Rivers, on which numbers of river 
craft are operated. 

The port is served by five transcontinental railroads, all of which are 
in a position to expeditiously and economically transfer cargoes between, 
rail and vessels at the many terminals and docks. The port is also served 
by several inter-state and intra-state railroads with equally convenient 
terminal connections. 

The port has planned, financed and constructed modern terminal 
facilities, both municipally and privately owned, with the majority of 
the port’s development, activities and direction administered by the 
municipal organizations known as the Port of Portland Commission and 
the Commission of Public Docks. 

The port has four modern municipal terminals on which over 
$8,500,000 has been expended in the last decade. There are also five large 
general cargo docks; ten flour and grain docks; nine large lumber docks 
and four fuel oil docks, together with coal bunkers and other fueling 
facilities. One 10,000 ton and one 15 ,000 ton modern dry dock serve the 
port, both being municipally owned and operated. A full complement of 
repair facilities is also available, as are facilities for towing, lighterage and 
all necessary harbor activities. 

Besides privately owned grain elevators, there is at Terminal No. 4 a | — 
modern municipal elevator of 1,200,000 bushels capacity, with all facilities 
for grading, cleaning, weighing and handling the monstrous grain crops — 
of the Pacific Northwest and Inland territories. At this terminal fourteen 
500-foot vessels can be accommodated at one time, with grain loading © 
carried on in two vessels at the same time by means of the fourteen 3 
spouts from the grain elevator. ‘ 

For the handling of vegetable oils, molasses, and so forth, red us 
terminal has an installation of 11 tanks with a capacity for 1,092,000 
gallons, complete with all modern pumping, dumping and weighing ‘device: 
- for tank car and ship’s tank loading and unloading. Several industr 
using vegetable oils are located along the Portland harbor, creating a aie 
cargo of oils and copra from the South Sea isles. 

In order to handle the tonnage of phosphate rock which annu : 
passes through this port from Idaho to Japan, where it is used as a 
fertilizer, and for the handling of cargoes of coal, ores, sulphur, and 
forth, at "Terminal No. 4 a modern bulk commodity storage plant has 
constructed, with car unloaders, belt conveyors, traveling tower 
other mechanical equipment installed for rapid transfer of thes 
materials. 

The principal commodities of the port for export are lumber, 
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flour, agricultural and dairy products, wool, livestock, meats, canned 
fruits, vegetables, salmon, gypsum rock and coal, together with the thou- 
sands of tons of merchandise emanating along the Atlantic seaboard and 
in the middle western states which pass through this port to the Orient.

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SAN FRANCISCO 


Partly by virtue of being situated on the finest and largest landlocked 
harbor in the world, and partly because of its location at the crossroads 
of the world’s trade, San Francisco is America’s western metropolis. 

The city owes much of its pre-eminence to its splendid distribution 
facilities radiating to all points of the globe. These facilities are potent 
factors in making San Francisco the center of financial institutions, govern- 
mental offices, manufacturing establishments, insurance businesses, auto- 
motive and textile industries and productive activities of every kind. 

The exceptional harbor facilities of San Francisco give it rank as 
one of the three greatest harbors in the world, the other two being 
the bays of Sydney and Naples. San Francisco harbor covers over 420 
square miles and has a shore line, exclusive of navigable inlets, of 100 
miles with a depth of water from 8 to 10 fathoms, exactly what is needed 
to furnish a safe anchorage at all times and for any class of ships. 

The harbor is accessible through the Golden Gate any hour of the 24. 
The depth of water over the bay in the south channel is 35 feet and in the 
north channel 50 feet. No dredging has been necessary to secure or 
maintain this depth. 

The port charges of San Francisco are the lowest of any large port 
in North America. 

A recapitulation of the port facilities along the shore of San 
Francisco Bay, recently made, reveals the fact that there are 268 structures, 
including piers, wharves and deep water bulkheads—with or without ware- 
houses. Of these 179 extend at right angles to the shore line; 26 are 
oblique and 61 parallel. In addition to these is Mission Rock with its ware- 
houses and transshipment resources for effecting distribution about the 
bay. 

San Francisco itself has 40 modern piers, most of them built upon 
cement piling, for the accommodation of its enormous coastal and foreign 
trade. These piers vary in width from 125 to 200 feet and are from 
600 to 1120 feet long, providing a cargo area equivalent to 135 acres or 
50 city blocks, sufficient to take care of about 1,500,000 tons of cargo per 
month. The slip space between the piers ranges from 200 to 300 feet, 
allowing plenty of water space to handle cargo by means of lighters, and 
enables the vessels to work from each side, both in loading and dis- 
charging, tending to facilitate quick despatch and to permit coaling while 
the vessel loads or discharges. 

There are more than 15 miles of berthing space, or sufficient to accom- 
modate upwards of 250 vessels of average size at one time. The depth 
of water at all the piers is sufficient to permit any vessel docking under 
its own steam at any stage of the tide. The tidal range is from 5 to 8 feet. 

There are 50 steamship companies operating from the port of San 


Francisco of which 31 are engaged in foreign service and 19 in coastal 


trade. During 1921 approximately 160 ocean carriers were engaged in 
_ foreign and trans-Pacific trade which made San Francisco either a port

companies operated over 100 steamers. j 

San Francisco is the western terminal for three transcontinental rail- 
road systems and three coast trunk lines, the Southern Pacific, the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe and the Western Pacific Railroad Company. 

The connecting rail and water link is the belt line railroad which 
serves 223 acres of wharves and docks on the San Francisco waterfront 
by means of 144 spur tracks. A further network of spur tracks connecting 
with the main lines taps all sections of the industrial and wholesale district 
extending for nearly the entire length of San Francisco’s harbor front. 

' San Francisco is the financial clearing house for the territory west of 
the Rocky Mountains and for the foreign trade in which the port functions 
as a great distributing depot. 

In San Francisco there are 2,500 manufacturing plants and in the 
metropolitan area there are 1,500 more. In these 4,000 industrial establish- 
ments goods to the value of approximately $1,000,000,000 are annually pro- 
duced. This output strengthens and supplements the tremendous foreign 
trade passing in and out Golden Gate—(W. H. Levings, San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce.)

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SAVANNAH 


The port of Savannah is a land-locked harbor, eighteen miles from 
the Atlantic Ocean. The harbor is fresh water with a soft bottom, and 
has a depth of thirty-two (32) feet at mean high water. It is an open 
port the year round, being free from ice and snow. 

The extent of the port of Savannah proper including Port Wentworth, 
is 10.1 miles, with unlimited space for growth and expansion. 

Savannah is a free port, i.e., no docking or berthing charges are made 
against steamers while loading or discharging cargo. 

Savannah’s terminal facilities are vast and commodious. Their total 
area is in excess of five thousand acres; berthing space for vessels is in 
excess of thirty-three thousand lineal feet, capable of docking at the same 
time eighty vessels, each four hundred feet in length. These terminals 
have storage space for cotton alone to the extent of 538,300 bales’ com- 
pressed cotton; -while for naval stores there is space (including storage 
tanks) for 71,500 casks of turpentine and 150,000 barrels of rosin. In 
addition there is storage space for 331,000 tons of general cargo, allowing 
fifty cubic feet to the ton. There are some hundreds of acres of open 
space on the terminals where millions of feet of forest products, such as 
lumber, logs, staves, cross-ties, or any other cargo not affected by weather, 
may be stored close to tidewater. Situated on and in close proximity to 
these terminals are no less than nine cotton compresses, seven of which are 
known as high density presses, convertible into standard density presses 
in thirty minutes’ time, while the remaining two are strictly standard 
density presses. The combined compressing capacity of those presses is 
between 6,500 and 7,500 bales per day of ten hours. 

The connections at Savannah Terminals by rail and water embrace 
all the important railroads of the Southeast and include the Seaboard 
Air Line, Atlantic Coast Line, Central of Georgia, Southern, Savannah 
& Statesboro, Savannah & Atlanta and Midland Railway. These 
lines ramify all parts of the Southeastern territory and, with their con- 
nections, serve all sections of the country. 

The Southern Railway penetrates the entire South, having one line © 
haul to the principal points in Tennessee, Alabama, North and South 
Carolina, Georgia; Mississippi, Kentucky and Virginia. 

Savannah is located almost centrally on the Seaboard between Ports- 
mouth, Virginia, and Tampa, Florida; being 501 miles south of Ports-_ 
mouth, 350 miles west of Tampa, and 340 miles east from Montgomery, 
Alabama. 

é The city is also located centrally on the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road. This line particularly serves the states of Virginia, North and South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida and Alabama. Said line is a parent company 
of the L. & N. Railroad, and directly or indirectly controls by lease or 
otherwise the principal lines of the South other than the Southern, Sea- 
board, Central of Georgia and Savannah and Atlanta. With its allied 
connections it penetrates all important points east of the Mississippi and 
south of the Ohio River including St. Louis and New Orleans. ri 

The Central of Georgia, which is owned and controlled by the Illi- 
nois Central Railroad, penetrates the important points in Georgia, Al E 
bama and parts of Tennessee. With its connections with the Illino 
Central, it traverses principal points in Iowa, Wisconsin, Illinois, Ind 
Kentucky, Tennessee and other central and middle-western states, _

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SEATTLE 


Seattle is the American port through which passes the largest part of 
the exchange of commodities between the United States and the consumers 
and producers of the Orient and the Far East. Rubber, oil, silk, hides, tea 
and other raw materials of the Orient come to Seattle and the vessels that 
bring them carry back the iron, steel, machinery and the thousand manu- 
factured articles that the peoples of the countries across the Pacific require. 

It is also the ocean gate through which the lumber, wheat, fruit, cop- 
per, lead, and other raw products of the Northwestern part of the United 
States make their way to tide water and then by ship to the Atlantic, to 
Europe and the world markets. 

This harbor with its 200 miles of water frontage has no superior. The 
connecting channel- with the Pacific Ocean, the Straits of Juan de Fuca, 
averages from twelve to fifteen miles wide; the shallowest depth being 136 
feet. This ample depth of water makes it possible for the largest vessels 
afloat to make port and find berthage without even the aid of a pilot or 
tow. 

Besides the main salt water harbor there is found a great inland 
harbor comprising the fresh water lakes, Lake Washington and Lake 
Union, connected with Puget Sound by the Lake Washington Canal, Ships 
of 800 feet can enter the locks and this canal, passing from salt to fresh 
water in from five to twenty minutes, depending upon their size. In the 
fresh water of the lakes, docks may be maintained secure from destruc- 
tion by marine wood borers; ships are discharged and loaded without ex- 
pensive adjustments to the tides and vessels are automatically cleaned 
of their accumulations of barnacles by contact with the fresh water, so 
that this great inland harbor is a real asset to Seattle in promoting foreign 
and domestic trade. 5 

The giant Smith’s Cove Terminal, Pier “B,” the largest commercial 
pier in the world, is equipped with two-story transit sheds, the most mod- 
ern passenger accommodations and five miles of railroad trackage on the — 
Pier itself, with a capacity of 400 railroad cars. Even the smallest termi- 
nals of the Port of Seattle are larger and have greater cargo capacity than — 
the terminals found in other ports. This fact taken in connection with 
the natural facilities of the harbor and the large amount of railroad track- 
age and mechanical handling equipment makes the Port of Seattle most 
economical for both rail and water carrier. 

In line with the best modern opinion that a port terminal unit to be 
complete must consist not only of the wharf and transit shed, but of a 
warehouse adjacent thereto, the Port of Seattle has included at each of <3 
their terminals, except at Smith’s Cove, commodious warehouses located 
as close to the ship as possible, separated only by two or three depressed 
tracks, as the case may be, from the transit shed, so that freight can be un- 
loaded from the vessel, trucked across the wharf and placed in permanent 
storage by one handling movement. These warehouses are also speci a 
in order that the import and export commodities may be handled thro: 
this port with the greatest economy and dispatch. ee 5 

It was the strategic location and natural advantages of this t that 
led four great transcontinental railroads to make Seattle their term: 
and it was this again that led Japan to make Seattle the main t 
of its great fleet of merchant vessels plying on the Pacific. 

The Port of Seattle is the pioneer of all Harbor Boards in the ¢ 
lishment of public cold storage terminal plants and these warehouse 
facilities are the largest and finest in the West. ae 

Ranking a close second to the great lumber industry of the Nortt

the fish industry has made Seattle the leading port in the United States in 
the volume and value of fish products of all kinds. 

The point of difference in the development of the Port of Seattle and 
other ports is principally that of public operation which has been a large 
factor in the providing of modern, up-to-date freight handling appliances. 
All employees, including longshoremen and truckers, are employees directly 
under the control of the Port Commission and when a labor saving device 
is found to be an improvement on previously employed methods, it is pro- 
vided and put into service. Moreover, employees can be encouraged to 


work out new plans or to suggest improvements on the equipment in use.
